The  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents  convened  at  9:00  a.m. 
on  Thursday,     July  20,    1972  in  Room  J149  at  Sangamon  State  University,    Spring- 
field,   Illinois.      Mr.    J.    Robert  Barr,    Chairman,    presided. 

Mr.    Barr  called  the  meeting  to  order,    roll  was  called,    and  the  following  members 
were  present:

Others  present  included  staff  members  from  the  Universities  and  the  Central 
Office;  Mr.    Paul  E.    Mathias,    Legal  Counsel  to  the  Board;  members  of  the  Joint 
University  Advisory  Committee;  and  representatives  of  the  news  media. 

With  respect  to  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  June  15,    the  Chairman  advised  that 
Dr.    Groves  had  called  to  his  attention  the  fact  that  some  of  the  language    in  the 
last  two  paragraphs    on  page  5  relative  to  the  adoption  of  the  governance  document 
appeared  to  be  ambiguous.     It  had  been  suggested  by  Dr.    Groves,    and  Mr.    Barr 
said  he  concurred,    that  the  Board  postpone  formal  approval  of  the  minutes  until 
September;  and  in  the  interim  Dr.    Groves,    Dr.    Matsler  and  he  would  revise  the 
language  in  question  to  reflect,    without  ambiguity,   what  had  been  the  discussion 
at  the  June  meeting.      The  revised  language,    he  proposed,    would  be  submitted  to 
the  Board  for  review  and  approval  in  September. 

Dr.     Matsler  observed  that  this  might  present  a  legal  problem   inasmuch   as 
extracts  are  taken  from  the  minutes    and  certified   to  other  agencies,    such  as 


the  Illinois  Building  Authority.      He  asked  the  Board,    if  agreeable,    to  approve 
the  minutes    of  June    15  with  the  exception  of  the  two  paragraphs  in  question. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved,    seconded  by  Dr.    Julian,    for  approval  of  the    minutes    of 
June    15,     with  the  exception    of  the  last  two  paragraphs  on  page  5.       The   motion 
carried. 

Dr.  Matsler  inquired  whether  the  Board  would  prefer  to  receive  action  minutes 
rather  than  minutes  which  summarize  discussion  of  matters  before  the  Board. 
Mr.    Barr    expressed  his  preference  that  the  present  format  be  continued. 

CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 

The  Chairman  noted  that  the  recent  death  of  Mr.    Guy  E.    Cornwell   on  July  8  had 
saddened   everyone  who  knew  him.      Mr.    Cornwell  had  served  as  one  of  the  ori- 
ginal  members    of  the   Board  and  for  the  last  year  or  so  of  his  membership  had 
served  as  Vice  Chairman.     He  was  a  good  friend  and  supporter  of  higher  education, 
his  contributions    had  been  many,     and  he  would  be  greatly  missed.      Mr.    Barr  read 
the  following    prepared  statement   and  Resolution: 

Guy   E.    Corn-well    served  as  one  of  the  original  members  of  the 
Board    of  Regents  from  1967  to  1971.     His  death  on  July  8,    1972  has 
saddened   us  all.      During  the  years  of  his  tenure  on  the  Board,    his 
contributions  have  been  many.     He  was  Vice  Chairman  from  1969  to 
1971  and  served  on  the  President's    Selection    Committee    for  both 
Sangamon   State  University  and  Illinois  State  University.     His  counsel 
was  respected   by  all  members  of  the   Board  and  by  the  staffs  of  the 
Regency    University   System.      His  long  association  with  education   in  the 
State    of  Illinois,    as  teacher,    administrator,     Deputy  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  for  Illinois,    Illinois  Association  of  School   Boards 
consultant,    and  Board  of  Regents  member,    summarizes  only  a  small 
part   of  his  services  to  his  fellow  man.      Guy  Cornwell  was  kind,    thought- 
ful,   honest  in  word  and  deed,    and  loved  by  all  who  came    to  know  him  well. 

To  honor  the  memory  of  Guy  Cornwell   and  to  show   its  appreciation 
to  the  People  of  Illinois  and  to  his  daughter,    Jean  E.    Parker,    the  Board 
of   Regents    hereby  authorizes  the  following  Resolution: 

RESOLVED,   that  the  Board  of  Regents  extends  its    sympathy  to 
the  family  of  Mr.    Cornwell  and  hereby  establishes  the  Guy   E.    Cornwell 
Memorial   Fund   in  honor  of  his  service  to  the  State    of   Illinois    and   for 
the  purpose    of  furthering    education   in  Illinois. 

Dr.    Matsler  said  that  he  had  discussed  with  Mrs.    J.    E.    Parker,     daughter    of 
Mr.    Cornwell,    her  wish  that   a   memorial  fund   be  established  to  which  friends 
might   contribute,     in  lieu  of  flowers.     A  considerable   number  of  contributions 
had  been    received   in  the  Central  Office,     Dr.    Matsler    advised,     which  had  been 
deposited   in  a  bank  account.     If  it  were  agreeable  to  the  Board,    Dr.    Matsler  said, 
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this    could   be    a   fund   to   which  persons  could   contribute  in   Mr.    Cornwell's 
honor  and   the   Board  at  some  later    date    should   decide  on   the   use  of  the  money. 
The  Central  Staff  will    insure  that  Mrs.     Parker    is   kept   advised   and   is    aware 
of   all   contributions. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  for  adoption   of  the    Resolution.       The   motion  was  seconded 
by  Mr.     Patterson,    and  it  carried  unanimously.       (Ref.  :      #76-7-  1 ) 

Mr.     Shuman    suggested   that  it  might    be  well  not  to  call  the  fund   by  any  particu- 
lar   name,     but  simply  to  establish   a   memorial  fund    so  that  others   might  be    added. 
Dr.    Matsler  agreed  and  suggested   that   it  could   be  a   part    of  the  Regency  Fund. 
Mr.    Barr    said  he  felt  this  to  be  a  good  idea,    adding  that  the  Board  had  at  times 
discussed   the  thought   that  fo.r  many  reasons    it  might  be  well  to  have  a  fund 
administered   by  the  Board  of  Regents   which  could  be  used   for  the  furtherance 
of  educational  purposes,     a  fund  to  which  persons    might  want   to  contribute   for 
various    reasons.      Dr.    Knoblauch   inquired    if  this  could  be  accomplished   under 
the    Resolution   just  adopted,    and    Dr.     Matsler   said  he  believed  it  could. 

Copies    of  a  proposed    calendar  of  meetings,    extended  through  the  July  1973 
meeting,     were  distributed  for  consideration  by  the  Regents.      Some    discussion 
ensued   regarding  the  necessity  for  meeting  every  month,    and  the  feasibility  of 
meeting    on  the  campuses  during  the  winter  months  rather    than  in  Chicago.      It 
was    agreed  that   the  November    and   December    meetings    would  be  interchanged 
as  to  location. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved   for    adoption  of  the    calendar  of  meetings;    and  the  motion 
was    seconded   by  Mr.     Patterson. 

Mr.    Shuman  offered   a  substitute  motion   that   the    Board  reserve   the  dates  pro- 
posed  in   the  calendar,     but  that  the  location   of  the  meetings  not  be  fixed   beyond 
the  next  three  meetings;    and   further    that  the  Board   attempt  to  eliminate    the 
meetings  in  April  and   December,     in  addition   to  the  August  meeting.      Dr.    Knob- 
lauch   seconded   the  motion. 

Mr.    Barr  pointed  out  that  the  calendar   through  December    1972    had   already  been 
approved   and   it  would  be  necessary  to  rescind   the  earlier  Board  action.      Mr. 
Mathias    advised   that   the    Public    Meetings    Act  provides  that   the    board  shall  give 
public    notice  of  the   schedule    of  regular  meetings    at  the   beginning  of  the  year, 
stating   the    regular    dates,     times  and  places    of  such  meetings,    but,    he  said, 
these    could   be    changed  by  subsequent  Board  action. 

Mr.    Shuman   withdrew   his    substitute  motion,     and  Dr.     Knoblauch  withdrew  the 
second.      Mr.     Barr  said  that   insofar  as    Mr.    Shuman' s    comments    relative  to 
cutting    down   on  the  number  of  meetings  was  concerned,    there  was  broad  support 
for  that;  but  as  to  determining   this  far  in  advance  the  necessity  to   have    a  Board 
meeting    in  any  given   month,     this  would  be  difficult. 

It  being  the  consensus    of  the  Board   that  the  November    and    December   meeting 
places   be  interchanged,     roll   was    called,    and  the  motion   carried  unanimously.

The    Chairman  advised   that  the  General  Assembly  had  appropriated   the  sum 
of  $1,000  to  the  Central  Office   to   be  used   to  help  defray  travel  expenses   incurred 
by  members  of  the  Joint   University  Advisory  Committee  in  attending  Board  of 
Regents'    meetings. 

Inasmuch   as  there  were  no  reports  from   committees,     Mr.    Barr  called  for  the 
next  item  on  the  agenda. 

LONG   RANGE  PLANNING  ISSUES 

Progress    Reports    on  Academic  Master    Plans 

The  Chairman  noted  that  the  Board  had  received  drafts  of  campus  master  plans. 
Northern  had  submitted  a  preliminary  version  of  the  narrative  of  their  Campus 
Master  Plan,  1972-1980;  Illinois  State's  progress  report  had  been  contained  in  a 
letter  from  Dr.  Stanley  Rives  to  Dr.  Matsler,  copies  of  which  had  been  mailed 
to  the  Regents  along  with  other  meeting  materials;  and  Sangamon  State's  report 
was  included  in  the  President's  Report.  The  Universities  would  not  be  making 
formal  presentations  at  this  time,  he  stated,  but  rather  would  provide  an  oppor- 
tunity for  the  institutions    to  receive  comments   from  the    Board  members. 

President   Spencer    called   attention   to  the  tentative    list  of  programs  under    con- 
sideration,   together  with  a  calendar  of  approval  dates.      Sangamon  State,    he  said, 
is  still  in  the  midst  of  developing   the  thrust  of  the  University,     and  these    programs 
are  the  major  building    blocks   for  the  second  phase  of  the  plan.     He  pointed  out 
that  the  Status    Report   to  the  North  Central  Association  details  how  Sangamon   State 
has  arrived  at  its  present  point;    and   Dr.    John  Keiser,     assisted  by  Dr.    Doug 
Kindschi,    commented   on  what  is  planned   for  the  next  two  years. 
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Dr.    Julian   asked   if  Board   members    could  be  furnished  with  a  list  of  courses 
to  be  offered  in  the  Fall  of  1972,    believing   that  the  Regents    should  study  these 
carefully.      Dr.    Kindschi  agreed   to  make   them  available    before    the  meeting 
adjourned. 

President  Spencer    said  that   while    Sangamon  State's  was  really  a  very  sketchy 
report,     the  University  for  the  first  time  is  showing  what  it  wants  to  do.      It 
realizes,    he  said,    that  perhaps  not  all  of  its  plans  will   be    approved  by  the  Regents 
and  the  Board  of  Higher    Education,    but  nevertheless,     Sangamon   State  felt  it  would 
like  to  have  its  cards  on  the  table  in  this  way  to  deal  with  any  possible  differences 
that  might  arise. 

Dr.    Groves  inquired  whether  the  big  cost  programs  are  likely  to  be  in  the  allied 
health  area,    and  Dr.    Spencer  said  that  allied  health  programs  are  now  under 
study  by  federal  agencies  and  other  planning  agencies.      They  do  have  built-in 
instructional  ratios  which  are  expensive,    he  said,    but  an  attempt  is  being  made 
to  improve  the  ratio  so  that  programs  can  be  carried  out  for  less  money  and 
still  be  certified,    if  they  can  get  outside  agencies  to  cooperate.      Dr.    Kindschi 
noted   that  is    the  reason  why  SSU   is    planning  with  the  hospitals  and  other  insti- 
tutions   so  that  they  do  not  overlap. 

Dr.    Julian    inquired   if  there  were  not  a  nursing  program  at  Northern,    and  Presi- 
dent Nelson   replied  that  Northern's    is  the  largest  program  in  the  State.      Dr.    Julian 
asked   if  Sangamon's  is  something  different.      Dr.     Spencer    said  that  Sangamon's 
program  would  include  the  baccalaureate  and   master's  programs,    through   a  new 
program   of  nurse-physician  which  the  SIU  medical  school   will  adopt  when  it 
becomes  active.      Six   or  seven  institutions  will  participate    in  this.      Northern's 
program   is  territorial,    he  pointed  out.      Central  Illinois    now  has  programs    which 
graduate  about  100  nurses    per  year;  and  these    will   be  phased  out  as  Lincoln  Land 
and  Sangamon  step  up  their  programs.     The  manpower    requirements    of  the  hospi- 
tals must  be  met,    he  said,    and   the  University  will  be  called  upon   to  supply  bachelors 
and  masters    programs.     He  pointed  out  that  Springfield   is  actually  a  large  medical 
center  in  the  State,    a  fact  which  had  been  recognized   in  the  BHE    study. 

Mr.    Barr  predicted  that  the  Universities   will  be  hearing  many  such  questions  from 
the  Regents    and  the   Board  of  Higher  Education  as  to  whether    programs    fit  into 
the  System  and  the  needs    of  higher  education  in  the  State.      Dr.    Groves  noted  that 
the  BHE  at  its  last  meeting  had  adopted  a  resolution  applying  to  junior    colleges, 
but   which  nevertheless    has    implications   for  the  senior   institutions,    that  progams 
must  show  evidence    of  having  been  proposed  only  after  extensive  preliminary  dis- 
cussion  with  large  institutions,    both  public  and  private,    to  see  if  they  could  be 
offered  on  a  joint   basis  rather  than  being  established  as  new  programs.      There 
are  two  nursing  programs  in  hospitals  in  Springfield,    he  said,    offering  diploma 
programs;  and  if   the  hospitals  are  willing   to  work  with  Sangamon  State,    this 
would   certainly  be   very  important  to  the  approval  of  the  program.      Dr.    Groves 
said  he  would  hope  that  the  hospitals    are  attuned  to  the  fact  that  they  would  be 
phased  out,    and  said  he  thought  it  incumbent  upon  the  University  to  have  this  kind 
of  coordination. 
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Dr.     Julian   questioned   the  names  of  some  of  the  programs.     Dr.    Spencer  said 
that   these    were  only  proposed   names.      The  ones  the  Board   would   be  called  upon 
to  approve  would  be  fully  explained  in  a  major  report  to  the  Board,    probably  in 
December. 

Dr.     Berlo    referred  to  the  memorandum  from  Dr.     Rives  to  Dr.    Matsler,    dated 
May   22,    1972.      He  asked   Dean  Budig   and   Dr.    Rives  to  make  a  brief  report  on 
ISU' s  academic    plan. 

Dean    Budig    said  he  would  confine    himself   to  some  preliminary    remarks  and 
ask  Dr.    Rives  to  present   the    plan  inasmuch   as    he  had   been  the  chief  staff  officer 
involved   with    the    academic  planning    committee.       Dean    Budig  underscored    that 
the  tentative  plan  reflects  much  faculty  and  student  input.       The  final  document 
should   be  prepared    in  August,     he  said,    and  it   was  the  hope    of  the  University  that 
it  would   be  relevant,     innovative    and  realistic. 

Dr.    Rives    said  ISU's  priorities    were  to  combine  academic  content    with  student 
growth   and    development;  and  to  maximize  creativity,     flexibility,     adaptability 
and    employability  of  its  graduates.      The  plan  will  call  for  support  for  quality 
faculty  and  students  and  support  for  programs    of  real  excellence    or    those  which 
will    become    excellent  because    of  availability  of  resources.       The  real  emphasis 
at   ISU,    he   said,    will  be  on  program  improvement   as  opposed  to  introduction  of 
new   programs. 

Mr.     Barr  said  he  had  several  comments   to  make  on  ISU's  presentation.      First, 
he  would  call  attention   to  the   fact  that  there  is    a  problem  which,    while  not  men- 
tioned  by  Dr.    Rives,    would  not  disappear  by  ignoring  it.      As    far  as  the   Board  is 
concerned,    it  is  not  resolved,     namely,    the  future  of  the  Ph.  D.     in    Biological  Science, 
but  this    would  probably  come  up  when   the   Board  discusses  Northern's  plan,    he  said. 
His  second  comment,    he  said,    related   to  offering   the  D.  A.    degree  in  various  areas. 
The    Regents  have  not  yet  given  approval  to  any  D.  A.    program,     and  as  far  as  he 
knew,    there  are  none  offered   by  public  colleges  in  Illinois.      Mr.    Barr  said  he  under- 
stood that  both  NIU  and   ISU   want  to  get  into  this  area,    but  he   said  he  had   a  feeling 
that   before  the  Board  would  approve  any  D.  A.    program,    it  would  have  to  have    some 
justification   for  the  degree  itself.       Before    the  institutions    get   too  far  along  the  line 
in  planning    specific  programs,     the  Board  would  need  this  justification.     Dr.    Groves 
said  that  if  ISU  has  explored  the  feasibility    of  the  degree  he  would  like   to  see  the 
report.      Mr.    Barr    said  that  there  had  been  hope  for  a  specific  appropriation  to 
fund  such  a  study  at  ISU  this  year  and,    in   fact,   the  Board  had  held  off  some  actions 
pending  the  outcome  of    such  a  study.      Dr.    Rives   said  he  had  not  meant  to  imply 
that  ISU  had    conducted  a  feasibility  study  of  the  degree  itself,     but  only  within  the 
specific    areas  which   he  had   talked  about  -  for  example,    the  Department  of  History. 
They  had  had  extensive  conversations  with  what   the  University  perceives  to  be    a 
major  market- -the  community  colleges.      His    statements,     he  said,    had  been  di- 
rected  only  to  the  particular  disciplines. 

Dr.    Groves  admitted  that  there    are  some  confusing  trends  in  this  area,     some  of 
which  come  from  the  Board  of  Higher  Education.     He  said  he  believed   it  mandatory 
for  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Regents    and  the  Executive    Director    to  defend 
the  System's  rights    and  to  see  that   the  BHE  does  not  "steal  the  march    on 
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our  institutions".      There    is  a  careful  movement   in  this  area,    he  said,    and 

a  real  possibility  that   it  would  happen,    which  he  believed   would  be  disastrous. 

Dr.     Matsler    said  that  the  funding  had  not  been  provided  for  the   study  of  the 
D.  A.    degree,    and  this  might  be  an  opportunity  for  the  institutions    to  push  for 
a   pilot  program  in  specific  areas  where  the  Board  feels  it  would  be  appropriate. 
He  said  he  believed   that  it   was  time    to  begin  some  kind  of  a  program  and  see 
if   it  works,    particularly   in  the  areas  where  the  Regency  Universities    are  com- 
petent. 

President   Berlo  said  he  had  mixed  feelings  about  the  D.  A.     degree    itself. 
ISU  is  inquiring   into  the  feasibility   of   it  and  will  report   to  the  Board  the  results 
of  interviews    with  presidents,  and  deans  throughout  the   state.      There  is  a  real 
question,    he  said,    of  persons  who  get  the  degree  being  hired.      As  to  the  program 
in  Biological  Science,    he   said,    he  had  seen  no  point  in  bringing  it  into  the  Board 
in  this  report,     since  it  was  a  sort  of  "pie-in-the-  sky"    situation. 

Dr.    Groves  commented   that  with  respect  to  the  allied  health  sciences  he  felt  that 
institutions  in  the  State  are  rushing  into  this  area  pell-mell.      It  is  imperative,    he 
said,   that  the  question  of  need  be  examined  carefully,    including  determining   what 
is  offered  at  the  junior  college    level,    what  is  already  being  offered  adequately 
through  private  programs  and  what  can  be  offered  in  public  programs.      There  are 
a  variety  of  concerns  which  enter  into  this  for  the  sake  of  the  citizens  of  the  State 
and  their  resources.      Mrs.    Masters  agreed  with  Dr.    Groves'   sentiments.      Forty 
programs    had  just  been  approved   for  the  junior  colleges,    Dr.    Groves    added,    and 
this  looks  like  only  the  beginning. 

Mrs.     Spencer  inquired  if  the  hospitals  are  phasing  out  their  programs  in  the  allied 
health  area.      It  used  to  be,    she   said,    that  one  need   not  go  to  college  to  learn  these 
things.      Dr.    Groves    said  that  the  educational  institutions  are  phasing  them  in. 
The  Board    of  Higher  Education,     he    said,     has  a  health   education   commission 
which  is  supposed  to  be  addressing  itself   to  these  questions,    and  they  have  come 
up  with  the  conclusion  that  there  should  be    some  development  in  the  allied   health 
science    area  and  the  medical  profession  so  that  better  services  can  be  extended. 
But,    he   said,    the    question   is  how  far  do  you  go  in  pursuing   this?      You  could  get 
way  out  on  a  limb,    he  said,    as  we  have  done  in  teacher  education,    and  there 
should  be  a  very  careful   appraisal  of  the  needs. 

President  Spencer    pointed   out  that  the  dilemma   described   is  characteristic  of 
the  allied   health  disciplines.      Whenever    a  new  machine    is  invented,    you  invent 
a   new  profession.      Be  cause  the  rate  of  change   in  technology  is  fast,    it  is  the 
hospital  which  must  develop  the  training  programs.      Then   if  they  can  be  adapted, 
they  move  to  the  university.      There  is  a  history  of  this  in   business  and  technology 
also,    he  said,    not  just  the  health  areas. 

Mr.     Barr  said  we  have   been   told  that  regardless  of  how  tight  things  are  money 
will  be  provided  for  these  health  related  programs,    so  naturally  the  schools  have 
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rushed   to  develop  the  programs  because  they  know  they  can  get  the  funding. 
But,    Dr.    Julian  inquired,     can  the   students  get  jobs?     Mr.    Barr  suggested  that 
we  should  not  rush  into  this  area  with  a  great  proliferation  of  programs,    but 
rather  would  look  at  programs  carefully   and   not  just  approve  them  because  it 
is  the  "in"  thing  to  do. 

Dr.    Matsler    said  the  staff   would  attempt  to  provide  information  on  the  D.  A. 
degree  to  the  Regents.     Mr.    Barr  repeated  that  the  Board  would  not  approve 
D.  A.    programs  unless  it  were  convinced  that   the  degree  is  a  sound  one  which 
the  universities  should  offer.      Dr.    Julian    said  he  believed  this  should  not  be  done 
unless   the   Board   and  the  faculty  were  convinced,    and  the  faculty  should  play  a 
big  role    in  convincing  the  Board.     Does  the  Board  of  Regents   want  to  jump  into 
leadership  in  this  area,    he  asked?      But,     Dr.    Matsler    asked,    why  sit  back  and 
study  it  --  give  it  a  try. 

President    Nelson  asked  Dr.    Richard  C.    Bowers,     Vice  President  and  Provost, 
to  present  NIU's    report. 

Dr.    Bowers  said  his  report   would  be  directed  toward   the  process  NIU  had 
carried  out  in  planning;  what  the  University  considers  the  most  critical  issues 
in  terms  of  planning;    and  also  the  possibility  of  new  programs    which  were  listed 
in  the  materials  which  had  been  furnished  to  the  Board.     Mr.    Barr  said  he  noted 
that  NIU  had  proposed  a  number  of  degrees,    some  of  which  there  will  be  questions 
about  as  they  come  along.      For  example,    he  said,    is  the  proposed  degree  in 
Consumer  Education  a  sound  degree  program,    or  is  it  the  "in"  thing  to  do? 

President  Nelson  said  the  programs  in  the  physical  and  natural    sciences    are  the 
direction  in  which  the  University  has  been  told  to  go  by  the  Master  Plan.      The 
Board   of  Regents    has  approved  the  Ph.  D.    programs  in  Physics  and  Mathematics; 
they  have    been  sent  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education;  and   they  have  been  there  for 
quite   some  time.      Dr.    Matsler  and  he,    as  well  as  other  representatives  of  NIU, 
have  talked  with  Dr.     Holderman   and  other  staff  of  the  BHE  and  have  urged  approval 
of  these  programs.      The  Board  of  Higher  Education,    President  Nelson  said,    must 
faceup  to  the  question  --  do  they  really  mean  what  the  Master    Plan   says? 

Mr.    Barr  said  he  felt  that  if  the  programs  in  the  areas  where  the  University  has 
been  told  to  expand  are  sound,    they  should  be  approved  by  the  BHE,    or  else  the 
University  should  be  told,    "No,    we  did  not  mean  MP  III.  "     It  is  not  fair,    he  said, 
nor  a  good  use  of  resources  to  have  the  University  develop  program  proposals 
and  recruit  faculty  and  students  on  the  theory  that  the  programs  will  be  in  operation 
if  this  is  not  going  to  happen.      What  is  the  best  approach  for   the  Board  of  Regents 
to  take  with  the  proposals    in  Physics    and  Math,    he  asked? 

Dr.    Julian  inquired  if  the  BHE   had  given  any  answer  at  all  on  the  requests  for 
approval  of  the  programs.     Mr.    Barr  said  the   staff   of  the   BHE  has  said  that 
they  will  not  recommend  approval  of  the  programs.      Mr.    Patterson   asked  why, 
and  Dr.    Matsler    replied  that   the  main  reason  is  that  they  believe  there    is  a  glut 
on   the  market  in  Physics    and  Math,    and  probably  too  many  graduate  programs. 
The  Carnegie  Report  has  said,    "Do  not  add  any  more  Ph.  D.    programs.  "     It  might 
be  well,    he  added,    for  the  programs  to  be  reviewed  in  September   with  the  latest 
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information   available  and  then  decide    whether    or  not  to  go  to  the  BHE  in  the 
fall  or  wait  until  next  spring  to  make  the  presentations.      Right  now,    he  said, 
the  rationale  of  the  BHE  staff   is  that  there  are  too  many  Ph.  D.  '  s  in  these 
fields,    the  programs  are  too  expensive  and  are  not  needed. 

Mr.    Barr  said  one  of  the  things  which  disturbs  him  most  is  that  the  BHE  has 
said  that  if  Northern  would  voluntarily  agree  to  eliminate    some  other  Ph.  D. 
programs,    then  the  staff  would  recommend   approval  of  these  two.     Another  cri- 
ticism has  been  that  "this  is  the  old  traditional  Ph.  D.    in  Physics".     At  the  same 
time,    he  said,    programs  have  been  approved  which  have  "sexy"  titles,    and  he 
cited   one  recently  approved  which  was  designed   by   a  P.  R.    man  rather  than  a 
scientist. 

Dr.    Julian    said  he  wondered   if  the  BHE  had  heard    of  the  classic  definition  of 
Physics.     How  can  a  university  have  a  strong  department    of  Chemistry  without 
a  strong  department  of  Physics  and  Math?      No  degree  in  Physics  can  be  awarded, 
he  said,    without  a  sound  Math  department.      He  said  he  believed  the  Regents  should 
simply  restudy  the  programs  and  say  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education,     do  you 
want  the  Board  of  Regents    or  not?     What  is  our  function,    he  said,    to  rubber  stamp 
the  thinking  of  the   BHE?     Do  they  have  greater  minds?     If  this  is  the  case,   the 
Board  of  Regents    should  be  abolished. 

President    Nelson    said  he  and  Dr.    Matsler    had  discussed  the  problem  and  had 
agreed  that  they  were  reluctant  to  press  the  issue  with  the  BHE  staff  at  this  time, 
hoping  that  with  the  passage  of  time  the  situation   might  be  eased   and  they  might 
move  ahead.        However,    he  said,    they  had  also  agreed  that  there  is  some  point 
in  time  beyond  which  they  could  not  go,    even  if  it  means  loss  of  the  programs. 
It  had  been  suggested,    he   said,    that  the  Regents  should    say  to  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education,    "You  have  been  sitting  on  this  long    enough  -  we  will  take  it  back  and 
reexamine    it.  "      Mr.    Patterson  suggested   that  this  might  be  a  way  to  get  it  off 
dead  center. 

Dr.    Julian    said  that  their  own  MP  III  might  be  used  as  justification.     It  does  not 
make  sense,    he  said,    to  try  and  build   a  decent  Department   of  Physics  and  bring 
scholars  into  the  university  without  being  able  to  offer  the  Ph.D.     degree  in  Physics. 
This  is  no  way  to  attract    strong  faculty,    he  added. 

Dr.    Groves  said  he  agreed  with  Dr.    Julian's  remarks,    but  on  the  other  hand  there 
is  the  reality  of  an  apparent  glut  of  graduate  level  people- -  society   is  producing 
too  many  to  be  absorbed.       Because  of  the  position  of  the  BHE  staff,   he  said,     it 
is  imperative  that  the  Board  think  in  terms  of  compromise.      Fourteen  new  Ph.  D. 
programs    is  not  a  fall-back  position,    he   said,    and  Northern  should  be  thinking  in 
terms  of  what  can  be  rather  than  what  ought  to  be.       Some  thought  should  be  given 
to  priorities  at  the  doctoral  level.      Perhaps  there  are  some  programs  at  the  initiation 
stage  of  development  which  might  very  well  not  be  pursued  at  this  time  in  light  of 
the  current  attitude.      Dr.    Groves  said  there  is  a  need  to  address  ourselves  to 
existing  educational  realities.     He  said  he  thoroughly  supported  the  general  discus- 
sion with  regard  to  development  of  strong  Ph.  D.    programs  in  some  areas,    but  in 


areas    where  programs  are  just  being  initiated  or  developed,    it  would  be  unwise 
to  pursue  a  will-of-the-wisp  at  this  time. 

Mr.    Shuman  was  excused  from  the  meeting    at  this  time. 

Mr.    Barr  pointed  out  that  what  had  been  presented  was  only  a  draft  of  Northern's 
plan,    and  President  Nelson  and  Dr.    Bowers  had  wanted  to  get  the  attitude  of  the 
Board  on   it.     He  said  he  himself  had  some   serious    questions  about  some  of  the 
proposals,    but  did  think  that  as  far  as   the  Physics  and  Mathematics  proposals 
were  concerned,    they  should  be  pushed.      His  recommendation,     he   said,    would  be 
that  the  Board  rescind  its  earlier  approval  and  withdraw   them  from  the  Board    of 
Higher    Education  for  the    purpose  of  having  them  reviewed  and  studied  by  the 
Regents    in  September  or  October;  and  after  this    review  with  the  latest  facts    avail- 
able,   if  the  Board  still  should  feel  that   they   are  strong  programs,    it  could  approve 
them  again  and  press  for  BHE  approval. 

Mr.    Patterson  moved,    seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    that  the  Board  rescind  its 
earlier  approval  of  the  proposals  for  the  Ph.D.    programs  in  Physics  and  Mathe- 
matics,   withdraw  them  from  the    Board  of  Higher  Education  to  be  reviewed  and 
re  studied  by  the  Regents  at  the  September  or  October  meeting;  if,    after  further 
consideration  in  light  of  the  latest   available   facts,    it  is  felt   that  the  programs 
are    strong  ones,    they  will  be  reapproved   and  resubmitted   to  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education  for  review  and  approval,    stressing  that  there  is  an  existing  doctoral 
program  in  Chemistry,    which  by  accepted  definition   is  a  branch  of  Physics,    and 
which  should  be  supported   with  a  strong  program  in  Mathematics.      The   motion 
carried  unanimously. 

Progress    Report  on  Joint  Degree    Study 

Dr.    Matsler  advised   that  he  had  shared  with  the  Board  a  letter  from  Dr.    Wendell 
Harris  regarding    the  study   of  joint  degree  programs  and  joint  curricula  which 
might  lead   to  degrees.     It  has  been  found  by  the  committee,    he  said,    that  some 
disciplines  lend  themselves    to  possible  joint   ventures  better    than  others.      In  the 
case    of  Biology,    because  of  the  nature  of  the  discipline,    there  is  some  question 
as  to  the  feasibility   of  a  joint  doctorate,    but  the  committee    is  discussing   the 
differentiation  of  course  offerings  to  make    sure  there  is  a  minimum   of  duplication. 
The  committee    will  probably  have  a  proposal  for  the  Board   in  September   or  Octo- 
ber,   Dr.    Matsler  advised.

Section  I  -   Summary  of  BHE  Actions 

Actions    taken   by  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  in  July  of  particular  interest  to 
the  Regency  System  were; 

1.  Approval  of  the  following   new  programs:      Department  of  Theatre  Arts 

with  Bachelor  of  Arts,     Bachelor  of  Science  in  Education,    and  Master 
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of  Arts  in  Theatre  at  NIU;  Master    of  Arts  in  Public  Affairs  at  NIU; 
Master    of  Arts    and   Master    of  Science    in  Theatre    at    ISU;   B.  S.     in 
Medical  Records    Administration   at  ISU;    and  Master  of  Arts  in  Public 
Affairs    Reporting  at  SSU. 

2.  Action   was  deferred  on  the  ISU  request  for  approval  of  the  M.  S.    in 
Accounting. 

3.  Receipt   of  the  report  of  the  committee    on  laboratory  schools. 

4.  Adopted    recommendations  of  a  committee  established   to  review 
enrollment   planning  maximums  for  the  public  universities. 

Section  II  -   Court  Decision  in  Roth  Case 

Included  for  the  information    of  the  Board   was  an  analysis  prepared  by  the  Ameri- 
can  Association   of  State  Colleges  and  Universities  of  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United    States  in  the  case  of  Board  of  Regents  of  State  Colleges  et  al 
v.    Roth. 

Section   III  -  Semi- Annual  Report  of  Investments 

As  required  by  the  bond  resolutions  authorizing  the  University  Facilities    Revenue 
Bonds,    Series  of  1970-70A,    of  Illinois  State  University,     a  semi-annual  report  of 
the  market  value    of  all  investments  held  in  the  bond  account,    the  bond  reserve 
account,    and  the  reserve    account  was  presented   for  the  information   of  the  Board. 

Section  IV  -  Overview  of  Salary  Recommendations 

Among    materials   mailed  to  the  Regents,    Dr.    Matsler    advised,    had  been  an 
analysis    of  FY73  salary  recommendations    for  Regency    University  employees. 
He    called   attention   to  the  document   wherein   a  summary  of  salary  increases 
was    presented  in  terms    of  percentage  of  increases    and  also  average  salaries 
which  faculties    receive.      It  is  important   to  realize,     Dr.    Matsler  said,    that  there 
has    been  this  year    quite  a  leveling  off  of  salaries  in  higher  education,    particularly 
in  Illinois,    and   increases    averaged  only  about  3.  9%  for  the  system  as  a  whole. 
Recommendations    for  salary  increases  for  faculty  and  administrative  employees 
would  be    considered  by  the  Board   at  the  time  the  Presidents  presented  their 
respective  reports,    he  said. 

Mr.    Patterson  moved,    seconded  by  Dr.    Groves,    that  the  Board   approve  the 
salary  increases  for  the  Central  Staff   of  the  Board  as  submitted  by  the  Executive 
Director;  the  changes  in  titles  of  positions;  the  additional  position  of  Academic 
Program  Coordinator  in  the  Central  Office;  and,    as  discussed  by  the    Board   in 
executive    session,     the  salary  of  the  Executive    Director,     effective  September    1, 
1972,    of  $42,  000  per    year. 

Roll  was  called   and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 
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The  Chairman  announced  that  the   Board  had,    properly,    discussed   the  recom- 
mendations   of  the  Executive  Director  in  its  executive   session  the  preceding  even- 
ing and  had  expressed   its  pleasure  with  the  operation  of  the  Central  Office    over 
the  past  year. 

Section  V  -    Status  of  FY73  Appropriations 

For  the  information  of  the  Board    summary  data  was    presented   outlining  the 
Regency  appropriation  bill  for  FY73  as  introduced   in  the  House  and  tracing  the 
bill  through  the  legislative    process.      Also  presented   was  a  comparison   of  the  bill 
as    passed   by  the  General  Assembly  with  the  FY72  appropriation   and   the  Governor's 
budget  recommendations    for  FY73. 

Dr.    Matsler    advised   that  since   the  mailout  of  this  information   to  the  Board  the 
appropriation  bill  had  been  approved  by  the  Governor. 

Mr.    Murray   inquired  into  the  effect  which  the  reduction  in  funding  of  the  Retirement 
System  would  have,    and  Dr.    Matsler  said  there  is  enough  in  the  retirement  line 
item  so  that  necessary  current  pay-outs    can  be  covered,    but  the  problem  is  that 
the  Retirement    System  would   be  running  a  deficit  because  there  should  be  a  funding 
that  represents  not  only  the  contributions    by  individuals    but  also  by  the  State. 
Mr.    Murray  said  inasmuch  as   this  is  an  obligation  of  the  State,    something  should 
be  done  about  it. 

Section  VI  -   Interim  Authorization  to  Obligate  and  Expend  Funds 

Dr.    Matsler  advised   that  because  of  the  possibility  of  significant  amendments  to 
the  Regency  appropriation  bill  for  FY73,    as  well  as  the  uncertainty  surrounding  the 
Governor's  action  on  the  bill  as  passed  by  the  General  Assembly,    submission  of  the 
internal   budgets  had    been  deferred   until  the  September  meeting.       This  delay  makes 
it  necessary  to  request  that  the  Board  authorize  the  Universities  and  the  Central 
Office  to  obligate    and  expend   funds    during  the  interim  period. 

Mr.    Patterson  moved,    seconded   by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    that  pending  approval  of  the 
internal  budgets  for  FY73,    the  Board   authorize  the  Universities  and  the  Central 
Office  to  make  tentative  internal  allocations  for  FY73  within  currently  available 
appropriations,    and   to  obligate  and  expend  funds  from  these  allocations,    with  such 
authorization  to  extend  retroactively  to  obligations  and  expenditures  heretofore 
made  since  July  1,    1972;  and  that  such  obligations  and  expenditures  must  be  in 
compliance   with  applicable  statutes,    bylaws,    governing  policies,     Board  Regulations 
and  administrative    decisions  currently  in   effect.      The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Section   VII  -   Capital  Appropriation  Requests   for  FY  1973-74 

Dr.    Matsler  suggested  that  because  of  the  short  time  remaining  before  luncheon 
recess,    this  section  of  his  Executive  Director's    Report  might  be  better  deferred 
until  the  afternoon  session. 
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Section  VIII    -   Consortium  for  Computer  Services 

Dr.    Matsler  called  attention  to  the  revised  version  of  the  draft  of  the  proposed 
bylaws  for  the  Illinois  Education  Consortium  for  Computer  Services  which  reflects 
further  input  from  the  campuses,    presidents  and  system  heads. 

As  recommended  by  the  Executive  Director,    Mr.    Patterson  moved,    seconded   by 
Dr.    Knoblauch,    that  the  Board  of  Regents    join  the   Consortium  as  a  member  with 
the  rights  and  responsibilities  as  stated   in  the  proposed  bylaws;  that  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Regents,    with  the  consent  of  other  members,    be  authorized  to  name 
two  directors  of  the  Consortium;  and  that  the  Board  authorize  the  payment  of  not 
to  exceed  $15,  000  annually  as  a  condition  of  membership  to  the  corporation. 

The   motion  carried  unanimously. 

Section   IX  -   Board  Regulations;     Maternity  Leave 

The  proposed  Board    Regulation  having  been  submitted  for  first  reading  in  June 
was  presented  for  approval  of  the  Board.      The  Regulation  makes    changes  in  the 
Faculty  and  Administrative    Employees  regulations  to  comply  with  new  guidelines 
relative  to  Federal  Equal  Employment  Opportunity  requirements. 

Dr.    Knoblauch   moved,    seconded  by  Dr.    Groves,    that  the  proposed  amendments  to 
the  Regulations  be  approved.      The  motion  carried  unanimously. 
(BOARD  REGULATIONS,    SECTION  III,    FACULTY  AND  ADMINISTRATIVE 
EMPLOYEES,    SUBSECTION  D.     BENEFITS) 

Section  X  -  Report   of  Legal  Counsel 

1.  Mr.    Mathias  reported   that  the  Central  Staff  had  been  advised   by  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  that  the  retroactive  pay  increases  are  allowable    under  Sec- 
tion  201.  15  of  the  Economic  Stabilization  Regulations,    which  permits    as 
lawfully  due  and  payable  wage  increases  provided   for  prior  to  August  15,    1971 
for  which  funds  have  been  raised  or  provided. 

2.  Library  Building  -  Illinois  State  University    --  Mr.    Mathias  advised   that 
pending   the  appointment  of  the  Capital  Development  Board,    the  Illinois    Build- 
ing  Authority  is  proceeding  with  this  project.     The  cost  of  the  Library  has 
now  been  determined  and  the  IBA  has  submitted  the  construction  lease.     He 
presented  the  following  Resolution  and    recommended  that  the  Board  authorize 
the  execution  of  the  lease:

WHEREAS,    the  76th  General  Assembly   declared  it  to  be  in  the  public

easement  for  sanitary  sewer  construction  purposes  being  described  as  follows:

16,    Township  40  North,     Range  4  East   of  the  Third    Principal 
Meridian,    DeKalb    County,     Illinois,    described  as  follows:

Mr.     Patterson  moved,    seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    for  adoption  of  the  fore- 
going Resolution.      Roll  was  called  and  the  motion   carried  unanimously.

President    Nelson   and    Vice    President    Richard    J.    Smith  advised   the  Board 
that  the  University  had  been  offered  an  option  from  Ivan   and   Glendon 
Williams    for  certain  property  adjacent  to  and   west  of  the  campus  at  NIU, 
and  they  called  attention  to  one  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  option, 
namely,    that   the    granting  of  this  option   is  contingent   upon  the  Board  of 
Regents    approving  an  Easement  to  the  DeKalb  Sanitary  District  for  sanitary 
sewer  purposes. 

5.  Conflict   of  Interest  --      Mr.    Mathias  recommended   that  as  a  matter  of  sound 

administrative  practice  it  would  be  well  for  the  Board  to  continue    to  require 
written  disclosures  of  economic  interest  and  possible  conflict  of  interest 
statements   from  certain   administrative  personnel  of  the  universities  in 
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addition  to  those  persons    covered   under   the  Illinois  Governmental  Ethics 
Act.      A  form  of  Resolution  to  accomplish  this  was  presented:

WHEREAS,     the  constitutionality  of  the  "Illinois  Governmental  Ethics 
Act"   has  been  sustained  by  the  Illinois  Supreme  Court  and  such  Act  is  appli- 
cable to  certain  administrative  personnel   of  the  Regency  Universities  Sys- 
tem,   but  is  not  applicable  to  other  personnel  in  sensitive  positions   where 
conflicts  of  interest  may  occur;  and

protection   of  such  personnel   it  is  desirable    to  provide    for  the  disclosure 
of  the  economic  interests  of  certain  personnel  employed  by  the  Regency 
Universities    in  addition   to  those  subject   to   the  Illinois    Governmental   Ethics 
Act;  now,    therefore, 

BE    IT  RESOLVED   by  the  Board  of  Regents   that   in  the  case  of   employ- 
ees of  the  Regency  Universities  System  who  are  not  covered  by   and  not  re- 
quired to  disclose  and  file  verified   written  statements  of  economic    interests 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  "Illinois    Governmental   Ethics  Act"  but  who 
are  employed   in   any  of  the  following  positions  or  any  other  positions   which 
the  Presidents    or  the  Executive  Director  may  designate: 

Vice    President  for  Business    (or  Chief    Business  Officer) 
Director  of  Purchasing    (and   all  buyers) 
Director  of  Physical  Plant 
Director  of  Auxiliary  Enterprises 
Comptroller 
Bursar 

Directors    and   Department   Heads  (if  they  are  ultimately  responsi- 
ble   for  final  approval  of  purchase    requisitions) 
Director  of  Personnel 
Coordinator  of  Development 
Legal  Counsel 

a    statement    substantially  in  the  form  and  providing    substantially  the  same 
information   as  that  required  under   the  "Illinois    Governmental  Ethics  Act" 
shall  be  executed  and  filed  with  the  office  of  the  President  for  the  appropri- 
ate University  or  the  office    of  the  Executive    Director  for  the  Central  Staff; 
provided   that   for  the  year  beginning    July  1,    1972  statements  filed  pursuant 
to  the  Conflict  of  Interest  Code,    heretofore  adopted  by  this  Board,   may  be 
accepted   and  used  in  lieu  of  the   form  of  statements  required  under  said 
Act;  and 

FURTHER    RESOLVED  that  the  President  of  each  Regency  University 
or  some  person   designated   by  him,    and  the  Executive    Director  for  the 
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Central  Staff  shall  be  responsible   for  securing    and  examining  said  state- 
ments   filed   with  them  by  their  respective  employees  and  for  calling  atten- 
tion to  any  conflict  of  interests    disclosed   thereby. 

This  Resolution  shall  be  effective  upon  adoption. 


Dr.    Knoblauch  moved,    seconded  by  Dr.    Julian,    for  adoption  of  the  foregoing 
Resolution.       The  motion  carried  unanimously.      (Ref.  ;    #73-7-5) 

6.  Projects  to,  be  Constructed  from  Capital  Development  Bond  Proceeds  -  - 

Mr.    Mathias  presented  for  Board  consideration   a  Resolution  authorizing   the 
consent  of  the  Board   to  the  assignment  of  the  construction  contracts  for  the 
three  Regency  library  building  projects  to  the  Capital  Development  Board;

7.  Transfer  of  Stock  to  Northern  Illinois  University  Foundation  --      In  order  to

Foundation   is  the  administration   of  such  endowment  funds,    including  the

WHEREAS,     in  order  to  carry  out  the  intention   of  the  grantors  of  the 
aforesaid  76  shares  of  common  stock,    it  is  necessary  to  transfer  said  common 
stock  to  the  Northern  Illinois  University  Foundation   to  be  administered   as  an 
endowment   fund  to  be  used  for  scholarships  for  needy  students. 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT: 

1.  The  President  or  Vice  President  for  Business  Affairs  of  Northern 
Illinois  University  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  the  afore-

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Illinois  University  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  on  behalf  of  the 
Board  of   Regents    to  endorse  said  stock  certificate  and  to  execute  such 
other    documents    and  instruments    as  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish 
the  transfer    of  said  76  shares  of  common  stock  to  the  Northern  Illinois 
University  Foundation  and  to  carry  out  the    intent  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
as  expressed  in  this    resolution  and  the  preamble  thereto.

Section  VII  -  Capital  Appropriation  Requests    for  FY1  973-74 

Dr.    Matsler    advised  that  the  capital  budget  requests  for  the  Regency  Universities 
for  FY74  had  been  prepared   by  the  institutions,    reviewed   by  the  Central  Staff,    and 
mutually  agreed  upon  revisions  had  been  made.      Several  unresolved  land   acquisition 
questions   had  been    settled  by  the  Board  in  its  executive  session  the  preceding    even- 
ing,   he  said,    and  he  would   now  present  the  Staff  recommendations    as  they  appear 
on  page    27  of  the  Executive  Director's  Report.      He  said  the  review  by  the  staffs    of 
the  universities  and  the  Central  Office  had  been  the  best  so  far,    and  difficult  ques- 
tions in  the  capital  requests  had  been  worked  out.      Dr.    Matsler    advised  that  the 
Presidents  had  agreed  to  present  the  highlights  of  their  respective  requests. 

Mr.    Barr  noted  that  the  detailed  documentation  of  the  requests  had  been  submitted 
to  the  Board   and  the  Regents    had  had  an  opportunity  to    study  them.      He  had  specific 
questions  on    some  items,    and  he  encouraged  all  members  of  the  Board  to  ask  for 
any  further  explanation  they  wanted.     In  acting  on  these  documents,    Mr.    Barr  said, 
the  Board   would  be  approving  a  request  for  a  significant  amount  of   money,    and  the 
amounts  approved  by  the  Board  should  be  supported  by  the  Regents    as   the  requests 
head  through  the  entire  process. 

President    Berlo  asked  Dr.    Eric  Johnson   to  make  the  presentation  for  Illinois  State 
University.      Dr.     Johnson  said  he  would  be  happy  to  respond  to  any  specific  questions 
the  Regents  might  have. 

After    Dr.     Johnson  had   responded  to  questions  put  by  the  Board,     Dr.    Knoblauch 
moved,    seconded   by  Mrs.    Masters,    for  approval  of  the  Illinois  State  University 
capital  appropriation  request  for  fiscal  year  1974  in  the  amount  of  $4,  573,  151, 
in  accordance  with  the  Staff   recommendation.      Roll  was  called  and  the  motion 
carried  unanimously. 
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President  Nelson   and    Vice  President   Richard  J.    Smith  responded   to  questions 
by  the  Board  relative  to  specific  items  in  the  Northern  Illinois  University  capital 
request.      Dr.    Knoblauch  moved,    seconded  by  Dr.    Groves,    for  approval  of  the 
capital  budget  request  for  Northern    Illinois  University  for  fiscal  year  1974,    as 
recommended   by  the  Central  Staff,     in  the  amount  of  $6,  926,815.     Roll  was  called, 
and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

President  Spencer  and  Dr.    Thomas  Goins,    Vice  President   for  Planning  and  Develop- 
ment,   furnished  additional  information  on  specific  items  being  requested  by  Sangamon 
State  University.      Dr.    Knoblauch  moved,    seconded   by  Mr.    Patterson,    for  approval 
of  the  capital  budget  request  for  Sangamon  State  University  for  fiscal  year   1974  as 
recommended   by  the  Central    Staff  in  the  amount  of  $10,  005,  298.     Roll  was  called 
and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

The  total  amount   of  the  Regency  System  capital  budget  request  was  $21,  505,  264. 

RECURRING  INSTITUTIONAL  MATTERS 

Sangamon  State  University  -  President's  Report 

President  Spencer  distributed  copies  of  an  addendum  to  his  Report   listing  several 
grants  and  contracts  which  had  been  awarded  to  Sangamon  State.     He  withdrew  from 
the  Faculty  and  Administrative    Appendix  the  appointment  of  Dr.    S.    Wesley  Jackson. 
Reported   for  information  of  the  Board  were  student  enrollments  for  the  Summer 
Quarter,    and  Active  Applications  as  of  June  30,    1972. 

President  Spencer   then  presented  the  following  items  to  the  Board: 

1.  Academic  Calendar  for  1973-74  was  submitted  for  approval. 

2.  Personnel  Transactions  for  Faculty  and  Other  Employees  were  presented 
for  approval.      These  included  a  request  for  new  positions    and  salary  recom- 
mendations for  faculty  and  administrative    employees  effective  September  1, 
1972.     A  list  of  persons  involved  in  the  reported  transactions  is  appended   to 
the  President's  Report  and   will  be  kept  on  file  at  the  University  and  in  the 
Central  Office. 

3.  A  report  on  academic  planning   with  a  list  of   possible  new  programs  was 
presented   as  an  information  item,    to  be  acted  upon  at  a  later  date. 

4.  Planning  and  Development 

(a)  Approval  was  requested  for  a  proposed  schedule  of  requests  for  release 
of  capital  funds  for  fiscal  year  1973. 

(b)  Relocation  of  Shepherd  Road  --  Approval  was  requested  for  execution 
of  a  contract  in  cooperation  with  Lincoln  Land    Community  College 
with  a  highway  planning  and  engineering  firm  for  professional  services 
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rendered   at  standard  rates  not  to  exceed  a  total  of  $50,  000,    and  the 
obligation  of  $33,  333  in  capital  funds  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
SSU's  share    of  the  above  contract. 

(c)  Architectural  and  Engineering  Services  for  Long-Range    Planning  -- 
Approval  was  requested  for  the  University  to  renew     existing  contracts 
with  Master    Plan  Consulting    Architect  and  with  Consulting    Landscape 
Architect   and  to  initiate  a  contract   with  the  Consulting    Engineer    for 
professional  architectural  and  engineering    services    in  FY73  pertaining 
to   long-range  planning    and  in  a  total  amount  for  the  three  contracts    not 
to  exceed  $20,  000.

Mr.     Patterson  moved,    seconded   by  Dr.    Knoblauch,   for  approval  of  the  President's 
Report  for  Sangamon  State  University,    as  amended,    and  including  the  recommenda- 
tions   for  faculty  and  administrative    employee  promotions    and  salaries  for  FY73, 
and  also  the  salary  for  the  President  of  Sangamon  State  University  as  approved  by 
the  Board   in  executive  session.      Roll  was  called  and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Northern  Illinois  University  -   President's  Report

The  Chairman  announced  that  inasmuch  as  there  would  be  no  meeting  in  August, 
any  matters  which  required  Board  action  prior  to  the  September  meeting  should 
be  forwarded  to  the  Executive  Director  who  would  poll  the  Regents  by  telephone 
around  August  18  to  secure  necessary  approval.

Northern  Illinois  University,    DeKalb,   Illinois.      Mr.    J.    Robert  Barr,    Chairman, 
presided.

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  July  20,    1972  had  been  distributed  by  mail  and  the 
Chairman   asked  if  there  were  any  additions  or  corrections.      Dr.    Matsler  called 
attention  to  a  typographical  error  in  paragraph    (c)  on  page  23,    and  asked  that  this 
be  changed  to  read:     "Approval  was  requested  for  the  University  to  renew  existing 
contracts  .    .    .  ".      Without  further  objection,    the  minutes  were  approved  as    corrected. 

CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 

Minutes  of  June    15,    1972 


Regarding  the  minutes  of  the  June    15  meeting,    the  Chairman  said,    the  Regents 
would  recall  that  Dr.     Groves  had  some  concern  with  the  wording  in  several  of  the 
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paragraphs,    and  the   Board  had   withheld   approval  of  these    paragraphs.      Dr.    Groves 
had   drafted   language  which   he  felt  would  clarify  what  had  been  said  at  the  June  15 
meeting    and  copies    of  the  revisory  language  had  been  sent  to  the  Regents.     Mr. 
Barr    said  he  had  reviewed  the   language  and  believed  that  it  accurately  reflects 
his  intent.      Mr.    Patterson  moved,    seconded  by  Mrs.     Masters,   for  approval  of  the 
June    15,    1972    minutes  as  revised.      The    motion  carried  unanimously.      As    revised, 
the  last  paragraph  on  page  5  of  the  June    minutes    reads  as  follows: 

Mr.     Shuman  said   the  committee  had  not  intended  to  try  and  spell  out 
such  a  statement  of  qualification   because  the  governance  document 
provided    assurances    of  procedural  fairness  in  this  area  at  several  other 
places.      Mr.     Barr  said  that  in  his  view  as  well  the  last  paragraph   of 
Alternative    #2    should  not  be  read  to  authorize  taking    liberties  with  the 
regular  and  established  procedures  for  making    faculty  personnel  decisions. 

Appointments   to  Board    of  Directors    of  Computer    Consortium 

Pursuant   to  authority   granted  at  the  July    meeting,    Mr.     Barr  announced  that  he 
had   appointed    Dr.    Franklin    G.    Matsler    and    Mr.     Richard  J.     Nelson  to  serve    as 
members  of  the  Board    of  Directors    of  the  Illinois  Educational    Consortium  for 
Computer  Services. 

Consultant   to  Study  Compensation    Practices 

The  Chairman   noted    at   the  June    meeting    the    Board   had   authorized   him  to  investi- 
gate   the  possibility  of  retaining  an  outside  independent  consulting  firm  to  study  and 
advise   the  Board  regarding  Regency  system   compensation  practices  for  employees 
such   as  the    Executive    Director,     the  Presidents,     and  certain    other  key  employees 
at   the  three  universities  and  on  the    Central    Staff.       Pursuant  to  that  authority, 
Mr.    Barr  said,    he  had   made    careful  investigation  of   the  whole    area   and   after 
due  consideration   had  requested    Robert   H.     Hayes    and  Associates  to  review  the 
Regency  System  practices    and  submit  a  proposal  to  the  Board.       The  firm  had 
interviewed  Dr.    Matsler  and   the  three  presidents  and   had  submitted  a  proposal 
to  him,    that  he      in  turn  had  submitted  to  the  Regents,    Mr.     Barr    said.      Mr.    Barr 
said  he  believed   the  proposal  to  be  a  good  one  and  one  which   was  needed   in  the 
System.      Dr.    Matsler  said  he   had  reviewed  the  references  of  the  firm  and  reported 
that  he  had  talked   with  individuals    from   the  University  of  Michigan  and    Michigan 
State  University  and  had  received   good  recommendations. 

Dr.  Groves  inquired  if  the  firm  had  conducted  similar  studies  for  these  institu- 
tions, and  Dr.  Matsler  said  they  had  been  more  inclusive  than  that  proposed  for 
the  Regency  System. 

Mr.    Barr  introduced    Mr.     Robert   H.     Hayes    and  invited  the  Regents   to  submit 
whatever  questions  they  might  have. 

Mr.  Hayes  furnished  information  on  the  background  of  the  firm,  their  experience, 
and  their  perception  of  the  work  they  proposed  to  do  for  the  System,  and  he  invited 
any  questions  as  to  the  approach  which  the   firm  would  take  in  the   study. 

Mr.    Shuman  moved,    seconded  by  Mr.    Patterson,    that  Robert  H.    Hayes    and   Asso- 
ciates,   Inc.  ,     Consultants  to  Management,     430  North  Michigan   Avenue,     Chicago, 
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Illinois,    be  retained  to  undertake    an   audit  of  top  level  compensation   practices 
for  the    Regency  Universities  System,    as  contained  in   the  proposal  which  had 
been  submitted,    at  a  cost  estimated  at  $18,200  for  professional  time  charges, 
with  out-of-pocket  expenses   to  be  billed    separately  and  estimated  to  be    less 
than   20%  of  professional  time    charges;  and  further  that  the  total  costs  for  the 
study   be  borne  by  the   three  Regency  Universities    and  the  Central  Office  in 
equal  portions.      The  motion   carried  unanimously. 

BHE   Meeting 

Mr.    Barr  reported  that   the  Regency  System  had    submitted  at  the  last  Board  of 
Higher  Education  meeting  a  report  prepared   by  the  Central   Staff   and  the  three 
universities  on  the  history,    status  and    aspirations  of  the  system.      In  addition, 
each    President  had  presented   a,  brief   report  on  his    institution.     All  had  been 
well  received   by  the   BHE,     he  stated. 

Joint    University  Advisory  Committee 

The    Chairman   introduced  new  members    of  the  Joint  University  Advisory  Com- 
mittee:    Dr.    Robert    Sutherland   and   Dr.    Charles    Edwards    of  Illinois    State    Uni- 
versity; Mr.    Bruce  Edenson  and  Dr.    James  H.    King    of  Northern    Illinois  Univer- 
sity; and  Dr.     Geoffrey  Cornog    and    Mr.     James  Kinley  of  Sangamon  State    University. 

Mr.    Barr  said  the   Board  had  received  from  the    Sangamon    State  University  Assem- 
bly  a    resolution   requesting   the  Board   to  direct  the  President  of  the  University 
to  do  certain  things    and    rescind    certain   actions  previously   taken  by  him.     The 
resolution   and    supporting    materials  had   been  received  too  late    to  give  proper 
consideration  to  it  at   this  meeting,     he  said,    and  he  had   informed   those  persons 
from  Sangamon   State    University  that  the  item  would  be    placed  on  the    agenda  of 
the    October    meeting,     if  they  so  wished.     He  added  that  he  wished  to  make  it 
clear  that  the  Board   has    been  willing   to  hear    any  group  who  has  a  matter  of  suffi- 
cient  importance    to  deserve    Board  attention,    and  the  Board   will  be  willing   to  hear 
this    item  from  SSU;  but,    that  this  would  not  be    in  the  nature  of  an  appeal  through 
the  court  system.      Willingness  of  the  Board  to  hear   the  matter  in  no  way  stays  or 
delays    the  action  of  the  President  in  the  exercise  of  his  authority  as  President, 
Mr.    Barr  said,    and   whatever  action   the    President   has  taken  is  to  be  considered 
as  in  full  force  and  effect  at  this  time. 

COMMITTEE    REPORTS 

President's  Residence    Committee    -  Sangamon  State  University 

Mrs.     Masters    advised  that  Sangamon  State  University  did  have    a  report  to  make 

on  the  president's  house,    and    she  asked  President    Spencer    to  present   it. 

Dr.     Spencer   distributed  copies    of  a  proposal  for  the    construction   of  a  president's 

residence    at  Sangamon   State    University.      He  also  described   the    alternative 

methods  for  providing  a  residence  which  had  been  explored    during  the  past  several 

months. 

Approval   was  requested   for  the  execution  of  a  contract  with  Nile    Marriott,     Inc.  , 
Springfield,    Illinois,     in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $109,730   for  the  construction, 
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exclusive  of    site  improvements    and   utilities  extension,    of  a  president's    house 
at  Sangamon  State  University. 

Mr.     Mathias  pointed  out  to  the  Board   that   it  could   not  enter  into  such   a  con- 
tract unless    it  had  an  appropriation   for  the  particular  project.     He  advised   that 
what   was  needed   was  a    resolution  approving  a  lease  of  the  property  in   question 
to  the  Sangamon   State  University  Foundation   and  approving  the  plans    for  the  house 
to  be    built   by  the    Foundation,   to  be  leased   back  to  the  Board,    and  further  author- 
izing  the  payment  to  the  Foundation  of  a  certain   amount    annually  to  amortize 
over    a   period  of  years. 

Mr.    Mathias  agreed  to  work  with  representatives  of  Sangamon  State  University 
and  present  a  Resolution   to  the   Board   for  consideration   before  the  end  of  the 
meeting. 

EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR'S   REPORT  NO.   46 

Before  presenting  his  Report,    Dr.    Matsler    advised   that  it  appears    possible  to 
eliminate   the    December    1972   meeting  of  the  Board,    and  it  therefore  was    his 
suggestion   that   the  Board    revise  the    Calendar  of  Meetings  so  that  the  November 
meeting  would  be  held  at  Sangamon  State    University   rather  than  at  Northern. 

It   was  moved   by  Mr.     Shuman,    seconded  by  Mr.    Patterson,    that  the  December 
1972    meeting   be  cancelled,     and   that  the  location  of  the  November   meeting  be 
changed  to  Sangamon  State  University.      The  motion    carried  unanimously. 

Section   I  -  New  Director  -  UCSSI 

Dr.  Matsler  reported  that  on  September  1  Mr.  Walter  G.  Ingerski  became  the 
new  Director  of  the  University  Civil  Service  System,  succeeding  Miss  Kathryn 
G.    Hansen. 

Section   II  -   Change  in  Personnel,     Central  Staff 

Reported    for   the  information  of  the  Board   was   the  resignation  of  Mrs.    Mary 
Kahbeah,     Receptionist;  and  the  reemployment   of  Mrs.    Linda  Shepard,    effective 
September    7,    1972. 

Section  III    -   Proposed  Study  of  Environmental   Quality  of   Regency  Universities 
Dr.     Matsler    said  that  the  Central  Staff,    in  cooperation   with  the  Universities, 
would  be  undertaking  a  study  of  what  was  being   done   to  improve  the  environment 
on  the  Regency    campuses.     The  report  will  cover  present  practices    and  explore 
ways  for    further  improvements.      These    possibilities  will   include  improvements 
which   can  be  accomplished   with  little  or  no  cost;  improvements   which  will  re- 
quire   capital  expenditures;  and   areas  where  additional    study  is  required.     A 
January  report  to  the    Board  is  contemplated,     Dr.     Matsler  advised. 

Section   IV    -  Summary  Report  of  Construction  Change   Orders 

A  summary  report   of  all  change  orders  issued  during  the  fourth  quarter   of  FY72 
was   presented  to  the   Board.       Dr.    Groves  commented  that  while  the  report  is  a 
helpful   one,    it  might  be  more  helpful   if  some   information  could   be  provided  which

explains  briefly  the   need  for  some    of  the  change    orders.      Mr.    Beahringer 
suggested   that  he  could  add  a  column  to  the    report  for  such  appropriate  remarks. 

Section  V    -   Summary  of  Audit  Reports    for  Year  Ended   June  30,     1971 
The    Central   Office    had  received   the  detailed  audit  reports  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended    June  30,    1971    for  the  three  Regency  Universities,    Dr.    Matsler  advised, 
and   the  recommendations    arising   from   these  audits  had  been  summarized  for 
the  information   of  the  Board. 

Mr.     Murray  noted  that  there  were    references   to  the  National    Defense  Student 
Loan  program,    and  he  inquired   whether  there  were  any  figures  available    as    to 
losses    in  this  area  in  the  Regency  Universities.       The  Chairman   asked   that  the 
appropriate    officer    at  each  institution    send  this  information  to  the  Regents. 

Section   VI  -    Amendments    to  Travel  Regulations 

Proposed   amendments   to  the  Board  of  Regents  Travel  Regulations  were  presented 
for  first  reading.       The    amendments  would   conform  with  recently  adopted  changes 
in  the  official   State    Travel  Regulations  promulgated   by  the  Department  of  Finance, 
and   will  be    presented   for  adoption  by  the    Regents    in  October. 

Section  VII  -  Programs 

1.  ILLINOIS  STATE    UNIVERSITY 

(a)         Combining   the    Department   of   Home,  Economics    and    the  Department 
of   Industrial  Technology  into  a  Single    Department 

This  proposed    reorganization,     given   interim  Board  approval  in  August, 
is  part   of  a  continuing    effort  at  ISU  to  reduce    administrative    complex- 
ity  and  overhead,    Dr.    Matsler  said,    and  will  not  result   in  any  addi- 
tional   costs.       The  proposed  departmental   name,     Department    of  Home 
Economics    and   Industrial  Technology,     is  an  interim   one,    with  the 
permanent   name  of  the  combined   department  to  be  determined   later 
this  year. 

Mr.     Patterson  moved,     seconded   by  Mrs.    Spencer,    for  approval  of 
the    requested  reorganization.      The  motion    carried  unanimously. 

2.  NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY 

(a)         Departmental    Name    Changes 

Northern    Illinois  University  had    requested   permission  to  make  the 
following    name  changes,     effective  immediately   upon  approval  by  the 
Board: 

(1)         Department    of  Foreign    Languages  to  Department  of  Foreign 
Languages  and  Literatures 
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(2)  Department    of    Mathematics   to  Department   of   Mathematical 
Sciences

Dr.    Matsler  reviewed 
several  tables  which  had  been  developed  as  indicators  of  significant    changes  or 
trends    in  the  use  of  appropriated  funds. 

Considerable  discussion   was  generated  by  the  tables  showing  the  distribution  of 
appropriated  operating   funds    by  functional   activity  for  the  three    institutions, 
particularly  for  general  administration.      President  Spencer  advised  that  in  the 
near    future  he  would  be  meeting  with  the  presidents  of  other  newly  established 
universities,    and  after  the  first  of  the    year  he  would  be  able  to  bring  to  the  Board 
some  comparative  data  on  start-up  costs. 

Mr.    Shuman  said  that  the  whole  discussion  of  the  internal  budgets  by  the  Board 
emphasized    a  concern  of  his    that  the  budget  process  is    probably  the  most  import- 
ant process  in  which  the   Board  participates,    and  is  the  way  in  which  the  Board 
exercises  control  over  policy.      It  would  seem,    he  said,    that   in  addition  to  the 
staff  analysis,    the   Board  probably    should   find  a  way  to  spend  more  time  on  these 
matters  than  can  be  devoted  in   an  official  Board  meeting.     He   suggested   that  per- 
haps   a  committee  of  the   Board    should  spend  time  with  the  staff  in  analyzing   the 
budgets. 

Mr.     Barr  suggested  that  as  an  alternative  perhaps  the  next  meeting  of  the   Board 
should  be  expanded  to  allow  more  time  for  consideration  of  the  operating    budgets.

Hearing    none,    the   minutes  of  September    21  were  approved  as  submitted. 

Mr.    Barr    said  he  wished   to  take  note    of  the  fact  and  congratulate   the  staff   of 
the    Vidette,   the    student   newspaper  at  Illinois  State,    that  its    operation   had  been 
expanded  to   daily  publication. 

At   the  request   of  the  Chairman,    Mrs.     Masters  reported  on  the  regional  confer- 
ence   of  the  Association  of   Governing    Boards.     She    reported   that  the  meeting 
pertained   to  more  effective  use  of  resources  and  reform   on  the  campuses. 
Mr.    Clark  Kerr  of  the    Carnegie    Commission    and  Father  Reinert  of   St.    Louis 
University   had  participated  in  the  program.    Mrs.    Masters    said  she  had  been  par- 
ticularly  impressed   with  the  contribution   of  women   to  the  meeting. 
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At  the   request    of  President  Spencer,    the  Board  deferred    consideration   of 
Resolution  #31    of  the    Sangamon  State  University  Assembly  until   Thursday.

Before    presenting    his    Report,     Dr.    Matsler  reminded   the  Regents  that  there 
would   be    no   meeting    in  December,    and   he    asked   how   the    Board   wished   to 
handle    those  transactions   which   would    require    action   prior  to  the    January 
meeting.       The  board    stated    a  preference  for  a   poll  of   members  by  telephone 
after   the  items   had  been  submitted  to  the  Central  Office,    with  formal  ratification 
to  take  place  in  January.

A    summary  report  of  construction  change    orders  approved   during   the    July    - 
September  1972    quarter  was  submitted   for  the   information   of  the    Board,    and 
Mr.    Donald    L.     Beahringer,    Facilities  Planner    and  Coordinator,     responded   to 
specific    questions    by  the  Regents.

background  of  the  case   which  has  been  filed  in  the  Court  of  Claims,    seeking 
damages  in  the  amount  of  $25,  000. 

In   accordance    with   the    recommendation   of  Legal    Counsel,     it  was  moved 
by   Mr.    Shuman,     seconded   by  Mrs.    Masters,    that  the  firm  of  Markowitz,

Lawrence,     Lenz,     Naylor  and   Jennings  be  retained   for  defense  of  the 

claim,    with  reports  to  be  made  from  time   to  time   to  the  Legal  Counsel 

for   the  Board  and  to  counsel   for  Illinois  State    University.      The  motion 
carried  unanimously. 

Z.  Transfer   to  Capital   Development    Board  --     Mr.     Mathias    reported  that  the 

administration   of  the  three    Regency   library   construction   projects    had  been 
transferred   from  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  to  the  Capital   Development 
Board.      The    sites  for  the  library   buildings  at  Illinois  State  and  Sangamon 
State    had  been   reconveyed  by  the  IBA   to  the    Board   of  Regents,    he  advised, 
and   the    site  for  the  Northern  project   is   still  held   by  the  Board    of  Regents. 

3.  Collective    Bargaining    Agreements    --     Mr.    Mathias    advised   that   collective 
bargaining    agreements    had   been  negotiated   between  the  Board   of  Regents 

for  Northern   Illinois  University   and   the  Illinois    State  Employees    Council   #34, 
Local  963,     of  the    American    Federation    of  State,    County  and   Municipal 
Employees    (AFL-CIO)    covering  some    15  classifications  of  employees  at  NIU; 
and   between  the   Board  of  Regents    for  Illinois  State  University  and  Illinois 
State    Employees    Council  #34,     Local    1110,     of  the  American  Federation    of 
State,     County  and  Municipal  Employees    (AFL-CIO)  covering   some  Z0  classi- 
fications   of  employees    at  ISU.      The    language  in  both  contracts    is  essentially 
the    same    as  that  contained  in  prior  agreements,     Mr.     Mathias    reported. 
The    contract  at  Northern  is  for  a  three  year  period,     October  1,    197Z   through 
September  30,    1975;    and  the  one  year  contract  at  Illinois    State    covers  the 
period   October   1,    197Z  through   September    30,    1973.      It  was  his  recommenda- 
tion  that   the  contracts  be  approved   and   the  officers  of  the  Board  authorized 
to  execute    the  same. 

Dr.     Groves    moved,     seconded   by  Dr.     Julian,    that   the  collective    bargaining 
agreements    for  Northern   Illinois  University  and  Illinois  State  University  be 
approved   as  recommended   by  Legal  Counsel,     and  that  the    officers  of  the 
Board   be  authorized   to  execute  the  contracts.      Roll  was  called  and  the 
motion   carried  unanimously. 

4.  President's  Residence,    Sangamon  State  University  --       Mr.     Mathias    advised 
that  pursuant   to  action   taken  by  the  Board   at   its  September   meeting,    and 
the    commitment   there    made,    Sangamon   State  University  Foundation   had 
entered  into  a  contract   for  the  construction   of  a  residence  for  the    President 
of  Sangamon  State  University  at  a  cost  of  $109,  730.      The  foundation  had 
arranged  to  finance   the  cost  of  the  construction   by  a  loan  from  the  First 
National    Bank  of  Springfield.      Mr.    Mathias  presented   a  Resolution   authoriz- 
ing  the  lease  of  the  specific    site  for  the  President's  house   to  Sangamon  State 
University  Foundation   and  also  authorizing  the    Board  of   Regents  to  lease    the 
President's   house  and  the  surrounding   tract  from  Sangamon   State    University 
Foundation. 

Mrs.    Masters    moved  for  adoption   of  the  Resolution  as  presented.      The 
motion   was  seconded   by  Mr.    Shuman,    roll  was  called,     and   the  Resolution 
was   adopted,     with  Dr.    Groves  abstaining    because  of  personal    reservations 
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relative    to  furnishing  houses   for  presidents    of  the  universities.      The 
text    of  the  Resolution   follows:        (Ref:    #73-10-1) 

RESOLUTION   Authorizing  Lease   from  Board    of  Regents  to 
Sangamon  State  University  Foundation,    for  the    Residence

WHEREAS,    a  permanent  residence    for   the  President    of  Sangamon 
State    University   is  appropriate,     and   the  Board    of  Regents    has  heretofore 
approved   plans  submitted  for  the  President's  residence,    the  lease    of  not 
to    exceed  ten  acres  of  the  land   held   by  the   Board  for  the  University  at  the 
main   campus,    to  Sangamon  State    University  Foundation   for  the  construc- 
tion  of  such  residence    and   the  lease  of  such  residence    by  the    Board   from 
the  Foundation  when  the    residence  is  constructed  at  a    cost  not  to  exceed 
$1 10,  000  for  a  term  not  to  exceed    15  years;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents    has  been  advised   that  a  contract 
for    the  construction  of  a  permanent    residence    for  the    President  of  the 
University  for  $109,730  has    been   entered   into  between    Sangamon  State 
University  Foundation,    a  non-for-profit  corporation  organized  under  the 
laws    of  the  State  of  Illinois,    as  owner    and  Nile    Marriott,     Inc.  ,    an  Illinois 
corporation  as  contractor,    and  that  copies  of  the  contract  with  specifications, 
general    conditions    of  the    contract,     amendments    to  general  conditions  in- 
cluding   insurance    and   performance    bond   are  on  file    with  the  Foundation;  and 

WHEREAS,     the  Board    of  Regents    is    further  advised  that  the  construc- 
tion of  the  residence    for  the    President   by  the  Foundation  will  be  financed   by 
borrowing    from  The    First   National  Bank    of   Springfield,     a  national  banking 
association,    the    sum  of  $110,  000.  00  to  be  evidenced   by  one  note  for  said 
sum   bearing    interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  and    one-half  percent   per  annum 
payable    semiannually  as  to  interest  on  the  principal    or    remaining  balance 
thereof   during   the    construction  of  the  residence    for  the  President    com- 
puted  from  the  dates    of   release    of  funds  and  not  from  the    date    of  the    note, 
with  interest   after    the  payment   of  the  construction  cost  at   the  rate    of  four 
and   three-fourths    percent   per  annum  payable    semiannually   as  to  interest 
on  the  principal  or  remaining   balance   thereof,    with  the  provision   that 
should   it  at  any  time    be  determined   by  the    Internal  Revenue    Service    that 
such  interest  is  not  exempt  from  Federal  Income    Tax,    then  the    difference 
between  four  and  three-fourths  percent  and  seven  and   one-half  percent 
interest  shall  be    paid  by  the  Foundation   to  the    Bank;  said  note  shall   be  pay- 
able as  to  installments    of   the  principal  of  $11,  000.  00  each   one  year  after 
date  of  note  in  1973    and  a  like  amount   on  the  same  date  each   year  there- 
after through  and  including  1982    with  privilege  of  paying   the   balance  of 
principal  and  accrued  interest  to  date  of  payment  on  the  date  any   installment 
payment  of  principal  is  due;  to  secure  payment  of  said  note  the  Foundation 
shall  execute    a  mortgage  deed  or  trust  deed  with  customary  provisions    to 
said  Bank  of  the  leasehold  interest   of  said  acreage  together  with  the  im- 
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provements  thereon  including ,  the    permanent    residence   for  the  President 
of  the  University.      Upon  payment  of  the  mortgage  indebtedness  with  all 
interest  thereon  due,    the    mortgage  indebtedness    shall   be  satisfied  and  re- 
leased of  record,    and  the  Foundation  shall  convey  by  warranty  deed  limited 
to  acts  done  or  suffered   by  the    Foundation  or  free  of  liens    or  encumbrances 
caused  by  its  acts  or  omissions    and   transfer  by  any  other  instrument    re- 
quested  free  of  liens    or  encumbrances    caused   by  its  acts    or  omissions    the 
leasehold   interest   with  improvements  thereon   including  the  permanent   res- 
idence of  the  President  of  the  University  to  the  Board  of  Regents    acting   for 
Sangamon  State  University,    and  thereupon   the  lease  or  renewal  of  lease 
from  the  Board  to  the  Foundation  shall  be  of  no  further  effect; 

NOW,    THEREFORE  BE  FT  RESOLVED   that   the    Board  of  Regents 
acting   for  Sangamon  State  University  lease    the  following  property: 

Part  of  the  Southwest  Quarter  of  Section  Twenty-four (24), 
Township  Fifteen  (15)    North,    Range    Five    (5)  West  of  the  Third 
Principal   Meridian,    Sangamon  County,    Illinois:      Beginning  at 
a   point  at  the  Northwest  corner  of  the  Southwest  Quarter  of 
Section  24,    Township  15  North,    Range  5  West    of  the  Third 
Principal   Meridian;    thence    South  0°  10'   37"   East,    941.  19  feet 
to  an  iron  pin;  thence    North  88°  351  41"  East,    1,  380.  7   feet 
to    an  iron  pin,    said  iron  pin  being   the    true  point  of  beginning; 
from    said  point  of  beginning  continuing    North  88°  35'  41"  East, 
511.  3   feet   to  an  iron  pin  in  the  West  right   of  way  line  of  the 
existing  public    road;  thence  South  22°  38'    19"  East  along 
said    existing    right    of  way  line,     182.  7   feet   to  an  iron  pin;

Sangamon   State  University  Foundation  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  years 
at   a  nominal  rental  annually,     with  option   granted   by  the  Board  of  Regents 
to  renew  the  lease  if  the   mortgage    indebtedness  hereinafter    set  forth  is 
not  by    such  time  fully  discharged,    for    an  additional  term  of  twenty-five 
years   upon  the  same  terms  and   conditions    of  the  original  term,     a  copy

BE   IT  FURTHER    RESOLVED   that  the  Board  of   Regents  acting    for 
Sangamon  State    University  lease  from  Sangamon   State  University  Founda- 
tion said  leasehold  interest    of  9.  3    acres  specifically  described  in  the  first 
resolution   paragraph   herein  above   together  with  improvements    thereon 
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including   the  permanent    residence   for  the    President  of  the  University. 
The    lease    shall  be    for  a  period  of  two  years  commencing   with  the    date 
the    residence   is  ready   for  occupancy,     or  September    1,     1973,    whichever 
date  first  occurs,     and  be  automatically  renewable  for  successive    terms 
of  two  years  each  unless    notice    in  writing   be  given  by  the  Board  to  the 
Foundation   at  least  one  year   prior  to  the  termination  of  each  lease  period. 
The    Board    shall  pay  a  rental  under  said  lease    and   each  renewal  thereof 
of  $11,  000.

able   semiannually  as  to  interest  on  the  principal  or  remaining   balance 
thereof,    with  the  provision  that  should  it  at  any  time  be  determined  by  the 
Internal  Revenue    Service    that   interest   received   by  The  First  National 
Bank  of  Springfield  under    a  mortgage  or  trust  deed  from  the    Foundation 
to   it  is  not  exempt  from  Federal   Income  Tax  then  the  Board  shall  pay  to 
the    Foundation  the  difference    between  four  and  three-fourths    percent   and 
seven   and  one-half  percent  interest  under   the  lease,    and  in  addition  thereto 
an  amount   or  amounts    as  the  same  falls  due  to  the  Foundation  adequate  to 
discharge  fire  and  extended  coverage  insurance  to  cover   the  replacement 
cost   of  the  residence  and  public  liability  insurance    adequately   protecting 
the    Foundation,     the  Board  and  The  First   National  Bank.       Lessee    shall 
pay   realty  taxes    or  personal  property  taxes    if  any  shall  become    a  lien 
during   the    lease    or  renewal  thereof.       Lease    rental  shall   be  paid  out  of 
appropriations    made   to  the  Board   for  the  fiscal  years    ending  1974   through 
1983.      When  the  mortgage  indebtedness   to  The  First   National  Bank   is  fully 
discharged  together  with  all  interest   due  thereon,    amounts  due  for  insurance 
are  paid  and  real  and  personal  taxes  if  any  that  are  a  lien  are  paid,     Sangamon 
State    University  Foundation  shall  convey  the  leasehold  interest   with  all 
improvements   thereon  including   the  residence   for  the  President  to  the 
Board   of   Regents  acting  for  Sangamon  State  University.     In  the  event  that 
the    General  Assembly  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  appropriate  an  amount    suffi- 
cient to  discharge  annual  installments  of  principal,   interest,    insurance  and 
such  taxes    if  any   be    a  lien  under  the  lease,   the  Foundation  with  agreement 
by  the    Bank  may  modify  the  lease  providing  for  contract  payments  at  reduced 
rental  with  preemptive    options    extended  to  the  Board   acting   for  the  Univer- 
sity for  the  use  of  the  residence    by  the  President  of  the  University,    and  if 
such   modified   rental  payments  are  not  paid  by  the    Board,   then  such  resi- 
dence shall  be  rented  directly  by  the  Bank  to  any  third  party  until  defaults 
in   annual  appropriations    are    corrected    permitting   the  Foundation  to  dis- 
charge   all  principal  and  interest  including  interest  in  default  to  the  Bank 
under   its  mortgage  or  trust  deed  indebtedness  to  the    Bank.     When  the  Bank 
has    received   all  principal  and  accrued  interest  due  it  under  said  mortgage 
or  trust  deed  indebtedness    and  insurance  has  been  paid  as  hereinabove  pro^ 
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vided,    the  Foundation  shall  convey  the  leasehold   interest  with  all  im- 
provements   including  such  residence    for  the  President   of  the  University 
to  the    Board  and   the  lease  from  the  Board   to  the  Foundation  shall  be  of 
no  further  effect;  a  copy  of  said  lease  marked  Exhibit  B   is  hereto  attached  and 
made    a  part  hereof. 

(Exhibits   A  and  B    referred   to  in  the  above    Resolution   are  on  file  with 
the    Secretary.  ) 

5.  Sale    of  Land   by  University  Development    Corporation,    ISU  --       Mr.    Mathias 

reported   that   the  University  Development    Corporation  had  entered  into  a 
multiple  listing  agreement  for  the  properties  at  300  and    302  North  Main 
Street   and    at  408  West   Locust  Street  in  Normal.      These  properties    had 
been   acquired   and  held   by  the  corporation  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  Illi- 
nois   State  University,    but  are    now  offered   for  sale  since  they  v/ill   not  be 
used   by  the  Board  of  Regents  for  the  University.      It  is  anticipated,    he  said, 
that   the  corporation   will  recover    all   acquisition    costs  from  the  sale. 

Section    V  -  Amendments  to  Travel  Regulations 

Amendments    to  the  Board  Regulation  relative    to  employee   travel  had  been   pre- 
sented  for  first  reading  in  September.      No  recommendations   for  change  had 
been  received   by  the  Central   Staff,    and  the  amendments   were  submitted  for  ap- 
proval  without  modification. 

Mr.     Shuman  moved,    seconded  by  Dr.    Groves,    for  approval  of  the  proposed 
amendments.       The  motion  carried  unanimously.       (SECTION  VI.     FINANCIAL 
AFFAIRS,     SUBSECTION  C.    TRAVEL  REGULATION,     TOPIC  1,    EMPLOYEE 
TRAVEL)     Dr.    Matsler  advised   that  the  Staff  would  arrange    for  the    reprinting 
of  the  pocket- sized  edition  of  the  Travel  Regulations  for  distribution  to  all  travelers. 

Section    VI  -  Doctoral  Programs 

Dr.    Matsler  summarized  the  programmatic  and  budgetary  requests  for  new 
doctoral   programs  at  ISU  and  NIU   and    stated   that  the  universities    are  request- 
ing  that  the  Board   of  Regents:

The  Staff  recommendations   for  the  above  requests    were  as  follows: 

1.  Endorse    the    concept  of  implementing   one    pilot   Doctor  of   Arts  pro- 
gram at    ISU  and    one  at  NIU,    with  a  complete    review  to  be    conducted  within 
seven  years  of  the  date  of  program  implementation. 

2.  Approve  the  proposal  for  a  Doctor  of  Arts  degree    in  English  at  NIU 
for  implementation   in   the  Fall  of  197  3   with  the  stipulation  that  the  program  be 
presented   for  review  and    reapproval  within  seven  years    of  implementation;    and 
direct   that  the  program  be  referred   to  the   Board  of  Higher    Education  for  review 
and  approval. 

3.  Approve    the  appropriation  request  for  the  Doctor  of  Arts  degree    pro- 
gram in  History  at  ISU  with  the  understanding  that  such  approval  merely  provides 
the  necessary  funding    should   formal  programmatic  approval  be  given   at  a   later 
date. 

4.  Not   approve  the  appropriation   request   for  the    Doctor  of  Arts  degree 
program  in  Mathematics  at  ISU. 

5.  Approve   the  appropriation   requests    for  the    doctoral  programs    in 
Curriculum   and   Instruction   at  ISU,     Instructional  Technology  at  ISU,    and  Bio- 
logical Sciences  at  NIU,    with  the  understanding  that  such  approval  merely  provides 
the    necessary  funding  should  formal  programmatic    approval  be  given   at  a  later 
date. 

6.  Approve   the  appropriation  requests   for  the  Doctor  of  Philosophy   degree 
programs    in  Physics  and  Mathematics  at  NIU,     re -affirm  prior  programmatic  ap- 
proval,   direct  that  the    programs  be  returned  to  the   Board  of  Higher  Education, 

and    request  that  subsequent  review  and  approval  not  be  made  prior  to  January  1974. 

Mr.     Barr    stated   that  the  discussion  could  be  broken  down   into  three  categories: 
(1)   the  question  of  the  D.  A.    degree,    (2)    reaffirmation   of  previous    support   for  the 
Ph.D.     programs    in  Physics    and  Mathematics    at   Northern,     and    (3)  the    question 
of  the  Ph.  D.     in    Biological   Sciences.     He  then  suggested   that  President  Nelson 
present   the  Northern  Illinois  University  position  on   doctoral  programs.      Mr.    Nelson 
presented   a  prepared  statement  in  support  of  the    proposed   programs.     A  copy  of 
that    statement   is  filed  with  the    October    1972    President's  Report  at  the  University 
and   in  the  Central  Office. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  entered   the  meeting   at   this  point. 
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President  Nelson  then    summarized   the  NIU    requests  as    follows:       "We    request 
your    reapproval   of  the    programs  in    Physics  and   Mathematics   and  approval  of 
the    D.  A.     in  English,     and    request  that  these  be  forwarded   to   the  Board    of  Higher 
Education   as  soon   as   possible.      We    also    request   your  approval  for    planning  the 
program   in    Biological   Sciences,    with  the   understanding  that  a  proposal  developed 
with   the    advice    of  external    consultants  for  a  single  joint  program  involving  Illinois 
State    University   and    Northern  Illinois    University   will   be  brought    to  the  Board 
within  the  next  few  months  for  specific  approval.  " 

Mr.     Barr  then    suggested  discussion  of  the  request   for  the  D.  A.    degree  in  English 
first.      He    said   he  understood  the  position   of  the    University   and  was  familiar    with 
the    proposal.     It  was  his    opinion   a  year  ago   and  it  still   is,     he   said,    that  the 
Regency  Universities    should   not  attempt  to  establish  this    D.  A.     degree.      He  fur- 
ther stated   that  he  was  not  convinced   that  there  is  anything  in  this  program  which 
is    worthwhile    in  establishing  a  new  type  of  degree,    and  he  thought  it  might  be  counter 
to   the    pursuit  of  excellence.     He  said  that  he  recognized   the    need    and  the    requests 
that   have  come    from  the  cornxnunity  colleges    for  teachers,    and  it  may  be    that 
there    should  be   some    changes  in  masters  and  Ph.  D.     programs  to  meet  these  needs. 
But,     he   said,     he  was  not  convinced   that  the    D.  A.     would  be  anything    more    than  a 
second   class,     second    rate  degree. 

Mrs.     Masters    stated   that    she  had   had  the  pleasure  and  privilege  of  sitting  with 
the    English  Department   at  NIU  last   month   and   getting  a  full  department    briefing. 
She  was  impressed,    she    said,     by  the  enthusiasm    of  the  younger   members    of  the 
department.     In  consideration,     she    stated,     she  would   like    to  go  on  record  as  sup- 
porting   Mr.    Barr's  comments,    and   also  to  say  that  she    realized   there    are  these 
very  real  needs    and  pressures    from   the  community   colleges.      She  then  suggested 
they  might  be    better   met   through  the    Department  of  Education,    using    consultants 
and  help  from  the  English  Department.      She    also    stated    she  concurred   with   Mr. 
Barr's    comments    about  the  importance    of  keeping  the  Ph.D.     degree    within  the 
academic    framework  a  matter    of  high  excellence. 

Dr.     Julian   complimented    President    Nelson   and    Dr.     Bowers    on  their  presentations 
supporting  the  Ph.  D.     degrees  in  Physics  and  Mathematics.     He   said   the  program 
in    Biological    Sciences    is  equally  as  important.     He  stated,    however,     that  he  could 
not    speak   as   strongly  for  the  D.  A.     in  English. 

Dr.    Groves    spoke  in  behalf   of  the  D.  A.    degree.      He  stated   that  the  Ph.  D.     is  well 
established  and  is  renowned.      But,    he  said,    since  the    50'  s    it  has  come  to  stand 
for  research,    and   in   the  process,    the    needs  of  educational   institutions  of  non- 
research   character  have    been   ignored   increasingly. 

After  further  discussion   by  members    of  the  Board,     Vice  President  Bowers, 
and    Dr.     Charles    Hagelman,     Chairman    of  the    NIU   Department  of  English,     the 
Chairman   requested   that  before    voting  upon  the  D.  A.     proposal   at  NIU,     President 
Berlo  should   make  a  statement  pertaining   to  the  D.  A.     in  History  and  Mathematics 
at  Illinois    State. 
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Dr.    Berlo   indicated  that  while  ISU   was  interested  in  the  Board  discussion  of 
the    concept  of  the  D.  A.  ,    the  proposal  for  ISU  was  budgetary,    not  programmatic. 
He  then   asked  Vice    President    Budig  to  present   background  statements  on  the 
four    doctoral  proposals,    the  Ph.  D.  -Ed.  D.     in  Curriculum   and   Instruction,    the 
D.  A.     in  History  and   Mathematics,     and   the    Ph.  D.     in  Instructional  Technology. 

Mr.     Barr  stated  that  action    on  the  budgetary  requests    would  be  taken  on  the 
following   day  and  that  the  present  concern    should  be  the  D.  A.    in  English  at  NIU. 

Dr.     Groves   moved,     seconded  by   Dr.    Julian,    for  approval   of  the  Northern  Illi- 
nois   University  request  for  the  Doctor  of  Arts  degree  proposal  in  English,    as  a 
pilot  program  to  establish  the   validity  and  feasibility  of  the    D.  A.    degree    as  a 
means    of  training    community   college    and  four-year    college    teachers  in  Illinois. 
Roll   was  called   and  with  three    affirmative  votes  and   three  negative   votes    being 
cast,    the  motion  failed.      The   vote  was  as  follows:

Mr.     Barr  then    stated   that  there  were  two  programs,     one    in  Physics    and  the 
other    in  Mathematics,    which  were    presented   to  the    Board  in  1969  and  in  1971 
and   approved  by  the  Board.      They   had  been  sent  to  the  Board   of  Higher  Education, 
where  no  action  has    been   taken.       There    has    been   considerable    discussion  with 
representatives    of   the   staff  of   the    BHE  in   an  attempt   to  secure    approval,    without 
success.      He  further  stated   that  it   appeared   to  the    Board  at  the    meeting   two 
months    ago   that  it  should   take  another   look   to    determine   whether    in  fact   the 
Board   of  Regents    supports    the  programs    and   if,    in  fact,     the  result  was  that  it 
did,     then  the  programs  should   be   sent  back  again  to  the  BHE  with  an  expression 
of  renewed   approval;  or,    if   after  all  this   time   the    Board   decides  to  withdraw 
them,    that  would  be    appropriate    also.      It   was  his  feeling,    Mr.     Barr  said,    that 
these    are  two    strong  programs  that    should  be  approved,    they  fit  specifically 
within   the    mandate    and       mission,     and   that  it  would  be  most  appropriate   to  re- 
affirm the   Board's    support  of  the  two  programs. 

Mr.     Shuman   moved,    seconded   by  Mrs.     Masters,    that   the  Board  reaffirm  its 
approval   of   the  program  proposals   for  the  Ph.  D.    in  Physics   and   in   Mathematical 
Science  at  Northern   Illinois    University,    and   further   that   the  Board   of   Regents 
renew   its  request  for  review  and   approval   of  the  programs    by  the    Board  of 
Higher    Education. 

There   was  further    discussion  as    to  timing  and   cooperation  with  the  National 
Accelerator    Laboratory   and   other    agencies.      The  question   was  then   called   for, 
and   the  motion   carried  unanimously. 

Mr.    Barr  then   requested   information   concerning  progress  toward   the    Regency 
Ph.  D.     degree    in  Biological   Science   being  developed   by  NIU    and    ISU.     Dr.    Matsler 
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reported  that  meetings  had  been  held  and  that  considerable  progress  had  been 
made.  He  further  stated  that  a  formal  proposal  was  expected  to  be  completed 
for  presentation  to  the    Board  of  Regents   by  March    1973. 

Mr.  Barr    said  he  was    encouraged   by  this.      He  further    stated   that  the  campuses 
should  make  use  of  resources  they  have.      They   have    strong    departments    on  both 
campuses,     and  without    sacrificing    either  one,    the  joint  program  should    streng- 
then the  existing   program  at  ISU. 

The    Board  recessed   at  4:30   p.m.

Section   VII  -  FY74  Operating   Appropriation   Request 

Mr.    Barr  announced   that  the  FY74  operating    appropriation   requests  for  the 

three    Regency  Universities  and  the  Central   Office    would  be  considered  at  this 

time. 

Dr.    Matsler    referred   the  Regents    to  the  document  which   had  been  prepared  by 
the    Central   Office    and  mailed  to  the  members    prior  to  the  meeting.      The    docu- 
ment   summarized   a  total  of  $90,  508,  201  worth   of  requests   from  the  three  insti- 
tutions   and  the  central   office,    as  follows: 

Illinois    State    University  $35,285,446 

Northern   Illinois  University  43,827,182 

Sangamon   State    University  11,030,568 

Central   Office  365,005 

Dr.     Matsler    said  he  would  not  go  over  the  first  few  pages,    but  would   lead  the 
members   through  the    several  tables  in   the  back  of  the  document,    as  this  would 
be  the  best  way  to  understand  the  base  budget.      After   finishing    an  overview, 
the    Regents   would   then  have  an  opportunity  to  go  into  each  university  request   and 
new   programs.      There    are    some    differences    of  opinion   between  the   staff  and 
the   universities,    he  said,   which  would  have  to  be  decided   by  the  Board.     He    also 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  accordance  with  BHE    instructions,     the  request 
for   the    contribution  to  the  Retirement  System  appears  as  a  separate  request.

Dr.    Matsler   then  reviewed   tables    contained   in  the  Summary  of   Institutional 
Requests    and    Staff  Recommendations. 

President  Berlo  was  then   invited   to  present  the    request  for  Illinois    State    Uni- 
versity.     The    President  said  that  the   main  presentation   would   be   from   Dean 
Budig   as  he  discussed   new  programs,    but  before    turning  it  over  to  Dean    Budig 
he    would   first  like    to  comment   on   one    aspect  of  new   programs. 

Dr.    Berlo  then    requested   as  a  result  of  the  previous  day's    discussion  on   the 
Doctor    of  Arts    programs  that  ISU  be  given   a   token   amount  of  $30,  000    instead 
of  the  requested    amounts    for  the  D.  A.     in  History  and  in  Mathematics.      This    sum 
would   be  used,    he  said,     to  bring  in  a  proposal  to  the    Board  of  Regents   which 
would    offer  quality   training    leading   to  a  doctorate   for    college    and  university 
teachers. 

After   further    discussion,     Mr.     Shuman  moved  that  the    request   for  the  appropri- 
ations   for  the  D.  A.     in   History  and  Mathematics  at  ISU  be  withdrawn   and  that 
the    sum  of  $30,  000  be  provided  in  its  place    for  the  purpose    of  developing    such 
a  program  or  programs.       The    motion   was  seconded   by  Mrs.     Masters 

Mr.     Barr    stated  that    it  was  his  understanding   that   if  the    program   developed   by 
the  University  meets  the  high  intellectual    standards    which  were  discussed  at  length 
the    previous  day,    the  Board   would,    in  effect  be  saying   to  the  University,     "We 
support    you  and  urge  you  to  go  this  route.  "     If   it  does  not,    the   Board   will  not 
approve    it. 

Dr.    Groves  said  he  thought  he  perceived   as  the  Board's  view  that  it  was  not   con- 
vinced   of  the  merits    of  the  D.  A.     degree,    but  it   was    not  settled  with  finality  that 
it  should   not  be  called   that.      It  needs  further  rationale,    he  said,    but  the  possibility 
of  it  is  not  precluded. 

Roll  was  called  and  the  motion   carried  unanimously. 

Vice    President   Gene  Budig  then   described  the  new  program   requests  for  ISU 
and    requested   permission  to  allow   Dr.     Charles  Porter,    Dean   of  the    College  of 
Applied    Science    and    Technology,    to  present  a   brief  summary  of  selected   budget- 
ary   reallocations   within   the  base    budget  of  the  university.      During   the  further 
discussion,     Mr.     Phil  Steffen,     president  of  the  ISU  student  body,    stated  that  he 
felt   that  the  $33,  000  requested   for  operation  of  the  Day  Care  Center    should  not 
have    been  deleted.       No  action  was  taken  on  the  staff  recommendations    for   this 
item. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  then  moved  for  approval   of  the  FY74  Operating  Appropriation 
Request   of  Illinois  State  University,    as  amended,    in  the  amount  of  $35,  280,  148. 
The   motion  was  seconded   by  Mrs.     Masters. 

Mr.     Shuman  moved  that  Board  action   on  the   motion   to  approve  the    ISU  appropri- 
ation  request  be  deferred  until  the  Board  had  heard   budget  presentations  from  the 
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other  two  universities.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Patterson,  roll  was 
called,  and  the  motion  carried,  with  Dr.  Knoblauch  casting  a  dissenting  vote, 
and   Dr.    Julian   and  Mrs.    Masters  abstaining. 

The  Chairman   called   for  the  presentation   of  Northern  Illinois    University's 
budget  request. 

President    Nelson    stated   his   appreciation   for  the  support  the    Board  had   given 
NIU   with  respect   to  the  Ph.D.    programs    in  Physics   and  Mathematics.      Dr.    Bowers, 
he  said,    would    comment  on  some    of  the  programs    and  join  in  responding   to  any 
questions  of  the  Board.       The    area  of  disagreement  with  the    Central   Staff  was  on 
page    A-ll,    item  19,    President   Nelson    said,     and  had  to  do  with  reassigned   faculty. 
$128,  000    had  been  requested  to  enable  NIU  to  help  people  retrain   themselves. 

After    considerable    discussion,    it  was  moved  by  Mr.     Shuman,     seconded  by  Mr. 
Patterson,    to  amend   the    Central    Staff  recommendation   on  NIU's    request  by 
providing    $28,000  for    the  retraining  program  for  displaced  persons    rather  than 
$128,000   as  requested  by  the  University  or  no  funds  as  recommended   by  the    Staff. 
The  motion  carried. 

Vice    President    Bowers  presented  a  brief  review  of  the  new   program  requests 
of  NIU. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  then   moved  for  approval   of  the    FY74  Operating    Appropriation 
Request    of  Northern  Illinois    University,    as  amended,    in   the    amount  of  $43,855,182. 
The   motion  was   seconded   by  Mrs.     Masters. 

Mr.    Shuman   moved,    seconded   by  Mr.     Patterson,    that  the    Board   defer  action   on 
the  prior  motion  until  the  balance  of  presentations  had  been  heard  by  the  Board. 
The  motion   carried,    with  Dr.    Knoblauch  casting  a  dissenting  vote. 

Mr.     Barr  next   called   for  Sangamon  State  University's  budget  request. 

President  Spencer  stated   that  the    SSU  request,    totaling  $11,030,000,    represented 
a    33%   increase  over  the  previous  year,    with  an  approximate    50%   increase  in 
enrollment.      This    request   is  designed,     he   said,     to  take  the  University  to  a    stu- 
dent  body  of  3,  000  FTE,    five  times  as  many  as  the  first  year  of  operation.       The 
most  important   aspect  of  the  new  budget,     he  stated,     is   the  description   of  the 
direction   SSU   curriculum   is    taking.      President    Spencer  then  asked  Vice  Presi- 
dent   John   Keiser  to  present  the  background   material  for  the  budget  request. 

Mr.    Barr  asked   about  the    request   for  $17,  600   to  provide    bus    service  at  the 
university.       President  Spencer  said  that  the  $17,  600   in  the  operating    budget 
request   for  FY74  was  to  provide    bus  service  between  the  main  and   central   cam- 
puses.     When   the  major  building   was  taken  out   of  the  master   plan,     he  said,    the 
campus    was  given  space    downtown   on  a  rental  basis.      Try  as  they  might,    he  said, 
they   could  not    separate  all  faculty  and  students    so  that   they  could  have  exclusive 
clientele.     As    a    consequence,    there   was  considerable    traffic  back  and  forth. 
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After  a  thorough  discussion,  it  was  moved  by  Mr.  Patterson,  seconded  by- 
Mr.  Murray,  to  deny  the  request  of  Sangamon  State  University  for  $17,  600 
for  bus   service  between  the  campuses. 

A  further  discussion   of  the  request  ensued,    and    Dr.     Julian   offered   a  substitute 
motion  that  the  Board   approve  an  appropriation   request  of  $8,500   for  bus  ser- 
vice   between   the  main   and  central   campuses    of  Sangamon  State  University, 
with   the  understanding  that   the  costs  would  be   shared  with  student  riders,     and 
that   as  the  load  increases    and  the  need  diminishes,     it  will  be  done    away  with; 
and  further   that  this  service   would  be  reviewed  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  deter- 
mine  whether  or  not  it  is  feasible  to  continue;    and    still  further   that  the  bus 
service    was  not  to  be  interpreted  as  an  on-campus  transportation    system. 
The    substitute  motion   was  seconded   by  Mr.    Shuman.     Roll  was  called,    and  the 
substitute    motion   carried,    with  Dr.    Knoblauch  and    Mrs.    Masters  casting   dissent- 
ing  votes.      Dr.    Knoblauch   explained   his    opposition  as  based  on  the   fact  that  it 
was  not  the  fault  of  the  student  that  the  Sangamon  State  University  campus  had 
been  split. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  then  moved  for  approval  of  the  1973-74   operating  appropriation 
requests  for  NIU,    ISU  and   SSU,    excluding  retirement  contributions,    as  submitted 
by  the    Central  Staff,     and   amended;   such  approval   to  be  granted    subject   to  any 
subsequent  arithmetical  or  clerical  adjustments;  and   further  that  the  Executive 
Director  be  authorized  to  approve   such   adjustments,    if  any,    and  report  them  to 
the    Board  at   its  next  meeting.      The   motion  was   seconded  by  Dr.    Groves. 

Mr.     Shuman   then  proposed  a    substitute    motion   that  the  Board  apply  a  4%  cut  to 
all  four  major   budget  items,    to  bring  the  total  budget  request   from  $90,  508,000 
to  approximately  $86,  900,  000,     with  the  conviction   that   this,    while  arbitrary, 
could  be  interpreted   by  the    Regents'    Staff   and  the  budget  people  from  the  univer- 
sities   in  such  a  way   as  to  result  in  minimum  hardship;  and  that  this  would   result 
in  practically  as  good  a  university  operation  as  we  have   with  the  present  figure. 
The  motion  was  seconded   by  Mr.     Murray. 

After  considerable  discussion,    roll  was  called   on  the  substitute    motion  by  Mr. 
Shuman.      The  motion  failed  to  pass,    the  vote  being  as  follows:

Roll  was  then  called   on  the  original  motion  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    seconded   by  Dr. 
Groves,    for  approval  of  the  three  university   appropriation   requests,    as  amended. 
The    motion   carried  unanimously. 

Mr.     Barr  commended   the    Staff  and  the  administrators    of  the  three  universities 
for  what   he  considered   a  much  better   budget  preparation  and  discussion    than 
was  presented   a  year   ago.      He  also  stated  the  Board    should  endeavor  to  find 
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ways    in  the  years  ahead  in  which  it    could  be  involved   more    actively  in 
budget   review. 

The    Board   recessed   at    1:00  p.m.    for  luncheon   and   Executive  Session, 
and    reconvened   at  2:00  p.m. 

Mr.     Barr    indicated   the  next   item  would  be  the    Central   Staff   budget    request. 

Dr.     Matsler   then  presented  the  Central  Staff  appropriation   request   for  $365,  005 
excluding    retirement    contribution.      After  discussion   as  to  the  need   for    an  addi- 
tional  clerical    staff  member,     it  was  moved  by  Mr.     Murray,     seconded  by  Dr. 
Knoblauch,    that  the  Board  approve  the  FY74  operating    appropriation   request 
for   the   Central  Office,     as  amended,     and   excluding    the    retirement  contribution, 
and    subject   to  any    subsequent   arithmetical   or  clerical   adjustments;    and   fur- 
ther   that  the  Executive    Director  be  authorized  to  approve    such  adjustments,  if 
any,     and  report  them  to  the   Board  at  its  next  meeting.       Roll  was  called  and 
the   motion   carried  unanimously. 

Dr.     Matsler    stated  that   in  accordance    with   the    law  which  provides  that  the 
State's    contribution  to  the    Retirement   System   be  estimated   as  a  percentage  of 
personal    services,     the  Regency   System's    totalis  $10,607,492.      This    could 
change    slightly   as  budgets    change,    he  said.      Any  adjustments    in  personal  ser- 
vices  will  be  reflected  in  this  figure,    but  the  Staff  recommendation  was  that  the 
Board   approve   the  above  amount   in   accordance  with  the    law. 

Dr.     Knoblauch  asked   what   the  $10  million  would    do  toward   fully  funding   the 
retirement    system.      Mr.    Keating  stated  that  it  would   fully  fund   it  for  FY74 
but   that  it  would   not  reduce  or  make  up  deficits   from   previous  years. 

It   was   moved   by  Dr.     Groves,    seconded   by  Dr.     Knoblauch,    that  the  Board    ap- 
prove   the  amount  of  $10,607,432   for    the  employer    contribution  to  the  State 
University  Retirement  System  for  1973-74;    that    such   approval   be  granted 
subject   to  any  subsequent  arithmetical  or    clerical  adjustments;  and   further 
that   the  Executive  Director  be  authorized  to  approve  such  adjustments,    if  any, 
reporting   them  to  the    Board   at  its  next  meeting.      Roll  was    called   and  the 
motion   carried   unanimously. 

SANGAMON   STATE    UNIVERSITY  ASSEMBLY   RESOLUTION   #31 

Mr.     Barr  stated   that  this  rra  tter  comes   before  the    Board   by  virtue    of  Resolu- 
tion  #31    adopted   by  the  SSU  Assembly,    requesting   the   Board   to  take  certain   ac- 
tion.     (A    copy  of  the  Resolution   is    appended  to  these  minutes).      The  question   be- 
fore   the    Board   is  a  very  limited   one,     he    said.      It  may  or  may  not  be  a  simple  one. 
That   question   is,     Mr.    Barr    continued,     did  President   Spencer   utilize    the  judgment 
of  faculty   in  this  matter  as  required  by  policy,    not   whether    he  did  the  right  thing, 
or    whether   faculty  should   be    required  to  have  the    Ph.  D.     degree.       The    question 
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is,     did  he    utilize  the  judgment    of   the   faculty.      Statements    setting   forth  the 
position   of  the    Assembly  had   been   received   by  the    Regents,    he  noted,     as 
well   as    statements    setting   forth  the    position   of  the    President    and   the    admini- 
stration  of  Sangamon   State    University.      The    Chairman   then   asked   that  whatever 
oral   presentations   were    made    be    confined   to   the    question   before   the    Board. 

Dr.     Geoffrey    Cornog    of  the  SSU   faculty  then  presented   his  arguments    in    sup- 
port   of  the    resolution;    and    Vice    President    John  Keiser  spoke  against  it.     A   copy 
of   a    resolution   of  the    Joint   University  Advisory  Committee,     supporting   the 
SSU    resolution,     had   been   distributed   to  the    Board    members,     and   a    copy  is 
appended   to  these    minutes. 

After  considerable    discussion,     Mr.     Patterson   moved,    seconded   by  Dr.     Knoblauch, 
to    deny   the  request   contained   in  Resolution   #31    of   the    Sangamon  State    University 
Assembly.      The    motion   carried   unanimously. 

At   this    point  Mr.    Patterson   was  excused   from  the    meeting. 

NONRECURRING  INSTITUTIONAL   MATTERS 

Sangamon   State    University:      Public  Affairs  Center    and    Power  Plant 

Schematic    plans    were    presented  by   Mr.     Joseph    Murphy  of  the    firm   of  Murphy, 
Downey,     Wofford    &  Richman/ Architects,    for    the  Power  Plant,     and  specific 
questions  posed   by  the    Regents  were    answered   by  Mr.     Murphy. 

Dr.     Knoblauch  moved,     seconded   by  Dr.     Groves,    for    approval  of  the  schematic 
plans   for  the  Power    Plant   at  Sangamon  State  University.      The   motion  carried 
unanimously. 

Mr.     Earl   Henderson   and   Mr.     Don   Ferry   presented   the  schematic    plans   for 
the  Public    Affairs  Center  at  Sangamon  State    and  responded   to  questions    by  the 
Regents. 

Mrs.     Masters   moved,     seconded   by  Mr.     Murray,     for  approval  of  the    schematic 
plans    for  the  Public    Affairs  Center  at  Sangamon  State  University.

Authorization   was    requested   to  solicit   bids  for  the    two  systems  based 
upon  bid  documents    to  be  prepared   by   Mr.     Hormaz    Vania,    electrical 
engineer,     Springfield,    Illinois,     to  provide  a  fire  alarm  system   and  a 
supplemental   lighting    system   which  would  become  operative  automati- 
cally  in   the  event    of   power  failure.       The    proposed  project  budget  is 
$17,400.00    from    FY73  Reappropriated    Capital  -    Campus  Development 
(001-4181-600.  02-71). 

President    Spencer    advised   that  when   Sangamon   State    University  opened   in  1970, 
88%    of  the   students    were    from  Sangamon    County,     although    36    other    counties 
were  represented.       Of  the  student  body  this  fall,     56%   are    from    Sangamon    County 
and    about    58  other    counties    are   represented.      The  University  has  been   studying 
the    housing  patterns    of  students    for  the  past  two  years,    he  said,     and    had    anti- 
cipated   that   there    would    be  a  shortage  of  the  kinds    they  need  and  can  afford  to    pay. 
There    is  presently    a  severe   shortage  of  housing  for    students    which    is  accessible, 
economical    and   furnished.       Although    there    is  a    building    boom    in  Springfield, 
most    is  beyond   the  financial    reach  of  the   students.       President  Spencer    said    the 
University  believes    that  there  are  developers    who  would   be  interested    in  building 
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housing   for  students,    but  this  is    a  high  risk  venture.     At   the  November  meeting, 
Dr.    Spencer    said,    the    University  would    request   of  the  Board   a  policy  change 
from   a  commuter   to    a    residence    situation   at  Sangamon  State  to    enable    the 
university   to  serve  out  of  county  students.       They   do  not  anticipate    constructing 
dormitories,     he  said,     but  would   hope   for  a  residential  facilities    project  con- 
sisting   of  apartments,    attractively   designed  and   built  by  outside  people    rather 
than   through   revenue  bonds.      This    will  take    a  lot   of  planning,    he  continued, 
and   would   involve  private    contractors    who  would   construct   and  manage  projects 
built  on  public    land.      Attorneys   have    advised   that   is  legally  feasible.      The  Uni- 
versity anticipates   that  it  will  make  a  formal    request   of  the    Board  in  November. 

Dr.     Knoblauch  moved,     seconded  by  Mr.    Shuman,    for  approval    of  the  President's 
Report   for  Sangamon  State  University.      Roll  was    called,    and  the  motion  carried 
unanimously. 

Illinois    State  University    -   President's    Report 

President    Berlo  distributed    copies    of  an  addendum  to  his  Report  relative  to  the 
bids  received   for  construction   of  a  roadway  for  the  Campus    Recreation  area  and 
site  development  for  the  University  Residence. 

He    reported  for  information   on   degrees  awarded  in    August  and    September  1972, 
and    on  gifts  received   by  the  Illinois    State    University    Foundation.

(a)        Altgeld   Hall  Miscellaneous    Remodeling  -  East    Campus 

In  March  1972  the  Board  had  approved  the  firm  of  Thelen  Associates, 
Inc.  to  design  and  prepare  specifications,  advertise  and  receive  bids, 
and   to  supervise  remodeling  of  selected   areas  in  Altgeld  Hall.      The 
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firm   has  now  merged  with  Fields,     Goldman   and    Magee    of  Joliet, 
Illinois,    and   permission  was    requested   to    enter   into  a    contract 
with   this  latter    firm  for  the  work.      Project  cost  is  estimated   at 
$26,000,     payable  from  General   Revenue  Capital   funds,     600.  21-7Z, 
which   have    been   released. 

(b)  Soft   Water    Line    from  Neptune    Central   to  Neptune    North 
Permission   was  requested   to  design  and  install  a  zeolite  water    soft- 
ener   in  Neptune    Central  and  install  a  3"    soft  water    line    from   Neptune 
Central   to  Neptune    North.      All  materials   will  be  purchased  by  the 
Purchasing    Department  and   work  will   be  accomplished   by  Physical 
Plant  personnel.      Total   budget   is    estimated   at  $20,  000,    payable 
from  Bond  Series  '57. 

(c )  Chilled    Water  Lines   from  West   Heating    Plant  to  Lincoln  Hall 
Permission   was  requested   to  design  and   install  8"    chilled   water  line 
and  8"  return   line  in   new  utility  tunnel   connecting   the  two  buildings 
to  provide    air  conditioning  for  the  central   core  of  Lincoln   Hall. 
Material  will  be  purchased   by  Purchasing    Department  and   work  will 
be    accomplished   by  Physical  Plant  personnel.       Total  project  is  esti- 
mated  at  $18,000,    payable    from  Bond  Series  '60. 

(d)  Decarbonator    System  at  West  Heating    Plant 

Permission  was    requested   to  design  and  install  a  decarbonator   sys- 
tem  at    West  Heating  Plant,    as  recommended   by  the  State    Water 
Survey   chemist,    to  protect  steam   and    return   lines,    boilers,     de- 
areators  and  piping,    pumps,    and   auxiliary    equipment   from  corrosion. 
Materials   will  be  purchased   by  Purchasing    Department  and  work  will 
be  accomplished   by  University   personnel.      Project  is  estimated  at 
$60,000,     payable   from  Bond  Series    '64. 

Dr.     Knoblauch   moved,    seconded   by  Mr.     Murray,     for  approval   of  the  President's 
Report   for  Northern   Illinois    University,    as  amended.      Roll   was  called,     and  the 
motion   carried   unanimously. 

OTHER    BUSINESS 

Mr.    Shuman  stated   that  he  had  one  additional  item   in  the  form  of  a  request  that 
the    Central  Staff,    if  the  Board  feels  this  to  be  appropriate,    study  ways   by  which 
the  Board   might  fulfill  its  responsibilities  in  evaluating   staff,    both    faculty  and 
administrative,     evaluating    curriculum  and  the  quality   of   education,    the  efficiency 
of  operations,     and  the  degree  or  quality  of  academic    freedom.      He  said  that  as 
a    Board   member    he  is  not  entirely  satisfied   that  the    Board    is,  discharging   its 
responsibilities    in  these    areas.      Mr.    Shuman    said  his    hope    would  be    that  the 
Staff   of  the  Board   might    give    some   thought  to  the    types  of  procedures  or    mech- 
anics  which  might  be  developed   to  help  the    Regents    do  a  better    job  of  evaluation 
in  all  of  these  areas  of  responsibility.      He  realized,     he  said,    that  the  Board 
could  not  do  this  personally,     and  that  it  would  have  to  be  delegated  in    some 
manner.      Even   though  the    Board  does    hold   its  administrators  responsible, 
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this    does    not   eliminate  the  need   for  the  Board  to  have    some  more    specific 
method  of  evaluation.      Mr.    Shuman  suggested   that   at  some  future  meeting 
the  Board  might    receive    a  report  on  these  questions. 

Dr.     Groves  suggested   that  Mr.     Shuman  and   Dr.    Matsler    communicate   with 
each    other    and   arrive    at  an  under  standing  of  what   might  be  done  in  these 
matte  r  s . 

Mr.     Barr    noted   that  the  agenda  of  the  November  meeting  would   include  a  dis- 
cussion   of  student   fees.       The    concept  of  mandatory  fees   vs.    voluntary;  who 
should  make  decisions  as  to  expenditures    of  these    fees;    what  they  should   be 
spent  for;    amounts;    would   be  some    of  the  areas    discussed.       The    whole   question 
of  fees  is  of  particular  interest  and  importance  to  the  students,     he   said,    and 
the  Board   would  welcome    and  encourage  student  opinions  and  advice  on  these 
matters.      The    student  governments,    student   newspapers,     and   other  student 
groups  on  the  three    campuses   were  urged   to  direct  their  attention   to  the  problem 
during   the  next  month    so  that  they  might  make  whatever  presentations  they  feel 
appropriate. 

The    Chairman  announced    that  during  the  coming   month   he  would  be  visiting  the 
Regency  campuses    and  spend  time   with    students    and  get  their  opinions    and  advice. 
He    encouraged    students    to  write    to  members    of  the  Board  with  their  views, 
inasmuch   as  all  of  the  Regents    are  concerned   with   the  problems    on  campus. 

There  being  no  further  business  before  the  Board,  the  Chairman  declared  the 
meeting  adjourned  until  the  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  on  November  18, 
1972,    at  Sangamon  State  University,     Springfield,     Illinois.

WHEREAS: 

University  Assembly  Resolution  #27  advised.  President  Spencer  to  rescind  his 
letter  of  June  8,  1972  to  eight  faculty  members  hired  in  1970  who  had  not  com- 
pleted their  requirements  for  the  PhD. 

WHEREAS: 

President  Spencer  has  not  rescinded  this  letter  or  the  policy  it  unilaterally 
established. 

WHEREAS: 

President  Spencer  did  not  utilize  the  judgment  of  the  faculty  in  this  matter 
as  required  by  Board  of  Regents  Governing  Policy  and,  in  the  judgment  of  most  of 
us,  violated  the  spirit  of  University  Assembly  Bill  #5  on  faculty  retention  in 
which  he  concurred  as  evidenced  by  his  approval  of  the  bill. 

WHEREAS: 

President  Spencer  is  accountable  to  the  Board  of  Regents  for  following  the 
Board  of  Regents  Governing  Policy  for  utilizing  the  judgment  of  the  faculty  on 
matters  of  faculty  employment  including  reappointment  and  dismissal. 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

That  the  Sangamon  State  University  Assembly  requests  the  Board  of  Regents  to 
direct  President  Spencer  to  rescind  his  letter  of  June  8,  1972. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED: 

That  the  Sangamon  State  University  Assembly  requests  the  Board  of  Regents  to 
direct  President  Spencer: 

(1)  to  consult  with  the  faculty  in  the  development  of  a  policy  on  the  retention 
of  faculty  members  who  have  not  completed  their  doctoral  work  in  consultation  with 
the  faculty.

CHAIRMAN'S   ITEMS 

Prevailing    Rate    Group    -    1SU 

At   the    request   of  Mr.     Barr ,  t  President    Berlo   introduced    Mr.     Francis    Eeary,     a 

representative    of  the  prevailing    rate    group   of   employees    at   Illinois    State    Univer- 
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sity.      Mr.     Leary   had    submitted   a  prepared    statement  to   the    Board,     requesting 
that   the    Board    reconsider    item   4b   of   Subsection    C  of  Section   IV   of   the  Board 
Regulations    which   presently   excludes    the  prevailing    rate    group   from   receiving 
pay  for    the    six   holidays    and   the  floating    holidays    which   the    Board   grants   to  all 
other    Civil   Service    employees. 

There    was    no  Board   discussion   of  the  request,     and  the    Chairman   asked   the 
Executive    Director    and  his   staff   to  investigate    the    situation   and   prepare  a  report 
and    recommendations    for    the    January   meeting    of   the    Board. 

Law    School   in   Springfield 

The    Chairman   recognized    Mr.     George    Hoffmann,     a  member  of   the    Committee    for 
a    School   of  Law   in    Springfield'.       Mr.     Hoffmann   had    submitted   a  prepared    statement 
on  the    need   for    a  public    oriented  law  school   in   the    State    capital,     and  he  discussed 
in    some    detail  the    urgency    of   establishing    such   a  law  school   as  opposed   to   the    tra- 
ditional  type   which   trains    practitioners   for    private    practice.      Mr.     Richard   Emery, 
an   employee    in   State    government    in  Springfield,     summarized   for   the    Board   the 
results    of  questionnaires    which  had   been   circulated   to    solicit    evidence    of  interest 
in  such   an   institution   in  Springfield.      Mr.     Alvin    Becker    and   Mr.     Douglas    Brown 
also    presented   arguments    in  favor  of  such   a  school.      Mr.    Hoffmann   and    other    mem- 
bers   of   the    Committee    responded   to   questions    from   the    Regents,     and    requested 
that    a   further    study  be    conducted   by  the    Board    of   Regents    staff   and  that   the 
Regents    recommend   to  the  Board    of  Higher    Education   the    establishment   of  a  public 
oriented    school   of  law   in  Springfield. 

Mr.     Shuman  moved,     seconded   by   Mr.     Patterson,     that   the    proposal   for   the    estab- 
lishment  of  a  school   of  law   in   Springfield   be    referred  to   the    Regents'    Central 
Staff   for    appropriate    consideration   with   the    three    Regency    Universities,    the   Board 
of   Higher   Education,     and   the    Committee    for    a    School   of   Law   in    Springfield,     and 
the    development    of  recommendations  for  consideration   and   possible    action   by  the 
Regents    at   a  future  meeting.      The   motion    carried   unanimously. 

LONG  RANGE    PLANNING   ISSUES:     STUDENT    FEES 

Mr.     Barr    indicated   that  it  was   the    Board's    intention   to    hear  from  students    from 
each    of   the    Universities    with    regard   to   the    problem   of    student   fees,     their    estab- 
lishment,    and   the    allocation   of  funds    from   this    source. 

Mr.     Herbie  Small,     representing    the    SSU    Council   on   Campus    and    Community 
Affairs,     read   a  prepared    statement   concerning  the  problem   at   SSU. 

Mr.    Murray   inquired   if   there   were    a  list   of   expenditures    from    student   fee  funds 
available,     and   at   the    request   of  Mr.     Barr,     President    Spencer    said   he   would  for- 
ward  this  information   for  the  first  two  years    at   Sangamon    State  University. 

Mr.     Barr    then   acknowledged    Board    receipt  of  the  student  fee  materials  from  NIU, 
including   the    Cassell   Report.       The    President   of  the  Student   Association   at   NIU, 
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Mr.     Bruce    Edenson,    was  then  invited   to    comment    on    student   fees    at   Northern. 
Mr.     Edenson    spoke    in  favor    of   giving    students    control   over    student  fee    funds, 
including   intercollegiate    athletics.       After    considerable    discussion   on  the  various 
student   fees,     President   Nelson   was    asked  to   present   his    recommendations 
which   are    summarized    as   follows: 

1)  Transfer    $1.25    of   the    Student   Activity  Fee   for   allocation   by 
a  new   Athletic  Fund    Board. 

2)  Charge    the    $5    fee    now   held   back   from   the    Student   Activity 
Fee    paid   by   full-time  graduate    students   to  part-time    graduate 
students. 

3)  Charge    a    $16.50    per    semester    ($8.  25  in   the    summer)   bond 
revenue    fee    to  part-time    (6    hours    or    less)    students,     the    pro- 
ceeds   to  be    prorated   among    three    bond    series. 

4)  Maintain   all   other  fees  at  their  present   level. 

Further    discussion   ensued   and   Dr.    Groves  moved,    seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch, 
that   the  President's    recommendations    be    accepted  but  that  the  institution  be  in- 
structed  to   explore   the    possibility   of   giving    a   majority   of   the  seats    on  the   Athletic 
Fund    Board   to  students,     insofar  as    this   might  be    permitted   by    NCAA   rules. 

Mr.     Murray    said   he  believed   that   there    was    too   much   contained   in   the   motion, 
and   he    proposed   that   it  be    separated. 

Dr.     Groves    and    Dr.     Knoblauch   agreed   to  splitting    the  motion   into   two    separate 
questions:      (1)    to  approve    the    President's    recommendations;    and    (2)   to  approve 
the    additional  matter    regarding    student    representation   on  the    Athletic    Fund    Board. 

Mr.    Shuman    said   he    had   hoped  that  the    Board  might   have    an   opportunity,    at   the 
conclusion    of  ISU's    presentation,     to    discuss    and   act   on  principles   the  Board   might 
establish.      He  had   no    objection,    he    said,     to  voting    on  the   motions    before  the    Board 
but   added   that   the    Board   was    not   getting    at   the    essential   principles    at  issue. 

Mr.     Shuman  then   proposed   a  substitute   motion,     seconded   by  Mr.     Patterson,    that 
the   matter   in  the    second   question   before   the  Board   be    referred   back  to   the    Presi- 
dent  and   the    University   for    clarification   and   an   attempt   to    get   a   greater    consensus 
and  return   it  to   the  Board. 

Mr.     Barr    noted   that   in  many  areas   the    Board  might   not  want   to  treat   each   campus 
the    same.      Following    Illinois  State's   presentation,     he  suggested,     the  Board   could 
proceed   with   general   policy   considerations    which  members   might   want   to    raise, 
and   if  anything   were    contradictory,     general   policy  would   override. 

President    Nelson    said  he  would   add   to  his  recommendations   the    request   that  they 
become    effective    at   the   beginning    of  the    Fall   Semester    of  1973.     Also,     he   said, 
since   the   makeup   of  the    Athletic    Fund    Board    seems    to   be    of    some    concern,    he 
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would   like  to   have    an   intensive    review   of  the  matter    on  campus,     attempt   to 
achieve    a  consensus,     and    return   it  to   the    Board   with   the    institution's    intentions. 

Dr.     Groves    suggested   that   perhaps  the   Board   could   endorse    the    idea    of  the    Ath- 
letic   Fund  Board  but  explore    the    possibility   of   getting    -    within   the    framework, 
factors,     or   variables    -  a  majority   representation   of    students    on   the    Athletic 
Fund    Board. 

Mr.     Barr    said   there   might  be    problems    the    Board   had   not  considered   which 
would   prevent   a   majority   of    students   from    sitting    on  the    Athletic    Fund    Board, 
but    said   he   believed   that  the    Board   did   favor    a  majority    of  the    Athletic    Fund    Board 
being    students.      Mr.     Murray   did   not   agree   with   this. 

After   further    discussion,    Mr.     Henderickson   presented   the    following    resolution 
which  the    Joint    University   Advisory  Committee    had   adopted: 

Resolved   that  the    Joint   University   Advisory    Committee   urges   that   the 
Board    of   Regents    recognize    the   serious    concern   of   the    students    and 
faculty  for  a  regular    income,     such   as  a  mandatory    student   activity   fee, 
under  the  general    control   of   the  students    to  support   activities   that 
historically   have    not   been   obtained   from  the  general  university   budget 
but   which   are    critical  to  the   university  experience    of  the  students. 

Resolved   further,    the    Joint    University   Advisory   Committee    proposed 
that   on  the    basis    of   a    summary  of  the  various    positions,     stated   criteria 
for    allocation,     and   other   information   by  the    Board   of   Regents'    staff, 
that   a  joint    committee    composed   of  Board  members,    members    of  the 
Regency   Universities'    administration   and   members    of  the  Joint    University 
Advisory    Committee    prepare    recommendations    on  how   these  funds    are 
allocated   to  the    Board   of  Regents   for    their  consideration. 

Mr.     Barr    stated   that   the    question  before    the  Board   was   the    substitute   motion 
proposed   by   Mr.     Shuman   and  seconded   by   Mr.     Patterson   that  the   matter    of  the 
composition   of  the    Athletic    Fund    Board   be    referred   back  to   the    President   and 
the    University  for  clarification   and   an   attempt   to  get    a  greater    consensus.       Roll 
was    called   and   the    motion   carried,     with   Mr.     Barr    and    Dr.     Groves    casting 
dissenting   votes  because    the   motion   had  contained   no  direction  from  the  Board 
that  the  university  explore    every  possibility   of   giving    a  majority   of  the    seats    on 
the   board  to    students. 

The  first  part  of  Dr.  Groves'  original  motion,  to  approve  the  President's  recom- 
mendations regarding  student  fees  at  Northern  Illinois  University,  was  then  called 
for    a   vote,     and   this   motion   carried   unanimously. 

President    Berlo    said   that  whi  le    President    Nelson's    recommendations   were    speci- 
fic   and    required    Board   action,    his  required   no    action  by  the    Board   but    rather    ad- 
dressed  themselves   to   policy.      A  copy   of  his  recommendations    is    attached   to 
these   minutes. 

Mr.     Phil  Steffen,     President   of  the  ISU  Student    Government,     presented   a  prepared 
statement   and   copies    of  a    statement   prepared   by  Mr.     James    Manis    of  the    ISU 

student   body  were    distributed.     Statements   were    also   made    by   Mr.     Don   "Wales, 
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Mr.     Jim    Cain   and  Mr.     Gary    Garretson.       These    statements    were  basically   in 
agreement    with    President    Berlo1  s    recommendations. 

Mr.     Barr    noted   that   there  was    nothing    in  the    ISU    recommendations    requiring 
specific    action   by  the    Board.       President    Berlo    noted   that   in  the  last    several 
years    much  time   had  been   occupied   with  the    question   of   the    future    of  intercolleg- 
iate   athletics.     He    stated   that  he   would   like    guidance    from  the    Board   which  would 
last   for    a  considerable    period    of   time. 

The  Chairman  stated  his  appreciation  for  the  presentations  by  the  three  Univer- 
sities on  the  subject  and  he  expressed  satisfaction  regarding  the  time  and  effort 
various    groups   had   expended  in  solving  some  of  the   student  fee  problems. 

Prompted   by    suggestions    he  had  heard  today  that  student  activity  fees  should   be 
administered  and  allocated   without   participation,     or    at  least  with  a  reduced   level 
of   participation,     by  the    administration,     Mr.     Shuman   asked   whether    it  is  clear 
that   the    Board   does    have  a    policy   that    since    the    Board   is    responsible    for  manda- 
tory   collection   of  fees    that  it  must  also   be  responsible  for  their  expenditure.      Is  that 
delegated  to  the    President   of  the  university? 

Dr.     Matsler    said  that  present    Board   policy  is    inadequate,     and  he  read  excerpts 
from    Board   Regulations,     Section    VI,     Subsections    D,    H   and    M. 

Mr.     Shuman    said  he    would   agree    that   policy   is  inadequate.     He  then   asked   if  in 
the  opinion   of  the    Board   the    policy   does  leave    the  ultimate    authority  to   the  univer- 
sities,   with   review   by  the    Board.      His    purpose    in   asking   for  an  opportunity   to  speak 
on   this    subject,     he   said,     as  it  affects    all   three    universities,    was   that   he    felt  the 
whole    area   needs    some    consideration   and   a   long-time    approach   rather   than   a 
year-by-year,     piecemeal  patchup.       The    Board   of   Regents  ought   not    be    involved   in 
%he  "little    peanut   operation",    he  said.      He    noted   that  he    has    many   prejudices,     and 
others    may  have   theirs,     but  he    personally   does    not  believe    in   mandatory   fees   for 
athletics,    although   he  realized   that   after    you  have  lived   with   a  system  like    this    it 
cannot   be    changed   overnight  without   providing    an   alternate    system.      However,     he 
said,     if  we   keep   going    on  from   year   to    year,    we  do  not  solve    the    basic    questions. 

Mr.     Shuman  moved  that   the  Chairman   appoint   a    committee    of  the    Board   to  study 
the   matter    and  make  recommendations    on  the   principles    which    shall   determine    how 
the    student   fees   shall   be    collected,    administered   and  allocated,     including    what   por- 
tion   should   be    mandatory  and   voluntary,     the    method    of    control,     whether    they    are 
to   be  allocated   by  a  joint   group,     and   the    matter    of   administration    (whether   by   veto 
of   the    President,     or    something    else).      The   motion   was    seconded   by   Dr.     Knoblauch. 

Mr.     Barr    inquired   whether    Mr.     Shuman  proposed   that  the  committee    consider    the 
Board's   policy   on  intercollegiate    athletics,     and    Mr.     Shuman  said  he  believed   it 
would   have  to    -    not  the    question   of  whether    or   not  the    Regency   Universities    will 
have    intercollegiate    athletics,     but  a    long-time    program   for   financing    them    should 
be  studied.       Mr.     Barr    asked   if  the    committee   would   be    composed   entirely   of 
Regents,     and    Mr.     Shuman   responded  that   he    did   not   think   there    could   be  any  satis-

factory  resolution  of  the    problems    except   by  a  committee    of  the    Board   of   .Regents 
which  would   hear    and    consider    recommendations    of  every   group   that   wants    to 
provide    input. 

Mr.     Barr    asked   if  the    Board   felt   prepared   at   this  point   to    adopt   a    resolution 
supportive    of  the  intercollegiate    athletic    programs    at  the    universities    which   both 
Presidents   had    recommended,    the  question   of  financing   aside. 

Dr.     Groves    said   it   is    a    delusion   to  think   that  financing    does    not   have    an  effect 
on  the  programs.       It   would   be   unfortunate,    he  said,     if  the  committee    would   feel 
that   its  hands   were    tied   and   that   it  could   not  look   at  the    matter    of  intercollegiate 
athletics.      He    said    he  would  vote    against   any   precipitous    change    in  the    athletic 
programs  as   they   apply  to  ISU   and    Northern,     but  he    was    not   prepared   to  endorse 
the  current   level   of  athletic    activities    forever. 

Roll   was    called    on  the    question   of  creating   the    committee    as    proposed   by  Mr. 
Shuman,     and   the    motion    carried  unanimously. 

Mr.     Shuman  then   moved   that   it  be    the    sense    of  the  Board   that  the  two  universities 
concerned    continue    their    programs    of  intercollegiate    athletics.      The    motion   was 
seconded   by  Dr.     Knoblauch,     roll   was    called,    and   the   motion   carried   unanimously. 

The    Board   recessed   at    12:35    for  luncheon   and    reconvened   in  public   session   at 
1:40   p.  m. 

Mr.     Murray  was    excused   from   the    meeting    at  this   time.

Before    presenting   his  Report   to  the    Board,     Dr.     Matsler    distributed   copies    of  a 
memorandum   reporting   the  final  revisions    to    the    FY1973-74    Operating    Appropria- 
tion  Requests,    as    approved   by   the    Board   in  October,    and   he    asked   that  the    minutes 
reflect   the   information   contained   in  the   memorandum:

Section   I   -   Programs 


Dr.     Matsler    said   that   in  order   to   avoid   any   possible   misunderstanding,     Northern 
Illinois    University   had   clarified   its  request    of  September    21,     1972,    to  indicate 
that   the   Education- Library   Science    area  program   leading   to   the    M.S.Ed,     degree 
■was    not   included   in  those  programs    for  which   elimination  was  requested   and 
approved. 
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Section    II    -  Regency  Degree    in   Biological    Science 

Dr.     Matsler    reported   that   Vice    Presidents    Bowers    and    Budig,     representatives 
from   the    ISU   and   NIU    graduate    schools,    the  two  departments    of   biological    science, 
and   the    Central    Staff   had  developed   a   memorandum   of  understanding   which   indicates 
considerable    progress    toward   the    development   of  a  joint   Regency  degree    at   a 
meeting    on  November    2.      The   final   proposal   will  be    presented  to   the    Board   in 
March    of   1973    or    before,    he    advised. 

Section    III    -   Non- Traditional   Education   at   the    Regency  Universities 
With   the  surge    of  activity   throughout   the    country   in  the   field    of  non-traditional 
education   and   new  delivery    systems,     Dr.     Matsler    said,     it  is  sometimes   forgotten 
that   established   institutions    such   as    the    Regency    Universities    are   involved   in    such 
programs    at   the    present   time.      He    suggested   that   the    Board   and   the    public    at 
large    should  be    informed   of  the  great   diversity   of  educational    opportunities  offered 
by   the   universities    before    decisions    are  made    relative    to    other   types    of  institutions 
such   as    a  separately   organized   open   university.       Programs    currently  in   existence 
at  the    Regency   Universities,     he    said,     include    off-campus    credit   courses    (extension, 
Quad    Cities    Graduate    Studies    Center,     international    studies,     and   televised   instruc- 
tion);   credit   by  examination    (CLEP  and   other    proficiency   examinations);    credit   for 
experience;  non-credit   programs;    accelerated   programs    (advanced   placement   and 
early   admissions);    independent    study;    and   program  flexibility    (SSU's  individual 
option   program). 

Section    IV    -  Overview:       Collegiate    Common   Market   Task  Force    Report 
Dr.     Matsler    advised   that   copies    of  the    report    of  the    Collegiate    Common   Market 
Task   Force   had  been    sent  to   the    Regents,     and  he    presented   an   overview   of   the 
recommendations    contained   in   the    report.       The   questions    the    staff   has    raised, 
he    said,     include    identification   of  specific    needs    for  the    programs   which  the    Task 
Force    is  proposing;    what   alternatives   may  exist;    and   how   existing   institutions 
might   provide   for   these    needs.      Dr.     Matsler    suggested   that  perhaps  more   time   be 
given  to   working    out   possible    alternate   measures   by   which   needs   might   be   met. 
He  inquired   whether   the    Board   wished   to  discuss  the    report   or  give   some    instruc- 
tion  to    Mr.     Barr   who   would   be    called   upon  to  vote    on   the    report   at  the    BHE 
meeting. 

Mr.     Shuman   commented   that   he  had  great    reservations    about  the    approach   sug- 
gested  by  the    Task   Force    report,    believing   that   it   might   tend   to    diminish   or    down- 
grade   the  higher    education    system.      Diploma  mills   have    been   with  us  forever,     he 
said,    but  not  in  the  state  university    system.      He    added   that  he  did   not  see    anything 
in   the    report   which  the    proposed    Lincoln   State    University  would  do  that   cannot   be 
done    with  the    existing   universities. 

Dr.     Groves    said  he  agreed   that  there  needs    to  be   very  firm   evidence    of   the    need 
for   this   type    of   institution,     and   that   it   is  imperative   that  the    state's    commitment 
to   on-going   institutions    continue.      It  may   be,    he  said,    that  there    is  a   role   for 
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this    type    of   education,    but  he  would   hate    to  see    existing    institutions    watered 
down   in  their    programs    by   carrying    on   this    sort   of  commitment    over    and   above 
the    resident   programs. 

Dr.     Spencer    said       he  feels    the    proposal   for    Lincoln  State    University    should   be 
considered  by  those    persons   who  are    planning   to  enter    in  a  substantial   way   the 
field    of  non-traditional    studies.      This    takes    time,     commitment   of  resources    and 
faculty   interest,     he   said,    noting      that  the    open   university   in  England  took   four 
years    of   planning    and   then   had   opened   with   a   very  limited    curriculum,     perhaps 
only   five    or    six    courses.      He    said  that   rather   than   discourage    such   a   university, 
it    should   be  considered   as  a  stimulus    to  get  the    job   done    on  our  own   campuses. 
If   the    Regency    Universities    do  not    support   this    in  some    way,     he    said,    there    are 
substantial   interests    in  some    existing   universities    and  they  might   have  the    resources 
to   occupy   the    entire    field  at   our    expense.       The    alternative    to  discouraging   this,     he 
added,     might  be    domination   by   one    or    two   universities   who   have    resources    to 
move    into    the    entire  field.

1 .  Vacation   of   Part   of  Shepherd   Road    -   Grant   of   Easement    -  SSU 

A    Resolution   for   vacation   of   the    road   and   the    grant   of   easement   was    pre- 
sented  by   Mr.     Mathias,     with  a  recommendation   that   it  be  adopted: 

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS   that  part   of  the  permanent   perimeter    ring    road   of   Sang- 
amon  State    University  lying    East    of    Shepherd   Road   has    now  been   constructed 
and   it  would   be    advantageous    for    the  public  to  use  the    perimeter    road    rather 
than   Shepherd    Road   in  this    area,    since    Shepherd    Road   is  not  as  well   con- 
structed  and    runs    between   the  interim   campus    buildings    and   the  proposed 
permanent   buildings; 

NOW,     THEREFORE,     BE  IT  RESOLVED   that   the    Board   of  Regents 
acting   for    Sangamon   State    University  petition   the    Council   of  the    City  of 
Springfield  for  the  vacation   of   that  part    of   Shepherd  Road   lying   between  the 
North   and    South   intersections    of  Shepherd    Road   with   the    University  Peri- 
meter Road   and,     in  exchange   for    such   vacation,     grant   to   the    public  an   ease- 
ment  over  the    University   Perimeter    Road   as    now   constructed   to  the    East   of 
Shepherd   Road;    and 

FURTHER    RESOLVED   that  the  grant   to  the    public    of  an  easement   for 
highway   purposes    over   the    University  Perimeter    Road   as    now    constructed 
to  the  East   of   Shepherd   Road   is    authorized   and    approved   and  that  the  offi- 
cers   of  the    Board   of   Regents    be    and   they   hereby   are    authorized   to    execute 
all    such   documents    and   to  do  all    such   acts  as  may  be  necessary  or    proper    to 
make   the  authorization   herein   given   fully  effective. 


Mr.     Patterson  moved   for  adoption  of  the    Resolution.      The    motion   was    seconded 
by   Mr.     Shuman,     roll  was  called,     and   the  motion   carried  unanimously. 
(Ref.  :    #73-11-1) 
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Easement,     Lorado    Taft   Field    Campus    -   NIU 

Mr.     Mathias    presented   a  Resolution   authorizing    an  easement   to  Common- 
wealth  Edison    Company   for    the    installation,     operation,     and   maintenance    of 
an  underground   electrical    line    over  a  portion   of   the    Lorado    Taft   Field    Cam- 
pus,    with   a  recommendation   that    it    be    adopted. 

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,     Commonwealth   Edison    Company  has  requested   an   ease- 
ment for  the    installation,     operation,     and  maintenance    of  an  underground 
electrical   line    over    a  portion   of  the    Lorado  Taft   Field    Campus    in  Ogle 
County,     Illinois,     described   as    follows: 

A   ten    (10)    foot   wide    strip   of  land,    the  centerline    of  which 
is    described   as  follows:      Commencing    at   a   point  on   the 
north   line    of   the    Northwest   quarter    (NW    1/4)    of  Section    34, 
Township    24  North    (T24N),     Range    10   East    (R10E)    of   the  Fourth 
Principal   Meridian    (4th   P.  M.  )    in  Ogle    County,     Illinois,     1062.  15 
feet   west   of  the  Northeast   corner    of  said   Northwest  quarter, 
thence    running    southerly   at    right   angles    to    said   north   line    a 
distance    of  15  feet. 

NOW,     THEREFORE,     BE    IT  RESOLVED   that   the    Board    of  Regents 
for    Northern   Illinois    University,     hereby   authorizes    and    directs  its    Chair- 
man  and  Secretary,    for    and   on  behalf   of    said  Board,     to  execute    a  Grant   of 
Easement  to  Commonwealth    Edison    Company   for   the   installation,     operation, 
and   maintenance    of  an  underground   electrical   line    over   the    foregoing- 
described    real   property. 


Mr.     Patterson   moved,     seconded   by  Dr.     Knoblauch,     for    adoption   of   the 
Resolution.       Roll  was    called,     and   the  motion  carried   unanimously. 
(Ref.  :      #73-11-2) 

Linden   and   Sons,     Inc.    vs.     The    Board   of   Regents    and   Keith   E.     Middleton 

Associates,     Inc.  ,     and   Keith   E.    Middleton   individually. 

Mr.     Mathias    advised   that    suit   has  been   filed   in  the    Circuit    Court   of   Winne- 
bago   County   by    Linden   and    Sons,     Inc.    against   the    Board   of  Regents    and 
Feith  E.     Middleton   Associates,     Inc.     and   Keith   E.     Middleton   as    an   individual, 
alleging   that   the   work   on  the    Central   Receiving    Building   at   NIU   was    com- 
pleted  on  or    about   September    21,     1971    and   that  the    defendant   has   had  the  use 
of   the    premises    but   has    not   paid   the    sum   of  $46,  006.  24   due  them  under   the 
contract.       Plaintiff    states   that   the    rental   value    of  the  building    for  one   year 
is    at  least    $69,  000,     and    of   a  tunnel   in    connection   therewith   is    at   least    $6900. 
Plaintiff   also    alleges    that   the    architect   wrongfully   and  unreasonably   delayed 
inspection   of  the    building,     requested   duplicates    of  the  waivers    of   lien  which 
the    plaintiff   had    already    submitted,     and    delayed   making    certification    of  pay- 
ments  to   the  plaintiff.       Plaintiff    seeks    the    balance    due  on  the    contract   plus 

the    rental   values,     plus    interest    and    court   costs    and   attorney's   fees. 
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The  plaintiff  also  is  seeking  judgment  against  the  architects  in  the  sum 
of  $50,  000.  Mr.  Mathias  advised  that  legal  counsel  for  the  University- 
will  undertake  defense  of  this  action,  assisted  by  legal  counsel  for  the 
Board.  In  the  event  the  case  should  go  to  trial,  he  said,  employment 
of   outside    counsel   might  be    recommended. 

4.  Canvassing    Regulations    -    NIU 

Mr.     Mathias    reported   that  a  suit  had   been   filed   in   the    United    States  Dis- 
trict   Court   in  Chicago  (Nancy  James    and   Elaine    Sturgis  vs.     Richard    Nelson) 
attacking   the  rules    prohibiting    solicitation   in  residence    halls    at  Northern 
Illinois    University   with  respect   to    door-to-door    political    canvassing.      Plain- 
tiffs   alleged   the  regulations    were    in   violation   of  the    First   and   Fourteenth 
Amendments    to    the    Constitution   of  the  United   States    and    sought  a   temporary 
restraining    order.      A  memorandum   opinion   and    order   was    entered    on 
October    30,     in  effect   treating   the  residence    hall  rooms  in  the    same    manner 
as   would   be    applicable    to    door-to-door    canvassing    of  housholds    and  resi- 
dences.     The    Court   held   that  the  prohibition   against   canvassing    on  floors 
or    residence    halls  where    the    students    had   voted   against    canvassing    was 
invalid   but    recognized   the  right    of  the    University   officials   to  place  reasonable 
restrictions   upon  canvassing    and  in  effect   upheld   the  other    regulations   which 
the    University  had  adopted. 

5.  University  Civil    Service    Merit    Board    Decisions 

Mr.     Mathias    reported   that  the  University  Civil   Service    Merit    Board   had  con- 
sidered  the  appeal  of  two  employees    discharged   by  NIU.      After  review  of   the 
record   of  the    hearing    board,    the  Merit    Board   found   that   NIU   had   just    cause 
for    the    discharge    of  the  two  employees,     Rebecca   A.     Hindenburg   and   Ruth 
Ann   Smith. 

6.  Assignment   of  Contracts    to  Capital   Development    Board 

Mr.  Mathias  presented  a  Resolution  consenting  to  assignment  of  certain 
construction  contracts  to  the  Capital  Development  Board,  recommending 
that   it   be  adopted. 

RESOLUTION 

RESOLVED   that   the    Board   of  Regents  consent  to  the  assignment  of 
each   of  the  following    contracts    to   the  Capital   Development    Board,    namely:

In    1970,     Mr.     Mathias    said,     the    Board   had   authorized   the  filing    of  an   emi- 
nent  domain   proceeding   for  certain   property  at  Northern   Illinois  University 
at   the    corner    of  Normal   and  Lucinda   Avenue    in  DeKalb.

Dr.     Matsler   asked    Mr.    Keating   to  make    the    presentation   of   the    report   which   he 
had   prepared. 

Mr.     Keating    noted   that  for    the   most   part   the    report   had  been  excerpted   from  a 
University   of   Illinois    Faculty  Letter,     presenting   trends    over   the    last    7  years    in 
funding    of  senior   higher    education   in  the    State    of  Illinois.      In  an   attempt  to   make 
the   figures   more    meaningful   and    comparable,    he  said,     adjustments    had  been   made 
to  eliminate  the    effect   of  inflation   and   the  effect   of  the    different   mixes    or  levels    of 
enrollment.       The    U.     of  I.     information   had  been  used    as  presented   without  any 
attempt   to    confirm  its  accuracy,    he    said,     except  that   for  the    current   fiscal   year 
the    actual   figures   had   been   used.       Mr.    Keating    emphasized   that   while    it  would 
be  tempting   to   try   to    compare    systems  in   this    study,     such    comparisons   would   be 
invalid   to  the    extent   that   there    are  unlike    non-instructional   activities    in  the    systems, 
However,     he    added,     he    had  been   guilty  of  not  being    able    to    resist  the    temptation. 
He    noted   that   the    Regency   System   is  the    lowest   per    FTE    student   of  any   of  the 
systems.      It  was  surprising,    he  said,    to   find  that   we    are    below   the    Board   of 
Governors'    institutions. 

The   main  purpose    of  the  study   was   to  indicate    trends    in  the  last    seven   years, 
and   after    the    two    adjustments    mentioned   earlier,     he    said   the    trend   is   very   defi- 
nitely  downward.       The   U.     of   I.     shows    the  sharpest   curve    at   20.  9%,     and   the  Board 
of   Regents   was    second.      In  mild  defense    of  the    lower  declines    for   the    Board   of 
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Governors  and   SIU,     Mr.     Keating    said   that  Southern's    figures    are  affected   by- 
two    obvious    things,     the    sharp   drop   in   enrollment   for  the    current   year  and  the 
large    initial  funding    of  the    medical    school.      In  the    case    of  the    Board   of  Gover- 
nors,   he  said   that  the  first   year    of  the    seven   year   period   included   in   the    study 
was   when   they   had   picked   up  Northeastern   and    Chicago    State,    which  were   under- 
funded.      There    are    some    distortions,    he  added,     but   not   enough  to  explain  the 
end   results. 

Dr.  Groves  inquired  how  the  Regency  System  looked  in  terms  of  budget  requests 
for  FY74.  Dr.  Matsler  replied  that  the  Board  of  Governors  had  not  acted  on  the 
final  dollar  amount  of  their  request  as  yet,  but  have  presented  the  request  pre- 
liminarily to  the  BHE.  The  Regency  System  is  requesting  a  little  less,  percentag 
wise,  he  said,  than  the  U.  of  I.  over  last  year's  appropriations,  and  he  said  he 
could  not  comment  on  SIU's  request.  Dr.  Groves  commented  that  in  light  of  this 
record,     it   ought  to  stand    somewhat   in  our   favor   in   arguing    our  case.

Increases    in  Room  and    Board    Charges    in  Residence    Halls    at   ISU 

President    Berlo    asked   that   before   he  called  upon   Dr.     Eric    Johnson  to   present 
the    proposal  for   the    increased    charges,    the    Board   hear    from   representatives 
of  the    Association   of  Residence    Halls.       The    ISU   proposal   as    presented   to  the 
Board   is    as    follows: 

The    University    recommends   that    room  and   board   charges    in  the    on-campus 
residence    halls    be  placed   at   $1,150   per    year   for    students    choosing    a  15-meal 
plan   and  $1,180    per    year    for    students    choosing   a  20-meal   plan.      These    rates 
would   be  increased    $75    per    semester   or  $150   per    year   for    students    electing 
to   live  in   a   private    room.      These    rates    will   be    effective    at   the    beginning    of 
the    first    semester    of  the    1973-74   academic  year. 

Mr.     Dan   Stasi,     President   of  the    Association   of  Residence    Halls,     submitted   that 
the   ARH   feels   that   in   the    best  interests    of  all  there    should   be    a  December   meet- 
ing   of  the    Board   of  Regents    to    discuss  the   proposed  room   and   board   increases    for 
1973-74.      They   feel,     he  said,    that    students,    and  in  particular    the   ARH   Housing 


Committee,     had  not  had  adequate   time    to  review  the    proposal   or  to   make 
proposals    or   modifications    of  their    own.       The   matter   is  of    sufficient   import- 
ance,   Mr.     Stasi    said,    that    decisions    should   not   be    made    in  haste. 

Mr.     Stasi   pointed   out   that   although   Dr.    Johnson   had   taken  the    initiative   to 
secure  student   input    on   the  matter    of  the    increases  and   had    supplied   data   to 
them,    this    data   was    not  made    available   until   October.       They  did  not   argue    with 
the    validity   of  the   data,     he  said,     but   did  feel  that   additional   time   was  needed   to 
solicit    student   input. 

Under   date    of  November    14,    1972,     Mr.    Tom   Walter,     Vice    President   of  the    ARH, 
had    sent   to   the  Regents    a   proposal   for    an   additional  $5.  00($2.  50    per    semester) 
charge    to  be  added   to  the    residence   hall   room   and   board   charges    at    ISU,    this 
money  to   be    collected   by  the    University   Housing    Office    and   allocated  to   the    ARH 
which   would   be    given  authority   to   administer    these    fees.      The    proposed   additional 
charge    would   be    effective    at   the    beginning    of  the    1973-74    school   year   and   con- 
tinue  thereafter. 

After   a    considerable    amount   of  discussion,     Mr.     Shuman  moved,    seconded   by 
Mr.     Patterson,     that  the  Board   give   tentative    approval  to  the  request   for  increased 
room   and  board    charges  in  residence    halls    for    FY74   to    allow    additional   time    for 
student    examination   of   the   matter,    with  the    Chairman   of  the  Board  to   make    a 
final    ruling    by  December    15  so   that   the    University   might   issue    contracts.      Roll 
was    called,     and   the  motion    carried   unanimously. 

President    Berlo  noted   that    Dr.     Richard   Hulet   would   be  leaving   Illinois    State   to 
accept   a  position  in  the  Florida    system.      He  commended  Dr.    Hulet   for  his    service 
to    ISU. 

The    Chairman   announced   the  appointment    of  the    committee    to  study    student  fees. 
The    committee    would   be    chaired   by  Dr.     Knoblauch,    he    said,     and  would    consist 
additionally   of  Mr.     Patterson,     Mr.     Shuman   and   Mr.     Barr. 

President    Spencer    called   attention  to  the    resignation   of  the  SSU    Dean   of   Student 
Services,     Mr.    Robert    MacAlister,    who  has    accepted   a  position   in  Cleveland,     Ohio. 
President   Spencer    expressed   his    regret   at   losing    one    of  the  founding    staff  mem- 
bers   at   SSU   who   had   made    many  contributions. 

There   being   no   further   business   before   the  Board,    the    Chairman   declared  the 
meeting   adjourned  until  the    next  regularly  scheduled   meeting   on  January   20,     1973, 
at   Illinois    State    University.

SUBJECT:  A  Letter  Report  to  the  Board  on  Student  Fees 

There  are  two  topics  I  would  like  to  bring  to  the  Board's  attention  in  this 
letter.  The  first  is  my  set  of  recommendations  pertinent  to  the  general  discus- 
sion of  student  fees,  supplemental  to  the  University  report  which  Miss  Boyer 
prepared  for  the  Board.  The  second  is  the  need  of  the  University  to  reccmmend 
an  increase  in  residence  hall  fees  for  next  year.  I  received  Dr.  Johnson's 
recommendation  on  the  latter  issue  only  yesterday  afternoon;  you  should  have 
received  his  report  in  the  mail.  We  will  be  asking  for  a  Board  decision  on 
the  level  of  residence  hall  fees  on  Saturday. 

Student  Fees 

The  vr.ole  question  of  student  fees  is  more  complex  than  it  appeared  to  me  at 
first.  Also,  it  is  peculiarly  complex  at  Illinois  State  in  that  our  recent  growth 
transcended  any  comprehensive  and  rational  view  of  their  function  and  method  of 
allocation.   I  have  now  listened  to  considerable  discussion  and  debate  on  the 
subject  and  do  have  seme  suggestions  for  consideration  by  the  Board. 

Reccnmcr.daticn  One.  Mandatory  student  fees,  no  less  than  tuition,  should  be 
viewed  as  r.cn-~/elu:itary  contributions  by  tnose  responsible  tor  paying  the  charges 
levied  before  admission,  of  a  student. 


It  is  a  misnomer  to  refer  to  non-voluntary  student  assessments  as  "the  studer.es' 
money"  or  in  any  way  different  from  the  basic  student  charge,  tuition.   In  operatic n., 
fees  differ  from  tuiti.cn  only  in  that  (a)  the  funds  are  not  required  to  be  deposit  "j 
in  the  State  Treasury  to  await  reappropriation ,  and  (b)  the  Board  is  the  final  author- 
ity on  the  functions  for  which  they  are  expended. 

There  arc  voluntary  student  fees,  not  controlled  by  anyone  other  than  students. 
The  Student  Government  attempted  to  collect  Si  from  all  students;  Residence  Rail

:te: 


to  collect  social  fees,  etc.  Students  have  full  authority 


to  how  these  funds  will  be  extended.  Neither  the  University  nor  the  Board  attempts 
(nor  should  they  attempt)  to  impose  restrictions. 
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Rc-ccrmcrcn t ion  Two .  Mandatory  student  fees  should  be  retained/  although 
further  proposed  increases  should  be  analyzed  ir.ost  carefully. 

Given  the  stringency  of  available  general  revenue  funding,  the  Chandler 
Commission  report  calling  for  even  greater  student  contributions  to  educational 
costs,  the  importance  of  many  of  the  services,  facilities  and  functions  financed 
by  these  fees,  and  given  the  almost  universal  support  on  the  campus  for  their 
retention,  I  recommend  they  be  retained.  Of  course,  many  must  be  retained 
because  of  previous  bonding  commitments  (e.g.,  the  Recreational  Facilities  fee 
and  the  University  Union  fee) .  The  largest  fee  which  is  subject  to  increase 
or  reduction  by  action  of  the  Eoard  is  the  Activity  and  General  Service  fee; 
however,  I  recemmend  that  it  be  retained  at  its  present  level. 

Reccrrmendaticn  Three .  The  activity  and  General  Service  fee  must  be  managed 
with  as  much  care  as  any  other  significant  University  expenditure;  however,  there 
should  be  significant  student  input,  and,  where  appropriate,  faculty  input  in 
those  management  decisions. 

Income  from  the  Activity  and  Service  fee  cannot  be  expended  casually.  The 
fee  generates  sizable  revenues  (well  over  one  million  dollars  at  present) ,  and 
those  revenues  must  be  husbanded  carefully.  ~ irthermore ,  a  study  of  the  fee 
structure  reveals  that  fees  for  half  of  the  students  are  not  paid  by  the  students 
nor  by  their  families;  rather,  the  fees  are  paid  by  the  various  tuition- free 
scholarships  which  are  awarded  to  students.  In  that  sense,  the   Activity  and 
Service  fee  for  a  half  of  the  student  body  is  paid  by  the  state  or  by  private 
scholarship  donors,  and  the  Eoard  and  the  University  have  a  moral  as  well  as 
legal  responsibility  to  supervise  their  expenditure. 

The  above  is  not  to  say  that  students  should  not  have  considerable  input  and 
influer.ee  in  those  expenditure  decisions.  I  believe  students  should  be  involved 
in  all  fiscal  allocations.  Certainly,  they  must  be  involved  in  the  expenditure 
of  the  Activity  and  Service  fee.  The  extent  of  that  involvement  should  vary  with 
the  nature  of  that  expenditure.  Short-range  decisions,  such  as  the  funding  of 
student  clubs,  permits  much  more  influence  and  variability  in  decision-making 
from  year  to  year  than  does  such  a  question  as  the  nature  and  extent  of  health 
care  which  will  be  provided.  Student  input  should  be  included  in  both;  however, 
the  amount  of  influence  must  differ. 

Recommendation  Four.  The  Board  of  Regents  should  express  its  values  on 
priorities  for  the  allocation  of  the  Activity  and  Service  fee,  on  recommendation 
of  the  University.  Once  those  values,  have  been  expressed,  they  shculd  serve  as 
general  guidelines  for  significant  periods  of  time,  subject  to  periodic  review. 

The  Activity  and  Service  fee  should  be  expended  on  services,  programs  and 
student  organizations  which  are  judged  to  be  important  to  the  well-being  of  the 
University  and  the  accomplishment  of  its  mission.  The  usage  of  the  fee  must  be 
defended  en  either  the  ground  that  (a)  other  funds  cannot  be  used,  to  subsidize 
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these  services,  programs  and  organizations,  or  (b)  though  other  funds  could  be 
used,  the  Board  believes  the  funding  is  more  appropriate  from  the  fee.  Presumably, 
there  are  services,  programs  and  orcranizations  which  are  not  necessary  to  or  inherent 
in  the  academic  mission  of  the  Unr.  ersity,  but  which  are  judged  as  relevant  to  or 
desirable  in  the  optimal  functioning  of  those  who  are  part  of  the  University.  I 
recommend  that  the  following  be  given  priority: 

a.  Health  Care.  The  local  community  has  neither  facilities  nor  personnel 
to  provide  adequate  health  care  to  University  students,  nor  is  the  University's 
present  service  adequate.  Given  this,  and  the  reduced  availability  of  general 
revenue  funds  for  health  care,  a  continuing  and  increased  emphasis  should  be 
provided  by  the  Activity  and  Service  fee.  The  Board  has  asked  for  a  report  on 
health  care  in  January.  At  that  time,  our  recemmendations  will  call  for  an 
increase  in  health  services.  At  present,  those  services  are  supported  by  general 
revenue,  by  the  Service  and  Activity  fee,  and,  indirectly,  by  the  Student  Health 
Insurance  fee.  The  contribution  of  the  Activity  and  Service  fee  should  be  con- 
tinued and  increased.  As  a  minimum,  I  will  recommend  that  we  use  as  much  of  the 
Service  fee  as  is  currently  used  at  Northern  to  support  this  service. 

b.  Fecreational  Services.  Illinois  State  has  a  fine  recreation  and  intra- 
mural program;  however,  it  needs  to  be  augmented  and  improved.  At  present,  it  is 
funded  for  facilities  by  the  Recreational  Facilities  fee  and  the  University  Union 
fee.  It  also  received  general  revenue  support  for  programs,  but  the  major  program 
support  comes  frcm  the  Activity  and  Service  fee.  I  recommend  we  continue  that 
support.  In  fact,  any  additions  to  our  recreational  facilities  (recreation 
building,  ice  rink,  etc.)  may  have  to  be  financed  by  diverting  a  portion  of  the 
present  activity  and  service  fee. 

Use  of  student  fees  poses  a  special  problem  in  the  recreation  program,  at 
least  in  the  perceptions  of  students.  They  are  concerned  whenever  they  believe 
their  fees  are,  in  fact,  subsidizing  use  of  recreational  facilities  by  staff  and 
the  public.  I  am  sympathetic  with  that  concern.  We  have  recently  raised  staff 
ard  public  use  charges  for  the  golf  course,  and  are  reviewing  a  similar  possi- 
bility with  respect  to  use  of  the  University  Union.  Analogously,  we  also  have 
raised  staff  and  public  charges  for  attendance  at  intercollegiate  sports  events 
so  that  they  are  not,  in  effect,  paying  less  than  students. 

c .  Gran ts-in- Aid  (other  than  athletics) .  There  seems  to  be  general  agreement 
that  these  contribute  to  the  academic  objectives  of  the  University.  Certainly,  they 
make  possible  public  performance  of  quality  in  music,  art,  theatre,  and  related 
fields.  I  recommend  they  be  continued,  and  financed  by  the  Activity  and  Service  fee. 

d.  Intercollegiate  Athletics.  Support  for  the  men's  intercollegiate  athletic 
program  constitutes  the  single  largest  expenditure  of  the  Activity  and  Service  fee. 
As  the  Board  instructed  us  in  December,  we  reduced  the  support  for  grants-in-aid  by 
approximately  $40,000.  I  also  have  asked  Dr.  V.eisbecker  and  the  Athletic  Council 
(the  faculty-student  group  charged  with  responsibility  for  recarrrendations  on 
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athletic  policy)  to  review  the  entire  program  and  make  recommendations.  They  have 
recairaended  that  we  continue  with  the  same  level  of  funding  under  which  we  now 
operate,  but  that  we  increase  the  grants-in-aid  by  ten  in  football,  and  have 
agreed  to  generate  those  increased  funds  by  private  contributions. 

Cur  study  throughout  the  institution  indicated  that  there  are  mixed  feelings 
among  our  academic  departments,  student  leaders,  and  members  of  the  administration 
on  the  desirability  of  funding  a  student  fee-based  intercollegiate  athletic  program. 
However,  (1)  it  is  clear  that  an  institution  such  as  Illinois  State  cannot  partic- 
ipate in  the  major  sports  of  football  and  basketball  without  such  funding,  and 
(2)  there  does  not  seem-  to  be  any  significant  opposition  from  students  and  staff 
to  the  continuation  of  our  program  and  method  of  funding.  In  fact,  it  is  my 
opinion  that  there  is  strong  support  for  intercollegiate  athletics  among  our 
students.  There  certainly  is  among  alumni  leaders  and  members  of  the  community. 

The  University  planned  to  conduct  a  thorough  opinion-poll  study  of  attitudes 
toward  the  program;  however,  three  things  became  clear  as  we  tried  to  plan  such  a 
study.  First,  it  is  impossible  to  prcduce  a  survey  instrument  that  both  propo- 
nents and  opponents  of  athletics  v.ould  accept  as  scientific  and  objective.  Second, 
the  issue  is  so  complex  that  little  faith  can  be  placed  in  any  Questionnaire  that 
is  not  accompanied  by  massive  amounts  of  explanatory  material.  And,  third,  an 
attempt  to  generate  public  opinion  on  the  topic  would  have  stimulated  both  pro- 
ponents and  opponents  to  motivate  their  supporters  in  a  way  which  would  have 
polarized  the  campus  on  the  issue  and  injured  the  viability  of  the  programs 
themselves . 

In  that  context,  I  recommend  the  approval  of  the  position  of  the  Athletic 
Council;  namely,  that  we  continue  our  program  with  additional  funds,  if  any,  to 
ccme  from  private  contributions. 

e.  Student  Organizations  and  Activities.  As  shown  in  the  University's  report, 
the  Service  and  Activity  fee  supports  programs  for  a  large  number  of  highly  varied 
student  organizations  and  activities.  I  recommend  that  we  continue  this  source  of 
subsidization  of  campus  groups;  however,  we  must  develop  a  comprehensive  set  of 
guidelines  for  the  usage  of  the  fees  for  this  purpose,  and  we  must  maintain  a 
more  careful  vigil  over  expenditures  to  insure  that  they  are  used  with  maximum 
productivity . 

Recommendation  Five.  The  Foard  of  Regents  should  express  its  values  on 
procedures  for  the  allocation  of  the  Activity  and  Service  fee,  on  the  reccrmen- 
dation  of  the  University. 

On  campuses,  the  discussion  of  relative  power  implied  in  the  question  of 
allocation  has  occupied  more  attention  than  the  question  of  desirability  of  fees 
themselves.  This  is  understandable:  power  potential  attracts  the  articulate.  I 
would  suggest  four  general  guidelines  for  the  discussion  of  allocation  of  power  to 
influence  the  distribution  of  fees. 
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1.  There  should  be  student  input  and  influence  in  all  allocations. 

2.  Final  decision  authority  must  be  retained  by  the  Board,  and  final 
recoorendatory  authority  must  be  retained  by  the  President. 

3.  Competence  and  representativeness  should  be  the  major  criteria  in 
selecting  a  group  to  provide  input  and  influence  for  any  given 

category  of  expenditure . 

4.  Wherever  possible,  the  leadership  and  responsibility  of  the  central 
student  governance  organization  should  be  strengthened. 

The  first  two  guidelines  have  been  discussed  earlier.  The  third  is  based 
on  two  principles:  first,  we  must  use  our  dollars  as  wisely  as  possible,  and, 
second,  no  single  administrator  and  no  part-time  voluntary  governance  advisory 
group  can  develop  the  ability  to  make  wise  decisions  in  all  areas  of  a  complex 
university.  To  believe  otherwise  is  to  delude  oneself. 

Finally,  a  viable,  representative  and  on-going  student  government  agency  is 
of  high  importance  to  participative  decision  processes.  Without  such  an  agency, 
no  continuing  dialogue  and  mutual  learning  can  occur.  Yet,  unless  it  is  viable, 
representative  and  on-going,  one  has  managed  to  distribute  power  without  any 
accompanying  value  that  warrants  the  danger  of  failing  to  allocate  the  University's 
resources  optimally. 

Given  those  four  guidelines,  I  recommend  the  following  procedures  for  obtaining 
student  (and,  where  appropriate,  faculty)  input  and  influence  in  the  allocation  of 
the  activity  and  service  fee: 

a.  Health  Care.  A  student- faculty  Health  Service  Advisory  Group  and  Student 
Advising  and  Counseling  Services  Advisory  Group. 

b.  Recreational  Services .  A  student- faculty  Campus  Recreation  Committee. 

c.  Grants- in- Aid  (other  than  athletics) .  The  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Dean 
of  the  University.   (Note:  this  needs  to  be  more  carefully  constructed  as 
an  on-going  group.) 

d.  Intercollegiate  Athletics  (men) .  The  faculty- student  Athletic  Council. 

e.  Student  Organizations  and  Activities.  It  is  not  as  easy  to  make  a  recom- 
mendaticn  on  this  issue,  for  two  reasons:   (1)  we  are  concerned  with  a 
hierarchy  of  organizations  and  programs,  not  a  unified  program;  (2)  a 
viable  and  on-going  student  government  agency  is  developing  at  the  University, 
but  it  lias  not  yet  achieved  sore  of  its  goals  which  are  prerequisite  to  being 
granted  the  significant  input  and  influence  being  recommended  here.  All  of 
my  recommendations  in  this  section  are  predicated  on  the  continued  development 
of  an  acceptable  student  government  structure. 
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Student  Government  Board.  If  student  government  is  to  evolve  in  maturity 
and  credibility)  it  irust  not  be  dependent  on  the  administration  for  its 
budget,  but  it  must  bo  dependent  upon  and  accountable  to  the  student  body. 
It  cannot  be  sovereign.  Given  that  leaders  seldom  run  for  re-election,  the 
ballot  box  itself  canr.ot  be  used  as  the  mechanism  of  accountability.  Accord- 
ingly, I  propose  that  the  student  body  be  asked  to  vote,  by  referendum,  on 
the  size  of  the  budget  for  the  Student  Government  Board. 

University  Newspaper  —  the  Vidette.  Similarly,  if  the  University  press- is 
to  be  an  independent  source  of  audit,  both  of  the  University  administration 
and  of  the  Student  Government  Board,  it  cannot  be  dependent  on  either  for 
its  budget.  Accordingly,  I  reccirmend  that  we  retain  an  outside  agency  to 
analyze  the  operation  of  the  Vidette  and  recommend  a  budget.  Given  that, 
the  budget  would  be  subject  to  a  similar  outside  audit  only  on  request  of 
(a)  the  Vidette,  (b)  the  University'  administration,  or  (c)  the  Student 
Government  Board. 

Other  Student  Organizations.   I  recommend  that  the  Student  Government 
Board  be  the  primary  group  for  making  recommendations  to  the  President 
and  the  Board  for  allocation  of  the   activity  ar.d  service  fee  to  other 
student  organizations,  given  the  continued  emergence  of  a  stable  and 
broad-based  Student  Government  Board. 

Let  me  comment  on  what  I  think  is  needed  to  complete  the  fine  progress  made 
by  student  government  leadership  during  the  past  eight  months.  The  dissolution  of 
the  Student  Senate  several  years  ago  accompanied  the  establishment  of  the  Academic 
Senate.  While  it  certainly  is  desirable  to  establish  student  membership  on  the 
governance  group  primarily  responsible  for  recommendations  on  the  academic  development 
of  the  University,  the  change,  in  effect,  eliminated  the  political  base  of  student 
leadership.  As  a  result,  two  things  have  occurred:   (1)  the  drastic  reduction  in 
the  number,  of  students  active  in  student  government,  ar.d  (2)  the  use  —  because  of 
necessity  —  of  the  floor  of  the  Academic  Senate  as  a  forum  for  voicing  student 
concerns  that  could  better  be  voiced  other  than  in  an  academic  body. 

Between  the  inauguration  of  the  Academic  Senate  and  this  year,  student  government, 
in  effect;  consisted  of  only  oro  people:  the  president  and  vice-president  of  the 
student  body.  This  year,  student  members  of  the  Academic  Senate  have  been  added,  as 
have  leaders  of  many  major  campus  organizations.  This  has  resulted  in  significant 
increases  in  the  breadth  of  opinion  brought  to  bear  on  questions  before  the  Student 
Government  Beard.  However,  one  or  two  significant  problems  remain.  First,  there 
still  is  considerable  ambiguity  as  to  which  organizational  leaders  will  or  will  not 
become  members  of  the  Student  Government  Board.  Second,  there  is  considerable 
confusion  ar.d  conflict  between  those  students  who  aspire  to  be  concerned  primarily 
with  input  into  academic  decisions  (Academic  Senate)  and  those  who  prefer  to  concentrate 
on  other  questions  of  equally  high  interest  to  students.  Given  that,  and  assuming 
continued  broadening  of  the  Student  Government  Board,  I  v.ould  work  with  the  Student 
Government  Board  in  formulating  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Regents.  Hopefully, 
the  question  will  be  resolved  before  campus-wide  elections  in  March,  and  before  fees 
are  allocated  for  1973-74.

I  hope  my  rcconmendations  and  remarks  have  been  of  some  value  to  the  Board  in 
deliberating  en  the  student  fee  issue.  Miss  Boyer  and  I  both  will  be  avail?ible,  of 
course,  to  answer  questions  at  the  Board  meeting;  however,  the  University  .will  not 
have  an  oral  presentation  to  make  at  that  time.   I  thought  it  would  be  better  to 
leave  as  much  time  as  possible  for  the  students  to  speak;  therefore,  I  have  chor.an 
this  channel  of  communication  rather  than  an  oral  report. 

Residence  Hall  Foes 

You  have  received  Dr.  Johnson's  recommendations  on  increased  fees  for  those 
students  who  live  in  residence  halls.   I  wish  it  were  not  necessary  to  raise  trie  fees; 
however,  trie  data  Dr.  Jolmscn  and  his  staff  have  prepared  are  convincing.  It  is  my 
understanding  that  officers  of  the  Association  of  Residence  Kails  desire  to  address 
the  Board.   It  is  also  my  understanding  that  they  do  not  quarrel  with  Dr.  Johnson's 
data,  but  that  (a)  they  understandably  are  reluctant  to  see  any  increase  in  rates, 
and  that  (b)  they  would  like  to  postpone  the  final  decision  until  December  so  that 
they  have  more  time  to  explore  alternatives.  The  desire  to  explore  those  options 
caused  us  to  delay  our  recommendations  to  the  Board  until  the  last  moment.   If  there 
were  to  be  a  Board  meeting  in  December,  the  recommendation  could  be  delayed  without 
undue  harm,  although  I'm  told  it  is  much  better  to  be  abl?  to  announce  rates  to 
students  and  prospective  students  earlier  than  that.  Re.  -ver,  the  decision  cannot 
be  delayed  until  January,  the  date  of  the  next  scheduled  Board  meeting.

For  the    record,    Mr.     Barr   noted   the    resignation   of   Dr.     Roderick    T.     Groves 
from   the    membership   of   the  Board   effective    as    of   January   15,     1973.

Groves    represented   the    Superintendent   of    Public    Instruction   as  his  designee 
on   the    Board   and   had    resigned   to  become    an   employee    of  the  Central   Office. 
Mr.     Barr    directed    Dr.     Matsler   to   prepare    an  appropriate    resolution   for    dis- 
cussion  at  the  February   meeting. 

At   the    November    meeting,     the    Chairman    said,     the    Board   had   discussed   the 
question    of  dormitory   fees    at    ISU    for    the    1973-74    academic    year;  and    a    reso- 
lution  had   been   passed    directing   the    Chairman   to  make   the  final  decision  by 
December    15.      Mr.    Barr    said -that   after    consultation   with  the    officers    of  the 
Association   of    Residence   Halls    and   with    President    Berlo,     he    had   written 
to  Dr.    Berlo    on   December   15,    1972,    and    Mr.     Barr    asked   that   this    letter    be 
entered   into   the    record.       The    letter,     he  said,     in  essence    implemented  recom- 
mendations   of    Dr.     Eric    Johnson,    with   one    exception.

1.       Based   on   the    unanimous    representation    of  the  officers 
of  the  association    of  residence   halls  that   it    is    the  wish    of  the    mem- 
bers   of  such    association   that   the    proposed   increase    of  $75.00   per 
semester    in  the    rate    for    single    rooms    be  reduced  to    $50.  00    per 
semester  with    the    rates    for  other    types    of    accommodations  to    be 
increased   in  the    amount   necessary   to  make    up  for    the    reduction 
in   anticipated  revenue    costs    by  such  lesser    increase   in   the    single 
room  rate,    the    premium    rate    for   single    rooms    will    be  $50.00    per 
semester  with    appropriate    adjustments    in   the    rates    of    other    types 
of    accommodations    to    make    up  for    the    loss  in  anticipated    income 
which   would    otherwise   have    been    realized   if   the    single    room    pre- 
mium   rate    were    to    be    $75.00    per    semester. 
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2.      No  optional   food   plans    other   than  those  presently   offered 
will  be  offered   for  the    1973-74   academic  year.      However,    the  Uni- 
versity is  directed   to    study   additional   optional  food   plans    with   a 
view   to  implementing    such   additional   options   for  the    1974-75    aca- 
demic year    as  may   be    found  to   be    in  accord   with  the    reasonable 
desires    of  the    students.

Mr.     Barr    stated   that   when   the    schedule    was    established,    the    Board    of  Higher 
Education  had    requested  academic   master    plans    in  January.      As  a    consequence, 
the    Regents    had   directed   the  universities   to  present   the  plans   to  the    Board   in 
January  so   that   they    could   be    passed    on.      Plans   have    been   received   from   NIU 
and   ISU,     he    said,     but   SSU's    has    not  been   received.      The    BHE    schedule   has    now 
been   changed   and   they  are    requesting    the  plans    in   March.      Dr.     Matsler  commented 
that  the    new   date    would   probably   be  sometime    later    this    Spring. 

Mr.     Barr    said  that   the    plans   had  been    received   by  the  Regents    a  few   days    ago. 
It   was   the  Board's   thought,     he  said,   that  they   would   receive   the  reports   from 
ISU  and    NIU   and   ask  the    staff  to  study  them   carefully,     and  then  to  have    an   in- 
depth   discussion   of  the    plans,     possibly   in  March. 

President   Spencer    said   that   Sangamon   State's    plan  cannot   be    completed   until 
the  programs    now   pending    before  the    Board   are    approved. 
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Dr.     Knoblauch    commented   that   he  had    read   the    plans    and   wished   that  there 
had   been   more    philosophy   and   less    structure    and   procedure    in  the  plans. 
His  big    criticism,     he  said,    was    lack  of  quality.      Mr.     Barr    said   he  could 
agree    with  that   and  would   hope  that   in  March,     if   it   appears   there    is    not  too 
much   else  on  the  agenda,     the    Board   could  spend   time    on  this.      This    will   give 
the  universities  and   the    staff   two   months   to   work   on  the    plans. 

Mr.     Shuman   moved,     seconded   by  Dr.     Knoblauch,    that   the  Board    receive    the 
Academic    Master    Plans   from   Illinois    State    University   and    Northern   Illinois 
University.       The   motion   carried   unanimously. 

Health  Service    Reports 

A   number    of  months    ago,    Mr.     Barr    said,     he    had  visited   on  the  Regency   campuses 
and   had   met   with    students    and   asked   what   they  believed   to   be    the    biggest   prob- 
lems.    At  both   Illinois    State    and   at    Northern,     without    exception,    the  feeling   was 
that  the    health    services    were   the    biggest   problems.      As    a    result,    he  said,    the 
Board   had   directed   the    Universities    to  make    reports    in  January   regarding   their 
health    services.     Reports    have   been   received  from  the    three    universities  on  the 
present    status  of  programs,    and   making    recommendations    for  changes,    improve- 
ments   and   funding.      Requests    have    been    received   from   persons   who    wish  to 
speak   to   these    reports,     he    said,    and   they  would   be  called  upon   at   the  time    the 
particular        university   report  was    discussed.      The    Central   Staff   had  prepared 
a   list  of    some    major   policy   questions   which  the    Board    should   consider    as    it 
receives  the   university    reports.       The    Presidents'    Reports,     Mr.    Barr    said, 
contain   any  specific  recommendations  on   which  they   would   like    action.       Unless 
there    were    any  preliminary   remarks  from  anyone,     he    said,    the    Board   would 
proceed   to   hear  the    reports. 

Dr.     Matsler    said   the    Central   Staff  had   nothing    other    than   the    seven   questions 
which   they   would    suggest   the    Board   consider    as    they   look   into    each   institutions' s 
report.      It  might   be  well,     he    said,    that   the  Board   not  act   on   the    requests    until 
after    it  had    heard   the    statements    from   all   of   the  institutions,    at  which  time   it 
could   go  back   and   make    appropriate    decisions.      Or,     he  said,     it  might   be   that  the 
Board   would   wish  to    put   this    off   until  March.       There    are    policy   questions    that 
may   have    to  be   faced   prior    to    recommendations,    he    said. 

Illinois  State    University 

President    Berlo    advised   that   he   would   turn   the    presentation   over    to  Dr.     Torrey 
who  was    prepared   to   make    additional    statements    or   simply   to  answer   questions. 
After   that,     he   said,     he  would   give  the  Board   his    views    on   the    questions    which 
might   be  raised. 

Dr.     Torrey    said   it  was    gratifying   for  her    to    come   before   the   Board   as    a  pro- 
ponent  of  quality  health   care.       Until  most    students    come    to  college,     she    said, 
their   health   care    has    been   under    parental    supervision.       Away   from  home, 
their    custodians    are    absent.      This    period  must   take   the    right   direction,    and 
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new   patterns  should   be    the  best.      The    Health   Service    at  ISU  has    provided   and 
should   continue   to  provide    patterns    of  quality   care.       We    have  an  opportunity, 
she    said,     not   only   to    provide    primary  care,     but  to    educate    students   for  future 
personal    care.     In  order    to  do   this,    the  university   must   continue    to   evaluate 
the    quality   of    care    and   not  only  maintain   a   high   quality,     but   also   within  this 
concept   meet   the    needs    of   the    consumer.       Evaluation   must   be  perpetual,     Dr. 
Torrey    said,     there    is    no  status    quo  in  medical   care.      Their    endeavor   is  to  take 
care    of  present   medical   needs    so  that    students    can   function   in   the  learning 
centers    as  individuals.       Careful  consideration  has   been   given   to   new    concepts 
of   dealing   with  health   care,    the   use  of  health   manpower,     health   records,     and 
flexible    change.       The    total  result,     she    said,     is    the    health    services    study   which 
the    University    submitted   to  the  Board   for    study   and  evaluation. 

President    Berlo    said   he   was    in  total  support  of  the  substance    of  Dr.     Torrey' s 
recommendations.      He  said   he    believed   the    nature    of  the  services  discussed 
have    been   examined    carefully  throughout   the  University,    and    said  he   understood 
that   the    chairman  of  the    Health  Service    Student   Advisory  Committee   wished   to 
make    a    statement.      Dr.    Berlo  said   that   at   ISU   health    services    need  to   be    assumed 
by  the    university  because  there    are  no  alternatives.       Funding    is    a  different   ques- 
tion,    he    said.      He  has  come    to   the    conclusion,    he    added,     that  this    is    a   question 
to   which   the  Board   must   address    itself  --  the    question  of  the    extent  to  which 
general   revenue    or  fees    should    support   the    service    is    one  which  the  Regents 
would   have    to    decide.      Should   they    choose   fees,     he   said,     then   he    had   a    recom- 
mendation  that   the  university  institute    a  fee    of  $11.  50    per    FTE    student   per 
semester    as    a  health    service   fee    ($5.75  for    summer    session).      He    said    he 
believes   this    to   be    equitable    and    could   get   the  job   accomplished,     rather   than 
the  $15  which   had   been  proposed    originally.      He  said   he   would   also    recommend 
no  fee    for  post- session,    pre-session,     or  for  part-time    students,    inasmuch   as 
these    students    do  not  use    the  service    in  any    significant   way   and  it  would,    there- 
fore,    not   be    equitable    to  charge   them.      If  the    Board  chooses   to  go   to   the  fee 
method,    he  said,    these    would   be  his    recommendations. 

Dr.     Knoblauch   inquired   if   those    students   who   were  not  assessed   the    fee  would 
be    eligible   to   use    the    Health    Service,     and   Dr.     Berlo    said  he   would   think   not. 
Dr.     Berlo    said  that   as  far   as    timing   is  concerned,     the  University    could    accommo- 
date   a   decision   at  this  meeting    or  it   could   wait   a  month   or  two  if  the   Board    should 
choose    to   do   that. 

Mr.    Barr  asked   if  the  health    service    fee  were    instituted   along    the  lines    suggested 
would    there  be    a    reduction   in  the    amount    of    general    revenue  funds    now  being   used. 
Dr.     Berlo    responded   that  they  would   be  reduced   by  $221,  000.      The    fee,    he    said, 
would   allow  for  an  $81,  000  increase    in  the  overall   budget,    but  allow   for  a    $221,  000 
decrease    in  general    revenue   funds    used. 

The    Chairman   then   called   upon  Ms.    Janet   Gillett,    representing    the    Health   Service 
Student   Advisory  Committee    at  ISU,    to   present   her    statement.      This    statement 
endorsed   the  Health    Service    study   presented   by  the    University,     but  proposed   a 
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minimal    charge    for  examinations    provided   to   children   of  students    and    staff. 
As    to  funding,    the   Committee    position   was   that   a  major   fee    increase    should 
not   be  made   before  all   costs  for  additional   programs    have   been   placed   in  a 
visible    perspective,    and  that   if  a  fee  increase    is  deemed   necessary,    it   be    held 
to   the    absolute   minimum. 

Mr.    Murray   inquired   into   the  composition   and    size    of  the  Student  Advisory    Com- 
mittee.    Ms.     Gillett   advised   that   it   consisted   of    7  members   (appointed  in  the 
Spring   of   1972)   who    are    now   Seniors    (3),     Juniors    (2)    and    Sophomores    (2). 

Concerning   the    Committee's    statement   about  the    proposed   pharmacy,     Mr.    Barr 
asked  why   do  students    feel  that   if  they  have    to    face   the    open   market   they  might 
be    "ripped   off"?     Ms.    Gillett    s.aid    students    feel   if  the  Health   Service    provides 
these  drugs,     they   could   be    offered   to    students    at   a  minimal    charge,      and   added 
that  any  kind  of  a  prescription   costs   more    money. 

Mr.     Barr    said    she    seemed   to  be  suggesting    subsidizing  one    segment,    but  that 
this  is  not  done   for    students    in  most   areas.       Why  pick   drugs,    he    asked?      Why 
not  set   up  a  university   grocery    store?      Ms.    Gillett    said   her    thinking    was   that 
in  this  way   prescription   drugs    could   be   furnished   to  students    at   a  lower    cost. 
Students   would    still   be    paying,    she  pointed    out,    and  added   that   most    students 
do  not  have    a  great   deal   of  money  all  of  the  time. 

The   term  "ripped    off"  indicates    there    is   more    involved,    Mr.     Barr    said.      He 
asked   if  there    were    any   evidence    that  students    were    being    cheated,     or  being 
charged   more    than    standard  prices.     Ms.     Gillett    said   perhaps    she    had   used   a 
poor    choice    of   words,    but  when    she    had  to   pay  more    than    she    could   afford, 
this    is   the  term  she  uses. 

Dr.    Julian   asked   if  the    basic    feeling  was  that   the    pharmacy   could   be  operated 
without   a   profit   and   therefore    offer  prescriptions    to  students    at   a    reduced    cost. 
He    said   this    seems    to  be  a  reasonable    assumption,    and   thought  Ms.    Gillett   was 
justified   in  feeling  the  cost  to   the    students   would   be    reduced. 

Dr.     Knoblauch   pointed    out  that   the    pharmacist's    salary   would    still   come    out  of 
general   revenue,    and  unless    the    students    patronize    the    pharmacy,     it  would  not 
necessarily   follow   that    costs    would   be  reduced.      Mr.     Patterson    said   this  in 
effect   would   be  introducing    a  subsidized   competitor    into   the  market.      Dr.     Julian 
said   he    had  merely   been   trying   to  clarify   implications    in  Ms.    Gillett' s    statement, 
and    said  the    question   of  whether    the    Board   wishes    to  become    a  competitor,    using 
state    funds,    is  a  serious    one  which  would  have    to  be  decided   by  the   Board. 

President    Nelson    said  that   the    Health   Service    at    Northern   does   have  a  pharmacy, 
and   he  suggested   that   it  might   be  helpful   if  they  described    how   it   functions. 

Dr.    Hubbard    (JUAC)    said  there    was  an   issue    which    seemed   to  be    not   clearly   on 
the    table    -    that   a  great  many  students   are    not  able   to  pay  significant   fees  for 
drugs.     He    said   that  must  be  a  part   of  any  Board   decision,    not  just  a   pure    busi- 
ness   decision.      What   is  the  effect  on  students    who  are    not    able  to  afford    this? 
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This    is  a  quite  different   matter,    Dr.     Hubbard   thought,    than  the  question   of   a 
competitive    operation. 

Mr.     Murray    said    it   would   not  shock   him  should   the    Board   accept  the    recom- 
mendation  regarding    a   pharmacy.      He    did   have    some   familiarity  with  the 
drug   industry   and   its    profits,     and    said   a   pharmacy    could   be    operated   on  the 
basis    of   actual   cost    of    salaries    and   drugs.       But    only   if    students    patronized   it, 
Mr.     Patterson    offered.      Mr.     Murray    said  there    seems   to  be    some    concern   that 
students    do  not   buy  the    drugs    and  use  the    services    because   they  cannot   afford 
them. 

Dr.     Berlo    asked   Ms.     Gillett  to    clarify  the   matter  -    had    she  meant  that    students 
are    charged  more    than    other  people,     or  that  they  are    charged  more    than  they 
can   afford.      Ms.     Gillett   indicated   that   the    latter    statement   had   been   what    she 
had   intended.      The    real  question,     suggested    Dr.    Berlo,     is    not   whether    we 
compete,     but   what   are  the  areas    in  which  the   Board   feels    it   has  a  responsibility 
to   the    students,     and   in   what    areas    should  they  fend   for   themselves.       The    uni- 
versities   do   have    a   history,     he  said,     such   as    psychological    services,     legal 
services,    which   has    evolved   from  the    role    of   the   university  in  the    life    of  the 
student,    and  said   that  he  would   recommend   that  the    Board   might  wish  to  develop 
some    general   policy  in   this    regard.      Should   gasoline    be    purchased   on  the  free 
enterprise   market?      Textbooks? 

Mr.     Mathias    pointed  out   that   in   considering   what   commodities   they  might   pro- 
vide,   the    Board   must   keep   in  mind  that   there    are    statutes    involved   which   say 
that  universities   may  not  provide    commodities    which   are    generally   available    in 
the    community. 

Mr.     Barr  thanked   Ms.     Gillett   and   the    other   members    of  the    Student   Advisory 
Committee   for    their    work   and  statement. 

In    response    to    a   question   by  Dr.     Julian,     President    Berlo    stated   that   the   funds 
used   to  operate  the  pharmacy   and   buy   drugs   would  be  $100,000   from  general 
revenue,     $24,000    from  income    funds,     and   $342,000  from    student   fees.       Also, 
he    said,     there    would   be    a  small  user    fee    for    each  prescription  which  would 
reduce    the    overall   cost   of  the  pharmacy  to  student  fees  appropriately.      He  asked 
whether   the    Board   thought   it  proper    to   tax   all    students    to  subsidize   the  operation 
of  the  pharmacy   for  those    who  would  use    it.      All  would  be    paying   whatever    the 
loss    of  the    pharmacy  might  be.      Dr.     Julian  asked   what    student   knows   that   he 
will   not  use    the    pharmacy;    all  would   have    to  take   the    risk,    he   thought. 

Mr.     Murray  asked   whether    any  consideration  had   been   given   to  subcontracting 
this    on   a   bid  basis.      Dr.     Warren    said   this   would  be    one    alternative    but  that   it 
would   be  difficult   to  police    it  to  see   that    you  are    getting   the   best   return   for   the 
service.      He    pointed   out   that   drugs    are    presently  being   dispensed   free    to   the 
students   by  physicians    in  the    Health   Center.      Dr.     Julian  inquired  who   pays   for 
these    drugs    and   where    are   they  purchased.      Dr.    Warren    said   the    cost   is  paid 
from    student   fees  and   the    drugs    are    obtained   from   various    sources  by  bid    or 
by   contract.      Mr.    Patterson    said   it    seemed   there   is  already   an   informal  phar- 
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macy,    and   asked   what   the  difference    would   be.       Dr.    Warren    said   they  would 
have    a  pharmacy   operated   by   registered   pharmacists,     experts    in   the   field, 
who    could   provide   the    control   and  supervision   needed. 

The    Chairman    called  upon   Mr.     Dan   Stasi,     the    president    of   the    ARH   at   Illinois 
State,     to  present   his  arguments.      Mr.     Stasi   was    not  present,    but  Mr.     Tom 
Walter,     Vice    President   of  the  group,    stated   that   basically  the    question   was   that 
Drs.     Torrey   and   Warren   and   Ms.     Boyer   had    attended   the    last  meeting    of  ARH, 
at  which  time   the    group   had    only   had   the  report   for    a    day.      It   had   been   dis- 
cussed  at   that   meeting,     and   the    opposition    of   ARH   had   been   two-fold:   (1)  there 
had   not  been    sufficient   time    to    study   the    report,    and    (2)    they  found  highly 
objectionable    the   fact   that  a  major    portion   would  come    from    students    rather 
than   from   general   revenue.     In   essence,    he  said,    they   had   decided   to   ask   the 
Board    of   Regents    to    make    no   decision   on   the  matter   until   ARH  had   been   given 
another   month   to    study   the    report,    with    some    sort    of    cost   analysis    showing 
the    specific    costs.       There   had  not   been   enough   information   or  time    available 
to    support   any  decision,     he    said. 

Mr.     Barr    said   he   thought   the    Regents   had   been   increasingly    supportive    of 
participation   and   input   by    students.      The    Board   had   heard   from   representatives 
of  the    Student    Advisory    Committee.      The    University   has    been   working    on   this 
since    last   Spring,     and   he  said   the    question   which   occurs    to  him  is  how  many 
different    groups    are    entitled   to  input   and   consideration   on  these  questions? 
The    Board   would    also   be  hearing   from  the  president    of  the    student   body,    he 
noted,    and   if  all   these    different    groups    are    entitled   to    review,     then   why  have 
a  Student   Advisory  Committee? 

Mr.     Walter    said  that  he  had   talked   with    Mr.     Steffen   about  the    matter    and   he 
was    sure  that  Mr.     Steffen   would   agree  that  a  large    number    of    students    are 
unaware    of  what   is    going    on.       Considering   the  large    amount    of  money   involved, 
he    said,     a  major    number    of    students    should   deal   with   the    report.       Mr.     Patterson 
said  he  believed   this    to  be  a  reasonable    request   if  the    students   have    to  pay   for    it. 

Dr.    Julian    suggested   that   perhaps    the    Board   or    a  committee    could    submit   to   the 
students    specific   questions   they  want   answered.       Perhaps    this   might   make    it 
easier   for    students    to  make    a   decision.       There    are    critical   questions,     he    said, 
such   as  whether    or    not    student   fees   will    support   a  major    portion   of  this,    and 
in  which   event   it   would   be  student   fees    carrying    it  and   not   general   revenue.      Was 
it   ever    intended   that   general    revenue    should   carry  this?      Should  the  university 
undertake   to   provide   them   with   medicine?      All  these    questions    should  be  clarified, 
he    said.      Students   had   not   been   given   enough   information   upon   which  to   make    an 
intelligent   decision. 

Mr.     Phil  Steffen   presented   a    short    statement    on   behalf   of  the    Student    Government 
Board.       Basically   the  points    submitted   were   (1)   that   the    program   changes    in   the 
Health   Service    Study   were    excellent;   (2)    they  urged   continued   general   revenue 
support;    (3)  if  there    were   to  be  a  student   fee    increase   they  would    rather    not  have 
the    $15.  00  figure;    and    (4)    they  would    ask   for  delay    of  action   by  the    Board  in    order 
that    they    might    develop   their    own   positions. 
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Mr.     Murray  said   he    would   lead    off   the    discussion   by  asking    Mr.     Steffen, 
as    the    elected    student    representative,    how   he  would    answer   the    comment   by 
Dr.     Knoblauch   that  students    ask   for  a  comprehensive   medical    service   to   be 
supported   by   general    revenue    and   yet  accept   the    benefits    of   in  loco   parentis? 
Students   want   to  be    adults    when   it  comes    to  requiring   them  to  live    in   dormi- 
tories,    etc.  ,     but   want    us  to  say  that   we  have    a  responsibility    for  medical   needs 
just   as  their  parents    do.      How   would   he    comment   on  this  dichotomy,     Mr.     Murray 
asked. 

Mr.     Steffen    said  the  point    should   be    made    that   many  services   which   might 
appear    socialistic    in  approach   to  the  Board   are  not  necessarily  paternalistic. 
What   about   dormitories,     Mr.  Murray   asked?      Mr.     Steffen   responded    that   people 
should   not  be    required   to  live  in   a  particular  place.      Mr.     Shuman   commented 
that  he  had  difficulty   with  the    distinction   between    socialist   and   paternalism, 
adding   that    socialism  is  government   paternalism. 

Mr.     Barr    asked   if   the   Board    should   decide    not   to   act  on  this   today,     could    it 
expect    something    from  the    student   groups    at  the  end   of  the  month?      Mr.    Steffen 
responded   affirmatively,     adding    that  all   three  groups    in  the    student    spectrum 
are    saying    basically   the    same    thing. 

President   Berlo    said   he    would   like    to  summarize   the    University's    position. 
It   is  the    same    as  that  presented   by  the    students.       There    is  no  internal   need   for 
a    decision   on  financing    at   this    time.       This    was  only   presented   for  possible    deci- 
sion  to  meet   the   Board's    own  Regulation,     because    ordinarily    this  would   have    to 
be    adopted   today   if  it  were    to   be    charged   next   year,    but  he  noted  that   the    Board 
could   waive    this    requirement.      Mr.    Patterson   inquired   if   this  would   cause  a 
problem   with  printing    of  catalogs,     and  Dr.     Berlo    said   there    would   be  no  serious 
problems    if  they  could    expect    a  decision    in  February. 

It   was   moved   by  Dr.     Julian,     seconded   by  Mr.    Shuman,    that   the  Board   defer 
action    on  the    report   for    a    month   and    ask   the    Executive    Director    and   his  staff 
to    outline   the    crucial   questions    which   must   be  answered    so  that   the  student 
body   as  well   as   the    Board    could   be  presented   with   a  complete    report. 

Mr.  Barr  pointed  out  that  the  Staff  had  already  started  to  summarize  the 
problems  by  outlining  major  policy  questions  which  should  be  a  good  start 
toward   what   Dr.     Julian  had    suggested. 

Mr.     Patterson  said   perhaps    there   were    solutions    which  had    not   been   discussed, 
such   as    exploring    the    possibility    of  mass    buying,     or  perhaps   some    sort    of  an 
i.  d.     card    system  whereby    students  might   be    able    to  get  the  benefit    of   a    better 
price, 

Mr.     Shuman    said    he    would   prefer    that   the    Board    hear    the  other    presentations 
before   taking    any  action,     and  Dr.     Julian    said   he  would    agree    to   hold    his  motion 
until   after    NIU   and    SSU   had    presented   their  studies. 
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Northern    Illinois    University 

President   Nelson    said   he  would   make  a  few  preliminary   remarks    and   then 
call   on  Dr.    Akers    to  make    further    comments.       The    present   discussion,     he 
said,     is  in   essence    a  symptom   of  the    budget    crunch.      We  must    examine 
where    we    can   find   the    money   and   how   we    can    continue  to  provide    these    ser- 
vices.     He  said  when   he    arrived   at    NIU    he    became    aware    of  the  feeling  on   the 
part    of  the    deans    that  a    subsidy   of  the  Health  Services    by  $700,  000   out  of  general 
revenue    was  difficult  for  them  to  understand.       The    issue    is,     are   students   to  be 
a   favored   group   in  society  to  receive    services    others    do  not  have?      On  the    other 
hand,     he   said,     in  this    period   of  growth    of  the    university,     there  are    not    adequate 
facilities    for  health    care    in   the  community  unless   the  university  does    accept   the 
responsibility.       The    problem  at  NIU   is  one  of  rapid   growth.       NIU's    governing 
board,     he  continued,     had  concluded   that   the  university    should   have    a    clinic 
building   that   would   accommodate    40    students,    and  this    turned  out  to  be    an   unfor- 
tunate   investment   as    the    building    is    greatly  underutilized.      In  examining   the 
issue,     President    Nelson  said,     he    had   found  that  the    variety   of    services    avail- 
able   in   the    three  communities  in  which   the    Regency    Universities    are  located 
varies   tremendously.       Bloomington- Normal   has    a  modest    range    of   available 
services,     and   DeKalb's  are    still    smaller.      The    degree    of    support    NIU    puts 
into    its  Health    Service    is  because    in  part   there  are  not   more    services    available 
in  the    community   generally.       The    President   pointed   out   that   the  U.     of  I.     had 
recently   increased   its    fee    from  $8  to    $22    per  semester.      If  the  fee    increase 
being    requested   by    NIU   were    to  be  approved,     from   $3.25    to  $15,    this  would 
generate    another    $400,  000.       There   must  be  money  for    adjustments    in    salaries, 
etc.  ,     so   that   only  part    of  this    would   go   toward   better    service    in   the  facility. 

In  examining   the    issue,     he  continued,     they   had   also    looked   at   health   insurance 
which    students    pay  for.      It  was  a  matter    of    some    surprise,     he    said  that   while 
Northern    (all   three   universities    are  covered   by  the  same  policy)  is  paying    the 
same    amount,     students    at  Sangamon   State    have    an   option  -  if   the  student    can 
demonstrate    that  he    has  coverage    then  he    can   get   a  rebate.      The   unfortunate 
thing    is    that   it  is    impossible    to    ascertain  what    coverage    students    have.      It 
would   be  helpful,     he    said,     if   we    could   get   a   handle    on   that   aspect.       Northern 
certainly   does    not  want   to  leave  Sangamon   in  the    lurch,     he    said,     but  perhaps 
they  should    all   get   together   to   try   and  find    an  arrangement   that   would   be  more 
equitable. 

Dr.     Akers    said  he    would    subscribe    to    comments   made    by  Dr.     Torrey.       When 
you  accept   the    idea    of  a   public    institution,     you  then   have    the  question   of  what 
services    should   be  provided    -  food,     rooms,     etc.      It  is  his  contention,    he    said, 
that  health    services    is  a   part   of   higher    education.       President    Nelson   had   touched 
upon  the  lack   of  available    care    in  the    community,     but   there    are    other   factors,     too, 
such   as    the   matter    of   convenience    to  students,     costs,     interest   in  the  student    on 
the    part   of   the  people    promoting   health   care,    and  the   matter    of  the    health    service 
role    in  the    college.       A   health    service  should   be  more    than   just   a   place    where 
students    come    when   they   are    ill,    and    it    should    take    a  part   in    preparing    their 
lives    and   education.       That   is  one    ambition   at    Northern,    he  said,     to   provide 
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information   about  health   care    somewhere    on  campus,     perhaps    a  physician 
taking    part    in  classwork   of  the    proper    kind.       He   said   he    believed  that  in  a 
progressive    university   health    service    will  take    a    greater    part   in   the    education 
plan.  As    to  the    pharmacy,     he  said,    for  years    the  university   health    service 

has    given   drugs   free    of  charge.       The    evolution   of  the    NIU  pharmacy   has    not 
caused   problems.      In  1970,    he    said   he  had  felt   that   the  University    should   con- 
stitute   its    drug  room  as    a  legally  registered   pharmacy,    and   this    has  been   done. 
They   employ   two    pharmacists   who   fill  about    100  prescriptions    per  day.       The 
cost      of  these    drugs    is    $55,000    per  year.      Last  year  55,000  prescriptions   were 
filled,     20%   of  these    were    over-the-counter    products,    and   the  balance    were  pre- 
scriptions.      Salary  costs   for  pharmacists    are    under    $26,  000   per  year  and   are 
paid   from  general   revenue.       The    state    provides  no   money   for   medication,     but 
only   for    salaries.      He    said   he  felt   that   if    students    had   to  go  to    private    pharma- 
cies  to  have    prescriptions    filled,    many   would   not   have    them  filled. 

As    to  insurance,     Dr.     Akers    said,     the    ma.tter    of    double    coverage    is  hard   to 
ascertain.      Unfortunately,     he  said,    many   parents    do  not  know   what    coverage 
they   have.      NIU   will   be    putting  a  questionnaire  in   with   their    physical    exam   forms 
and   asking   two    or  three  simple    questions  from  which   the    insurance    officer    may 
be    able   to  determine,     for  at  least  a  segment    of  the    student   population,    what 
degree    of  coverage    they  have.      President    Nelson    said   it   is    is  determined   that  a 
student   has    coverage    through   his    family   it  would   not  make    sense   to  require    him 
to   pay  another   fee. 

Dr.    Akers    continued  that   at    NIU   they    only  dispense    drugs  for  acute    illnesses. 
If  a  student    comes    in  with   a  chronic    illness    that   needs    continuing    medication, 
the    doctor   writes    a   prescription  to   be  filled   by   a  private    pharmacy.      Mr.  Murray 
asked   if  he  understood   correctly   that    NIU   has  a  40-bed   hospital   which   they   do   not 
use.      Dr.     Akers    said   that   when   the    health  service   was    planned,     he   understood 
it   had   been  planned   with  the  idea  that   enrollments   might   go   to    35,  000.      Certain 
aspects    of  the    clinic  are    in  excess    of   their    needs,     he    said. 

Dr.    Knoblauch    said   he  had  been  pleased   to  hear  of  the  health   education   program. 
Dr.     Akers    said   that  last  year   they   had   employed   an   individual   who  is  setting   up 
a   program   now   and  who  will   also    set  up  sessions   for   information   before    students 
go    to    the    clinic 

Mr.     Barr  noted   that    President    Nelson's    report    contained    specific    recommenda- 
tions   for    an   increase  in  the  fee    at    Northern   to  $11.  50  per    semester,    and   he 
asked  if  anyone   from   NIU   wished   to    speak   to  this    recommendation.      Mr.    Bruce 
Edenson,     president    of  the    SA   at  NIU,     asked   if  it  were    correct  that  the    Board 
of  Regents    is    representing   the    people    of  the    State.      He    said   he  would   like    to 
know   what   general    revenue   funds    should   be  used   for.     He    said   he    was    getting   a 
sense    of   frustration   that   the    Board   is  neglecting    its    responsibility   in  not  advo- 
cating   more    funds.      Instruction   in  health   care    is  an  integral   part  of  the    educational 
process,     he  said.     When  you   have    dormitories    housing    1000    persons,    it  is  easy 
for  an  epidemic    to    start.      Certain    services    are    essential   to   the   wellbeing    of 
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people    living   in  a   large    institution  --    counseling,    food  service,     facilities 
where    they  can  be  given   adequate   medical  treatment   for   their    problems. 

Mr.     Barr    said   he    had   not   heard   anyone    suggest   that   there    should  not  be    a 
health    service    in   the  university.      The    Board   had  received   from  ISU  and  NIU 
recommendations    not  for  cutting    back    or  retaining   the    status    quo,     but  for 
significantly  improving    and   increasing   them. 

Mr.     Edenson    said  he   would    submit  that   as  long    as  taxpayers'    money   is    being 
used   for    other    things,    why   not  for  health   care?      He    said  he  thought   it   was    a 
responsibility   of  the   Board   to  educate    the    General   Assembly   as    to  the    needs 
of  the    education   community. 

The    Chairman    said  the    discussion   was    getting    out  of   order.      He  said   that   he 
for    one    was  glad   to  hear  Mr.    Edenson    speak   frankly   about   what   the    Board    is 
doing.      If   it  is  felt   that  the  Board   is   failing    in  its    responsibility,    students    should 
tell   the  Board   to  its    face,     such   as  had  been   done    this   morning. 

Mr.     Barr    said  if   he    had  understood   an  editorial   in  the  Northern   Star,    their 
position  was   that  they  would    reluctantly  support   the  President's  recommendations 
as    to  the  health    services,     if   they  were    assured   that   the  reduction   in    state  general 
revenue    being    spent    on  health    services   would   be    used   elsewhere    in  the  university 
to    support   academic    programs. 

President    Nelson    said  that  was    his    intention. 

Mr.     Edenson    said   he  did  not  believe    that   the    Northern   Star    is  an  official   repre- 
sentative   of  the  University.       Personally,    he    said,    he  would   like   to  see    health 
services    remain   at   its  present   level.       Mr.    Barr    asked   if   he    had   no  recommenda- 
tions   for  changes,    and    Mr.     Edenson    said   he  would    reluctantly  endorse    the 
President's  recommendations,     simply   because    he  did   not   believe    the  state    is 
educated   enough  to  accept    responsibility  in  this  area. 

Mr.     Barr    asked   Mr.     Edenson  if  he   had   any   recommendations   with    regard   to 
service,    did  he  believe   the    proposals    to  be    constructive,     or  should   they   not  be 
adopted?      Mr.     Edenson    said   they  were    constructive.      He    said   a   large    number 
of   people    complain  about  the    quality  of  health    services,     but  he    believes   it  is 
adequate.      Given  the  kind   of  facilities    and  the  resources    available    to  the  Center, 
he    said  he  believed   it  is  performing   adequately. 

Mr.     Shuman    said   he    could   not  let   the    opportunity   pass   without    rejecting    one 

statement  made    by  Mr.     Edenson    -  that   he  knows    how  this    Board   will  vote. 

Mr.     Shuman    said   he  did   not  know  how  any  other   member    of  the  Board   would   vote. 

Dr.  Matsler  commented  that  another  thing  should  be  said  -  that  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  Board  to  educate  the  General  Assembly.  If  Mr.  Edenson  could  see  the 
volume  of  information  that  goes  to  the  legislative  staffs,  he  would  realize  that 
we    are  doing   what   we    can   with  the  legislature,     and   he  did   not  know   if  the    Board 

could   do  any  more. 
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Sangamon   State    University 

Dr.     Spencer    described   the  rather    limited   health    service    at   Sangamon   State. 
They   have  one    consulting    physician   and   one    consulting    psychiatrist  who  are 
on  campus  for  only   two  hours  a  week,    and   their  services    are    free    to  all  stu- 
dents.      Sangamon   State's    experience   with   health   insurance   has    been   unfavor- 
able,    he  said,     in   terms  of   having    paid   $14,  000  in  premiums    and    submitting 
$31,000    in  claims.     He  realizes,    he    said,    that    NIU   and   ISU  are    subsidizing 
Sangamon    State    in  this    area,    but  he  asked   that   he  be  given   a  chance    to  study 
the  matter    to    see    what  can   be    done.      Mr.    Barr    asked   if   at  Sangamon    State 
there   was  a  student   fee    for   health    services,     and    President    Spencer    said   no, 
only  for   insurance.       About    $50,  000   in   general   revenue    funds    are    spent   by 
the    university  on  its  health    service  office. 

Dr.    Julian   asked   if   when   SSU's    population   grows    the    President    contemplated 
the    kind   of  health    service    as  exists    at   Northern.      Did  he  think   these    should   be 
uniform   at  the    institutions? 

President   Spencer    said   that   with   all   of  the    resources    in  the  Springfield    commun- 
ity  he  did  not  think   that  Sangamon  State    should    develop  these   kinds    of  facilities. 
The    SSU  students    are    new  contractors   for   medical   care    and  they    should   be 
assisted   in   becoming   intelligent   consumers    of  health    services,    and   health   edu- 
cation   should   be  a  part  of   this.     Education   is  one    element   in  Sangamon's  effort. 
However,    he  said,     discussions   he   had  heard   today  would   force    him   into   making 
plans    to   think   ahead,    and  he    said   he  probably   would  have  a  request   for    the  Board 
within  a   few  months,     not  to   build   their    own  health    service,     but  to  get   access    to 
it  in  the    community. 

Mr.     Barr    said  that   the   Board   had  heard   the    recommendations    from   ISU  and 
NIU,    and   also   from   ISU  students   that    the  Board   delay   action    on  the  recommenda- 
tions  until   next  month   and   in  the    interim  the  recommendations    could   be  studied. 
H_£    asked   Dr.     Torrey   and    Dr.    Akers    to    address    themselves    to  the  suggestion 
in  the   student    report   that   there  be    some    user    charge    for  children    of  students. 
Dr.     Torrey    said    she    had   no    objection  to   this    recommendation. 

President    Berlo   pointed   out   that  if   the    Board   were   willing    to  waive    the  eight 
month   notice    regulation,     there    were    no    recommendations    for    action   by   ISU 
at   this   time.      Dr.     Matsler    advised   that  Board    regulations    do  require    the 
eight   month   notice,     and  there   was  in  the  Executive    Director's  Report  a  request 
to   waive    the  regulation   at  this  time.       The    only   problem   might   be  timing    as  far 
as    catalogs  are  concerned.       President    Nelson    said   this    problem  would   not  be 
insurmountable    at   NIU   and   he   was    not  pressing   for  resolution   of  the  problem 
at   this   meeting. 

Mr.     Shuman    said  he  thought   that  the    Presidents    were    entitled   to  some 
direction   from  the    Board   in   this    matter. 
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Dr.     Julian    said   he  would    restate    his  original  motion   and   move    that  in  view 
of  the  student  request  for  time    for   more    intelligent   input,     and  in  view    of  the 
questions    which  the    Board   itself   had    raised    regarding    the    health    services, 
the    Board  postpone    its  decision   for    one   month  on  the  NIU   and  ISU   Health 
Services  subject   to  more    consideration   by  the  Presidents    after  having    received 
the    input  at  this  meeting;    and   further   that   the  Board   waive    its  requirement   for 
eight   month   advance    approval   of  insurance    fees.       The    motion   having    been 
seconded   by  Mr.     Shuman,    it   was    approved   unanimously. 

Mr.     Shuman    said  it  seemed   to   him  that   when   we  establish   a  university   and 
bring    20,  000    people    into    a  community,    we  have  a  responsibility  to   the  students 
as    well   as    to  the  community   to   provide    some    type    of   health    service.      His 
main    concern   was    services,    rather   than    saving    money,    he    said,     and    said   he 
did   not   believe    it   possible    to   have  that   kind  of  a  community   within   a    community 
without   having    it  under    the  control    of  the    governing    body   of  the  university  and 
its  administrators. 

Mr.     Shuman   then   moved    (L)  that   it  be   the  sense    of  the  Board  that   the    Universi- 
ties   have    an   obligation   to  maintain   a  health    service,    and    (Z)  that  a  substantial 
portion   of  the  cost   of  the    service    should   be  borne    by  student   fees.       The   motion 
was    seconded   by  Mr.     Patterson   and   carried   unanimously. 

As    to  insurance,     Mr.     Shuman    said,     it   is  not  sound   actuarily  to  try   and    include 
in   a  group  two  universities   which   follow  one  procedure    and   a  third   which   has 
another.      If  you  want  comparable    situations,    he    said,     something   must   be    done 
so   that   they  have    the  same    options.      He   said   he    would    suggest   that    Sangamon 
State    give    consideration   to  whether    or   not   they  want  to  come  under   the    same 
options    or   be  treated   as  a  separate    risk. 

Mr.     Barr    said   it   was  the    intention    of   the    Board   to  give    guidance    to  the    univer- 
sities   as  they   develop  their    reports    and    recommendations    for  February. 

Dr.     Julian    said   he    would   like    to  see  some    attention   given  to   the  problem    of 
clarifying   for  students    and   others   what   will   be    done    with   the  general    revenue 
funds.     How    are    they  to  be    allocated?      What   were    they   for    in   the  first   place? 
What   will  they   be    used   for    now?      We    are    at   a   point,    he  said,     when   the    Board 
must   adopt    some    guidelines  -  just   what   does    general   revenue   mean,     and   for 
what    should    it  be  used? 

Dr.     Matsler    pointed    out  that   we  are    anticipating    over  a  $4   million    cut   from  what 
the    Board   had   approved.       What   the    Presidents    are    trying   to  do,    he    said,     is 
make   up  for    some    of  this.      It  would   be  a  mistake,     he    said,     if  the    Board   would 
indicate    to  the  Presidents    how  to    spend   this   money.      There    is    a   budget  crunch, 
he  continued,     and   the  Presidents    are    attempting   to   protect   programs.      He    added 
he    would   hope    that  the    Board   would    simply   direct  the  Presidents   to  use    those 
remaining    general   revenue    funds    as  best  they  can,     and   not  direct   them  to  any- 
thing   specific. 

Dr.    Julian    said   he    was    simply  saying   that   we    owe    it   to   the    students    and  others 
to    say  just   how   much   we  can   allocate    from   general    revenue.      Mr.     Barr    pointed 
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out   that   Mr.     Shuman's    motion   had  addressed   itself   to  this   question. 

Mr.     Patterson   then   moved   that   the   question   of  student   health   insurance    cover- 
age   be  referred   to  the    Central   Staff;  that   it   be    the  sense    of  the    Board  that 
there    be    recognition   in   any  planning    of  institutional   and   geographic    differences, 
including    community    characteristics,     and  that   it  was  not  the    desire    of  the  Board 
to   force  strict  uniformity   across   the    board;    and   further   that  the    Staff   attempt 
to   arrive    at  a  solution   of  the    problem  for  presentation   to   the  Board   in   February. 
The   mot  ion   was    seconded   by  Mr.     Shuman. 

A  discussion   ensued   as    to  actuarial   experience  under    the    present   policy   for 
each   institution   and   the    period   of  time    required   to   write    specifications    and 
negotiate    a  new  policy.       Dr.     Matsler    suggested   that  perhaps    the  Staff   should 
look  into   the   matter    with  the  idea   of   renegotiating  for   all  three  universities   for 
at   least   another   year    and   to  see  if  any  adjustment    could   be  made    between   NIU 
and   SSU.      Mr.     Keating  pointed   out  that   the    only  real   justification  for    going  out 
separately  for   bids    is  if  the   three    feel  they   need    different  kinds  of  coverage. 
Costs    can   be    adjusted   between  the  three  institutions,    he  said. 

The    Chairman   then   called   for  a   vote  on   Mr.    Patterson's    motion,     and  it  carried 
unanimously. 

EXECUTIVE   DIRECTOR'S   REPORT    NO.    49 

Before    presenting    his  Report   to  the  Board,     Dr.    Matsler  announced   the  appointment 
of  Dr.    Roderick  T.     Groves  as    Academic    Planning    Coordinator  with  the  Central 
Staff   effective    January  16,    1973,     at  an  annual  salary    of  $25,000;    and   he    asked 
that  the   minutes    reflect   this  appointment. 

Dr.    Matsler    reported   that  the    draft   of  the  Regency    Degree  program   is   now  com- 
pleted and  said   that   the    program  would   be  presented   at  the  February  Board   meet- 
ing.     While    the  staff  of  the  Board   of  Higher    Education  has    indicated    support  for 
the    program,    it  still  must  be  considered   by  the  Commission   of   Scholars. 

Dr.     Matsler  advised   that  the    Board  of  Regents  Fund    (Guy  E.    Cornwell   Memorial 
Fund)    has  received   contributions    well  over    $2,  000   to  date,    and   he  said  he  thought 
this   was    quite  a  tribute    to  Mr.     Cornwell. 

Section   I  -  Summary  of  Board   Actions    1972 

This    report    summarized    Board    of  Regents    actions    during  the   year    1972    and   also 

presented   a  general   outline    of  major  Board   activities    planned   for  1973. 

Section   II    -    Tentative    Report   Schedule,    Calendar    Year    1973 

Dr.     Matsler    advised  that  this  schedule   was    presented   as  an  information   item  and 

would   be  reviewed   by  various    staffs    and  updated   quarterly. 

Mr.     Barr    called   attention   to  the   fact   that   in   May  the    schedule    calls  for  the 
updated   university  constitutions   to  be    received   in   the  Central  Office.     He  noted 
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that  when  the    Board   adopted    revisions    in  its  Governing    Policy  the  universities 
had   been  directed   to  review  their  constitutions    and   make    any  changes    or    revi- 
sions   which   might   be    required   by  reason   of  the  new  policies  or  by  experience 
in   governance  at  the  university  level.      In  addition,    he    said,    Northern  has    not 
adopted   a  new  constitution    since  the  Board   of  Regents    was  created,    but  is  cur- 
rently in   the    process    of  making    some    amendments    to   their    document.     He 
advised  that   any  revision  does  require    Board   approval   before  it  is    effective. 
The    Board   is  expecting    significant   action  on  these    constitutions. 

Dr.     Matsler    advised   that   the    Board   is  scheduled   to  act   on  the    constitutions 
in  June. 

President    Nelson    said   he  would    remind   the   Board  that  inasmuch   as    a  referendum 
must   approve  a  constitution,     approval    cannot  be    mandated.       But,     Mr.     Shuman 
said,     the   Board   could   write    a  constitution   for    the  campus. 

Section   III  -   Meeting    Calendar    -  July- December    197  3 

Dr.     Matsler    advised   that   the    calendar    of  meetings    is    set  through   July  1973, 
and   he  submitted   for  Board    consideration   a    calendar    for  the    balance    of  the  year- 
August  subject   to  call 
September    20                                         Sangamon   State    University 
October    18                                              Northern   Illinois    University 
November    15                                          Illinois    State    University 
December  subject   to  call 

Mr.    Murray   moved,     seconded   by  Mr.     Patterson,    that   the    calendar    of  meetings 
be  approved  as    recommended,    but  that  the    meetings    be  held   on  the  fourth 
Saturday  of  each  month. 

A   discussion   followed   in  an  effort   to  select  dates    for  the  meetings   which   would 
be  agreeable    with   a   majority  of   the  Regents,     and    Mr.     Murray  amended   his    ori- 
ginal  motion,     seconded    by  Mr.     Patterson,    that   the    Board   continue    the  present 
rotation    system  of  meeting  on  the  campuses    with   primary  consideration   being 
given  to  meeting    on  the    third    Saturday   of  each  month  for  the  period   August 
through   December    1973. 

When   there    appeared   to  be    no    consensus    for  meeting  on   either   the   third   or 
fourth    Saturday  of   the  month,    Mr.     Murray   withdrew   his   motion. 

Dr.    Knoblauch   then  moved,     seconded   by  Mr.    Varese,    that   the    schedule    of 
meetings    as  proposed   by  the    Staff   be    approved   for  the  period   August   through 
December    1973.      The    motion    carried  unanimously. 

Mr.     Shuman   asked   that  consideration   be    given   to  eliminating    either   the    May   or 
June   meeting,     and  Mr.    Barr  said  that  the    Staff    should  consider    eliminating    any 
meeting   which   need   not  be  held. 

The    Board    recessed   at    Noon  for  luncheon  and   executive    session. 
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The    Board    reconvened   in  public    meeting    at  3:00   p.m.,     and  Mr.    Patterson  was 
excused   from   the  meeting    at   this  time. 

Mr.     Barr    said  that   the    Board   had    considered    some    very  serious  problems    in 
executive    session    which  had    required    more  time    than   they  had  anticipated.

Section   IV  -    Summary  of  FY74    Capital   Appropriation  Requests    Approved   by  the 

Board   of  Higher    Education 

Dr.    Matsler    presented   for   the    information   of  the   Board   a    summary  analysis    of 
the    fiscal  year    1974    capital   appropriation    requests    as    submitted   by  the    Board 
of  Regents    and  approved   by  the  Board    of  Higher    Education.       The    requests  are 
now   being    reviewed   by  the    Governor    and  the  Bureau  of  the    Budget,    he  advised. 

Section    V    -   FY74  Operating  Appropriation  Request,     Summary  of  BHE    Staff 

Recommendations 

Dr.     Matsler    advised   that   the  Central  Staff  is    still   negotiating   with  BHE    staff 
on  adjustments    in    BHE    recommendations    for  the    coming    year.      He    suggested 
that   rather   than  go   into   detail,     perhaps    the  Presidents    might  wish  to  speak   to 
the  issues  at  stake. 

Mr.     Barr    said   a  strenuous    effort   will  be   made,     although   he  would   not  predict 
the    chances    of    success,    to  secure    additional  funds    (salary  parity   funds)    for 
faculty  compensation.      The    U.    of  I.,    he  said,     had   prevailed  upon  the    Executive 
Director    of  BHE   to  come  up  with   an   additional  $2    million  which   allegedly  is 
designed   to  bring   the  pay  scale    of  their  faculty  into  line    with   comparable    insti- 
tutions  in  the  country.       While    he   would   not  begrudge   this  to  the  U.    of  I.  ,    he    said, 
the  principle    as  applied   by  the    Board   of  Higher   Education    should   be  applied   to  all 
institutions,    certainly  to  the    Regency  Universities    and  to  the    Board's    Central   Staff. 
The    Presidents   have  compiled   data   which    shows    some    comparisons,     he   said,    and 
a    concerted    effort   will  be    made    to    secure    the  additional   funds. 

Dr.     Berlo  distributed   data   to  the    Board    relative    to  salaries    at   Illinois    State. 
The  faculty   at  ISU,     he  said,    was  second   to  none.       Their    salary    rank   is  seventh 
in  the    State,    he    said,     and   this    is  not  where    they    should   be.     ISU    should   be  with 
the    major   universities,     and   he  and  the    Chairman  agreed   that   they  should   ask  for 
an  appropriate    amount   for  parity  in  salaries.      Anything   the    Board  wished   to  do 
in  terms    of  pursuing    this    with  the    Board   of  Higher  Education   would   be  appreciated 
by  the    ISU   faculty  and   himself. 

Mr.     Barr  said  that  as  a  member    of  the  Board   of  Higher    Education  this   was   the 
stand   that  he  intended   to  take.      We    know   there    is  a  budget  crunch,     he  said,    and 
not   many  extra  dollars   floating   around,    but  we    must   fight   for  our  universities. 
It  is  particularly  galling,    he  said,    when   one  university  receives    special  treatment. 

Mr.     Murray   moved   that   the  Board   go  on   record   as  deploring   the    action    of   the 
Board    of  Higher    Education   in  granting   the  University  of  Illinois    extra   funds. 
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Dr.    Matsler    said  that  the    Staff   is    continuing   to  negotiate    with   the    BHE    staff 
for    changes    in  their  recommendations,    and   he    suggested   that   the    Regents 
might  direct   their    chairman   to  speak   to  the   Board   of  Higher    Education    regarding 
Regents'    concerns    on   these  inequities. 

Mr.     Shuman    said   he  believed   this  should   be  done  without    Board    action  -   it  is 
up  to  the   Board's    representative    on  the   BHE    and   its    Staff   to  pursue    this  on   the 
basis  of  what   the    BHE    had   done  in  an   unfair  manner.      Mr.    Barr    said   he  thought 
the    Board    should    stand   behind   its    request   as    submitted,    and  Mr.     Murray  with- 
drew  his    motion. 

Dr.     Matsler    said  if  the  entire    amount    could  be    restored   this    would  put  the 
system   in   a  much  better  position,    but   it  must   be    realized   that   all  governing 
boards    and   all  systems    were  cut  back. 

Section    VI    -  Semi-Annual   Report   of  Investments 

A  summary   of  investments    and   other  assets    as  of   December    31,     1972,    as  com- 
pared  with   reserve  requirements    of  the  bond  resolutions    was    presented. 

Section  VII  -  Waiver    of   Advance    Approval  Requirement    for  Insurance    Fee 
Dr.     Matsler  withdrew   this   section   of  his    Report   inasmuch   as  the    Board    had 
included   the    waiver    in  an  earlier   motion. 

Section   VIII  -  Quarterly  Change    Order    Report 

A    report   was    submitted    summarizing    the  number    and    amounts    of  construction 
change  orders  approved   for    Regency   University  projects    during   the    second   quarter 
of   FY73. 

Section   IX  -    Prevailing    Rate  Employee    Holidays 

Mr.     Francis    Leary  had  presented   a  request  at   the    last   meeting    to  allow  prevail- 
ing   rate    employees    the    same    holidays    as    Civil  Service  employees.      The    Staff 
recommendation,    Dr.     Matsler    said,     is  that    because    prevailing    rate    employees 
receive    their  wages    based    on   negotiations   with   labor  unions    and  it  is  important 
that   the    Board    of  Regents    be    consistent,     it  would   be  wrong   for  the  Regents    to 
act   unilaterally   in  this   matter  without   other    systems    in  the    state. 

Mr.  Shuman  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Knoblauch,  that  the  Board  approve  the 
recommendation  of  the  Staff  that  the  Board  Regulations  with  respect  to  Civil 
Service    employees    not   be  changed   at   this  time.       The    motion   carried   unanimously. 

Mr.     Barr   thanked   Mr.     Leary   for  bringing   the    matter  to  the  attention    of  the  Board. 
His    request   had   generated   a  review    of  the  situation   over  the  past   month,     and 
while    no    change    is    warranted   at  this   time,     he    said,     the  Board  is  always  open   to 
considering    the   matter    again. 

Section   X    -   Board   Regulation   Amendment    -   Civil    Service    Vacation 
Presented   for  first  reading   was    an   amendment   to  the    Board   Regulation   concerning 
Civil   Service    employee    benefits    to   update  to  conform   with   a  recently  enacted   law 
and    subsequent    Merit    Board   action.       The    amendment   will   be    submitted    for  Board 
action   in  February. 
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Section   XI  -    Retirement   Annuity  Plan    -  Approval    of  Additional   Company 
Dr.     Matsler    advised   that    The  Travelers    Insurance    Company   had   been   approved 
on   November    10,     1972    after  having   met   all   of  the    qualifying    conditions    for    writ- 
ing   annuity  contracts  under  the  Retirement   Annuity    Plan. 

Section   XII    -  New    Programs 

A.  Illinois    State    University    -  Minor    in  Ethnic  and   Cultural   Studies 

The    detailed   proposal  for  an  undergraduate  interdisciplinary   minor  in 
Ethnic    and    Cultural   Studies   had   been  mailed   to  Regents    along    with   other 
materials.       Dr.     Matsler    suggested   that  perhaps  President    Berlo  would 
like    to  ask   Dr.    Charles    Morris    to  answer  any   questions   which    Board 
members    might   have. 

Dr.     Julian    said  that    everyone   knows    the  furor  caused  by  such   courses, 
but  he    felt   this  to  be   something    necessary.      He   would   hope,    however,    that 
the    University   would    survey   this    after  a  period   to  see    if  these    courses    are 
taken   by  non-black   as    well   as  black    students.      If  such  courses    are   to  be 
dignified   in  the    curriculum,     he  said,    they  would   be  worth   even   more  to 
non-blacks.      Mr.     Barr    asked   the  President   to  take    note    of  Dr.     Julian's 
suggestion    and  report   back  to  the    Board    after    a  year's    experience. 

Mr.     Shuman    said   he  noted   two  areas    of  emphasis    and  wondered  if  students 
should   come    and   request   courses    of    study    such  as  a  minor  in  Oriental- 
American    Culture    and  Art,    or  Italian  or  Greek,    etc.  ,     would   this   be    aca- 
demically  possible    and  sound?       He  wondered,     he    said,    whether  a  minor 
in  a   field  like    this    is  really  sound. 

Dr.     Morris   said  they  had  used   the    description  as   stated    so  that    considera- 
tion  could   be    given  to  other    heritages    or  cultures   which  might   fit   the 
general   description.      Insofar    as  other  areas    of   interest,     he  said,     if  they 
fit  the    same    definition  they  could  come  under    consideration  for  inclusion   in 
this    program. 

Dr.     Knoblauch   moved,    seconded   by  Dr.     Julian,    for  approval  of  the    request 
for  a  Minor  in  Ethnic  and    Cultural   Studies    at   Illinois    State    University   begin- 
ning  in  August    1973.       The   motion  carried   unanimously. 

B.  Sangamon  State    University 

Detailed   program   proposals    had  been    submitted   to  the  Board   in   advance 
of  the   meeting    for  the  following:

9.  Community  Planning    and    Area   Development    -   B.  A.     and  M.  A. 

10.  Children,     Families    and    Community  Services  -   B.  A.     and    M.  A. 

11.  Creative   Arts  -  B.  A. 

12.  Community  Arts    Management    -  M.  A. 

Dr.    Matsler    said   that  this   was  a  larger  group  of   programs    than  would 
normally  be  presented   at   one  time    to   the    Board,     but  that    Sangamon  State 
is    trying    to  establish   a  program   in  a  short   time  and  this    group  represents 
the    second  phase  of  their  plan.      If  Regents  had  specific  questions,     he  said, 
Dr.    Spencer    or  Central   Staff    representatives    would   be  glad   to  respond. 

Mr.    Shuman    said   he  had  read  a  good  part   of  the  materials,     not  all,     and 
had   considerable   question   whether    some    of  these    programs    will  be    sup- 
ported  by  the    market,    that  is,     how   much   enrollment   there  will  be;    and 
also,     how   are    they  to  be  evaluated  to  see   whether    or  not  they  are    meaning- 
ful.     He    said  he   thought   a  program   for  a  bachelor's    degree    could  be    de- 
signed  to  be    interesting   to  students,    but  perhaps    after  they   are    out   of 
school   a   number    of   years    they  might   wonder   why  in   the  world   they   wasted 
so  much   time    on   it.       Mr.    Shuman    said   he    believed   that  we  have    a  job    of 
evaluation   to  determine,    not   just  for   these    proposed   programs,     but  for    all 
degree    programs,    whether    or    not  there    is  substantial  value.      He  said   he 
would   hope  that   there  would   be  a  periodical    review,     perhaps    every   year, 
as    to  what   has  happened:      results,     demand   evidenced   by  enrollment,     etc., 
and   also,    when  such   information  becomes    available,     a    survey  of  students 
who   have    graduated  to    seek   their  evaluation. 

Mr.     Barr    commented   that   this  is    a   continuing    problem   faced   by  the    Board, 
trying   to  figure    out   ways    to  evaluate    existing    programs. 

Dr.     Julian   moved   for    approval   of   programs    1,    2  and    5,     and   that   approval 
of  the  remaining    programs    be  deferred   for   further    study.       Dr.     Knoblauch 
asked   if  Dr.     Julian   would    agree   to  include    program   No.     7  in  his    motion. 
Dr.     Julian   agreed   to  this    amendment    of   his   motion,     and   the   motion   was 
seconded   by  Dr.     Knoblauch. 

President   Spencer    said   he    would   like    to    comment   on  Mr.     Shuman' s    question 
about   how  these    programs    came    about,     and  also   his    concern    relative    to 
evaluation.      Twenty- six  task  forces    had   been  created   to  study   what   might 
be  done,     he   said,     and   22    programs    had  been    selected   for  intense    study   by 
the    planning    staff.       After    internal    review  and    criticism,     12    had   been 
selected   to   be    forwarded   to  the    Board   of   Regents.      There    had   been  feas- 
ibility   studies    of  academic   markets    and   the   probable    future    which    students 
will   face.       Unlike    a  university  in  the    past   which   carried   with   it  the  idea    of 
what   an   educated   man   is,     Sangamon  State    has    had   to  build   a   curriculum 
on  the   basis  of  need.       Their    first    8  programs    had   been   designed   to  lay 
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the    base    for   the    academic    structure,     and   this    second   batch   of   programs 
would   enable   the   university  to  enter    the    bread    and  butter   type  of  profes- 
sions and   recruit   and  educate    a    wide  range  of  students.       There    is  a  built- 
in    system   for    periodical   review   to    determine    whether    a  program  will   be 
terminated    or  continued,     he  said.      Dr.     Spencer    said   he    would   ask   Dr. 
Keiser   to  speak   to   the   motion   on  the   floor,    with  regard   to   its    implications 
for    Sangamon   State's    internal   operations. 

Mr.     Barr    commented   that   the  Board   had,    within   the  last    several  weeks, 
hired   an   academic    planner    for  the   Central   Staff,     and  while   he  had    read 
these    programs,    there    had   not  been  time    for  a  professional    evaluation. 
If  the    Board   were  to  take    action    on  the  programs    at  this   time,     Mr.     Barr 
said,     it   would   be  depriving    itself   of  the    resource    it  had  just  acquired. 

Dr.    Keiser    said   one    of  the  major  criteria   used   in  breaking   the    programs 
from   26  to   these    12    -was    a  careful   market    study,    urged  upon  the  university 
by  both  the    Board   of  Regents    and   the    Board   of  Higher    Education    staffs. 
It   took   as    much   time,     he   said,     to  determine    the    markets    as   to  draw   up 
the    programs.       This   had   been   an  important   part    of  their    process.       Pro- 
gram   No.     4    (B.  A.     in  Management)   which  had   not   been   included   in  the 
motion   for  approval,     is  a  very  important   program.      Sangamon   State's 
mandate   in  MP  III,     he  said,     is  to  train   middle   managers   for  state    govern- 
ment.     There    had  been   a  careful    survey   done   by  Mr.     James    Worthy,     he 
said,    who  has  had   much   practical  experience    in  studying   markets    and   in 
training   managers.      The    same    thing    is  true    for   all    of   these    programs, 
Dr.    Keiser    said.       There    had  been   very   careful   needs  studies    and    on   this 
basis,    he  said,     he  had  no  compunction   about  recommending    each  of  them 
for    approval. 

In   addition,     Dr.     Keiser    said,     it  is  more    difficult   to  recruit   faculty   in 
these  areas    than  in  the  liberal  arts    areas    -  to  find    someone   with  the    cli- 
nical qualifications    and    someone    in  the  professional  field   where    the    market 
is  still   tight  is  very  difficult.      At   the    beginning,    the  university   has  a  need 
to  recruit   for  leadership  -    persons    who    are    not   likely  to  move    at  the  drop 
of  a  hat.      Their    recruitment    would   be  injured.       Because    of  budget   matters, 
he    said,     the  university  has  been   caught   in  the   middle    of   an  enrollment 
crunch   and   if  they  could    offer    students    these    programs    now,     it  would 
help   faculty  and    student    recruitment   alike. 

In   addition,     he   said,    the  North   Central   Association   report   had   pointed 
out   that  this  was  one  of  the   better   things    about  Sangamon  State    -  its 
planning    effort.      These    programs    have    integrity,     Dr.    Keiser  said,    there 
is  a  built-in    review   process,     and  they  are  based    on  need.       Delay  in  appro- 
val would   injure    faculty  and    student    recruit    and   he  hoped   that  the    Board 
would    reconsider.      Dr.    Keiser  also   pointed    out  that   they  had  been  working 
with   the  staff  available    in   the  Central    Office. 
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Mr.     Barr    said   he  did   not   think   that  Dr.    Julian,    by  his    motion,     meant   to 
imply  any    criticism   of  Sangamon   State    or    its  programs,     but    only   that  he 
would   like    a  chance    to  review   them.       Approval   of   the  programs   is  not  a 
light   responsibility,     he  pointed    out,     and    regardless    of    review   procedures, 
once    a   program   is  approved,    it  will   be    around   a  long   time.      Approval   is 
a  serious    and   long-term   commitment    of    resources    and   the    direction    of   the 
university   itself,     he    said. 

Dr.     Keiser    said   he  would   again    state    that  there  had  been   a  thorough,     respon- 
sible   internal   review   of  these    programs,     and   in   addition  the    Board   had  re- 
ceived  the    recommendations    of  its    staff. 

Dr.     Matsler    said  he  believed   that   with  Sangamon   State    just    starting,     the 
built-in   check   would   be    better    than   at   other    institutions,     in   that   if   a  pro- 
gram doesn't   make  it  in  terms    of  students,     it   will  fail   and  will   not  be  funded. 
He    said   he   would   urge    the    Board   not   to  delay   approval   because    of  the    many 
problems    involved. 

President   Spencer    said  that   the    BHE  could   not   act  upon  these   until   March 
if   they  are  not  approved   at  this   time,     and   the  university   could   not  get   on  with 
its    recruitment   until  the    season   had   passed.       With   permission   from   the 
Executive    Director,     he  said,     there  had  been   a  simultaneous    submission    so 
that   both  the  Regents'    staff   and   the    BHE  staff   could  review   them  at   one    time. 
February   is    the    release    date    to  begin   earnest    recruitment,     and   to   do  this 
they  must   have    the  programs.      A  loss  of  lead   time    at   this   very  important 
point   in  the  university's    development   would    also   affect    capital   development. 
It  is   the  old    "chicken   and  the  egg"  problem,     he    said.      These    programs    have 
been  thoroughly    studied   by  high-powered    consultants,     and   they  have    been 
before   the   Board's    staff  for  60  days,    he  added. 

Mr.     Barr    said  he  read    Dr.     Julian's    and    Dr.    Knoblauch's    motion  to  mean 
that   they  had  not  had    sufficient   opportunity  to  review   the  programs    thoroughly. 
President   Spencer  asked   if  the    Board    could  find  a  way   of   interim   release    of 
the  programs    so  that,     if  there    were    no    objections,     the  university   could    receive 
formal   approval    such  as  the   Board    sometimes    does    with  purchases.      Mr.     Barr 
said  he  felt   that   these  programs    were    too  important    for   that    sort    of  procedure. 

Mr.     Shuman    stated   that   he  had  gone  over   the    documentation   enough   to  find 

that   there    had   been   a   thorough  job   done.      He    said  he  did  not  feel  qualified 

to  question   or  challenge    some    of  the  areas   where  he  had    some    doubt   that 

the  programs    will   go.      He   said  he  had   been  prepared   to  vote  for  all  twelve 

of  the    programs,     with  the  most   important   feature    in  this  being   the    follow-through 

to  see  if  they  are    accepted   in   the  market.       Because    of   what  President    Spencer 

had    said    about   the  need   to   have  programs    which   will   attract    students,     he 

said  he  felt   the    need    for  the    Board   to  give    them   a   curriculum  which  would 

be    attractive    to  students.      He    had   been  trying    to  think    of   an   alternative,    he 

said,     perhaps  a  request  for  approval  from    BHE   with  the    stipulation  that 

before    these    programs    are    actually   implemented,    this  Board   could   know 
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what   the  response  from  prospective   students   is    -  perhaps   they   could 
simply  request   approval   of  an  announcement   that   these   will   be    offered. 

Mr.    Horace    Martin   of  the    JUAC    said  he  thought   delay  in   approval   would 
have    an  adverse    effect    on   the    growth   of  Sangamon   State  and   deter    fulfill- 
ment  of  its    mandate.     He   urged   the  Board   to  approve  the  programs  so  that 
Sangamon  might   attract   more    students. 

Dr.    Julian    said  his  reason   for  proposing   the  motion  was    because    of  pro- 
gram  No.     6  which  he  believed   to  be  a  pot  pourri   and    not   well  established. 
The  other    programs,     he  said,     appear    to  be  important   to  Sangamon's   mission. 
Mr.     Barr    said  he  had    some  similar   questions    about   No.     1Z. 

Mr.    Shuman  then    offered   a  substitute    motion,    seconded   by  Mr.    Murray, 
that   the  Board    approve    the    proposed   programs    at  Sangamon  State    University 
with   the    exception   of  Nos.     6  and    12,    and   that  the    programs   be  forwarded   to 
the  Board    of  Higher    Education  for    review  and   approval.      The  motion   carried 
unanimously. 

President   Spencer    asked   if  he  understood    correctly    -  that  programs    No.     6 
and    No.    12   were  being    deferred   for    further    study;    and    Mr.     Barr    stated 
that   this    was    correct. 

At   this    point   in  the  meeting,     Dr.    Knoblauch  and   Dr.     Julian   departed. 

Mr.     Mathias,     Legal  Counsel,     inquired   of   the  Chairman  whether   Mrs.     Masters 
had  submitted   her  resignation  to  the  Governor  and   also   whether   it   had  been 
accepted   by  him.       Mr.     Barr    advised   that    she    had  submitted   it,    but  that   the 
Governor   had   not  as    yet   written   a  letter    of  acceptance.      In  that  event,     Mr.     Mathias 
advised,     a   quorum  was   no   longer   present   for  the  conduct    of  Board   business,    but 
that   the    Chairman   could  use    his    powers    to  appoint   a    committee    of  Board   members 
present. 

Mr.     Barr  stated  that   pursuant   to  his  powers    as  Chairman   he    would   appoint    a 
committee    consisting   of   Mr.     Shuman,    Mr.     Varese,     Mr.     Murray  and    Mr.     Barr 
to   take   tentative    action    regarding   business    pending   before   the  Board,    with   final 
approval  to   be  requested   at  the  February  meeting    of   the  Board   of  Regents. 

The   meeting    of  the  Board  of  Regents    adjourned   at    3:40    p.m.     for  lack   of   a  quorum.

1 .  L.     Verdelle    Clark   v.     Leslie    Holmes    et  al 

Mr.     Mathias    reported   that   the    United  States    Court   of  Appeals    for  the  7th 
Circuit   had    affirmed   the  judgment    of   the    District    Court   which   had  directed 
a  verdict   in  favor    of  the  Defendant. 

2.  Tattersall   et  al  v.    Archer    Iron   Works    et  al 

Mr.     Mathias    advised   that   Mr.     Roland   Schreiber,    Architect   for  Northern 
Illinois    University,    had   been   a  party  defendant   in  the    case  but  had   been 
dismissed   as  one    of  the  defendants    at   the    close    of  the    Plaintiff's    case    in 
the  trial   court.       The    Plaintiff   has  a  case    pending    against   the  Board   of 
Regents    in  the  Court   of   Claims,     but  this    has    been   continued  until   the    case 
in  the    Circuit    Court   is  terminated. 

3.  Architect's    Fee    -  Ropp  Tower 

Mr.     Mathias    presented   for    Board    consideration   a  resolution   authorizing 
payment    of   the    final   installment  for  architect's    fees    for    the  work  which 
had  been   done    on  this  project   at   ISU.       Mr.    Shuman   moved,    seconded   by 
Mr.     Varese,    that   the  committee    recommend   to  the    Board   that   the    resolu- 
tion  be    adopted.      After    a  brief   discussion   of  the  resolution,    the    motion 
and    second   were    withdrawn,     and   no  action  was   taken   on  the  resolution. 

4.  Collective    Bargaining    Agreement    -   NIU    Lorado    Taft    Campus 

Mr.     Mathias    advised  that  an  agreement   had   been   negotiated   between   Illinois 
State  Employees    Council   #34    of  Local    963  of  American   Federation   of  State, 
Federal   and    Municipal   Employees    and    Northern   Illinois    University,    cover- 
ing   employees    at    Lorado    Taft    Campus.      The    agreement    covers    3    classi- 
fications   (maintenance    worker    repairman,    cook,    and  kitchen   laborer). 
The    contract   is  similar   to    others    now   in  effect   with  this   union,    he  said, 
and   covers    the    period  January  1,    1973    through    June    30,     1974.      Mr.    Mathias 
recommended   approval  of  the  agreement   and   authorization   for    officers    of 
the    Board   to  sign    same. 

Mr.     Murray   moved,    seconded   by  Mr.     Varese,    that   the  committee    recom- 
mend  approval   of   the    agreement   as    presented    by  Legal    Counsel   and   that 
the    officers    of  the  Board   be  authorized   to  sign   the    agreement.       The   motion 
carried  unanimously. 

5.  Annexation   to  Springfield    Sanitary  District 

Mr.     Mathias    stated   that   the  land  upon  which   the    President's    house  at 
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Sangamon  State    University  is  located   and    certain  adjoining    land    owned   by 
the    University  has    not  been   annexed   to  the    Springfield   Sanitary  District. 
He    presented    a  resolution  authorizing    a  petition   for   annexation   of  this 
land   to  the  Springfield    Sanitary  District  with   a  recommendation  that  it 
be    adopted. 

Mr.    Murray   moved,    seconded   by  Mr.     Shuman,     that    the    committee    recom- 
mend  to   the    Board   that   the    resolution   be  adopted.      The   motion   carried 
unanimously. 

Easement   for    Sanitary    Sewer 

In  order    to  provide    for  a  sanitary    sewer    from  the  President's    house    at 
SSU   to  the  sewer    line    of  the    Springfield    Sanitary   District,     it  is  necessary 
to  obtain   an  easement    across  certain  parcels    of  land    owned   by  the  City   of 
Springfield   and  land   leased   to  certain   persons    in  the    Springfield    Lake    area. 
Mr.     Mathias    recommended   that   the    Board   authorize    obtaining    of  the  neces- 
sary easements,     the    location    and    size    of  the    strips    of  land   to  be  determined 
by  the  President   of  SSU    and  the  Executive    Director,     and   that   they  also  be 
authorized   to  take    bids  for  the  construction   of  the   sewer,     the    bids   to  be 
reported   to  the    Board   in  the    customary   fashion.      He    presented    a  resolu- 
tion  incorporating    his    recommendations. 

Mr.    Murray  moved,     seconded   by  Mr.    Shuman,    that   the    committee    recom- 
mend  to   the    Board   that   the  resolution  be  adopted.       The  motion  carried 
unanimously. 

Dedication    of  Land    -   Illinois    State    University 

Mr.     Mathias    distributed   copies    of  a  Dedication   of  certain   tracts    of  land 
at    Illinois    State    University  to  the  use    of  the    general  public    for  street   pur- 
poses,    and   he    showed   the    committee    the  location   of  the    land   in   question. 

Mr.     Shuman   moved,    seconded   by  Mr.     Varese,    that   the    committee    recom- 
mend  to   the    Board   that   the    dedication   of  the    land   as  described   by  Mr. 
Mathias    be    approved.        The    motion    carried    unanimously. 

Contract   for    Lease    of  IBM    360/50    for  Central  Processing    Unit   at  ISU 
Mr.     Mathias    advised   that    copies    of  the    contract   had   not  been  available 
for  mailout   to  the   Board   prior  to  the   meeting.       The    contract   is    with 
the    Illinois    Educational    Consortium  for    Computer    Services   for    lease    of 
an   IBM    360/50  CPU,     51ZK,     Serial    #11413   for  a  period  of   one  year,    at   the 
rate    of  $8,  500  per  month.

He    had  told   them,     he  said,     that   they   could   either 
come   to  this  meeting   and   present   their   views,     or   the    Board 
might   put    off   an   in-depth  discussion  until   the    February   meeting. 
His    personal  view   was    that   the   matter    should   be    deferred  until 
February. 

Mr.     Patterson  said   deferral   would    provide    adequate    time    for 
study   and   input   by  students.      Mr.     Barr    inquired    of    Mrs.     Herndon 
if   that   would   be  satisfactory,    and    she    replied   that   it  would. 

Dr.     Matsler    suggested   that  perhaps    Dr.     John  Keiser    should   be 
asked    to    speak   to  the    matter.      He  said   the  request   by   the 
President   had   been   for  preliminary   approval   inasmuch   as  the 
President   wanted   to    go  ahead   with   the    catalog    and   continue   the 
discussions    on  campus.       The    Board,     however,    questioned   the 
meaning    of   "preliminary   approval",     asserting    that    once    a 
catalog    is    printed,     it  is  too  late   to  change   it  back. 

Dr.    Keiser    distributed   a  document    entitled   "Semester    System    - 
Detailed   Summary  of  Events",    documenting    what   had  happened 
in   connection  with   the    proposed    change.      It  is    not   merely   a 
calendar    change,     he   said,     but   also   involves    a  response   to  a 
significant   cut  in  faculty   positions   by  the    BHE   from  the  75 
approved  by  the  Regents   to    41. 

Mr.     Barr    said  the    Board   would   like    Dr.     Reiser's   views    on 
whether   it  would   be  acceptable    for   the  Board   to  hold  the  matter 
over   until   February.     Dr.     Keiser    said  he  would   prefer    that   the 
Board   give   tentative    approval  so   that   they  might    go  to  press 
with  the    catalog.      Mr.     Patterson   and    Mr.     Barr   pointed   out 
that   proofs    can   always  be  changed.      The    problem   is,     Mr.     Barr 
pointed   out,    that   people    concerned   with  this   most  have    not   had 
an   opportunity   to  react   to  it,     inasmuch   as  it  was  "walked   in" 
at   the    end  of  the    last  meeting.       That   is  the   reason   that   the 
Board   has  a   regulation   wh*    h  requires   these   materials    be    sent 
out  10  days    in   advance    of   meetings    -   so    that   those    concerned 
can   have    an  opportunity   to    study   and    react.      The    Board   is  very 
concerned  when   these   matters    continue   to    come    in   late    -    usually 
with   a  request   for  immediate    Board   action. 

After   a   further    discussion,    the    consensus    of  the    Board   was 
that  the    matter    should   be    deferred  until  the    Februa^  t    meeting. 

Mr.     Patterson  then   moved,     seconded   by  Mrs,     spencer,     for  approval    of  the 
President's    Report   for    Sangamon   State    University,     as   submitted    on  January   20 
and   amended,   with  the   understanding   that   the    Addendum   to  the  Report   entitled 
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"Change  of  Academic  Calendar"  was  not  included  in  Board  approval,  but 
would  be  deferred  until  the  February  meeting  of  the  Board.  The  motion 
carried   unanimously.

D.     program  in  Edu- 
cational   Psychology.       Mr.     Barr    welcomed   Ms.     Terwilliger    to  the    Board    and 
expressed   the  hope    that  she  would   find   the    experience    stimulating   and  rewarding. 

The    Board   of  Regents    is    a  member    of  the  Illinois    Educational    Consortium  for 

Computer    Services  and,    Mr.     Barr    said,    unless    there   were    some    objection   he 

would   propose    the   names    of  Dr.     David    K.     Berlo    and    Dr.    Franklin    G.    Matsler

Dr.     Knoblauch,     Chairman,    reported   that   the   Committee    to  Study  Student    Fees 
had   met  on   Friday,     February    16  with   representatives   from   Sangamon  State    Uni- 
versity and   had  discussed   a    number    of  issues    pertaining   to  student   fees.      It    had 
been    a  very  good  meeting,     he  reported,     and   the  committee    would   be    conducting 
similar    hearings   at   the    other   two  campuses,    and   in   addition  would  welcome    any 
suggestions    or  recommendations   by  any  segment    of  the   university   communities.

Audit   of  Compensation    Practices 

The    firm  of    Robert    H.     Hayes    arm    Associates,     Inc.     had  been    retained    some 
months    ago  to  conduct    an  audit  of    compensation    practices    of    the    Board    of  Regents, 
particularly    as  related   to  the    compensation    of  the  presidents,     the    Executive    Dire 
tor,     and   certain   other    key  personnel.      The   firm   has    now  reached   a    point,     Mr. 
Barr    reported,     where    it  feels    it  should   make  a  presentation    to  the  Board    and    ask 
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for   further    direction.      Mr.    Barr    introduced   Mr.     Peter    Sawers,     Vice    Presi- 
dent   of  the    firm,    to  make    the    presentation. 

Mr.     Sawers  distributed    copies    of  the  document    entitled    "Interim    Presentation 
on  Audit  of   Top  Level  Compensation   Practices"    and    reviewed   the    document    by- 
means    of  a  slide    presentation,    inviting    Regents    to  interrupt   at  any   point   for 
clarification   or  elaboration.     He  then   proposed   that  a  committee    consisting    of 
the  Executive    Director,    the    three    presidents,    and  two  Board  members    be  appointed 
to   evaluate    the    job  descriptions    and  study. 

Mr.     Shuman   moved,     seconded   by  Mr.     Patterson,     that  the  Board    concur    in 
principle   with   the  interim   presentation   presented   by  Robert   H.    Hayes    and   Asso- 
ciates   and   authorize    the    appointment   of  the  job  evaluation   committee    as    proposed. 

After    a  short   discussion   the    question   was  called   for  a  vote,     and    it  carried  unani- 
mously. 

Mr.     Barr  appointed    Mr.     David    Murray  and   Mr.     Charles    Shuman   as    the    Regent 
members    of  the  committee. 

RECURRING   INSTITUTIONAL   MATTERS 

President's    Report    -   Sangamon   State    University 

With   the    permission   of  the   Board,     President    Spencer    said  he  would    like    to    sepa- 
rate   his    Report   into  two  parts    and   would   present   the    routine   matters   to   the   Board 
first. 

Dr.     Spencer    thanked   members    of  the    Board   who  had  been   able    to  arrive    on  Friday 
and    spend    some    time  on  the    campus    meeting    and  visiting   with  deans,     faculty  and 
students.      Mr.    Barr  said  that   for    himself,    and   from   comments    from   other    Regents. 
it   had  been   a  most  enjoyable  experience    and   they   hoped   to  be  able    to  do  more    of 
this    in  the    future. 

After    separating    out  the    section   of  his    Report  relating   to  the    Change  of  Academic 
Calendar,     President   Spencer    presented   the  following   items    for    Board  approval: 

1.  Permission   was  requested   to  establish   a  voluntary    student    contribution 
not  to    exceed   a  maximum   of  $3.00  per  semester,     effective    fall  semester 
1973,    to  provide    need-based  monetary   awards  for  undergraduate    students. 
Procedures    for  the    collection   of  contributions    shall  conform   to  regulations 
of  the    Illinois    State    Scholarship  Commission.

Dr.     Spencer    said   there   were    several   representatives    of  the  student   body  who 
wished   to    speak   in    opposition  to  the  proposed   change    in  the    calendar. 

The    Chairman   recognized   Mrs.     Bobbe  Herndon,    and   he  asked   that    she    introduce 
other   participants. 

Mrs.     Herndon  had    distributed   by  mail    copies    of  a  prepared    statement   to   the 
Regents,    urging   that    Sangamon   State    remain   on  the    quarter    system,     and   by  her 
oral   presentation   highlighted   these    same    arguments.      Mrs.     Herndon   also   distri- 
buted  an  information    sheet    suggesting   that   a  shift   to   the    semester   plan  would 
cost   a  substantial   amount   of   money   for  the  lease    and   eventual   construction   of 
extra   classroom    space. 

Ms.     Sandra    Specht,     Convenor    of  the    Student    Caucus    of  the    University  Assembly, 
presented   a   collection   of  letters    to   the  Board   advocating   that   the    University 
remain    on   the  quarter    system. 

Mr.     Stanley  Sokolik,     a   member    of  the    SSU   faculty,     advised   the    Regents    of  a   peti- 
tion  which   had   been   circulated  to    get  a  general   understanding    of  how  faculty  see 
the    issue,     and   he    said   the  petition   had   been    signed   by    56   faculty  members. 

President    Spencer    introduced    Vice    President   John   Keiser   who   made    a    statement 
in    support   of  the    University's    request   for    the    calendar    change. 
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Mr.     Patterson  said   he    had  been  under   the    impression   that    eventually    schools 
will   be  operating    year-round,     and   noted   that   the  quarter    system   would   be    a 
nice,     neat   arrangement   for    that.      He    preferred  the   quarter    system,    he  said, 
believing    that   this    is  definitely  the    way    of  the  future.       Most   people    are    moving 
in  this    direction   as  an   economy   measure    relative    to  capital   investment   and   use 
of  facilities.      It  seems    simpler   to    administer,     he    added,     and   he  would  praise    it 
for    economic    reasons. 

Dr.    Keiser  said    Sangamon   State    is  "level   funded"   for   the    summer    session   this 
year,     adding   that   they   do  not  have    equal   funding    for    all   four  quarters.      SSU  had 
asked   for    an  additional   $100,000  for    the    summer    session   to  operate    at   full    scale 
with    a  full    budget. 

Ms.     Terwilliger    asked   if  summer    sessions    are    budgeted   on  a  line    item  basis. 
She    said    she    had   been  under  the    impression   that   universities    received    operating 
budgets    for  a  year.      Dr.     Matsler    explained   that   there  is  no  line    item,     per    se. 
There    is  a   breakdown   for  personal  services,     so    much  earmarked   for   the    summer 
session.       A    summer    session   is  funded   from   two   fiscal   years,    he  noted.       What 
is    cranked   into  this,     he  said,     is  a    commitment   made  a  year    ahead  of  time. 

Mr.     Barr    explained   that   the  budget    request  that  comes   from  the    BHE   to  the 
Governor    does    not  contain   a   line    item   as   such.      In   determining   the  amount  of 
money   they  recommend   for  personal    services,     etc.,    they  take    into    consideration 
the    cost  of  paying    personal    services    for    the    summer    session.      Dr.     Matsler    said 
that    if   a  university   wanted   to  plan   for  a  summer    session   of  a  certain    size,    they 
could   do  this.      In  the    case    of  Sangamon   State,    however,     they  had   been    cut  back 
from   their   initial   request.      They   had    requested   $100,000  from  the    BHE    staff, 
to  use   for    instruction   in   the    summer    session,     but   this    request   had   been  denied. 

Ms.    Terwilliger    asked   if  the  budget    can  be  allocated   internally.      Dr.     Matsler 
explained   that  the   money   would   then  have    to    come   from  the    regular    session. 
Mr.     Barr    noted   that  there    are  also  ongoing    commitments    to  faculty   with   contracts 
who   have    a    reasonable    expectation   of   being  paid   in   accordance    with   their  contracts. 

President    Spencer    pointed    out   that   faculty  are    contracted   for  9   months.       The 
end   of  the    fiscal   year    is    June    30    and   the    law  prevents   the    university   from   carry- 
ing   over   unspent   money.      If  there    is    a    surplus  from  unfilled   faculty  positions, 
that   money  cannot  be    used.       An   additional   amount   must   be    requested   for  the 
summer    session,     as   unused   funds    do   not   accrue    to  the   university. 

After    a    further    discussion   by  members    of  the  Board,     Professor    Norman   Hinton 
of   Sangamon   State    made    a    short  statement  to   clarify  the  issues.       Dr.    Doug  Kindschi, 
SSU    Program    Planning    Director,    said   the    semester    proposal   is  not   just   an   admini- 
stration  proposal.      It  is  one   which   had   been   presented   to  program   coordinators 
and   the  University   Assembly   and   they  had  accepted   it.       It  might   be  nice  to  have 
unanimous    support,    he  said,    but   this    requires  a   change    in  thinking.       But,    he  noted, 
a    majority    support    of  the  governance   body   is  behind   it.      The    issue    is  not   just  of 
quarters    and    semesters,     he  said,    but  three    separate    issues:     increased   producti- 
vity,    reevaluation   of   credit    assignment,     and   how   the    calendar    should   be  organized. 
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Others   who  spoke    on  the  issue    were  Mr.     Ted   Downey,    a   graduate    student   at 
SSU,     Vice    President    Thomas    Goins,     and    Dr.     Cullom   Davis. 

Dr.     Knoblauch   moved,     seconded   by  Mrs.     Spencer,    that   the   Board    approve  the 
recommendation   of   the    University  for   the    proposed   academic    calendar    effective 
1973^74. 

After   further  discussion,     the    Chairman   asked   for  a  roll    call   on  the  question 
before    the    Board   to  approve    the    recommendation   of  the    University   for    the  pro- 
posed  academic    calendar   for  1973-74.      Roll   was  called,    and   the  motion   carried, 
with    Mr.     Patterson   and    Ms.     Terwilliger    casting    dissenting    votes. 

Ms.    Terwilliger  said  that   because  of  the  situation   and    the  conflict     surrounding 
the    issue,     she    had    been   in  communication  with  Dr.     Bakalis's  office,     but    she 
stated   that   her   vote    was    meant   to  convey   her  own   personal   best   judgment. 

President    Berlo    said   that    several   times  during    the    discussion    of  the    issue    he 
had   heard  mentioned   what   appeared   to   be  assumptions    about   the    relationship   of 
contact    and   credit   hours.       This    is    a  basic    intellectual   prerogative    of   faculty,     he 
said,    defining   how    credit   will   be    assigned   to  students.      It   would   be    unfortunate, 
Dr.     Berlo    said,     if   we    went   to  the  simplistic    notion  that    so  many    contact   hours 
equal    so  many   credit    hours.      At    ISU,     he    said,     the    position   is  that    faculty   decide 
what   is    appropriate  behavior    on  the    part  of  the    student.      He    said  he  wanted   to 
make    sure  that   the    record   is    clear  that   that  is  his  understanding. 

Mr.     Shuman    stated   that   his    inclination   had  been   to   favor    the    quarter    system, 
his    theory   being   that   to  get   better   utilization   of  manpower    and  facilities,     the 
quarter    system   might    make    it    easier   to   go   to  year-round    situation.      He  said   he 
would   like    to  request  the    Board's    staff,    together   with   the  three   universities, 
to   give    consideration   to   what    steps    should   be  taken  to  move   toward    year-round 
contracts,     utilization   and    scheduling.      He   said   he    did  not   feel    competent   in   this 
area,    but  did   feel   that  this    is   the  proper  direction   to  take.      He    said  he  hoped   that 
the    Board    could   have    some    discussion   of   this    question   before    too    long. 

Mr.     Patterson   noted   that   we    must  get  away  from   the  second   class    status  of 
summer    sessions.       Dr.     Knoblauch    said  that   historically,     summer    sessions   have 
been    self-supporting,    but   also    historically   jobs  have    been   more  plentiful   in  summer 
than  in  the    winter,     and   many  students    do   need   to   work. 

Dr.     Matsler    said   that   the    Staff  would  be   happy  to  undertake    the    task.

With  the  permission  of  the  Board,  President  Berlo  said  he  would  separate  his 
Report  so  that  the  recommendation  on  Student  Fees  to  Support  Health  Services 
might   be    considered    as  a  separate    item. 

Alteration    in  Student    Fees    to    Support  Health    Services 

Dr.     Berlo    presented   the  University's    recommendation  to    establish   a  Student   Health 
Fee    of   $10.00    per    semester    and    $5.00  for    Summer    Session   for    each  full-time 
student,     and    requested    Board    approval    of  the  request. 

Mr.  Barr  advised  that  several  requests  had  been  received  for  an  opportunity 
to  speak  to  this  recommendation  by  the  University.  He  first  called  upon  Mr. 
Phil    Steffen,     Student    Body    President. 

Mr.     Steffen  distributed    copies    of  the  prepared    statement    which   is    on  file    with  the 
Secretary.      He    explained   that   the   basic    difference    between   the  Student    Government 
statement    and  that    of  the    Health    Services    Student   Advisory  Committee    was    that 
the    SG    Board   looked    at   the    financial   aspects  while   the    Advisory    Committee    had 
felt   this   was  not  within   its    province.      It    should   be    made    clear,    he    said,     that 
the    SGB    rejection    of   the    proposal   is  based    on   financial    aspects    only,    and    they 
urged   that   the  matter    be    delayed   for  further    discussion. 

Dr.    Knoblauch    inquired    if   the    Student    Government    Board   were    urging    that   the 
fee    be  delayed.       Mr.     Steffen    said   the    President   had    stated   that   he  had   instructed 
Dr.     Torrey  to    consult   with   local    organizations    to  see    if   a  subcontract    could  be 
arranged.       By  approving   the  student   fee   increase,     he  said,     the  Board   would    be 
giving    a    blank    check    to  the  administration,     and    he    wondered    if  the    increase    would 
go   up   or    down   after    such   consultation,    and   perhaps  a  contractual   arrangement. 

Mr.     Barr    said   that   the    Board   had  received   a    statement   from  the  Health   Services 
Advisory    Committee,     and   it   was    his   understanding   that   Ms.    Jan    Gillett   did   not 
wish   to   make    any  further    statement.      (This    statement   is  also  on  file  with  the 
Secretary.  ) 

Mr.     Gary    Kebbel,     a    member  of  the  ISU    Student    Fee    Budget   Advisory  Committee, 
advised    that   he    was  not    speaking    for  the    committee,     but    rather    as    an    individual. 
Mr.     Kebbel  said   he    felt   the    President    would    have    difficulty   in   justifying    to  the 
Board   why  the    increased  fee    is  necessary  in   light   of   the  fact   that  cooperative    pro- 
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grams    are    being    investigated.      He    said   he    would   hope  that   the    Board   would 
postpone    action   on  the   increase    until   results    from  this    investigation   can  be 
reported   to  the    Board. 

Mr.     Barr    pointed  out  that    one    problem  with   further    delay   in    Board  action    on 
the    fee    is  that   if   there    is  to  be  any   increase    for  the    1973-74   fall    semester, 
the    Board   action   must   be   taken   at   this    time.       Mr.     Kebbel    said  he    felt  the 
Board   would   possibly   be    facing    a  more    difficult   task   in   trying   to  determine    how 
the    fee    might   be    reduced. 

Mr.     Shuman   asked    for    clarification   from    President    Berlo.       The    recommendation 
of  the  President    does    not  include  the  establishment    of  a   pharmacy.       It   does    con- 
template   the    implementation   of  a  family  planning    center.       In  that    respect,     he 
would   ask,     "I   am    sure  you  understand   that   this    could   be    a  very  delicate,    explo- 
sive   type    of  thing    if  it   -went   in  certain   directions.       I  am   asking    if   family   planning 
center    is  an  accurate    definition.      Is  it  for  families    and  not   for   something    else?" 

Dr.     Berlo    said   he  would   try  to    clarify    certain  of  these  aspects    and   turn  others 
over    to  Dr.     Torrey   for  response.       First,     he   said,     Mr.    Kebbel's    committee    was 
not   involved   because    they  are    advisory    solely   on   activity  fees.        While    he    was 
sympathetic  with  the    argument   that  students  are  called   upon   to    pay   increased 
costs    of  education,     the  fact    of  the    matter    is  that   the    Board    has    charged   the    Uni- 
versity  to    see    that    a  greater    portion    of   the    costs    be  borne    by  students.       His 
first    recommendation,    he  said,     had  been   for    a  $15.  00   fee    and  after    discussion 
this    had   been   reduced   to  $11.  75    and   finally   to  $10.  00.       That   fee,     he  emphasized, 
is   independent    of  whether   or    not   the   family   planning    service    and   the  pharmacy 
are    adopted,     and    represents    a  fair    share    of   user  costs.       But  they  are  independent 
of   each   other.       The    question   of  what   is  meant   by  family    planning    services    and 
how   this  relates,    he  would   turn    over   to  Dr.     Torrey  for  response. 

Mr.     Shuman    said  his  question  had  been   based    on  his    hope    that   the  administration 
at    ISU   understands   that    in  the    area   of  public  understanding    and  reaction,     the  pro- 
posal  for   family   planning    is    embarking    on  a  delicate    and   dangerous    area.      His 
question  was,     he  said,     is  this  a    service    center    for   families    or   for    something 
else? 

Dr.    Torrey    said  that   a  service    such   as   the    planning    center,    in  her    concept,     is 
necessary   to   meet   the  needs    of  students    on  the    campus,     be    they   married    or 
single.      Family  planning   in  itself    connotes  a  broad    concept. 

Mr.     Shuman    said   he  did   not   take    exception   to  that    statement,     except   there    are 
some    aspects  of  possible    family   planning   that   could   be  made  a  very    explosive 
issue.       The    Board,    he    stated,    is  being    called   upon  more    and  more  to  defend 
against   things    going    on  on  the  campus.      He    said   he  had   been   one  to  say  that    some 
of  these  things    ought   to  be    internally   decided,  but  if  a  situation   gets    to  the    point 
where   there  are  things    going  on  which   the    public    is    not  prepared   to  accept,    then 
the    Board    must    exercise    its  authority   to    investigate    and    find  out  the    truth.       He 
said    he    was    referring    specifically  to  the    type    of  reaction   that  is  growing    and 
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developing  on   the  24-hour   visitation   matter.      And   now  comes    this,     and   coupled 
together    they  have  a  potentially  explosive  situation.      If  the    family  planning    center 
is   what    it    should   be,     he   said,     he   was    not   afraid  of  it. 

Dr.     Torrey    said    she  was    not  one  to  make    moral  judgments. 

Mr.     Patterson   asked   if  it   were    for  family   planning    or    prevention   of   conception, 
birth   control?      Is  it  aimed  at  family   planning    or  at    something    else? 

Dr.     Torrey    said   it  is  aimed   at  family   planning    and  all   of   its    aspects,     and   that 
birth   control  would   be  included.      She    said    she  felt   that  we  need  to   meet   these 
needs   with  appropriate    quality   care  and    see    that   it   is  done    properly   in  all   respects, 

Mr.     Barr    asked   Dr.     Torrey   if  her  ideas    as  to    a  family   planning    center   were    to 
be    found   in  the    report    submitted   to  the    Board  in  January.     She  replied   this    was 
correct,    and  Mr.    Barr    then    suggested   that  the  Regents    could    read   that  report 
in  which  the    matter  is    discussed   at  length. 

Mr.     Shuman   advised  that  his    point  in  bringing   up   the    question   had   been  to  raise 
a  caution  flag    as  to  the    potentially   explosive    nature    of  a  succession   of  events    - 
24-hour   visitation   and  then   a  family  planning    center. 

President    Berlo    said   that   Mr.     Shuman   had  raised   a  significant   point,    but  he 
could    speak   for  the    administration   and  for  its   medical    staff  that  ISU  is  not   inte- 
rested  in  providing    anything,  other    that   what   most  respected  universities   feel   are 
necessary    services    for  young    people  of    the    country.       Students    will    get    advice, 
counseling    and   treatment    somewhere,    and   when   universities  accumulate   them   in 
small   towns,     they   have    a    responsibility  to    see  that   they   are   well   taken   care    of. 
This    is  a  serious  issue,    he  said,     moral   and  medical.      He  has    confidence  that  ISU 
will    continue    to    carry  out  that  responsibility   if   it  is  the   intent    of  the   Board   that 
the   university  is  to  provide    legal  and  proper   medical    services  as  any  physician 
is    free  to  do. 

Mr.     Barr    said  the    Board   had  already  expressed   its  sense    that   it  is  the  obligation 
of  the   university   to    provide   the  type  of  services   they   intend   to  provide. 

Ms.     Terwilliger    said   one   thing   which  had   impressed    her   in  reading   the    ISU 
report   was   the    coupling  of  education    of  the    student   with   providing   medical  facili- 
ties   and    service.      With  that  coupling,     she    said,    fears    should    be  allayed    somewhat. 

Ms.     Julie    Cooke,     Director    of   Planned    Parenthood  of  McLean   County,     said    she 
had   been   pleased   to  hear    of  Dr.     Berlo1  s  decision   to  work  with    services    in  the 
community,   but    she  had  some    concern   as  to  whether    or    not  this   might,    in  fact, 
happen.      She    said    she  would  cite  a  few  facts  which  lead   her  to  believe    that   it 
might   not  happen.       She    noted   an   article    in  the  February  16    issue    of  the    Daily 
Vidette    relative    to   the    suggested   joint   program  between   Planned    Parenthood 
and   Rachel    Cooper    Health   Service,    alleging   that   Dr.     Torrey   had    stated   that   there 
is    absolutely   no  way  that  this    accommodation   can   be    worked  out.      Ms.    Cooke    said 
that   having   opened   up   a    clinic    in  McLean    County,     she   had    some    idea  of  what   the 
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costs    are    and   how  many   people    will  use    such  a  service.      She  had  looked  over 
the    budget  proposed   by  the  Health    Committee    and   felt  it  to  be    superficial   in 
that   there    was    no  doctor    time    included,     no  renovation  costs,     no  consumable 
supplies,     and  staff   hours   had   been   underestimated.      If  this    were    to  be  an    on- 
campus    service,    more  people  would   use  it   than    her    service,    she    said,    but    still 
the    budget    contained  no   doctor  time    or  counseling   time.      Sex   education   looks 
fantastic,     she    said,     but   where   is  the  money   and  is  it  really  going   to  be  carried 
out?      The    only  figures   in  Dr.     Torrey's  budget  had  been  personnel   and   laboratory. 
As   to  the  administration   and  Dr.     Torrey  working   with   Planned    Parenthood,    Ms. 
Cooke    said    she    had  thought  there    was    excellent    rapport   between   them,    but  at  the 
end   of  September    communication   had   been  shut  off  and   it  had  become    very   diffi- 
cult  to  see    Dr.     Torrey.      At.  one    point   in  time,     she  said,     she  had  had   the    faculty 
advisor    for    Zero  Population    Group   call  Dr.     Torrey   and   ask  whether   they  could 
handle    a   number    of  students,    and  she  had  indicated  in  no  way  could   they  want   this 
kind  of    service.      Her  question    is,    she    said,     why    so  different   in  October  and 
December? 

Planned    Parenthood   had   been   allocated    $8700  in   1971-72    from  student   fees,     Ms. 
Cooke    said.       Two    student   committees    have    passed   proposals   that   money   be 
released   this  year,    but  it  never    has    been.      Why  not,     she    asked?      These  are  her 
only  questions,    Ms.     Cooke    said.      If  the  proposal   to  provide  family  planning  service 
is    passed,    she    said,     she   would    respectfully  request   that  her  statements    be    on 
record.      As    a  provider    of  family  planning    service,    if   the    services    are  not  pro- 
vided,   then   Planned   Parenthood  will  not   be  considered   negligent   in  their   duties. 

Mr.     Barr    assured   her  her  statement  would   be  a  part    of  the  record.       The    Board 
is   being   asked   to  impose    student   health   fees.     As  to  particular  programs    to   be 
offered,    the  Board   had  been  presented   with  a  report   outlining   the   services   which 
Dr.     Torrey  and   the    administration   feel    should   be    performed   to  improve  the 
quality   of  services  offered  at   ISU.       But  the    Board   is  not  being    asked   to   pass  upon 
any   particular  aspect  of  the    report.       The    Board's  action  at   this  meeting,    he  said, 
would   be  on  the    request   to  impose    student   health  fees  and   must  not   be  interpreted 
as  approval   or  disapproval   of  any  portion  of  the    Health    Service    Report. 

Ms.   Cooke    said   her    only  reason  for    appearing    before  the  Board   was    to  suggest 
that   there   should   be    time    to  do  a  more  thorough  investigation   of  whatever   part  of 
the    program   is  based    on  family   planning. 

Mr.     Shuman    said   the   Board   has  the    responsibility   in  the    general  health  education 
field,   but  if  he  understood  some    of  the  services    offered   by  Ms.    Cooke's    organization, 
he    felt   the  Board   had  no  responsibility  to  engage    in  these.       As  a  university,    he  said, 
we   have    no  business    in  these    kinds    of  services. 

Dr..    Berlo    said   the  issues    boils    down  to  the    concern   of   Mr.    Shuman' s  that   if  the 
university   is  to  be  party  to   any  activity  in  the  practice    of  medicine,    it  shall   control 
that   activity.      He    said   he  had   an  opinion  from  the  legal   counsel   for    the    University, 
Mr.     Goleash,     that  it  would   be  improper   for  the  university  to  make    a   grant  of  state 
money  to  any  organization,    external    or    internal,     over   which   it  has    no  control. 
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That   makes    it  clear,     he   said,    that  Dr.    Torrey's    and   Ms.     Cooke's    organizations 
have    equal    standing.     He    said   he  would   make   no  promise,    and  he  would   ask  Dr. 
Torrey   not  to,    that  they  would   utilize  the    services    of  the    Planned    Parenthood 
Association.      Given   the  fact  that  the    University  engages    in  a  variety    of  services, 
if  there  is  any  vendor  or  supplier    of  services,     Dr.    Torrey   is  obliged   to  examine 
those    as  well  as  any  potential   contractor    and,    if  in  her   judgment   they   are    within 
the    university's    interest   and  can   be    provided   at   lower    cost,    he   would   assume 
she   would    contract   for  them.      The  decision  he  had  made,    he    said,     is  that  it  is 
not  proper  to  make    a  grant.      Any  health  service  the  university   provides    will  be 
provided   only  through   the    Health  Service.       Any  request   from  any  legal  vendor 
in  the  State    of  Illinois    would   be    examined,    he    concluded. 

Ms.  Doreen  Bautch  of  the  ISU  Friends  of  Planned  Parenthood  said  her  group  had 
supported  the  Student  Government  Board  statement  rejecting  the  family  planning 
clinic    in  the  Health   Service. 

Mr.    Shuman  moved,    seconded   by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    for  approval   of  the    ISU    request 
for    permission   to  establish   a    Student   Health    Fee    of  $10.00    per  semester    and 
$5.00    for    Summer    Session  for  each  full-time    student,     effective    Fall  Semester 
1973. 

Mr.    Barr    said  the  Board   had  directed  reports    on  the    Health  Services  as  presently 
constituted  with   recommendations    for  changes.      The    Board   does  not,    he    said, 
deal  at  the  board   level  with  what   they  should   be  doing. 

Mr.     Steffen   asked  if   the  pharmacy  were    to  be  added  would   there   be  no  further 
increase?      Dr.    Berlo    said  there   would  be   no  additional  increase   for   the  pharmacy. 
The    problem   is,    he  said,   the  budgeting  process    for   higher  education  is  not  the 
simplest   of  processes.      We  need  to  be   better  informed   and   he   said  he  had  instructed 
his  staff   to  see    that  student   leaders,     faculty  and    staff  become    much  more    greatly 
informed. 

Ms.    Terwilliger  asked   if  there    were    an  alternative    to  the  fee  --no  service? 

Dr.    Berlo  said   the    alternative    would   be  to  revoke   the  Board's  policy  of  last 
month.      The  University  is  simply   complying   with  the    Board's    guidelines.       But, 
Ms.    Terwilliger    noted,    there  is  presently  a  committee    studying    student   fees. 
Mr.    Shuman  advised   that  the  committee    and   the  Board  had  agreed   that  this    should 
not  be  included  as  a  part  of  that    study. 

The    question   before  the  Board  was  called   for  a  vote,  and  the  motion  carried  unani- 
mously. 

Dr.     Berlo    then   presented  the   balance  of  his  Report  which  included   the  following 
items: 

1.  Personnel   transactions   for  faculty   and  administrative    staff   and  Civil  Service 

employees.      A  list  of  reported  transactions   is    appended   to  the  President's 

Report   and   will   be    kept  on  file  at  the  University   and   in  the  Central  Office.

From    Buildings   (DeGarmo)  18,868.65 

3.  Undergraduate    Degree  Requirements.      Permission   was    requested    to 
change   undergraduate    requirements    for    graduation   from    128    semester 
hours  to  120    semester   hours.      This    change    resulted   from  an   internal 
committee    recommendation   for  approval  by  the    Academic    Senate  and  sub- 
sequently  approved   by  the  Dean   of  the    University   and   the  President. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved,     seconded   by  Mr.     Patterson,     for    approval   of  the  President's 
Report   for  Illinois  State    University   as  submitted   and  amended.      Roll  was  called 
and   the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

The    Board  recessed   for  luncheon   and  executive    session  at  1:00    p.m.    and    re- 
convened  in  public   meeting    at  2:30  p.m. 

Mr.     Barr  reported   that  the   Board   in  executive  session  had   discussed  the    compen- 
sation of  Dr.     Charles    Morris  as  Associate    Professor    of  Mathematics    and    Secretary 
of  the  University   at    Illinois    State    University,    effective  February  13,    1973. 

Dr.     Knoblauch   moved,    seconded   by  Mr.     Patterson,    for    approval   of  the  rate    of 
$2300    per  month   as  compensation   for  Dr.    Charles    E.    Morris    as    Associate    Pro- 
fessor   of  Mathematics    and   Secretary   of  the  University   at  ISU,     effective    Febru- 
ary  13,     1973.

The    Central   Staff   recommended   adoption   of  the  proposed   tuition    rates   for  1973-74, 
to   become  effective    in  August  1973.     Dr.    Matsler  advised   that  the    Staff   also    recom- 
mended  that,     effective    August  1974,     the    definition  of  full-time    students   for  tuition 
purposes    at   Illinois    State    and  Northern   Illinois  Universities   be  changed  from  the 
existing    "more    than  6  hours"    to    "12  or  more  hours"  during    a  semester,   with 
definitions    for  summer  sessions   to  reflect   the    reduced   length   of   the  terms. 

Dr.    Matsler  said  there    had  been  no  indication   from  either   the  Governor    or  the 
Board   of  Higher    Education  that  we  would   be  asked   to  increase  tuition  for   the 
coming   year.     He  would    suspect,     he  said,    that  these  rates   would   remain  in  effect 
for  this    fall,    although  he  could   not  guarantee  this.     However,    he    said,    the   Board 
would  be  asked  to    re-examine    the  rates    at   a   later  date. 

Mr.     Patterson   inquired    why     there    was  a  difference    between   SSU  and   the  other 
two   institutions. 

Dr.     Matsler    said  that   in  March   of  1972  SSU  had    come    to  the    Board   and  requested 
permission   to  change   the  definition  of  full-time    student   from  the    old    "more   than 
6  hours"   to  "12  or  more".      The    Board   did  give   permission   to  make    that  change 
effective    last  fall.      NIU   and   ISU,    due  to  budgetary  implications,     did   not   request 
the    change    at  that  time.       The    Staff  in  July  will  be  bringing  in  recommendations 
for   the  1974-75    tuition   rates  based   on  the  "12    or  more"    semester   hours  basis 
for  the   two  institutions.      However,     due  to  a  number    of  complications,    these   were 
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not  requested   for    this    Fall,    although   SSU  will  continue  as   they   are,    except  they 
have    been  converted   to  semester   hours  rather   than   quarter    hours. 

After    a   thorough  discussion,     Dr.    Knoblauch   moved,     seconded   by  Dr.    Julian,    to 
adopt  the    proposed  tuition    rates   for  1973-74   to   become    effective    in  August  1973; 
and   further   that   effective    August   1974   the    definition  of  full-time    students   for  tui- 
tion  purposes    at  ISU   and  NIU   be  changed   in  accordance    with   the  Staff    recommenda- 
tion.      The  motion   carried   unanimously. 

Dr.    Knoblauch   departed   the  meeting    at   this  point. 

Section    II  -   Legislative    Proposal 

Dr.    Matsler  recommended   that   the  Board    continue  to  support  legislation   in  the 
General  Assembly   to  provide    for  the  purchase  of  public  liability  insurance    for 
members    of  the    Board   and  other  Regency  employees. 

Mr.     Patterson   moved,    seconded   by  Dr.     Julian,     that   the    Board   authorize    the 
Central    Staff   to  arrange    for  introduction  of  and   to  support    such   legislation   in  the 
78th    General  Assembly.       The   motion   carried  unanimously. 

Section    III    -    Programs 

A.  Regency  Doctor    of  Philosophy   Degree    in  Biological   Sciences    -  ISU   and    NIU 

Dr.     Matsler    reviewed   the  history   of  this  proposal   which   culminated   in  the 
report    sent   to   the  Regents    prior   to   the  meeting.      In  his  mind,    he  said,     it 
is  an  excellent   program   and   allows    for  dovetailing    of   expertise  of  faculty  at 
both    NIU    and    ISU  and   also  contains    plans   for  policing    the  program.       Admis- 
sions requirements    have    been    set  up   by  a  joint    committee.      It  is  not   merely 
the    expansion   of  the  existing  program   at  ISU,    but  will   provide    the  opportunity 
for    students  at  NIU  not  only  to  utilize  faculty  there  but  also    at  ISU.       The    Staff 
believes  this  to   be    a   good  degree    and  one    that   will   truly   be    workable.       If 
Regents   had   any  questions,     he    said,     Dr.     McCleary  from    NIU   was    present. 
It  may   be,    he    added,  that   faculty   at  SSU   will   want   to  meet  with  the    joint   com- 
mittee,    as  obviously  there   may  be    a  time   when  they   would   want   to  participate. 

Mr.     Shuman  moved,     seconded   by  Mr.     Patterson,    that  the  Board    approve    the 
proposed   Regency  Doctor    of  Philosophy    Degree    in    Biological   Sciences    at  ISU 
and    NIU  for  implementation  in  August   1973  and   direct   that  the  proposal   be 
submitted   to   the  Board   of   Higher    Education   for    review   and   approval. 

Mr.     Barr    said   he  considered   the  program   to   be   very  carefully   designed   and 
it  was  not  to  be    considered   an   additional  program.      He  said  that   it  was    his 
understanding   that   if  and  when   the  program   receives    final   approval  thePh.  D. 
program   in  Biological   Sciences    presently  existing    at   ISU   would   be  phased    out, 
subject   to  protecting   the  interests    of  students    engaged   in  doctoral  work   at  ISU, 
but   that  no  specific    timetable   had  been    set  for  this. 

After    further    discussion,     roll  was  called   on  the  motion   before    the  Board   and 
it  carried   unanimously. 
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B.  Bachelor    of    Science    Degree    in  Sociology    -   NIU 

The    detailed    program    proposal   had   been    submitted   to  the  Regents    in  ad- 
vance   of  the    meeting.       The    Staff   evaluation   was  that  this    program  would 
significantly    expand   the  undergraduate    options    in  sociology    at    NIU,     and 
that    the    evolving  technology   of  the  social    sciences  makes   this    expansion 
academically  desirable. 

The    Staff  recommendation   was    that   the    Board    approve    the    proposed 
Bachelor  of  Science    Degree  in   Sociology   for   implementation   in   August  1973. 

C.  Bachelor    of    Liberal  Studies    Degree  -    NIU 

This    program   had  been   mailed   to  Regents    in  advance    of  the  meeting.      The 
Staff  evaluation   was  that   the    program   promises    to  enrich  the   undergraduate 
opportunities    at    NIU  at  a  very  low   cost  and  with   little  danger   to   the  estab- 
lished  fields    of  study.      Reasonable    precautions    have  been   taken   to  prevent 
unsound   academic    programs    from   occurring. 

The    Staff   recommendation   was   that   the  Board   approve   the  proposed  Bachelor 
of    Liberal   Studies    Degree    for    implementation   in  August  1973    and   direct   that 
the    proposal  be  submitted   to  the  Board  of  Higher    Education   for  its  review 
and   approval. 

Mrs.    Spencer   moved,     seconded   by  Mr.    Patterson,     for  approval   of  the  Bachelor 
of  Science    Degree    in  Sociology   at  NIU,     and   for  approval  of  the   Bachelor    of  Liberal 
Studies    Degree    at   NIU,    with   direction   that   the    latter    be  forwarded   to  the    Board 
of   Higher    Education   for  its  review   and  approval,    both  programs    to  be  implemented 
in  August   1973  in   accordance  with  Staff    recommendations.      The  motion   carried 
unanimously. 

D.  Elimination   of  Bachelor    of   Science    in    Education   Degree    Programs    -  NIU 

The    Staff   recommended   that   the  Board   approve  the  request    of    Northern 
Illinois    University   to    substitute    a    comprehensive    major    in  Music    Education 
with   the    degree    of  Bachelor  of   Music  for    the    comprehensive    major  in   Music 
with   the    degree    Bachelor    of   Science   in  Education;  and   to  eliminate   the 
following    Bachelor  of  Science    in  Education    degree    programs    effective    Sep- 
tember   1,    1973: 

B.  S.  Ed.     with  a  major  in  Chemistry 

B.  S.  Ed.     with  a  major  in  Economics 

B.  S.  Ed.    with   a  major    in  French

Mr.     Shuman   moved,     seconded   by  Mr.    Patterson,    for  approval  of  the  substitute 
program   and  the  elimination   of  the  Bachelor  of  Science    in  Education   degree    pro- 
grams,   as  recommended.       The    motion  carried  unanimously. 

E.  Bachelor    of  Arts    Degree    in  Physical   Sciences    -  SSU 

This    proposal   had  been   deferred   by  the  Board   in  January  to  allow  for  further 
evaluation   by  the    Central   Staff  before  Board  action.      Dr.    Groves  presented 
the    Staff  evaluation  of  the  program   as  one    which   would  seek    to  provide  a 
substantial   exposure  to  the  physical    sciences    for  managers  and   administrators 
as    well  as  for  secondary    school  teachers    and  professionals    in  the  allied   health 
and  other    areas.      It  is  consistent   with   the  public    affairs  mission   of  SSU,    he 
stated,     because    of  the    importance    of  science    to  government   and    its    close 
intertwining    with  public    policy.      Although  some   uncertainty   does  exist  over 
the    occupational    demand   for  persons   who   would    possess    such   training,  he 
said,    little    question   exists    over    the    need   to  offer    education   which   will  help 
to   bridge    the    gap  between   the  scientific    and  non-  scientific    'worlds.     He   sug- 
gested  that   perhaps  a  change  in  title    might   make    the  character    of  the  program 
and   its  limitations   more  explicit. 

The    Staff  recommendation  was   that  the   Board   approve  the  proposal  for  imple- 
mentation  in  August   1973    and  direct   that   it  be    submitted    to  the    Board   of 
Higher    Education   for  its  review  and  approval;  and   further,    that   while   making 
no    specific  recommendation,    it  was    suggested   that   the    University   consider 
a    change    in  title   for   the    program. 

Dr.    Julian   moved,    seconded   by  Mr.    Shuman,    for    approval  of  the  Bachelor    of  Arts 
Degree    in  Physical   Sciences  at  Sangamon  State  for  implementation   in  August   197  3, 
and   that   the    proposal   be   submitted   to  the  Board    of  Higher    Education   for  its    review 
and   approval.       The    motion  carried   unanimously. 

F.  Master    of   Arts    Degree    in  Community  Arts    Management  -  SSU 

Action    on  this    proposal   had    also   been  deferred    in  January  to   allow  more 
opportunity    for  evaluation   by   the    Central    Staff.       Dr.    Groves    explained    that 
the    program   relies  heavily    on  summer  workshops,     and   it  is  anticipated   that 
outside  financial   funding   which   is    expected    will  go  largely   toward    support 
of  these  workshops.      The    University   proposes  to  make    the    program   contin- 
gent  upon  this    outside    funding.        The    Staff    feels,     he    said,     the  program  to 
be  worthwhile    inasmuch    as    this    is    where  Arts    meet    Public  Affairs,    in  public 
career?.      There  is   some    staff    concern    about  the    timing    of  the  program, 
because    li  it  is  to    be  made    contingent    upon  the  outside    funding,     there   should 
be    ainple    time    to  seek  this    funding,    and  the    Board    should    receive  assurance 
that    they   will    be  there  before  the  program  in   de>veloped.       Since    the    sequence 
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is    to  be  initiated  with   the    summer   workshop,     it  could   not  begin  this   sum- 
mer  unless    funds    are  received,     and   this  maybe  rather    difficult   given  the 
fact  that   we  are  now  in  mid- February   and  final   approval    by  BHE    would 
probably   only   come    in   April. 

The    Staff   recommendation  was: 

(1)  that   the    Board  approve  the    proposed  Master    of  Arts  Degree  in  Com- 
munity  Arts    Management   for    implementation   in  June  1973    provided 
that    outside    funding   is   secured   for  a  workshop  planned   for   the   summer 
of  1973    and   direct   that   the    proposal   be   submitted   to  the  Board    of  Higher 
Education   for  review  and    approval; 

(2)  that   implementation   of  the  program   be  postponed  until   June    1974   if 
outside    funding   is  not  secured   for  1973    and   presuming    it  is  available 
in  1974;  and 

(3)  that  separate    faculty  appointments    to  this  program  not  be  made  until 
such  time    as  commitments    for    outside  funding    reach  a  level    roughly 
comparable    to  that   which   is    anticipated   in  the  program   proposal  and 
that,     in  the   meantime,    the  program's    development   be  left  up  to  faculty 
members    in   the  Creative   Arts    baccalaureate    program. 

Mr.     Barr    said   it  would    seem  to  him  that    if   the  program   were  not  to    be 
implemented   until  1974   it  need    not   be  approved  at  this  time,    but  brought 
back    at  a  later    date.       Mr.     Patterson    said    if  it  were    not  approved   at  this 
time,     it  could   be    studied   further  by  existing   faculty. 

Mr.    Patterson   moved,    seconded   by  Mr.    Shuman,    that  if   funding   for    the 
M.  A.     in  Community    Arts    Management   is  secured  the  Board   would   consider 
accepting   the  program,    but  that   in  the  absence    of    such  funding    the   university 
might  want  to  study  the  program   and  make    a  further    recommendation. 

Dr.     Groves  said  that   his  suggestion  would   be  that   the   Board   approve   the 
program   now   and  if  funding    can   be    found  for  the    summer   workshop  in  1973 
the    University    should   have    an   opportunity   to  begin  the    program.       Sangamon 
State    has  been  encouraged   by   what   they   heard   on  the    question    of   funding,     he 
said,    and   if  this    pans  out   it  ought   to    be  permitted   to  proceed.      If  it   does  not 
pan  out,     then    nothing   will   have    been   lost  if  the  University   doejs  not  proceed 
to  hire    faculty  until   it  is  funded.      In  the  meantime    faculty    can  come  from  the 
Creative    Arts    program. 

Dr.    Julian  said  the  motion   as  stated   was    not  giving    enough   positive  help  or 
assistance    to  the    University  which  has  studied  the    program  very   carefully. 
Mr.    Patterson    said,    however,    that   we    are  not  in  a  position   to  spend    any 
money  on  staff. 

Dr.     Groves    pointed   out  that   if   the  University  does    not  have    approval  for 
the   program  it  would   be  difficult  to  apply  for  funds. 
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President    Spencer    said   that   the  situation   in   this  proposal    reflects   the 
budget    situation    statewide.       Internal  priorities    do  not    include  staff  this 
year,    and    since  outside  funds  are  being    sought   the  program  will  only  be 
developed   if  they  appear.      No  external  agency  will  grant   funds    contingent 
upon   another    board's    approving    a  program,     he    stated. 

Dean  Shurr    said   there  was    another    reason   for  the  contingency    regarding 
funding    being    in  their  proposal  -  the    people  connected   with   it  will  have    to 
wrestle    with  the  volunteer  agencies.      The  University  had  written   into  this 
specifics    to  the   faculty  that   they  must   be   the  kind   of  people    who  obtain 
grants    every  other    year.      That   is  one    reason  it   written  that   way,    he  said. 
In  that  context,     he  continued,    they   currently  have   the    proposal  for  a  summer 
workshop   before    a  series    of  foundations   for  consideration,     and   they  do  have 
affirmative    interest   from   two.      He  said  he  would   be  talking   the    following 
week   with  a  vice  president   of  one    of  the   foundations    about  funding   for  this 
summer,    provided   the  program   is  approved  today. 

Ms.     Terwilliger  asked   if   the  proposal   implies   that  the  University  does  not 
anticipate    ever  putting   this  on    state    funding.      Dean   Shurr    said   the  straight 
instructional    components    would   go  to  state    funding,    but   the    summer   work- 
shops   are  the   most   expensive    and  would   involve  outside    people.       They  would 
expect,     he  said,    all  regular  faculty  would  not  teach   full   loads,     but  would   be 
working   in  projects.      The    National   Foundation   for    the  Arts    is  interested   in 
establishing    a  nationwide    repository   that   would    record   all  community   arts, 
a  sort  of  clearinghouse,    he  said,    or    register    of  community  arts  associations. 
Those    kinds    of  things  would   be  naturals,     he  said,     and  SSU  would   be  a  center. 

Dr.  Groves  noted  that  approval  of  the  program  must  be  requested  at  some 
point  as  the  University  cannot  proceed  with  a  contingency  program.  If  it  is 
to  go  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education,  it  must  first  be  approved  by  the 
Regents.  He  would  suggest,  he  said,  that  if  the  Board  were  to  approve  it 
they  make  its  implementation  contingent  upon  outside  funding  for  the  summe  r 
of  1973,  and  that  implementation  be  postponed  until  summer  of  1974  if  out- 
side   funding   is  not  secured   for  1973. 

Mr.    Patterson  then  amended   his    original   motion   and  moved  for  approval   of 
the    Master    of  Arts  Degree  in  Community   Arts    Management   with   implementa- 
tion  of  the    program   in  June    1973    contingent  upon  outside    funding    for  the 
workshop  in  the  summer    of  1973,     and   direct  that  the  proposal   be   submitted 
to   the    Board    of  Higher   Education   for    review    and   approval;  further   that  if 
outside    funding    is  not  secured   for  1973    that   implementation   of   the    program 
be    postponed   until   June    1974,    presuming   funding    is  available;    and   further 
that    separate  faculty   appointments    to  the  program   not  be  made  until  such 
time    as    commitments    for  outside    funding    reach  a  level  roughly   comparable 
to   that  which   is  anticipated   in   the  program  proposal   and  that,     in  the    mean- 
time,   the  program's    development   be  left  up  to  faculty  members    in   the 
Creative    Arts  baccalaureate    program.      The    motion    carried   unanimously.

Section    IV  -    Board  Regulation    Amendment;      Civil  Service    Vacation 

The    proposed   amendment  to  the   Board   Regulation  relating    to  vacation  and   trans- 
fer   of  benefit  credits    had    been  submitted   to  the  Board    for  first  reading    in  Janu- 
ary.      Dr.     Matsler    advised   that   the    Staff   had    received   no  recommendations    for 
change    and,    therefore,     the    amendment   was    submitted  at  this   time    for   Board 
approval. 

Mrs.     Spencer   moved,     seconded   by  Mr.    Shuman,     for  approval    of  the  amendment 
to  the    Board   Regulation    relative   to  Civil  Service    Employees.       The   motion   carried 
unanimously.       (SECTION    IV.     CIVIL   SERVICE    EMPLOYEES,     SUBSECTION    C. 
BENEFITS,     TOPICS  1    and  7) 

Section    V  -   Board   Regulation   Addition:      Regency    Program  Appointments 

As    Regency  Degree    programs    are    developed,    Dr.    Matsler    advised,     it  would   be 
advantageous    to  make    academic    appointments   to   these    programs.       To  provide    for 
such  appointments,     a  revision   to  Board    Regulations  relative  to  Faculty  and   Admini- 
strative   Employees    was  submitted   for    first  reading.      It  is  anticipated   that  the  revi- 
sion  will  be  presented   for  approval  in  March. 

Section    VI  -    Student  Health    Insurance 

Dr.     Matsler    presented  a  progress    report    on  the  matter    of  student   health   insurance 
policy,    which   had   been    referred   to  the  Staff   by  Board    action  on  January  20.      The 
Staff   had   met   with  university  representatives,    he  advised,    to  consider  various 
questions    involved   in   the    renewal   of  the  policy.       The   timetable    established   pro- 
poses   that  the  Staff   will   make    its  recommendation   to  the   Board  for    action   at  the 
April  12,    1973    meeting. 

Section    VII    -    Board   of  Higher    Education  Actions 

Presented   for  information   of  the  Board   was  a   list  of  actions   by  the   Board   of 
Higher    Education   at  its  February  6   meeting.       Dr.     Matsler  asked   that  item  1  of 
this  section   of  his  Report  be  corrected   to  reflect   that   the  BHE    had    recommended 
a  total   of  $647.  2    million  for    state    support    of   higher  education,    with   the    Board  of 
Regents   universities'    portion   of  this    amount   being    $85.0  million,    excluding    retire- 
ment. 

Mr.     Barr    advised   that   the    new    Chairman    of  the   BHE,     Dr.     Donald  Prince,    had 
presided   at   his   first  meeting    in  February.       Dr.     Prince    had   commented   both  at 
the  executive    breakfast    session   and   in   public    meeting  about  the    budget   for  higher 
education   being   high,    and    stated   that   he  doubted   very    strongly   that  the  universities 
would    receive    funds    at   the  high  level   recommended. 

Mr.     Barr  also    reported   that     the    Regency    System,    in  accordance    with  instructions 
from  this    Board,   had    spent    considerable    time    in   negotiating   with  the    staff  of  the 
BHE    and   were    successful  in  securing    BHE    staff   recommendations    for  increased 
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budget   figures    for  Northern   in  the    amount    of  $351,  22  5    and  for  ISU  in  the    amount 
of   $315,  000.      Mr.     Barr  said   much    credit   for   this    effort   was  due  to  the  three 
presidents    and   to  Dr.     Matsler.      They   had    approached   the    matter    in  the  best 
possible    way    -  negotiation   backed   up  by  sound   facts.      The  budgets    have    now  been 
presented   to  the   Governor  and  the   Bureau   of  the    Budget,     he  said,     and  the  Governor 
will    soon  be    making   his  recommendations. 

Addendum   to  Executive    Director's    Report:      Legal  Counsel   Report 

Mr.     Mathias    distributed    copies    of  his    report  containing    several   matters    which 
had  arisen    since    mailout    of    Board   materials: 

1 .  Richards    et   al   v.    Weirtstein   et  al 

Mr.     Mathias    advised   that   on  January  16    a  jury  trial   was    commenced   and 
following   three    weeks    of  trial  a  verdict   had  been  given  finding   for  only  five 
of  the    twelve    plaintiffs.       The   total    sum  assessed  by  the  jury  was    $22,  000. 
The    former    NIU  security    officer,     Mr.     Jerry  Busby's  part    of  this    assess- 
ment  is  $8,666.66.      (Mr.     Busby's    total   possible    involvement   was  in   excess 
of  one  million   dollars.  )     Post-trial  motions    are    in  preparation,     he  said, 
and  will  be  filed   within  the    applicable    time    limits,     and   the   Board   will   be 
advised    of   the  disposition   of  these    motions    and   depending    upon  the  outcome, 
this  pending    litigation    will   be  further   discussed   'with  the  Board. 

2.  Grant   and  Stevenson   Towers    Precast    Panel  Repair    -   NIU 

Mr.     Mathias    advised   that    legal   counsel   is  of  the  opinion  from  the  facts    now 
known   in  this    matter   that  the  contractor  and   the    architect   have    legal   lia- 
bility.      In  the  event   it   appears    that   it   will  be  necessary  to  take    legal  action 
to  enforce    the  rights    of  the  Board    of  Regents,    Mr.     Mathias  recommended   that 
the  Board  authorize    the    employment    of  the    firm   of  Ross,    Hardies,     O'Keefe, 
Babcock  and  Parsons    of  Chicago  to    represent   the  Board   of   Regents    and 
Northern    Illinois    University.        Charges    would  be  based  on  the  regular    hourly- 
rates    of  these  partners    and  associates  for  time  devoted   to  the    matter. 

Mr.  Patterson  moved  for  the  employment  of  the  legal  firm  as  recommended 
by  Legal  Counsel,  if  necessary.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Shuman, 
and   the    motion   carried   unanimously. 

There    being   no  further    business    before    the    Board,     Mr.     Barr    declared   the  meeting 
adjourned    until   the  next    regularly  scheduled   meeting    on  March  15,    1973,     at 
Northern    Illinois    University,     DeKalb,     Illinois.

The    regularly  scheduled   meeting    of  the    Board   of   Regents    convened   at  9:00  a.  m. 
on   Thursday,     March    15,     1973  in   the  Skyroom   of  the  University  Center    at  Northern 
Illinois    University,     DeKalb,    Illinois.      Mr.     J.     Robert    Barr,     Chairman,    presided. 

Mr.    Barr    called   the   meeting   to  order,    roll  was  called,     and   the  following    members 
of  the  Board   were  present:

The   minutes    of  the  meeting  of  February  17,     1973    having   been   distributed  by  mail, 
the    Chairman   asked  if  there  were    any  corrections  or  additions.       There  being  none, 
Mr.     Shuman   moved,     seconded   by  Mr.     Patterson,    that   the    minutes    be  approved  as 
submitted.       The   motion  carried   unanimously. 

CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 

At  the    request   of  the    Chairman,    Dr.    William  Hendrickson   introduced   the    new 
members    of  the  Joint    University  Advisory  Committee    from  Sangamon   State    Uni- 
versity:     Mr.     John    Bowman,    Associate    Professor    of  Economics;  Mr.    Mike 
Chandler,     student;    Mr.    Jeffrey   Davis,     Admissions    Officer;  Ms.     Virginia    Sayles, 
student;  and   Mr.     Charles    Stozier,    Assistant    Professor    of  History. 

In   order   that   the    Board,    in  connection   with  its   April  meeting,    might  have    van 
opportunity  to  meet   with  key  .members    of  the  legislature   who  will  be  considering 
appropriation   bills  and  other  items  of  interest,    Mr.     Patterson   moved   that   the 
location   of   the  April  12,     1973    meeting    of  the  Board   be  changed  from   ISU  to 
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Springfield,    Illinois,     and  that  the  May  meeting  of  the  Board  be  held  at  Illinois 
State  University.       The   motion  was  seconded   by  Dr.     Knoblauch,     and  it  carried 
unanimously. 

Mr.     Barr    said  that   he  had  received   from  persons    on   the   various    campuses 
questions    regarding   the  intent  of  the    Board   of    Regents    as  it   had  directed   the 
three   universities   to  revise  and  implement  university   constitutions  in  conform- 
ance   with  the  provisions    of  the    governing    policy  for   the    System   as    adopted   by 
the    Board.      He    then   proposed   that   he  be    authorized   to  appoint   a  committee    of 
Board   members    to  work  with  the  three    Regency  Universities    and   assist   in  the 
preparation   and    revision  of   the  university  constitutions  in  conformance    with  the 
governing  policy  of  the  System. 

It  was    moved   by  Dr.     Knoblauch,     seconded   by   Mr.     Shuman,    to  authorize   the 
Chairman   to  appoint   a  committee    of  Board   members  as  proposed   by  Mr.     Barr. 
The   motion   carried   unanimously.      Mr.    Barr    named    Mr.     Charles  Shuman, 
Dr.     Percy  Julian   and    Mr.     James    Patterson   to  serve    on  the  committee. 

Mr.     Barr   stated   that   the    purpose    of  the    committee   would   be  to   advise    and   work 
with   the    three  universities  and   the    presidents    and  other    relevant   university   bodies 
that   are    striving   to    comply  with  the    directives    of  the  Board,     and  to  be  of   help 
and   assistance    to   them. 

Mr.     Barr   stated   that  another    subject     with  which  the  Board   is    concerned    and 
had   discussed   from   time    to  time    is  the    basic   question   of  the  tenure    system   as 
it   exists    and    operates    at  the  Regency   Universities.      He   then   proposed   that   he 
be    authorized   to  appoint   a    committee    to    review   and    study   the  tenure    system 
in   operation   at  the  universities    and  the  effect  of  the  operation  of  the   system   under 
current    conditions,    with  a  view  toward   determining   whether    the    Board  should   fix 
maximum  percentages    of   faculty   at   each  university  which  may  or   should   be 
tenured    at  any   one    time.      He  suggested   that   the  committee    would   consult   with 
the    Joint   University  Advisory    Committee    and  appropriate   faculty   groups    at  the 
three   universities.     He    further    proposed   that   in  the   meantime,     pending    a  report 
and    recommendations  of  the  committee,    each   and  every  tenure    recommendation 
coming    to  the    Board    should   be  accompanied   Tby   a   written   justification  supporting 
the  granting    of  tenure    in  each   case.       The    purpose    of  the  committee,    he    continued, 
is    not   to  study  whether  or  not  there  should   be  tenure,    but   whether   there  should   be 
some    ceiling    or  maximum   limitation   on  the  number  of  faculty  that   may   be    tenured 
at   any  particular   time. 

Mr.     Patterson   moved,     seconded   by  Dr.     Knoblauch,     to  authorize    the  appointment 
of   a  committee    as  proposed. 

Mr.     Shuman   asked   if  the    committee    also  would    have    the    opportunity  of  not  being 
"snowed"    by  some    autonomous    procedure   that   may   have    taken   place    in   the    past. 
Pending   the    committee's   study   and    report,     he    said  he   thought  automatic    acceptance 
should   be    held   in   abeyance.     Recommendations    for  tenure    should   be    from   the 
presidents    in  writing,     and   these  should   be    the    basis   for    Board   action. 
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Mr.     Barr    said   that   that   had   been   a  part  of   his    proposal.       Dr.    Julian   commented 
that    we    do  recognize    the  AAUP   and    said   their    guidelines    should   be    borne    in  mind. 
He  said   he    was    anxious  that   there    not  be  an  adversary  position  -    that  we  never 
become    adversaries   with   faculty.      Mr.     Barr  said   that   it   was    in  that  spirit  that   he 
had    said  that    if    such  authority    were    granted    it  would   be    clearly  understood    that 
the    committee    would    consult    with  all  appropriate    faculty  groups,     including    AAUP. 

Dr.     Hicklin  recommended   to  the    committee    the    study    of  the  AAUP  just  released 
this  month.      Mr.     Barr  said   the  committee   would   certainly   wish  to  have   the  study 
and  review    it  carefully. 

Dr.     Matsler    said   the  question   had  been  raised    whether    existing  policies  could  be 
held   in    abeyance.     He   said  he    did   not   believe    it  could  be    done    legally,    according 
to   the    "blue   book".       Changes    in   policy    do  require    a  first   and    second    reading, 
he    noted.       There   will  be  some  deadlines    -  if  no  statement   of  reappointment   is 
made    by  the  presidents,    there    may  be  some   kind  of  automatic    tenure    conferred 
unless    this    problem   is  reviewed.       The    committee,    he  said,     should    get   into  this 
problem    right    away. 

Mr.     Barr    stated   this    would   just    be    a    study.       "I   am  not  saying  that   in   the    mean- 
time   there    will   be    a  freeze    on   tenure,  "    he    said,     "but    rather    that  in  the   meantime 
any    recommendations    from   the  university  for    tenure  must   be    accompanied   by  a 
written   justification.  "     He    further    stated   that   that    ought   to    be  the  rule    anyway. 
Pending   the    results    of  the  committee's    work,     the  three    presidents    will    see    to  it 
that  all    and   any  appropriate    action   is  taken    so  that   we    are    not   in   violation    of  our 
own    policies. 

President    Berlo  asked    when    under    the    Board  regulations    does    the    Board    ordinarily 
review   tenure.       Dr.     Matsler    responded  this    was  done  under   past  procedures  at 
various    times,     because    of   budgeting    cycles.      Normally,     he  said,    when  we  had 
biennial  budgeting,     it   was    done    early.       For  this    reason  it  should   be    done    early 
in    May,     he  thought,    adding    that    it  is  necessary  for  persons  who    have  been    in    the 
university  for  over    two  years  to  have    at  least    12  months    notice    that  their  time 
has    expired.        Those    who  are    not    eligible    for  tenure    may  get   tenure    if  they  are 
not   notified   otherwise.       Dr.     Matsler    said   it  may  be    necessary  to  make    some    re- 
appointment   decisions    prior  to  the    June    meeting,     or   12    months    prior    to  the  next 
cycle    when   the    faculty   will    be    rehired. 

Dr.     Berlo    inquired    if    this    were   scheduled   for    the    June    meeting.       Dr.     Matsler 
replied    that    recommendations   for   tenure  should   be    coming    to    the    Board    -  if  you 
consider    the    problem    of    possible    default    -  possibly  at  the    next    Board    meeting, 
but    certainly  no  later    than    May. 

Mr.     Barr    suggested    that    Dr,     Matsler,     Mr.     Mathias,     and   the  three    Presidents 
should    confer    on  this    matter. 

President    Spencer    commented   that    av    SoU    they  have    an  interna]    report    of  tit 
committee    on  promotions    and   tenure    which   hat    to  be  processed    through   their 
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governance    system  to  see  that   they  fall  within  the    Board   guidelines.      This 
will   be    reviewed   in  April,     he  said,    and  the   internal   evaluation  system   could 
be    cranked  up    so   that   at  the    May  meeting   they  could  bring    in  recommendations 
which  would   fall  within  the    statutory  time    for    notice.       The    May   meeting    is 
important,    he    added,     because    we   must  precede    formal   notice    time. 

Mr.     Barr    said  he   was  not    setting   a  time   limit   on  when  the    committee    would 
report,     but   repeated   that   in  the  interim  the    burden   of  proof  in  each  case    would 
be    on  the    president  to  show    reason  why    each  one    should   be  granted   tenure. 

President   Spencer    said  because    of  the    appointment    of  the  committee  and   a    concern 
for   good  management  he  wondered   if  the  Board    could    reaffirm  the    significance    of 
tenure    and   for  protecting    certain   academic  rights    and   practices    as    well   as    the 
diversity  each  university  must   have.      Any  discussion   of  this,    he  said,     raises 
fears    far    greater   than  intended,     and   he  asked   for   assurance    that   the    committee 
would    consider   the    mission   of  the   universities. 

Dr.    Knoblauch   stated  that  the    discussion  was    out   of  order,    that  the  proposal 
was   just  for   a  study  of  tenure.      Mr.     Barr   agreed.      He  told   Dr.     Spencer   that  he 
did  have   those    reassurances,    but   added  that  it   is    not  necessary  for   the    Board, 
when   reviewing   basic   policy  matters,    to   issue   any  assurance    of  what  it  is  going 
to   do. 

The   question   before    the  Board   was    called   for    a  vote,     and   the    motion   carried 
unanimously. 

COMMITTEE    REPORTS 

Dr.    Knoblauch,     Chairman   of  the  Committee   to  Study   Student    Fees,     reported   that 
the    committee    had   met   on  Wednesday,     March    14,     with   representatives    of   various 
campus    groups   from   NIU.      The   discussion  had   ranged   over  a  number   of   pertin- 
ent questions.      The  next   meeting    of  the    committee    will  be  on   May  16    in  conjunction 
with   the  Board   meeting    at   Illinois    State    University. 

EXECUTIVE    DIRECTOR'S   REPORT    NO.     51 

Before    presenting   his    Report   to   the    Board,     Dr.    Matsler    distributed   copies    of 
an  analysis  of  the    current    status  of  the  FY74    appropriation   requests   for   higher 
education,     including  a  summary  table    presenting   a   breakdown    of  BHE    recommenda- 
tions  for    FY74  as    compared   with   FY73  appropriations,    and   also    showing   the 
Governor's   total   recommendations. 

Section   I  -  NIU   and  ISU  Academic   Plans 

Dr.     Matsler  advised   that    Dr.     Roderick    Groves    had   prepared  an  analysis    of   the 
NIU   and   ISU  academic    plans   which  would   be    submitted   for    a   first    reading.      It 
was   hoped,    he  said,    that  the  Board  would   accept  the    analysis  as  a   policy   docu- 
ment  which   could   be    implemented   in   the  months    ahead. 
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Dr.     Groves   began   by    reviewing   the    Academic    Plans   that  had   been  prepared 
by  Northern   Illinois    University   and   Illinois    State    University.     He  then  noted 
that   in  the    years    ahead   it   would   be  wisest   to  emphasize    those    educational 
services   which  the    Regency   Universities    are   unusually  well   equipped   to   pro- 
vide,    either   by  virtue    of  location    or  strength   of  program.      The    strongest   asset 
of  the  universities,    he   noted,    was   their   association  with  regions   of  large   pop- 
ulation and  proven  educational   demand.       ISU  has  a  natural  educational    service 
region  that  includes  the    Chicago    Metropolitan   areas,     several   populous    urban 
centers    downstate,    as  well   as   in  some    instances   the   market  which  exists    state- 
wide,   particularly  in   teacher    education.      NIU's  prime    service    region   includes 
the  large    population   zones    of  Suburban   Chicago   and   Rockford.       SSU's   focus    is 
on  the    Springfield   area,    but  also    on  the  special   demand   that   emanates   from 
State   government.      Given  the  substantial  development   of  the  universities   and   the 
sort    of  situation   we  now  face   in  funding,    it  seems    logical,    he   said,    that   the 
universities    should   orient  themselves   toward   this  particular    regional   type  of 
need. 

In  the    area  of  doctoral   education,     Dr.     Groves    stated   that  there  seems    to  be  a 
strong    regional   educational   need   for  the  training   of  community  college   teachers. 
Doctoral   training    at  this  level    should   very  much  be   tied  to   the    needs    of  the 
community  colleges    and    should   be    developed  in  close  communication  with   these 
institutions.      In   the  area   of   research   doctorates,     Dr.     Groves    noted   that   it   was 
the    view   of   the    Central   Staff  that   given  the    limited    resources   which  the    State 
is   making    available   to  higher  education,    the   uncertain  manpower    picture,     and 
the    concern   and    opposition   of  those    in  higher  policy   positions    over  development 
in  this  area,     it  would   not  be  wise   for  the  Regency   Universities   to   risk    resources 
in  the    development    of  new    research   doctorates    in  the    future. 

At  the   master's  level,     Dr.     Groves    noted  that   there    is  no  reason   to  compulsively 
develop  masters    degree  programs    in   every  traditional   discipline,    but   the    Regency 
Universities   have    a  remarkable    opportunity  to   develop   off-campus  programs    at 
this   level.      This   has   been  highly  successful  in  other    states.      Likewise   at  the 
undergraduate    level,    the    Staff  feels   that  there    is    room  for  major  development 
of  off-campus    instruction   and   external   degree    programs. 

Dr.     Knoblauch   commented   that   Illinois    is  among   the   backward    states  in  provid- 
ing  these    services.       Dr.     Groves    responded   that   we  must  be   willing   to   take  the 
initiative.      There    is  a  remarkable    opportunity   in   Illinois,    and   the    Regency  Uni- 
versities   are    ideally   located   to  address  themselves   to   this.       There    is    a  demand 
and   it  is  nearby.      Mr.    Barr  said  that  Dr.    Groves   had   pointed   out  areas   in   which 
our   institutions   might   meet  these    needs,    and  he   said   he  would    certainly   rather 
see   the  established   institutions    attempt   to  meet   these    needs,    than  to    say  in 
exasperation  that  they  won't   or  can't,     so  we    need  another    new   institution   on  top 
of  all   for   this  purpose. 

Dr.     Groves    said  that   in  reviewing  the  ISU  plan,    the  staff  had  erroneously  inter- 
preted   statements  on   enrollment   ceilings    as    a  request  for   action   to  increase, 
but  actually   ISU  had  merely   been   indicating   they  feel   that  their  enrollment  maxi- 
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mums    at  the  undergraduate    level   are    low   and   that   this   will  be  demonstrated 
in   the  future,    at  which   time    they   may   wish  to  propose    that  action  be   taken. 

As    to  Sangamon   State,     Dr.     Groves    said   it  was    the  Staff   feeling   that   an  Aca- 
demic   Plan  at  that    institution  would   be    very   valuable,     given  the  volume    and 
the    changes    taking    place  recently  which   lead   to    a   feeling   that  they  are    changing 
dramatically. 

Dr.    Groves    said   that  the    recommendation    of  the    Staff   is  that  the    Board   receive 
the    reports    today   and  in  April   approve    the    conclusions    embodied   in  the  report 
as    general   planning    statements   to  get    some    general   policy  directions    for    the 
Universities    in   the  future. 

Mr.     Barr  complimented    Dr.     Groves    on  his    review   of  the    plans    and   his  report. 
He    suggested   that  as  the  staff  reviews  and   polishes   the    report   for  the  April 
meeting    the   use    of  the  term    "regional"    might  be   qualified   inasmuch   as    he    did 
not  feel  the    Regency  Universities    are    regional   institutions,    but    rather    are  insti- 
tutions   which    serve    all  of  the  State. 

Dr.     Groves    said  it  had  not  been  the  intent   to  limit  the  area  or   mission  of  the 
universities,    and    in  that    regard   would    say  that  they   are  definitely   State    institu- 
tions.    Rather,    he  said,    the  use  of   the    word    "regional"   was   to  suggest   that  there 
is  a   particular    regional   need   which   is  acute   for  educational    services    right  at 
hand,    and  that   the  universities  ought   to  be  applying    themselves    to  this. 

One   thing   mentioned  from  time   to  time    in   the  staff  report,     Mr.    Barr  said, 
appears   to  be  a   growing   problem   in  the    State    -    the    teacher    surplus    in   the    State 
which   apparently   is  growing   more    and  more   severe.      If  in   fact   there  is  this  tre- 
mendous   surplus  of  trained  teachers    in  Illinois,    we    as  institutions   which  offer 
teacher    training    courses    must   be  aware    of  this    and   we   must  not    continue  to 
increase    the    number  of  trained  teachers  we  graduate.       This   would   be  a  terrible 
disservice,     he    added.      Mr.    Patterson   pointed   out   that  some    of  this  will   be  cor- 
rected  naturally.       We    do  have    a  responsibility,     he  added,     but  part    of  the  cause 
has  been  due  to  other  things    and  corrective    factors  are  already  at  work. 

President    Berlo    commented   that    it   was  his  understanding    that    ISU   next  year 
will   be    one    of  the  two  largest   teaching   institutions    in    the  United    States.       In   that 
regard   and   the  fact   that    ISU  is    the    oldest   in   the    State,   they  do  not   define  them- 
selves   as  "regional".      As    to  the  teacher    education  problem,    he    said,    there  is 
a  point  which    is    often    overlooked.     At   ISU  they  are  working    to  reduce    differences 
in  the    educational   experience    between    someone    certified   to   teach   and    someone 
who    is  not.      You    talk    of   training    a  teacher    in   the    same    way    as  training    a    veter- 
inarian   or  a  doctor  --    the    fact    of   the  matter    is  that  teacher  training  is    increasingly 
liberal    arts    oriented   in   order    to  increase    job    options.      He  said  he  believes    that 
the    ISU  faculty  has    done    a    good  job  in  reducing    this    disparity   and  he    was    very 
encouraged    by    this. 

President    Nelson    said    he    would  like    to    respond    to  the  Staff    report  in    a  formal 
way    in   writing    prior    to  the    April   meeting.       But  specifically,     be  would  like    to 
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address    himself   to  the    Staff   recommendations    that   we    go  to  the  BHE  at  the 
earliest   possible   time  in  resolution   of  the  pending   doctoral  programs.     We 
must   be    satisfied,     he  thought,     to   take   this    step   only  when   probable    changes 
in  the  BHE    staff   are    completed   and  that  organization   is    stabilized.       Dr.     Matsler 
said   it   was   his  understanding   that  some    program   proposals   would   be  going   to 
the    Commission  of  Scholars  which  will   be   meeting    in   the  next   few  months. 

President    Spencer    said   it  was  not  through   any  wilful   disobedience    to  the  re- 
quest  of  the  Board    of   Regents  that   their    academic    plan  had  not  been    submitted, 
but  simply   because    half   of  their   future,     in  terms    of  programs,   has  been  pending 
before  the  Board.      They  had   been   accepted   by  the  Board   in  January,    but   action 
by  BHE  has  been  delayed,     although  they  now   promise   to  act    on  them   in  April. 
Sangamon   State    started   with   a  very  few  programs    and  is  now  trying   to  expand, 
but  it  does    not   know  what   the    response    will  be.     There    are   manpower   requirements 
and   the    need   for    choices   for  students.      SSU   is  at  a    critical   point  right  now,    he 
said,    but  by  April,     if  things    go   well,    they   could  make    an   intelligent    statement 
about  their   future,     since    a  master    plan  is  really  a  future    statement. 

Dr.     Bowers,     Vice    President   and  Provost   at   NIU,     said  he    would  like   to  com- 
ment  on  one  aspect  of  the  program   off  campus.      He    said   he  believed   there   has 
been   a  basic  change    in  the    funding    and  that   this    will  have  an  impact.      Until  this 
year,    he  said,     such   programs    had   to  be  funded   by  fees  paid  by    students.      This 
year,    the    funding    is  part    of  the  regular  budget,     and   NIU   has  made    much  progress 
in   establishing    several   MBA   programs    in  Rockford   and   Arlington   Heights    educa- 
tion  centers    and    one  on  special   education   in  McHenry.      NIU   is  very  much   involved 
in  developing   this    off-campus    component.      He  said  he  would   also   like  to  comment 
on   another  of  Dr.     Groves'    statements    about   which   there   may  have   been  some 
misunderstanding.      The    four   undergraduate    language   programs    are    simply  modi- 
fication   of  existing  program   majors,    a  broadening,     rather    than   introduction   of 
new   programs.      Dr.    Bowers    said  he  believed   the  Staff   review  to   be  excellent 
and   advised   that   it  is  in  the  hands    of   the    academic    planning  committee    at    NIU. 

It   was   moved   by  Dr.     Knoblauch,     seconded   by  Mr.     Patterson,     that  the    Staff 
commentary   on  the  ISU   and   NIU   Academic    Plans    be  received   by  the  Board   and 
that  the  conclusions   be  adopted   by  the    Board   at  its  April   meeting    as  a  general 
statement    of  guidelines   to  be  used   for    broad   orientation   in  the  academic    planning 
and   development   of  the  Regency  Universities.       The   motion  carried   unanimously. 

Mr.     Shuman  noted   that  in  the  past  year  the  Board   had  been  asked   to  and  had  ap- 
proved a  large    number  of  new   doctoral  programs,    as  well   as  quite    a   few  masters 
programs   for  the   universities.      He    asked   if  he  were    correct   in  gathering   from 
the    Staff   review  the    suggestion  that   we   should    "cool   it". 

Dr.     Groves    said  his    response    would   be    a  qualified    "yes".      He  said   he  felt  that, 
whether    desirable    or   not,    there    is  relatively  little  future    and  a   great  deal   of  risk 
in    seeking   to    develop  research   doctoral   programs    now,     and   more    substantial 
future    and  less    risk   in  doctoral   programs    for    college   teachers.      At  the  masters 
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level   there    is  little    reason   to   develop   a  master's  program   above    every  under- 
graduate   program  simply  because  that   has  been  traditional.      If  there   is  sub- 
stantial  demand,    a  strong  program  and   faculty,     it  may  make    sense,     but   at  the 
masters    level   in  professional   occupation   programs    the  expansion    of  existing 
programs    should   be  toward  off-campus,     where   there   is  a  great  need   and   future 
for   them. 

Mr.     Shuman  said   he  had  great    sympathy   and  agreement   with  the    Staff    suggestion 
that  there    should   be  increased   emphasis    on  masters  programs    that  are    vocational 
and   applied.       Traditionally,    he  said,    the   master's  has  been  a  year   in  which  they 
find  out  whether  students    are  qualified   or  not   for  doctoral    study.      He  said  he    be- 
lieves   this  to  be  wrong.      It  has    also    been  a  means    for  automatic  pay  raises  for 
highschool   teachers. 

Mr.  Shuman  continued  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Board  has  approved  new 
doctoral  programs,  it  would  seem  that  a  continued  responsibility  would  be  to 
look  to  the  staff  to  report  periodically  on  the  use  or  market  for  these  new  pro- 
grams. In  other  words,  he  said,  the  Board's  responsibility  is  one  of  checking 
up  to  find  out  if  it  made  a  right  decision  or  a  mistake  if  a  doctoral  program  had 
been   approved  last   year  and   the   university   has    not  had   much   response. 

Dr.    Matsler    said  that  the    staff   does  have  information  on  this.       For   instance,     he 
said,     in  the    Biological   Sciences    degree    it  has  been  found   that  everyone    of  the 
doctorates    at    ISU  has  been   placed.       But,    he  said,     no  recent   information   has  been 
received   on  other  programs,    but  the    staff  could    get  it  to  the   Board   and   find  out 
what   are   the  hiring   practices    on  new  and   recent   Ph.  D.     programs. 

Mr.     Shuman    said  he  would    suggest  that    at  least   once  a  year  the  Board    should 
have  a    report   from  the    Central   Staff   on  not   only  whether    these  people    are 
getting    jobs,    but  how   many  are  participating    in  the    various    doctoral   programs. 

Mr.     Barr   said  this  is    something  on  which   the  Board    spends  a  great   deal   of  time    - 
considering   and   approving  new   programs.       But  the    Board  never    again,    seemingly, 
reviews   them  to  see    if  there    are    existing  programs    (and  not  necessarily  just 
doctoral  programs)   which  are  no  longer  of  high  priority   and   which    should  be 
changed   or  even   phased   out. 

Mr.     Shuman    said  he  envisioned   the    job  of  the    Board  as  one    not  of  initiation,     but 
rather    of  evaluation.      Dr.    Julian    said  on   this   the  Board   would  have    to  look   to 
the    faculty   for  its  education,    since    the  Board  can  only  become    educated   in   these 
things    by  having    input   from  a  keen  faculty  who  have    kept   up  with   the    fields. 

Mr.     Shuman    said   what   he  had  intended   to  convey  was    his  belief  that  the  Board 
does    have    a  responsibility  of  evaluating    and   of  cutting  out  any  deadwood,     in  view 
of  budget   conditions.      Mr.    Barr    said  this  should   not  be  limited   to  budget  consider- 
ations,   but  unfortunately   it  is  budgets  which  lead   the    Board    sometimes    to   do 
things    it  should  have  been   doing    anyway.      It  is  the    responsibility  of  the    Board, 
he    agreed,    to    evaluate    existing   programs,     with  great    reliance    on   faculty   and 
staff   for  advice. 
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Section    II    -  Additions    and    Deletions    of  Units  of  Instruction,     Research 
and  Public    Service 

These  detailed   reports   had  been  mailed   to  the    Regents   prior  to  the  meeting,     and 
the    summary  of  changes    during   the  period    January  1   to  December    31,     1972    was 
reviewed   by  Dr.    Matsler,    with   a  recommendation   that   the  Central   Staff   be    auth- 
orized  to  forward   the  lists  to  the  Board    of  Higher    Education. 

Mr.     Patterson   moved,     seconded   by  Mr.     Shuman,    that   the  deletions    and   additions 
in  units    of  instruction,     research   and   public    services    be  approved  and   that  the 
staff   forward   the  lists  to  the    Board   of  Higher  Education.       The    motion   carried 
unanimously. 

Section  III    -    Board   Regulation   Addition:     Regency    Program  Appointments 

This   Board   Regulation   addition  had  been  submitted   for  first  reading   in  February 
and  would   provide  for  academic    appointments   to  Regency   Degree    programs    as 
they   are  developed.       The    addition   had  been  reviewed   by  the  Joint    University 
Advisory  Committee    and   is    satisfactory  with   them,     Dr.     Matsler    advised. 

Mrs.     Spencer   moved,     seconded   by  Mr.    Patterson,    that   the    Board  approve    the 
addition   to   the  Board   Regulation   as    proposed.      The   motion  carried  unanimously. 
(SECTION   HI.    FACULTY  AND  ADMINISTRATIVE   EMPLOYEES,    SUBSECTION  A. 
APPOINTMENTS,    TOPIC  2.    AUTHORITY  TO   EMPLOY,     SUB- TOPIC   b. 
APPOINTMENTS) 

Section   IV  -    Environmental    Practices    of  the  Regency    Universities 

Dr.     Matsler    reported   that  Mr.     Don  Beahringer,     Facilities  Planner    and    Coordina- 
tor,    had  made    a    rather    detailed    report   which  was    summarized   in  the  Executive 
Director's    Report,     and  he  commended   the    report  to   the    Regents   for    reading. 

Mr.     Patterson  thanked   Mr.     Beahringer   for  the  report   and  suggested  that   he 
might   look  into  the    problem   of  the    supply  of  adequate    natural  gas  for  the  campuses 
and  keep  on  top   of  this  matter. 

Section    V    -   Legislative    Report 

A  summary  of  legislation  pending  before  the  78th  General  Assembly  of  interest 
to  higher  education  and  the  Regency  system  was  presented,  and  several  items 
of  extreme    interest  were    discussed   in  greater    detail. 

Section    VI  -    Board    Regulation   Amendments:      Student    Fees 

Presented   for  first    reading   were    proposed   amendments   to  the   Board    Regulations 
on  student   fees.      In  summary,    the  amendments   would   accomplish   the  following: 

(1)         permit   the    institutions   to  install   a  deferred   billing    plan  for  tuition 
and    other  registration  fees 
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(2)  permit  the  institutions   to  offer  an   installment   payment   plan  for 
tuition   and   other    registration   fees 

(3)  provide    a  uniform   refund   policy   for    tuition  and  other    registration 
fees 

(4)  clarify  the  policy   dealing    with  waivers    of  the  application   fee   for 
disadvantaged   and   needy    students    and   non-degree    candidate   students 

(5)  standardize   the    lead   time    requirement   for  all  fees  requiring    Board 
approval  at  8  months 

(6)  reorganize    and  simplify   the    text    of  the  regulations  by  grouping  all 
fees    administered  in  like  fashion  together 

(7)  achieve    certain   technical   clarifications. 

A   discussion  of  the    proposed"  amendment  which  would   permit  institutions    to  offer 
an   installment   payment   plan   for    tuition   and    other    registration  fees    resulted   in 
agreement  that   the  staff  would  give  additional   consideration   to  someone    other 
than   the  institutions  being    responsible    for    financing    of  time    payments. 

It   is  anticipated   that   the  amendments   will  be  returned   to  the    Board   in  April   for 
Board   action. 

Section  VII    -    Legal  Counsel   Report   and   Supplement   to  Legal    Counsel  Report 

1.  Assignment   of  Consulting    Engineers    Contract 

Mr.     Mathias    presented   a  Resolution  authorizing   the    assignment   of  an 
agreement   with    Brown,     Davis,     Mullins    and   Associates,  Inc.  ,     Consulting 
Engineers,    for    professional    services  in   connection  with   the  construction 
of   a    pollution    control   incincerator  for  NIU   to  the  Capital    Development 
Board: 

RESOLVED   that   the    Board   of  Regents    approve    and   authorize   the 
Assignment   to  the  Capital   Development    Board    of  that    certain   Agreement 
dated    November    21,     1971   between   the    Board   of   Regents    for  Northern 
Illinois    University  as  Owner    and  the    Brown,     Davis,     Mullins    and   Asso- 
ciates,   Inc.,     Consulting    Engineers,     for  professional    services    in  connec- 
tion with  the    construction   of  a    Pollution   Control  Incincerator  for    Northern 
Illinois    University   and   that   the    officers    of  the    Board    of  Regents    be    auth- 
orized  to  execute    and    deliver    an   Assignment   accordingly. 

Dr.     Knoblauch  moved    for  approval  of  the    foregoing    Resolution.       The   motion 
was  seconded   by  Dr.     Julian,    and   the   motion  carried   unanimously. 
(Ref.  :      #73-3-1) 

2.  Appropriation  for    Street    Improvements    in  Normal,     Illinois 

Mr.     Mathias    reported   that  in  November  1966  the  Board   of  Governors    acting 
for  ISU,     in  consideration    of  the    vacation    of  certain    streets    and    other    com- 
mitments   by  the    Town    of    Normal,     had  agreed   to  contribute    to  the  cost    of 
resurfacing  Locust  Street    from  Main    Street  to  Fell  Avenue    in  Normal. 
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Locust   Street,    he    explained,     is    essentially  the  northern   boundary   of   ISU 
campus    and   will  carry  a  considerable    amount  of  traffic    generated   by  the 
University   Union/Auditorium,    Student    Recreation  Building    and  the  new 
Library.       The    University  has    installed   a    storm    sewer    and    sanitary  sewer 
on  the  right-of-way   along   the    street,    and   the    street  has  been   torn  up   badly 
due  to   these   installations    and   the  heavy  construction  traffic    in  the  area. 
The   total  cost   of  the    resurfacing  is  estimated  to  be  $96,  000,     of  which  it 
is    proposed   that  90%   would    be    paid  by  the    University  and  10%   by  the  Town 
of  Normal. 

Beaufort  Street   is  the  southern   boundary  of  the  ISU    campus,    and  with  the 
Visual   Arts    Building,     Centennial    Building    and  Westoff   Theatre,    Stevenson 
Hall    and   Watterson  Towers    bordering    this  street,     Mr.     Mathias    explained 
that    the    University   will  generate   the  major    portion  of  traffic.      In  addition 
construction   of  the    Visual    Arts    Center  has  caused  increased   deterioration 
of  the  street.       The    cost  of  resurfacing  from  the    proposed    Vernon- Beaufort 
intersection  to  Fell    Avenue  is  estimated  at  $38,  000,    of  which   amount   it  is 
proposed   that  the    University  pay   75%    ($28,  500)    and  the  Town   of  Normal  the 
remainder. 

Both   of  these  proposals  had   been  included   in   the  current   budget  for  ISU 
but   were   not  approved   by  the  Board   of  Higher   Education.       BHE  had  agreed 
that   these  are  appropriate  expenditures    and  they   would    support   a  separate 
bill   before   the  General   Assembly,    but  not  as  a  part    of  the   budget  for   higher 
education. 

Mr.     Patterson  moved,     seconded   by  Dr.     Knoblauch,     that   the  Board   of 

Regents    support    legislation   appropriating   funds    for  the  University's    share 

of  these    street   projects    as  set  forth   above.       The    motion  carried   unanimously. 

3.  Transfer    -  Repayment   of  Funds,    Northern   Illinois    University 

Mr.     Mathias    advised   that   in  1970  the    Board   had   authorized   the  use    of 
$250,  000   from  surplus  revenues    in  the  Series    1964    Revenue   Bond  Fund  for 
construction   of  a   dormitory  at    Lorado    Taft    Campus.      Operations    in  this 
dormitory   have  resulted   in  accumulation   of  funds  in  excess    of  working    capi- 
tal requirements,    and   it   is    proposed  that   the    Board   authorize   the  transfer 
of  $50,000    of  these  accumulated   funds   to  partially  reimburse    the    Series    1964 
Revenue    Bond   Fund   at   this   time    and  further    authorize    the    transfer    of   future 
accumulations    in  excess  of  current   working   capital    requirements   until   fill 
reimbursement   has  been   made.

Verdelle    Clark  is   taking   an  appeal  to  the  U.     S.     Supreme    Court. 

Mr.     Barr    introduced  to  the    Board  Mr.    Ivan  Elliott,     Chairman   of  the  Board   of 
Trustees    for  Southern   Illinois    University,     who    serves    also    as  the    Chairman    of 
the    Merit    Board   for  the  University  Civil   Service    System  in  Illinois.       Mr.     Elliott 
introduced   those    members    of  his   staff  who  accompanied   him    -  Mr.     Walter    Ingerski, 
Director,     and    Mr.    Ralph    W.    Ivens,     Assistant   to  the  Director    of  the  Merit    Board. 

Mr.     Ingerski    stated   that  he  has    three    goals  in  mind    so  far  as  his  position  as 
Director    is  concerned:     (1)   to  bring  more    effective  leadership  to  the  System, 
(2)  to  bring   more  professionalism   to  the    System,     and    (3)   to  make   the    system 
more    responsive    to  the  Universities    who  are    the    consumers    of  the    System.

Dr.    Knoblauch   moved,     seconded   by  Mr.     Patterson,    for  approval   of  the    President's 
Report   for  Sangamon   State    University   as  submitted  and   amended.      Roll  was  called 
and  the  motion   carried  unanimously. 

President    Berlo    introduced    Mr.     Don   Wales,     a  student   from   ISU,    who  had  requested 
an   opportunity  to  address   the    Board  relative    to    some    concerns    regarding    the  allo- 
cation  of    student   fees    to  certain   groups    at  the    University,     allegedly  in  violation 
of   an   agreement   that    such  funds   would   be    frozen. 

Dr.     Charles    Morris,     at   the    request   of   President    Berlo,     responded   with   his 
comments.       He  reported   that  in  September    ACLU   had    contacted   the  University 
with   a  statement   of   some  eight   points    or  so,    and    President    Berlo   had    responded 
that    organizations   which   were  in   question   would  have    their    funds    immediately 
frozen.      The    President  had    conferred   with  the    University  Legal    Counsel   and  a 
review   of   the    eligibility   of   the    organizations    had  been  undertaken.      Young    College 
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Democrats   was  found   to   have    some  activities   in  violation   of  the  University   rules, 
but  money   has   been  made  available    in  a  limited    way,     with  the  understanding 
that   no   funds   would   be    supplied   in   the  future.       ZPG's   funds   were    not    only  tem- 
porarily frozen,    but   with  the    exception   of  the   use    of  a   house    and   payment   of 
the    phone    bill,     no  funds   have    been   made  available    to  this    organization.      One 
objection   of  the  ACLU   was   that  funds   were  being  channeled   through   a   campus 
organization  to   an   off-campus    organization.       Following   last   month's    Board   meet- 
ing,    Dr.    Morris  said,     Ms.    Boyer    had    some    concern   about   the   nature  of  activities 
in  the  building   and    she   had  requested   a    review  of  the   situation   by  the    Health   Ser- 
vice   which  found  that   their    activities   were    not  in  violation   of  any  university   or 
state    regulation   that  they  were    aware    of   and   felt  also  that  they  were  appropriately 
supervised.      There   had  been   a  request   for  a   grant  from    Planned    Parenthood 
for   funding    of  ZPG,     a  request   which  had  been  called   into  question  in  January. 
It   turned  out   that   the  university  had  not    received   a  formal   request.       There   was 
no  agreement   between   the  university   or   its    legal   counsel   and   others,    except   that 
the   university   would   review   the    organizations   to  determine    their    eligibility   for 
support,     and    Legal    Counsel  for  the  Board   had   been  kept   advised    of  this. 

Mr.     Barr    stated   that  inasmuch   as   the  matter    relates  to  the  work   of  the  Committee 
studying    student   fees    -  which  will   be   holding   a   meeting    at   ISU   in  May   in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  regular   meeting    of   the   Board    -    it  would   be    most  appropriate   for 
interested    parties   to  discuss    these    matters  with   the    Committee    at  that  time. 

There    being   no  further  business   before    the    Board,    the  Chairman   declared  the 
Board   adjourned   until   the    next    regularly    scheduled   meeting    on  April    1Z,    1973, 
in  Springfield,     Illinois.

Office;    Mr.     Paul   E.     Mathias,    Legal  Counsel   to   the    Board;    members    of  the    Joint 
University  Advisory  Committee;    and    representatives    of   the    news    media. 

The   minutes    of   the    meeting  of    March   15,     1973    had   been   distributed   by  mail   and 
the    Chairman  inquired  if  there  were    any   corrections    or    additions.       There    being 
none,     Dr.     Knoblauch   moved,     seconded   by  Mr.     Shuman,    for    approval   of  the    min- 
utes   as    submitted.       The  motion   carried   unanimously. 

CHAIRMAN'S   ITEMS 

Mr.     Barr    noted   that   at  the    last   meeting    he    had   been   authorized   to  appoint   a 
Board    committee   to    review   and    study  the    tenure    policies    of   the    Regency    Univer- 
sities,   with   a   view   toward   determining   whether   there    should   be    a   fixed   maximum 
percentage    of  tenured   faculty   at   any    or    all   of   the   universities.       Pursuant   to  that 
authority,     he    announced   the    membership   of  the    committee:      Mr.     David   E.     Murray, 
Chairman,     Ms.     Edith    Terwilliger   and   Mr.     J.    Robert    Barr. 

The    Chairman   reported  that   at   the    April   meeting    of  the    Board    of   Higher    Educa- 
tion  one    of  the    most    significant  matters    before    that   board   had   been  the    budget 
requests   for    FY74.      In   February,    the    BHE    had   made    its    budget    request   and 
recommendations    for    next    year   which  had   included   approximately    $85    million 
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for   the    Regency   System   in  operating   funds,     an  increase    of   approximately    5% 
over    the    amount   appropriated   for   the    System   during   the    current   year.       The 
Governor,     and   through   him  the    Chairman   and   Executive    Director    of  the    Board 
of   Higher   Education,     proposed  at   the    April  meeting   to    reduce   the    BHE    request 
in   a   way  which  would    result   in   an   increase    over   the    current   year  of  only  .  6% 
in   funds,     all   of   which  would   be  allocated   to   a   few   new   health    related  programs 
and    some    new  programs    at    Sangamon   State    University   if  they   are    to   be    accom- 
plished.      The    result,     he    said,    would   be    serious    for    the    Regency   Universities 
and   the    System   for   many    reasons.      The  Board    of  Higher   Education   at   its   meet- 
ing,    he    continued,     refused  to   approve   the    Chairman's    revised   recommendations, 
directed   him   to    enter    into   negotiations  with   the   Governor,     and  directed   the    various 
systems   to   analyze   the  effects    of  the    Chairman's    recommendations    and    report 
back   to   the    BHE    in   May.      Mr.     Barr    advised   that   he  would   be   unable   to  attend 
the    May   meeting    of  the  Board    of   Higher   Education,    but   that   he  had    asked    Mr. 
Shuman   to    attend   and   vote    in   his    place. 

Another    item   on   which   there   had   been    some    controversy   and   a    split   vote    related 
to   the    proposed    Lincoln   State    University.       The    proposal   of  the    Executive    Director 
of  the  BHE    and   a    request   for    $50,000   funding   was    approved  with  three    dissenting 
votes    being    cast   by   members    representing   the    University   of  Illinois,    the    Illinois 
Junior    College    Board,     and   himself.      Their   feeling   had  been,    Mr.     Barr    stated, 
that   the  needs    expressed   in   the    recommendations   for    LSU   are    real,    but   that   it 
would   be    a  mistake    at  this  time,    when   we    are    faced   with   budgetary   problems, 
to   allocate    any  funds   to   yet  another    new   institution  when   existing   institutions, 
in   which  the    people    of  the    State    have    a   large    investment,    are    striving   to   meet 
these    needs. 

Dr.     Matsler    distributed   copies    of  a    report    on   other    actions    taken  by  the   Board 
of   Higher   Education   in  April. 

Mr.     Barr    said  there    had  been    some    discussion    as    to   whether    it  would   be    advis- 
able   for    the    Board    of   Regents    to  reaffirm  its    support   of  the    original  BHE    budget 
request   for  the    Regency  System.      Mr.     Shuman    said    such  instruction   from  the 
Regents   would   be   most   helpful  to  him  in   representing   the  Regents    at   the    May 
meeting    of  the    BHE. 

Mr.     Patterson   moved,     seconded   by   Mrs.     Spencer,    that    Mr.     Shuman  be    instructed 
to   express   the    conviction   of  the    Board    of  Regents    that   the    FY74   appropriation 
request   as    approved   by  the    Board   of   Higher    Education   at   its  February  meeting 
constitutes    the   minimum   amount   necessary   for    the    continued   operation   of  the 
System   in  accordance    with  the   missions    assigned.       The    motion    carried  unanimously. 

Mr.     Gary  Benson,     editor    of  the    Northern   Star    at   NIU,    had   requested   an   opportun- 
ity  to   address    the    Board.       Mr.     Benson   presented    a  Northern   Star    request   that 
the    Board    of   Regents    earmark   a    subscription   fee   for   the    Star   during   the   three - 
year    period   September    1973    to   September    1976.      The    funding   would   begin  at 
approximately   the    present   level   of    support    ($60,  000)   with    reductions  of  $10,  000 
in   each    of   the    following   years.       Mr.     Benson    said   the   fee   would   be    channeled 
directly  from  the    student   activity   fees    to  the  Star's   trust   fund    account   until   the 
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administration   of    such   funds    could   be    assumed   by   a   publications    board.       The 
Star    would   be    allowed   to   accumulate    surplus   funds    in  its   trust   account   for    long- 
term   planning   and   purchases,     and  the    level   and   method    of   funding   would   be 
reevaluated   at   the    end   of  the  three    year    period.      Summer   funding    of  the    Star 
would   continue   to   be    handled    separately. 

Mr.     Barr    questioned   whether   the   Board    should   be    asked  to  take    action  on  this 
particular    request    since    there    presently   exists  a    Board    committee    studying    the 
entire    student   fee    picture,     and   at   Northern  there    is  a   media    study    committee 
looking    into   and   preparing    recommendations    with   regard   to  this  matter. 

Mr.     Patterson   moved,     seconded   by  Mr.     Shuman,    that   the    Northern   Star    proposal 
be   taken  under    advisement   and  turned   over   to   the    Board   committee    studying 
student   fees.      The    motion   carried   unanimously. 

COMMITTEE    REPORTS 

Student    Fees    Committee 

Dr.  Knoblauch,  chairman,  advised  that  he  had  no  report  to  make  to  the  Board 
at  this  time,  but  announced  that  the  committee  would  be  meeting  with  various 
groups    on   the    ISU   campus    on   May  16,    the    day   preceding   the    Board   meeting. 

Interim    Governance    Committee 


Mr.     Shuman,     chairman,     reported   that   the    committee,    whose    purpose    is    to  meet 
on   request   with   persons    charged   •with  the    responsibility    of   developing    constitutions 
at   the    three    campuses,    met   on   Wednesday,    April   11,    with  the    committee    at 
Illinois    State.       There    had   occurred    a   beneficial    session  that    clarified    some   ques- 
tions,    although   one   unresolved   question   did   emerge,     he    said,    that    of   the    inter- 
pretation  of  a  section    of  the    Governing    Policy.      Mr.     Shuman    stated   he    wished   to 
bring   this   to   the    Board's    attention  to   make    sure    that   the  members    of  the  commit- 
tee   are    reflecting   the   Board's    desires.       The    section   in   question   was    identified 
as    Section    6  (Participation   in  University   Governance)    which    states    "...     each 
university    shall   provide    in  its  constitution   for    an   elected,     representative    univer- 
sity organization  which    shall    serve    as   the    primary  university   body   at   the    insti- 
tutional  level   for    consultation   regarding    policy   formation."      The    committee's 
interpretation   to   the    ISU    committee    was  that   it   had   not   been  the    intention   of  the 
Board   to  legislate    that  there    be    a    single    organization  that   would    encompass 
student,    faculty,     civil  service    and   administrators,     but    rather   that   this    should 
be    interpreted   broadly   enough    so  that   there    could   be    one    or  more  representative 
organizations;    but   if  there    were    more    than   one    of  these    responsible    elected    organ- 
izations,   there    would   need  to   be  some    kind   of   coordinating    structure    at  the    univer- 
sity  level    so   that   there    would   be    a  single    body   relating   to   the    Board.      After    a 
discussion    of  the  question,    the    consensus    of  the    Board  was   that   the    committee's 
interpretation   had  been    correct. 

LONG  RANGE    PLANNING   ISSUES 

Academic    Freedom   and    Tenure    -    Report   by    JUAC 

Dr.    William   Hendrickson,     Chairman   of  the    Joint   University   Advisory    Committee, 
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advised   that   the  report   to  the    Board   at   this   time   would   focus    more    on  tenure 
than   on   academic   freedom,     inasmuch   as    a   comprehensive    report   on   academic 
freedom   and   tenure   had   been   presented    several   years    ago.       The    JUAC    con- 
siders   both  to   be    vitally   important   and   did   not   intend   to   minimize    academic 
freedom   at   the    expense    of  tenure.       Because    of   certain   recognized   differences, 
Dr.     Hendrickson    stated,     the    Committee    had   found   their  interpretations    and   views 
about   academic   freedom   and   tenure    varied,     and   would   not   attempt   to   present   a 
united   front   nor    a  unified    statement    as    a  Committee.      Instead,    three    people    would 
report   to   the    Board:      Dr.     Charles    Hicklin,     a   member    of  the    Committee    from   ISU- 
Ms.     Virginia    Sayles,     student   from   SSU;    and    Dr.     Robert    VanWaes,     Associate 
Secretary   of  the  American   Association   of   University  Professors,     Washington,     D.  C.  , 
who   would    summarize    and   highlight    national   issues. 

Dr.     Hicklin    commenced   by   defining   tenure    as  a   plateau   of   due  process   for  dis- 
missal  which   is    granted   faculty   members    after    a    specified   probationary   period. 
He    continued   by   describing    some    myths    about   university  tenure    and   presenting 
a    rebuttal    statement   in  each  instance.      He    cited   the    University    Civil   Service    Act, 
personnel   practices    in  private    enterprise,     and   certain  privileges    accorded  academy 
graduates    or    persons    of   certain   rank   in  the   military    service   to  dispel   the  myth 
that    only  college    professors    have    tenure. 

Dr.     Hicklin   refuted   the   myth   that   you  can't   get  rid  of  tenured   professors    by 
citing   the   AAUP    recommendations    on  process    of  dismissal,     adding   that   dismissal 
for    cause    has  always    been   possible   under   the    AAUP    concept    of  tenure.       Most 
tenure    statements  at   both   the    public    school   and   university  level   explicitly    state 
how   dismissal   is    to   be  accomplished,    he  pointed   out. 

It   is   sometimes    charged   that   tenure    is    a   barrier   to  building    academic    excellence, 
and   as    to  this    Dr.     Hicklin    said   he    sees    a   direct    correlation   between  the  length 
of  time    universities    have    had  tenure    policies    and   their    national    reputations.       The 
Board,    through   its    policy  on  instant   tenure,     recognizes    that  great  teachers   will 
not   move    from   one   university    to    another   without   tenure.      A  recent    study  by   the 
commission  on   academic   tenure    in  higher    education    shows  that    94%    of  faculty   in 
the    U.S.     serve    in   institutions    with   tenure    rules.       As   to  quotas,     he  said,     only    6% 
of   U.  S.     institutions   have    quotas,     and  these    are  primarily  private  4- year    schools. 

Another   myth,     Dr.     Hicklin    said,     is    that   all   professors    hold  tenure  or    receive 
tenure.       The    fact   is,     he    said,    that    although    94%    of  the  faculty   in  the  U.  S.     serve 
in  those    institutions    covered   by  tenure    policies,     only   about   half   of  these    hold 
tenure.      The    proportion   of  tenured   faculty   is    about  the  same    as  it  was   in  the 
early    60's. 

As    to  the  charge   that  university   administrations    are    hampered   in  their    reform 
efforts    by  tenure  rules,     Dr.     Hicklin    said   the   hue    and  cry  for  elimination   of   tenure 
seems    to    emanate    from   poor  administrations    rather   than   good   ones.       Good   admin- 
istrations  which  have    engaged   in   adequate   faculty  planning    and   development    do   not 
find   themselves    hampered   by  tenure.      It  is  those    institutions   which  have  either 
exhibited   pretentions   to  greatness    or   mushroom  growth   caused   by  management 
decisions    of  the    past,    or    those   who   have  avoided   long    range    planning,    which    seem 
to    see  tenure    elimination   as    a  panacea.      Good   faculty   development,     careful   program 
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planning,     enforcement    of   academic    standards,     good    scholarship,     all   entail 
tenure    policy    and    all   would    suffer,     he  concluded,    from  the    elimination   of  tenure 
policies. 

What   is  needed,     Dr.    Hicklin   proposed,     is    planning,     retraining    and   matching    of 
personnel   with   priorities. 

To    clear  up    some    obvious    misunderstanding   by    some    of  the    Board   members, 
Mr.     Barr    reminded   the    Board   that   this    presentation   by  the    JUAC   had  been  on 
the    Board's  schedule    for  some    time    and   was    not  related   to   the    committee    appointed 
last    month  to  study   tenure    practices    in  the    System.       This    presentation  had   been 
requested   by   the    Board,     and   he    added   that   the    JUAC    was    not   asking    for    anything 
to   be    changed   today,    but  merely   presenting    an   educational   type    report   and   a  dis- 
cussion  of  the    basic  concepts    of  tenure. 

Mr.     Barr    said   he    was  concerned   about   what   he    considers   to  be    an  over    linking 
of   academic    freedom   and  tenure.       The    way  freedom  is    used   consists    of  two    parts, 
the    first   being  what   is  referred   to  as   basic    civil   rights   which   all   citizens   have. 
This    relates    to  questions    of  whether    a   person   is  fired   because  of   religion,     race, 
sex,     or  political   views.      He    asked   if   Dr.     Hicklin   were  suggesting   that  only   ten- 
ured  faculty  members    should   be    protected   against   that    sort    of  thing.      Mr.    Barr 
said   he    believed   that  the    newest,     most  un-tenured,    temporary   employee    should 
have    the    same    protection  as   the    most    senior.       Tenure    has    nothing   to   do   with 
this,    he  said.       That   is   why   he    is  bothered   when  someone    says    faculty   need   tenure 
to   protect   their    civil    rights. 

Dr.     Hicklin    said   that    persons    without   tenure    are  seldom  dismissed   for   those    kinds 
of  things,     on   the    record,     during    the    probationary    period. 

Mr.     Murray   inquired    if    Dr.    Hicklin   would   recommend   any    changes    in   the    present 
tenure    system.       Dr.     Hicklin    said   he    did   have    some    recommendations    and   he 
agreed   to   present   them  to   the    ad   hoc    committee    of   the  Board. 

Ms.     Virginia    Sayles    presented   an   official    statement   from  the    SSU    representatives 
on   the    JUAC,     supporting   the    concept  of  tenure    and   the  participation   by    students 
in  the    determination   process.      Ms.     Sayles    concluded   her    presentation   with   the 
hope    that   the    Board   would   find   the  proposed   tenure    policy   at    Sangamon  State  Uni- 
versity   of   value    in   confronting   and    solving   the    problems    before   the    Board. 

Mr.     Barr    said   it   was   his  thought   that   the    SSU   policy    should   not   be  acted  upon   at 
this   meeting.      He    said   he  had    some    problems   with   it   and   believed   that  the  policy 
should   be    either    referred   to   the    committee    studying   tenure    policies    or  else  action 
should   be    held   in  abeyance    until   the    committee    finishes    its    work.       Certainly,    he 
added,    any  views    Ms.     Sayles    or    anyone    else    had    on  the  policy    should   be    heard   by 
the    committee. 

Ms.     Sayles    continued   with   a   personal    statement    regarding    academic    freedom, 
protesting  that   the    tenure    policy   as    presented   to   the    Board   does    not   have   the  sup- 
port   of  the    majority   of   the    students    who   are    aware    of  it.      She    said    also   that 
many  faculty   members    feel  that   they   had   no    choice    but   to    accept   it,     because    to 
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oppose    it   would   be  at   their  peril. 

The    Chairman   commented   that    Ms.     Sayles    had    certainly   exercised   her    aca- 
demic   freedom   by   inserting    her   personal    statement   into   the  discussion    -    but 
whether   this    was    a  responsible    exercise    of  freedom,     he    doubted.      She    had   inter- 
jected  an  irrelevant   discussion   into   the    midst   of  what    was    to  have   been  a    serious 
educational   experience    for  the    Board   with    regard  to  long    range    philosophies    of 
tenure    and   academic    freedom.       The    Board,     he    said,     did   not   intend   at   this    time 
to   discuss    the    proposed   SSU   tenure    policy   or    the    activities    of  the    administration. 
There    would   be    an  appropriate   time    for    discussion   of  that   policy   before   the 
Board   acts    on   it,     and    Ms.     Sayles    or    anyone    else  who   wishes    to    express    an 
opinion   about   the    policy  would    be  heard   fully. 

Ms.     Terwilliger    said    she    did   not   share    completely   Mr.     Barr's   views,    adding 
that    she    thought   the   use    of  specific    examples   to  point  up   the    seriousness    of  the 
question  was    not   irrelevant.      She    said    she   would   hope   that    Ms.     Sayles   would 
not   go   away  from  the  meeting    feeling   that   the  Board   had   not   heard   what    she 
was    saying. 

President    Spencer    said   that   Ms.     Sayles'    statement   had  been   a   personal   one 
evidently,     and   unknown  to   other   members    of   the    JUAC.       He    said   he    did   not 
believe    that   the    committee   would    endorse    it    or    agree   that    she   had    restated 
the    record   of  the  development   of   the    policy,     adding   that   he   was    sorry   if   there 
should   now  be  confused   thinking    on  what   he    believed   to   be    a    sound  proposal. 

Dr.     Robert    VanWaes    said   he    was   very   pleased   to   have    an  opportunity   to  discuss 
briefly   the   matter    of  tenure.      He  complimented   the  Board   for    exercising   its 
responsibility   in  taking    a  good  look   at   the    question.       The   AAUP  has    been  very 
concerned    about   the    matter    for  some   time,    he    said,     and   he  commended   to   the 
Board   a    recently  completed    study    sponsored   by   the  AAUP   and   the   American 
Association   of  Colleges    and  in   particular    suggested  that   the    Board   examine    the 
recommendations.      He  took   note    of  the    extent   to   which   tenure    exists,     and  stated 
that   tenure    is    a  keystone   to   academic   freedom   and   excellence.       The    study  points 
out,     he    said,    that  many  abuses    alleged   to   be   involved   in  the    system    stem   not 
from  the    concept   of  tenure,     but   because    of  certain   circumstances    in  higher    edu- 
cation  in  the  last  ten   years    which   have    made    it  difficult   to    administer   tenure. 

Dr.     VanWaes    noted    several   of  the  recommendations    which  he    thought   would   be 
of   particular    interest   to  the  Board.      One    of  these   was   that   the    maximum   7  year 
probationary   period    should   be    retained,    but   further   that   it  would   be  wise   to 
establish   a  5  year   minimum   period   in   order    to  provide   for  better    evaluation. 
Another    recommendation   was   that    student   evaluation,     established   and   administered 
appropriately,     ought  to  figure    in  the   tenure    evaluation  in   order   to  help    show   how 
faculty   measure    up   in  the    classroom.       Another    recommendation   was   that    stand- 
ards   should   be    raised   and  more    rigorous    evaluation    should   be    conducted.      Another 
recommendation   was   that    staff  planning    should   be    encouraged   in    order  to  permit 
an  accommodation  to  new   economic    realities.      Further,    there    should   be  a   faculty 
development   program.       Faculty  often  do  not  have   the    kind   of  assistance   to  tap 
their    potential    -    often  there    is  no   adequate    leave    system    so  they  can   get   away   and 
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re-charge.      It  is  also   time    to   think   about    optional    retirement   programs,     he 
said,     and   finally,    the  report    recommended   that    judicious    and    selective    cur- 
tailing   of   doctoral   programs    in   certain  fields    or  at  certain   institutions    ought 
to   be    considered. 

Dr.     VanWaes    said   that   AAUP   does  not   believe    the    quota    system   is    the    answer, 
though   the    committee    report    recommended   this.      It  is  the    simplest   technique, 
he    said,    but   has   the    disadvantage    of    swinging   us    away   from  merit.      Rather   than 
approach  the    question   in   an   arithmetical   or   mechanical   way,     AAUP   believes   the 
other    recommendations    in  the    report,     if  effected,    would   make   tenure    quotas 
unnecessary. 

Mr.     Shuman   commented   that  while    he    did   not  consider   the    report    of  the    study 
commission  to   be    objective,    he   thought  the  Board    should   give    it   fair  consider- 
ation.     Dr.    VanWaes    commended  it   as    a  searching    inquiry  which   provides    informa- 
tion  everyone    needs    in   dealing   with  the    problem. 

Mr.     Barr  said   as  Dr.    VanWaes    described    and   discussed   the  system   of  tenure, 
it    seemed    obvious   to  him  that   in  order    for    it  to   function   would    require    a  lot    of 
hard   work   by   faculty.      As   they  evaluate   their    colleagues    and   make    what    should 
be   the    hard   decisions    -  whether    or    not   to    recommend   tenure    in    any   particular 
case    -     he    said   he  thought   it   is  the    feeling    of    some  that   upon    occasion,     and 
perhaps   more    often,    they   have    taken  the    easy   way   out   and   too    often    recommenda- 
tions   are    merely  automatic    --  after    one    has  served   a   probation   period,    whatever 
it   is,    unless    he    is    absolutely   and   obviously  unfit,     tenure    is  automatically    recom- 
mended.     He    said   he  has    a  feeling   that    some    of  the    problems    we   have  are    not 
the   fault   of  the    system,     as  he    had  heard   it   described,     but   the    way   it   has    been 
operated. 

Dr.     VanWaes    noted   that   was   the    main   thrust   of   the  commission    report.       The 
AAUP   view   has    always   been  that   tenure    should   never    be    automatic.       The    condi- 
tion  of  the  market   now   argues    specifically  that   if  that   has    been  the    practice    before, 
it    cannot   be  the    practice    anymore. 

Dr.     Byron   Radebaugh,     President    of  the    NIU    Chapter    of    IAHE,     had    submitted   a 
prepared    statement   to  the    Board   in  advance    of  the  meeting.      He    said   there    had 
been    some   questions    asked   today    -    such   as,    what    do  you   want   us   to  do?      IAHE, 
he    said,    had   made    some    recommendations    in  their    report    regarding   what  they 
would   like    to  see   the    Board   do.        Another   question   which   had    arisen  was    what 
is   the    distinction  between   civil   rights    and    something    called   academic    freedom. 
He    said   he   would   offer   the    notion  that   perhaps    civil    rights    might    refer    to    such 
things    as   freedom   of  speech  which   all   people    have,    but  perhaps    the  major    distinc- 
tion would   be    that    academic   freedom  really   implies    that   certain   individuals    have 
become  professionally   qualified   to   inquire    into    certain   areas,     to    discover    new 
truths,     publish  what   they  find,    and   communicate    it   to  others.       This    ability  to 
communicate    and   inquire    becomes    essential   to   the   whole    process.       Without   that 
process,    you   would   not  have   the    inquiry   and   thinking. 

Mr.      patterson   asked   how   Dr.    Radebaugh   would    relate    this   to  tenure. 
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Non-tenured   persons    ought   to  have    the    same    opportunity,     Dr.     Radebaugh    said, 
but   he   was   inclined   to   think   the    fact   that   we    do  have    tenured   faculty   contributes 
to   the    opportunity   for    non-tenured   people    to    engage    in  the  process.       They    support 
the   whole    notion   of  inquiry   or    thinking,    without  undue    influence. 

Mr.     Shuman   asked    if   his  concept   of  freedom  includes   freedom  to   agree,    in  addi- 
tion to   freedom  to    dissent.      He    noted   that  there    are  some    in  the  university  atmos- 
phere  today  who   are    defenders    of  the    status    quo.      Dr.    Radebaugh    said   the    crucial 
fact    relates   to   the    professional   competence    of  the  people    who    are    doing    the    inquir- 
ing.      Whether    they   defend   existing    points    of  view   or    challange    them   and   take    an 
opposing   view   is  not  the    crucial   point. 

Mr.,    Murray    said   that    as    chairman   of  the    ad  hoc    committee   he   would   be  interested 
in   receiving   more    specific    recommendations    than   Dr.     Radebaugh  had  submitted. 

Dr.     Radebaugh   suggested   one    important   thing   the    Board   could   do   would   be   to 
make    some    statement    about   its  reaffirmation   of  the    principle    of   academic    freedom 
and   tenure.       This   would   be    important   to   the   universities  and   to   education.      He 
said   he    thought   there    are    some    things    that   the    Board    could   to   to    strengthen  the 
whole    plan.      He    said   he  is  inclined  to   think  that   there    are    some    weaknesses    in 
the    present    Governing    Policy,     but  said   that   he   would    specify  these    in  writing. 
These    relate    to   the  whole    concept  of   tenure    and    "financial   exigencies". 

Mr.     Patterson    said   his    experience    has    been   that'  a  contract   is  a    one   way    street, 
that    it   protects    only  the   teacher.      It  should  be    recognized   that   one    reason   people 
aren't   happier   to    do   these    things    for   teachers    is  because    there    have    been   abuses 
over    the    years.     A    contract   is    nothing    but   protection   for   the   teacher,     he  said, 
and   if   a   person   does    not    sign   a    contract    in  good  faith,     he    should   not  have  one. 
Teachers    are    not  blameless    as  a  profession,     he    commented. 

Dr.     Radebaugh   advised       that    IAHE    does    not  think   it   is  a  one   way    street.       There 
are    benefits    derived   to  the    institution   and   to    society  -  we    can   have  the    advantage 
of  the    expression   of  ideas  that   may  be  unpopular.      There    can  be    a  major    benefit 
from  this   to  society,     but   it  is  hard   to   get   that   idea   across    to  many   people.       What 
he   was    trying   to  say,     he    said,     is   that   we    ought   to  protect   people   who  are    prepared 
to   criticize   us   honestly. 

Mr.     Patterson    said   faculty  have   to  be  perceived   as  doing   this  honestly    -    that  is 
the   problem.       Faculty    should   try   to    communicate,    but  this   is  also   a   responsibility 
of  the    Board    of   Regents. 

Mr.     Barr    said   this    brought   to  mind   an   item   which  he    had   neglected   to  address 
under  Chairman's    Items    earlier    on  the  agenda.       There   has  been   a   group   of 
somewhat    related   problems    which  he   would    refer   to  briefly   and  then  request 
certain   people   to   do    something    about  them.       The    Board    continues   to   read   and 
hear    rumors,     some    unfounded,     some    perhaps    not,    dealing   with  houses    for   presi- 
dents   and  the   way  they   are    financed,     and   whether    the    laws    of  the    State    and  the 
policies    of   the    BHE    and   the  Board   of  Regents   have   been   followed.      This  relates 
to   the    question   of  the  university   foundations,    which   all   public    institutions    in   Illinois 
have  and  have    had   for    some   time.      It   has   been    charged   that  these    are    "paper

foundations"   that   exist   merely   to    enable   us  to    engage    in  subterfuge    in   the    con- 
struction  and   financing    of   houses    for   presidents.      At    a   time   when  universities 
are   under    budgetary   attack,    those   who  seek   to   decrease  the    available    funds    will 
latch   on  to   any  charge   that    can   be    used   to  point   to  waste    and   mismanagement 
as   justification   of   charges    of  wholesale   waste.       As    a    Board,     he    said,    the 
Regents    are  concerned   with   these   things    and   must   be    certain   that  university 
affairs    are    conducted   properly.       He    said   that   there    apparently   exist    some   mis- 
understandings   as  well   as   to   what   the   policies    of  the   Board   of   Regents    and  the 
State    are    in  this    area.       That    is    the    Board's    fault,    he  said,    because    it   has    not 
enunciated   them   clearly.      Mr.     Barr    said    at  first   he   had  thought    of   appointing 
another    Board    committee,    but    believed   that   not   to  be  necessary   at   this    time. 
He    said   that   the    Board   is    aware    and   is  concerned   about   these   matters,    but  as 
far    as   the    Board   is  concerned   it  has  followed    strictly  the    policies    prescribed 
for   it.       He    said  he   would    request    each  of  the  universities   to   prepare    for   the 
Board   members    brief   but  accurate    and  complete    reports    regarding   the   makeup, 
the    history   and   the    operation   of  their  foundations.       We    must    as    a    Board   have    a 
better   handle    on  this,    he  added.       What   are    they?       What   do   they   do?       Who  runs 
them?      He    said  he    would   also    ask   that    Dr.     Matsler    and   his    staff   review   the 
Board's   written   policies    in  these    areas   with   a   view   to   determining   whether 
there    should   be    revisions    or  additions   to   the  Board's    policies  in  this  area,     and 
to   work   with   university   people    in  making   any  recommendations. 

There   have    also   been    repeated    stories    about   all    sorts    of  groups    --    executive, 
legislative,     BHE    --  which  might    conduct   investigations    of  one    thing    or  another. 
The    Board   and   its    staff   is  ready,     Mr.     Barr    said,    to   cooperate   with   any    duly 
authorized   body   if   and   when  that   might    occur.     He   said  he  had   heard    and    received 
anonymous,    unsupported  accusations    of  wrongdoing.       This    is    not   helpful,     he    said. 
If    someone    thinks    that    something    wrong   has    been   done,     this    should   be    called   to 
the    attention   of  the  Board,    but   it  must   be    documented   and   the    Board   must   have 
facts    to  go  on.      If  anyone    has    concrete    information,     please    bring    it   to  the    Board, 
he    asked.      If  any    such   person    should   be    fearful,     his    confidence   will   be    respected 
by   the  Board. 

Dr.     Matsler    said  he  anticipated   that  the    Board   would    receive    additional    requests 
for    information   relative   to  university    residences.       The    Board    staff  would   put   to- 
gether  for  the  Board   and   the   public   the  policies    that    relate    to   presidents'    residences, 
he    said,    going   back   to   1967.       Policies   have    been   public,     he    said,    but   there    is    much 
misinformation   about   them.       He  said   he  believed   it   to   be    time   to  clarify  the   policies. 
As    far    as  the    foundations    are    concerned,     he   said   this    should   be  a  long-term    study, 
and   he    suggested,     if  agreeable    with  the    Board,     that   the    reports    be    made    after  the 
end    of   the  fiscal   year,   which   would   give   the    presidents  time    to  prepare  the  reports 
in   the    detail   which   will  be    needed.      He  suggested   they   be    presented   to   the  Board 
in    July. 

Ms.     Terwilliger    said    she  supported   what    Dr.     Matsler    said   about   needing   to  know 
what    is    going    on.      She    added    she   would   like    to  have   the  information   as    soon   as 
possible. 

Mr.     Shuman    said  at   the  last   meeting   he    had   made    a  statement   which   he  would 
like    to  repeat:      as    one   member    of   the   Board   who  has    never   believed  in   building 
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these   houses    (he    recognized   that   this    policy  was    determined   years    ago),     he    was 
very   much   impressed   that   the    Board   had    done    everything   it  could   to  construct 
the    kinds    of  buildings    that  were    necessary.      He    said   he  did   not  believe    that   there 
has    been   a   fair  appraisal   by  those   who    are   trying   to   use    the  issue    as  a  means    to 
discredit   persons.      He  said   he   would   join  in  condemnation   of  anonymous    smear 
tactics.       The    Board   has    been    subjected   to  this,     and   he    said   it  was    absolutely 
unfair.      To   him  this    is    an  indication  that   the    reason  for  the    exercise    is    something 
other   than   to    reveal.       Mr.     Shuman    said   he    personally   resented  this    sort   of  thing. 
If   anyone   wants   to  bring    out   facts,     that   is    something    else,    but  he    said   he    resented 
being   used   in   an   attempt   to  prejudice    his  judgment   by  unsupported    statements. 

Dr.     Knoblauch    said   he   would    support   what   had   been    said,     but  in   view  of  every- 
thing   going    on  in  connection   with  the    matter,    he    believed  it  time    that  the    Board 
get   out   accurate    and   extensive    information   to  establish  that   many  of  these    founda- 
tion  policies    and    statements    and   patterns    are    structured   after    one    of  the  top   notch 
institutions    in  the    State.      It   is  time   to  clear   this   up,    he    said,     legally. 

Mr.     Barr    said   the    public    is    certainly   entitled   to  have    correct   information,     and 
he   had   basically   wanted   to  let   people   know  that   the    Board   is  aware    of   the  problem. 

EXECUTIVE    DIRECTOR'S   REPORT  NO.     52 

Section   I    -    Academic    Plans 

Since    the    March  meeting   when   the    staff  had   presented   an   analysis    of  the  five   year 
academic    plans    of   NIU  and   ISU,    the   staff  has    received    responses   from  both   insti- 
tutions,    Dr.     Matsler    advised;  and   a   few   changes    had   been   made    in   the    analysis 
document.       The    staff    recommendation   was    that   the    conclusions    in  the    Statement 
on   Academic    Plans    be    adopted  by  the    Board   as    a   general    statement   of   guidelines 
to   be  used   for  broad   orientation   in  the    academic    planning    and    development   of  the 
Regency    Universities. 

President    Spencer    expressed    some    concern  with    staff   comments    relative    to 
masters    level   programs,     and    said  he  believed   SSU  should   be  given   an   opportunity 
to   defend   its   upper    level    structure.      Mr.     Barr    and   Dr.     Matsler   both   pointed   out 
that    Sangamon   State   had   not  submitted   its    Academic    Plan  to  the    Board   as   yet, 
but  when   it   is  received   it   will  be    analyzed   and    if  necessary,    additional   guidelines 
will   be    incorporated   into   the    staff   document. 

After    a   further    discussion   of  the  staff   analysis    document,    there   was  agreement 
that   the    staff  would   amend   the    document  to  reflect   that  new  masters    degree    pro- 
grams   should   only   be    developed   where    because    of  a  demonstrable    need   they    can 
yield    substantial   benefits    at  a    relatively   low   cost.       The    staff   also   agreed  to 
delete    a  sentence    in  the    section   referring   to    Sangamon   State    University,    as  re- 
quested  by  President   Spencer. 

Dr.     Knoblauch  moved,     seconded   by  Mr.     Patterson,    that   the    Board   approve    the 
staff    recommendation    relative    to  the    Academic    Plans,    as  amended.       The    motion 
carried   unanimously.

The    Board    recessed   at  12:20   p.m.     for    luncheon   and   reconvened    in   public 
meeting   at    1:30    p.m. 

Section    II    -    New    Programs 

The    detailed   proposal   for   the    Bachelor    of   Science    in   Environmental   Health   at 
Illinois    State    University   had   been   mailed   along    with   othe-r    Board   materials. 
Dr.     Groves    reviewed   the    proposal   briefly  with   the    Board,     advising   that    since 
mailout   date    subsequent    discussions    with  the    staff    of   the    Board    of   Higher    Educa- 
tion  indicate    that   the  program   does   fall  within  the    purview    of   the    Environmental 
Studies    Master    Plan  which   is    being    developed   by   a  BHE    committee,    and  that    con- 
sequently  there    may  be    some    delay   in   its    approval,     pending  development    of  the 
plan. 

The    staff   recommendation,     he    said,    was   that   the    proposed   program  be    approved, 
but   with  the  stipulation  that   an   interdisciplinary   committee    or    some    comparable 
structure    be    established   for  the    purpose    of   directing    the    development    of   the 
Environmental   Health   program.       The    program   is   to   be    implemented   in   August 
1973,     and   the  proposal   is  to   be    forwarded   to  the  Board   of   Higher    Education  for 
its    review   and   approval. 

Mr.     Patterson   moved,     seconded   by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    for    approval  of  the    staff 
recommendation.       The  motion   carried   unanimously. 

Section    III  -    Board    Regulation   Amendments:      Student    Fees 

The    proposed   amendments   having   been    submitted   for    first  reading   in  March   and 
certain   minor    changes   having   been  made    since    that   time,    they   were   submitted 
for    Board   approval. 

Mr.     Patterson   moved,     seconded   by    Mr.     Shuman,     for  approval   of  the    proposed 
amendments   to  the   Board   Regulations    relative    to  student   fees.       The    motion   carried 
unanimously.       (BOARD   REGULATIONS,     SECTION    VI:    FINANCIAL   AFFAIRS, 
SUBSECTION    L:    REGISTRATION   FEES,     SUBSECTION   M:    SPECIAL   FEES) 

Section    IV  -    Student   Health    Insurance 

A   tabulation   of  bids    received   for    a   blanket    student   health   insurance    policy   cover- 
ing   students    at   the    three    Regency    Universities   was    presented   with   a    recommenda- 
tion that  the    low   bid   be    accepted    and   the    Board   approve  the    selection    of  Blue    Cross 
Blue    Shield  to  provide    student   health   insurance    coverage    for  a   two-year   term; 
further  that   the    Board   authorize    an   increase    in   the    student   health   insurance    fee 
from   $10.00   to    $13.00  effective   with  the   fall  term   1973;    and   further   that   the 
Board   authorize    pre-session   rates    at   ISU   and    NIU   of   $3.50    and    at    SSU    of  $2.  75, 
and   regular    summer    session   rates    at   ISU   and    NIU    of  $6.25,     and   at   SSU    of    $7.00. 

Mr.     Patterson  moved,     seconded   by   Dr.     Knoblauch,    for  approval   of  the    staff   recom- 
mendation  as    presented.       The    motion   carried   unanimously. 
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Section    V    -    Legislative    Proposals 

Dr.     Matsler    advised   that   there    were   two    particular    issues    being    considered   by 
the    General   Assembly,     and   with   more    than   one    bill   concerning    each   issue    already 
being    introduced,    the  Central   Staff   believed   that   it   would   be    appropriate    and   helpful 
for   the    Board   to   formally   adopt   positions    on  both   issues. 

1.  Public    Employee    Collective    Bargaining 

Dr.     Matsler    advised   that  two   bills    now  under    consideration  would   provide 
guidelines    for    collective    bargaining   by   most    State    employees,     and   a   third 
bill  would   provide    that   teachers    in  public    institutions    of  education   could 
bargain    collectively  with   their    employers.      The    Central   Staff   has  concluded, 
he    said,    that   there    are    several   provisions   which    should   be    included   in   any 
public    employee    collective    bargaining    legislation: 

(a)  the    employees    to   be    covered   by   the    act    should   be    clearly   defined, 

(b)  managerial  policy  and   prerogatives    should   be    excluded   from  the 
scope    of  collective    bargaining, 

(c)  no   employee    should   be    required   to   join   a   labor    organization   as    a 
condition    of   employment,     and 

(d)  supervisory   employees    should    be    excluded   from  bargaining   units. 

Dr.     Matsler    noted  that   by   recommending   these    provisions   the    Staff   is  not 
nece  ssarily  endorsing   the  concept    of   collective    bargaining   for    all   Regency 
employees,     but  believes   that   any  legislation  which   would   provide    for    collec- 
tive   bargaining    should   include    those    provisions. 

The    Staff  recommendation   was    that   the    Board    support  the    inclusion    of  the 
above    provisions    in  all   legislation   which  would   provide    for    collective    bargain- 
ing  by  Regency   employees. 

It   was    the    sentiment   of  the    Board   that  provision    (c)   above    be    amended   to 
state    that   no  employee    should   be    required   to  join  or  to  pay  dues   to   a   labor 
organization   as    a    condition   of   employment. 

2.  State    Board   of   Education 

Dr.     Matsler  said   the    Board   would   recall   that   he   had   presented   to  them 
some   materials    relative    to   the    debate    going    on   in   the    State    as    to   whether 
there    should   be    one    super-board    of  education    -    an  umbrella   type    of  board 
with   two  councils    -    or  whether   there    should   be    separate   boards    -    one    for 
higher    education   and   the    other    for  elementary/secondary   education.       The 
Staff   has    taken   the  position,    he    said,    that   it   would   be  appropriate    for    the 
Board   to  support   retention   of   a    statewide    coordinating   board   for  public 
higher    education   in   Illinois,     separate    and    distinct   from   any  statewide    board 
for    elementary/ secondary   education.      There    is  currently   pending   in  commit  - 
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tee    one    bill,     and   perhaps    others    will   be    introduced,     and    Dr.     Matsler    said   the 
Staff   feels    they  would    like    advice  from  the    Board   as  to  whether    or  not  they    should 
continue   to    support   the    status    quo. 

Mr.     Patterson   moved   that   the    Board   approve    the    recommendations    of  the    Staff 
as    submitted   and   as    amended   by  the    Board    relative    to    collective   bargaining    legis- 
lation,   and  the    staff   position   pertaining    to   the    state    board   of  education.       The 
motion   was    seconded   by  Dr.     Knoblauch. 

Ms.     Terwilliger    asked   why  the    Staff   did   not  feel   the    Regents  should   be    concerned 
with   the   method    of  selection   of  the    proposed    state    board   of  education   as  well   as 
with   the    scope    of  the  board. 

Dr.     Matsler    said   it  was    the    Staff   feeling    that   if  there    were    two    separate  boards 
the    Regents   would   not  be    concerned    as    to  the  method    of    selection.       Mr.     Barr 
said   if    one    accepts    the    recommendation   for   two  boards,     then  it  would   be    of  no 
official    concern   to   the  Board    of   Regents    how   the    membership   is   selected. 
But   Ms.     Terwilliger    said    she    felt   the  question   of  coordination   and   articulation 
is   very  important.      Articulation   must   be    improved,     she    said,     and   there  are 
some    very  real   questions  which  must   be  dealt   with.      It  is  a  much  broader  question 
than   just   whether   there    will   be    one    or    two  boards.       Dr.     Matsler    said    Ms.     Ter- 
williger's    remarks    were    well   taken   and   perhaps    the    Staff   could   get    into   the 
problem   of  articulation  and   develop    some    recommendations    for    improvements; 
but   he   felt  the    Board    should    stay  with   the  recommendation   as    presented   at   this 
time. 

Mr.     Shuman   said   he  was    not   at  all    sure   that   the    Board    should   take  any   position 
on  the  question  inasmuch   as    the    Board    of  Regents    is    one    of  the    boards    which 
may   be    affected.       Mr.     Patterson   agreed   that   it   might   appear   to   be  a    self-serving 
position. 

Mr.     Murray   noted,     however,  that   the  Staff    should   have    an   expression   from  the 
Board   in   the    event  they   are    called   upon   for    an   opinion.      Dr.    Matsler    said   that    if 
the    Board   did   not   wish   to   take    a    position   on  the    matter,     this  would   not   be    particu- 
larly  bad,     but   the    Staff  would    like   to  have   the    sentiment   of  the    Board. 

Ms.     Terwilliger    suggested   that   the    motion  before    the    Board    should   be  amended 
to    separate    the    two   issues.       Mr.     Patterson   and    Dr.     Knoblauch   agreed   to   amend 
the   motion  to    remove    the    question   of   a    Board   position   on   a  state    board    of  education. 

Roll   was    called    on   the    amended   motion   before    the    Board   to   accept  the    recommen- 
dations   of  the    Staff,     with   the    revision   incorporated   by  the    Board,     relative    to 
collective    bargaining    legislation.       The    motion   carried   unanimously. 

After    a   further    discussion   of   the  matter  of   legislation   relative   to   a  state    board 
of   education,     it  was   the    consensus    of  the    Board   that   it   was    not   necessary   at   this 
time    for    the    Regents    to  take    a   position   on  the    question. 
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Section    VI  -  FEPC    Rules    and    Regulations 

Dr.     Matsler    said   it   had   been   the    original   intention    of  the    Staff   to   ask   for   auth- 
orization  to  amend   the    bidding    and   procurement    regulations    of  the    Board   to  con- 
form with    Rules    and   Regulations    for    Public    Contracts    as  adopted   by  the    Illinois 
Fair    Employment    Practices    Commission.       However,     he   said,    there    is    litigation 
pending  for  an  injunction   against   the    FEPC    which   would   prohibit    enforcement   of 
their    rules    and   regulations.      It  would   be   premature    at   this    time    to  amend   the 
Board   Regulations,     he  said,    and   he  wished    simply  to    inform  the   Board  about   what 
they   may   be    requested    or  required   to  do   at    some    later  date. 

Section    VII    -   Quarterly  Change    Order    Report 

A    report   was    presented    summarizing   the    number    and   amounts    of   construction 
change    orders    approved   for    Regency  University   projects    during  the  third   quarter 
of  FY73.       All   change    orders   have    been  reviewed   by  Central  Staff   for   approval 
and   appropriate    action. 

Addendum  to  Executive    Director's    Report:      Consolidation   of  Two    Departments 
at   ISU   into   a    Department   of  Curriculum   and    Instruction 

This    addendum   requesting    consolidation   of  two  departments    at   Illinois    State    Uni- 
versity   had   been   distributed   by  mail   to   the  Regents    on   April    5,    Dr.     Matsler 
advised.      It  was   the  recommendation   of  the  Staff  that   the    Board  approve    the    pro- 
posed   consolidation   of  the  Departments    of   Education   and   Elementary   Education 
into  a  Department   of  Curriculum   and   Instruction,     and    direct   the    Staff  to    secure 
the    appropriate    review   of   the    proposal   by  the    Board    of  Higher   Education, 

Mr.     Shuman   moved,     seconded   by   Dr.    Knoblauch,    for   approval   of  the    Staff   recom- 
mendation.      The   motion   carried   unanimously. 

Dr.     Berlo  noted   that  he  was   very  pleased   with   the    merger,    adding   that   this 
would   complete   their    study    of  the    administrative    structure    at    ISU   and   the    end 
of   the    departmental    reordering.

At   the    request   of  the    Chairman,     President    Spencer    had    separated   the    Statement 
of   Policy    on   Tenure    for    Sangamon   State    University  from  his    Report,    to  be    con- 
sidered   separately   by  the  Board. 

President   Spencer    reported   that  the    proposed   policy   had   been   developed   by   a  com- 
mittee   appointed   by   the    Vice    President   for    Academic    Affairs    and   it   had   consisted 
of   6    faculty,     2    students    and    1    administrator.      Hearings    had   been  held   and  the 
University    Assembly   adopted   the    policy   as  it  had  been   amended,     and   it  had  been 
signed   by   the  President.      Dr.    Spencer    reported   that    one    additional   amendment 
made    from  the    floor    of   the    Assembly  had   been   deleted   in  the  final   version   by 
amendatory   action   of   the    President,     with   the  concurrence    of  the  proposer  of   the 
amendment.       The    document   had,     inasmuch   as    possible,     received   full   participation 
by   the    University    community. 

Mr.     Murray   noted  that   the    proposed   policy   defined   the  probationary   period   of 
service    to    be  the  first    5    years    of   academic    appointment   as  a  full-time    faculty 
member    for    persons    without   prior    experience,     and   he  inquired   if  the    AAUP 
recommendations   were    not    6  years.      Dr.     Spencer    said    5    years    had   been   the 
recommendation    of  the  committee,    and   that   this    is  at  variance    with   AAUP   in  that 
respect.      Mr.     Barr    noted   that   it   is    also   at    variance    with   the    recent   tenure    study 
about   which  the    Board   had   heard    earlier    in  the    meeting.       Dr.     Spencer   advised 
that    in  discussions   with   Dr.     Matsler   he    had    been  advised   that   the  Staff   also   has 
reservations    about   this. 

Mr.     Patterson    suggested   it  might   be    wise   to   defer    Board   action    on  the    policy 
until   after    the    Board   had  received   the    report   from   its  ad   hoc    committee    on 
tenure    policies.       Mr.     Barr    agreed    that    it    would    be    a  mistake    to  adopt   the    policy 
when   in  fact    the    Board    is  in   the    midst    of  studying    the    matter. 
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Dr.     Matsler    suggested   that   the    Board    should    give    some    direction   to   the  Uni- 
versity  as  to    its   feelings    on  the    length   of   the  probationary   period.      His    recom- 
mendation  would   be    at   the    end   of  6  years,    he    said.       The    University    should    also 
address    itself  to   a    definition   of   prior    service,     he    said. 

President   Spencer    said   that   he    would    request   at   this    time    that  the    Board   allow 
the    University   to  proceed   with   the    application   of    standards    they   had    selected 
and   agreed   upon  so   that   he    might    recommend   those    persons    selected   for    tenure. 

Mr.     Murray   moved   that   the    Board  receive    the    recommended   tenure    policy  from 
Sangamon   State    University   for    further    review   and    action   by   the    Board   at   a 
future    date    and    refer    the    policy   to   the  ad   hoc    committee    of  the    Board;    that  in 
the  meantime    the    University   be  authorized   to   proceed   under   the    tenure    policy 
for   the  limited   purpose    of  bringing    in  any  such    recommendations    they  feel   neces- 
sary  at   the    May   meeting;  and   further    that  it   be    the    sense    of   the    Board,    as  the 
committee    and   the  University  continue    to   work   with  the    policy,     that  the  proba- 
tionary  period   is   set    at    six  years,     that    is,    the   Board   wants    tenure    recommenda- 
tions   at    the    end    of  the    sixth    year.       The    motion    was    seconded    by  Dr.     Knoblauch, 
and   it    carried  unanimously. 

The    Chairman   commented   that   the    Board   had  heard    some    discussion    earlier 
which   it  considered   to   be    out  of   order,    but    certainly   as  the    committee    considers 
the    policy   proposed   by  SSU,     and   before    the    Board   takes    action    on  it,     input   from 
any   person    or  group    of   the    SSU    community   would    be    heard    and   welcomed.

He  believes,  he  said,  that  this  creates 
problems  with  faculty  already  on  campus  and  is  often  misunderstood.  Faculty 
should   be   willing   to    come    and   work   with  other    staff  to  see    if  they   fit   in,     he    added. 

OTHER    BUSINESS 

President    Nelson   advised   that    some    of  the  private    residence   halls    in  DeKalb 
have    come   up  with    options    on  costs    of   meals,     and   he  asked   for    Board   authori- 
zation  if  the    University   can   work    out   what   they   believe    to  be    a   viable    plan,     to 
offer    fewer   than   a  full  complement    of  meals    at  a    lesser    rate    in  university   residence 
halls.      He  noted   that   this    is  sign-up   time    for    residence    halls,     and  if  they   were 
required   to   wait  another   month,    the  university   might    lose    the    opportunity   to  sell 
the    plan. 

Mr.     Barr    indicated   that    obviously  there    was    a    rate    already    set   beyond   which 
the    University   could   not  go,    and  he   suggested   that   the  University   develop  a 
specific    plan  to  present   to   the   Board. 

Mr.     Shuman    said   that    on  several   occasions   he    had   expressed   his  concern   with 
the    proliferation   of  committees    and   the   time    spent   in   committee    work    on  the 
different    campuses.      He    asked   that   the    Board    request   the  presidents    of  the  three 
institutions    to   report   to   the    Central   Staff   for  analysis    on  the    number    of  university- 
wide  committees   which   exist    on  each   campus;  a  brief   description    of  the    function 
of   each    committee;    to   whom  it  reports;    by   whom   it   is    appointed;    and   whether 
each    such    committee    has    a    termination   date    or   whether    it   is    an    on-going    com- 
mittee. 

Mr.     Shuman    said   he  would   like    to  publicly   take    note  of  an  honor   to  be    bestowed 
upon    Dr.     Knoblauch   on  April   21,     at   which  time    Western    Illinois    University   would 
dedicate    a   building    to  Dr.     Knoblauch   for    his  years    of    service    to  that   institution. 

There    being    no   further    business    before    the    Board,     Mr.     Barr    declared   the    Board 
adjourned   until  the    next    regularly  scheduled   meeting    on  Thursday,  May   17,    1973    at 
Illinois    State    University,     Normal,     Illinois.

The    regularly    scheduled   meeting    of   the    Board   of   Regents    convened    at    900   a.m. 
on   May    17,     1973    in   the    Third    Floor    Lounge    of   the    Union    Building   at   Illinois 
State    University,     Normal,     Illinois.       In  the    absence    of  the  Chairman,     Mr.     Anthony 
Varese,     Vice    Chairman,    presided. 

Mr.     Varese    called   the    meeting   to    order,     roll  was    called,     and   the    following

Others    present  included  staff  members    from  the    Universities    and   the    Central 
Office;    Mr.     Paul   E.     Mathias,     Legal   Counsel  to   the    Board;    members    of   the    Joint 
University   Advisory    Committee;    and    representatives    of   the    news   media. 

The    minutes    of   the    meeting    of  April    12,     1973   had   been    submitted   by  mail,     and 
Mr.     Varese    inquired   if  there   were    any   additions    or    corrections.       There   were 
none    proposed,     and   Dr.     Knoblauch   moved,     seconded   by   Mr.     Shuman,    for    approval 
of  the    minutes    as    submitted.       The    motion   carried   unanimously. 

CHAIRMAN'S    ITEMS 

Mr.     Varese    advised   that   Mr.     Stephen   Willson   of  Northern   Illinois    University 
had    requested   agenda   time   to  address   the    Board.       Mr.    Willson    stated   that   he 
was    appearing    as    a    representative    of    student   food    service    employees    at    NIU   who 
are    organizing   themselves  into   a  union   affiliated   with   the   AFL-CIO  through  the 
AFSCME.       The    group  has  been   in  the   process    of   organizing  for  several   months, 
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Mr.     Willson   advised,     and   at   this   time    it   was   his  request   that   the    Board    recog- 
nize  them  as    a  union.       The    Department   of   Labor  of  the  State    of   Illinois   has 
been   contacted   and   has    advised   that    as    soon   as    both   parties  are    agreeable  an 
election  would   be    held   on   campus   to   determine    the    validity   of  their    claim   to 
be    so    recognized  and    represented.      Mr.     Willson    said   the    group   has   followed   the 
same    patterns    as    Civil   Service    employees    and   all    of   the    applicable    laws    and   are 
asking  the    same    rights    and   privileges    to   bargain  for   wages  that    other    employee 
groups    have. 

Mr.     Shuman   moved,     seconded   by  Dr.     Knoblauch,    to    refer    the    request   for    recog- 
nition of  the    group   as    the    official  bargaining    agent   for    student   food    service 
employees    to   the    Regency    Central   Staff  for    study   and   a    report  to   the    Board   at 
a   later   time.       The   motion   carried  unanimously. 

Ms.     Terwilliger    asked   that   the    Staff  also   bring   the    Board   up   to    date  at   the    same 
time    on   legislation   in  the    area   of   collective    bargaining. 

Mr.     Shuman   reported   briefly  on   the   meeting    of  the    Board   of  Higher    Education 
which   he    had   attended   as    a    substitute   for    Mr.     Barr    on  May    1.       The    Regents 
would    recall,    he    said,   that   they   went    on   record   to   urge   that   the    original  budget 
recommendations    of  the    BHE    be    approved   and    sustained.       That   action  was    taken 
at   the    May  meeting    of  the    Board    of  Higher    Education,    however,     the    Chairman 
stated   that   the    Governor    had    requested   the    BHE  to   advise   him   as    to   how   and 
where    cuts   might   be    made    in  the    event   of   a  lower   level   of  funding.       The    BHE 
approved   the    recommendations    of   its    staff   indicating    what   areas    they   thought 
should   not   be    cut,     and   where    emphasis    should   be    placed.       That   action,     along 
with  the   introduction   of  the    new   Executive    Director    of  the    BHE,    were    of  particu- 
lar   interest,     Mr.     Shuman  advised.      Another    item  which   had   been   a   little    "touch 
and   go"  was   the   approval   of  the    surge    space   for   Sangamon   State    University. 

Dr.     Matsler    reported    additionally   that   the    BHE    did   resolve    that   a   meeting    with 
the    Governor    should   be    held   as    early   as    possible.       This   took   place    on  May   11, 
he    reported,     and   both  he  and    Mr.     Barr   had    attended.       The    needs    of  the    senior 
institutions   had   been    spelled   out,     and   while    there    was    no    commitment   by   the 
Governor    over    and    above   what   was    in  his   budget   message,    he   had   been  recep- 
tive   to   the    presentations.       Dr.    Matsler    said   there    is,     in  his    opinion,     a   possi- 
bility that   there  will   be    some    salary   increase    money   made    available,     although 
he    repeated   that   the    Governor    had   not    committed   himself  to   this. 

Mr.     Shuman   added   that  he  thought   it   obvious    that   under    the    present   administra- 
tion the    "inside    track",     as    far    as    education   is    concerned,     goes    to    secondary 
schools    and   the    junior    colleges.       Dr.     Matsler    said   that    Mr.     Shuman' s    statement 
would   be    borne    out   by   an   examination   of   legislation  which   is    pending    and   the 
number    of   bills    introduced    relating   to   the    junior    colleges.       Dr.     Knoblauch   com- 
mented  that   this   might   be    caused  by  the   fact   that    each   representative    and    sena- 
tor  has    a   community   college    in  his    district. 
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COMMITTEE    REPORTS 

Student    Fees  Committee 

Dr.     Knoblauch,     committee    chairman,     reported   that   the    committee    had   held 
hearings    on   the    ISU   campus   the  preceding    afternoon.       This   had   been   a  most 
constructive   meeting,     he    advised,     and   the    committee    will    soon   be    preparing 
a   preliminary   report   for  the    Board. 

Tenure    Study  Committee 

Mr.     Murray   reported    on  behalf   of  the    committee    that   it  had    received,    with 
appreciation,     materials    from  various    groups.      He    said  the  committee    was    some- 
what  disappointed   that   it   had   not    received   more    from   interested   parties,    but 
such   materials    are    still   welcome   for    submission   during   the    next   two    or  three 
weeks    and   until   the    committee    takes    some    definite    action.       The    committee    would 
rather    receive    input,     criticisms    or    suggestions    at   this    point,    he    said,     rather    than 
after    it   has    made    a    report   which   might   be  subjected   to    criticism.       The    commit- 
tee   has    not   held   formal    meetings,    he    reported,     to   evaluate    materials,     but   a 
schedule    will   be  established   very    shortly   for    completion   of  their    study   and    report. 

Mr.     Murray    said  he    had   noted   with    some    interest  the    recommendations    from   the 
three    universities    for    tenure    earlier   than   the    mandatory   decision   period.       This 
was   true    particularly   for    NIU   and    SSU.      Mr.     Murray    said   he    was    interested   in 
safeguarding   the    persons    recommended   for    early   tenure    by  the    faculties    and 
administrations,    but    said   that   he    would   favor  approving  the   tenure    recommenda- 
tions   submitted   by  the   universities,    with  the    exception   of   recommendations   for 
early  tenure,    which    should   be    deferred  until    such   time    as    the    committee    of  the 
Board   has    completed   its    study   and   made    its    report. 

Mr.     Shuman    said   that   if   the    Board   is    going    to   have   tenure   then   he    believes   that 
early  tenure    should   be    granted   in  cases  where    it  is  merited,     but,    he    said   he    also 
believes   that   the  Board's    committee    should   not   be    handicapped   by  having   those 
decisions    made    before    it    reports.       He    thought    Mr.     Murray's    statement   to   be 
reasonable    and    added   that  he    was    sure    it   had   not   been   intended   to    jeopardize 
recommendations    on   early   tenure    --if  these    have   been   considered    on   the    basis 
of  unusual   merit,    they    should   prevail   after   the    committee    recommendations 
come   to   the    Board.       But,    the    committee    should   not   be    handicapped   by   too   many 
decisions    which   need   not  be    made    at   this    time,     Mr.     Shuman   concluded. 

Mr.     Murray  moved   that   the    Board   defer    approval   of   tenure    for  those  persons 
for   whom  it  had   been    recommened   early,     without   any   prejudice   whatsoever:    it 
being    clearly   understood   that  the    motion   is    not   intended   to    reject  those    persons 
for   whom   early   tenure    has    been    recommended    or    that  the  universities   must   go 
back   through   the  tenure    evaluation   procedures:    but   only   that  the    Board   defer 
action   in   granting   tenure   to   these    persons   until    such   time    as    it   receives   the 
study   by   its  committee.       The    motion  was    seconded   by  Dr.     Knoblauch   and   it 
carried    unanimous  ly. 
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Interim    Governance    Committee 

Mr.     Shuman,     chairman   of  the    committee,     reported   that   NIU   had   distributed 
copies    of   a  report    on   the   progress    being   made    in   the    revision   of   their    Consti- 
tution.      SSU   has    also    prepared   a   preliminary   draft    of  their    revisions,     he    ad- 
vised.      President   Spencer    stated   that   there    are    some    important    changes    incor- 
porated  into   their    draft   and   this   will   be    circulated   for    referendum   next   week    so 
that   a   decision   can  be    reached    on   campus    and   the    final   document   presented   to 
the    Board   in    June.       At   ISU   President    Berlo    advised   that   the   university   commit- 
tee   of  faculty,     students    and   Civil   Service    employees    has    recommended    changes 
to   bring   their    Constitution   into   line    with  the    Board's    document.      As    soon   as    the 
Academic    Senate    acts    on  these,    the    committee    will  make    its   final   report. 

Dr.     Eimermann    of  the    ISU   committee    reported   that  they   have    undertaken   two 
tasks    simultaneously    -    recommendations    for    the    changes    in   the    present    Consti- 
tution  which   are    necessary   to    bring    it    in   line    with    Board   policies,     and   additional 
changes    above    and   beyond   those    required   which   they    feel   may   be    useful   in  terms 
of   streamlining   the    system   at    ISU.       Those    minimal   changes    which   are    directly- 
responsive    to   the  Board   policies    have    been   forwarded   to   the   Academic    Senate, 
he    said.      In   addition  to   exploring   these    changes   with   the    Board's    committee    on 
governance,     Dr.     Eimermann   advised   that   they  had   also    explored   the    possibility 
of   allowing   for   more    than   one    campus    governance    group. 

Dr.     Edwards    of  the    Academic    Senate    reported   that   the    Senate   had    received   the 
first    report   from  the    campus    committee    and   had   divided   it   into   three  phases    to 
allow  the    Senate    to    concentrate    on  the    different   areas    and    allow   for   more    input. 
After   the    Senate   has    completed   its    deliberations    on   the    three    phases,     they   will 
pass    one    motion.       The    first   phase    has   been   completed   and   the    second   is    scheduled 
for    next   week. 

Mr.     Shuman    said   he    would   make    one    additional    statement    -  that   he    did   not   believe 
it   a    "must"   for    the   universities   to   have   their    own   constitutions    or  governance    doc- 
uments,   inasmuch   as    the    Regents    could    extend    or    amplify  their    governance    docu- 
ment  and   make    it   apply   on    campuses.      There    has    been    some    hang-up,     he    said, 
as   to   whether   the    documents    should   be    called   constitutions    or    identified   by    some 
other   term.      He    stated   he    did   not   believe    it    important   how   the    documents    are 
titled   provided   that   they   amplify  the    rules  the    Board   has  promulgated.      Additionally, 
he    said,     it   is   not   vital   to   the  Board   that   the   universities    adopt   anything   inasmuch 
as    the  Board    can   project   its    governance    document   to   those    campuses   which   do   not 
see    fit   to   develop   their    own.      Mr.     Shuman   said   the    opportunity   is    available    if 
the    institutions    wish  to   take    advantage    of   it,     and   from   reports    received,    it  appears 
the    progress    is    being    made. 

Mr.     Mathias    noted   that   the    Board   Regulations    contemplate    that   the    universities 
will   have    constitutions    and   it   may   be    necessary   to   make    some    revision   in   the 
regulations    if  they   are    not   to   be    referred   to   in   this   manner. 

Dr.    Knoblauch   expressed   the    hope   that   the   university   campuses    would   keep  the 
documents    simple,    since    they   are         really   charters    or  grants    of   authority,     and 
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as    sach    should   be    simple    and    easily  understood. 

Dr.     Matsler    said   the    Board's    "blue    book"   does    mandate    "constitutions"   for 
the   universities,     and   he    suggested   that   perhaps    this    is    the    wrong   term. 
But   Mr.     Shuman    said   that   the    Board   had    adopted   the    governance    document 
and   it   could   be    amended    if   the    Board   feels    it   is    necessary.       Ms.    Terwilliger 
suggested   that   it   might   be    appropriate  for   the    Interim   Governance    Committee 
to   look    at   the    issue    of   what   these    documents    should   be    called   and   whether   it 
might   be    preferable    to   amend   the    policies    of  the    Board. 

Dr.     Hicklin   of   the    JUAC    pointed    out  that    students    might   not   be    convinced   that 
the    Board    could   write    a    document  for    the    campuses.       They  think,    he    said, 
that   they   have    a   piece    of  the    action,     and   the    Board   will   have    to   face    the  students 
with   this    political    reality.      Mr.     Shuman    said   he    believed   that   the    Board   had   made 
every  effort   to   let    students    and   faculty   have  their    say,    but   the    Board   does   have 
the    responsibility   to    see    that   there    is    governance.      He    would   hope,    he    said,     that 
within  the    next    60   days,     the  Board   will   receive    from   all   three    campuses    some 
type    of   document. 

EXECUTIVE    DIRECTOR'S   REPORT    NO.     53 

Section    I   -    New    Programs 

Dr.     Matsler    advised   that   the    detailed   proposals    for   the  Master    of   Fine    Arts 

Degree    in    Art   and   the    Master    of   Fine    Arts  Degree    in  Theatre    at   Illinois    State 

University  had   been    submitted   to   the    Regents    in   advance    of   the   meeting. 

Dr.     Groves    and    Dean    Budig   have    worked   together,    he    said,     on  these    programs 

and   both  were    present   to  answer    any   questions    which   might   arise.       It   was    the 

Staff    recommendation,     Dr.     Matsler    said,     that   both   programs    be    approved   by 

the    Board   for  implementation   in  the    1973-74   academic   year    and   that   they  be 

forwarded   to   the    Board   of   Higher    Education   for    review   and   approval. 

Dr.    Knoblauch   moved   for    adoption   of  the    Staff   recommendation.       The    motion 
was    seconded   by   Ms.     Terwilliger    and   it   carried  unanimously. 

Section   II    -   BHE   Actions 

Mr.     Shuman  had  reported   earlier    in   the    meeting    on  the    May  meeting    of  the 
BHE,     Dr.     Matsler    advised,     and   he    would   only   add   that    Dr.     Holderman's    ap- 
pointment  as    Vice    President   for   Education  with  the    Lilly   Endowment   had   been 
announced. 

Also    adopted   by  the    Board   of   Higher    Education   had   been   the    Resource   Allocation 
and   Management    Program,     which   is    to   be    the  basis    for    the    annual    capital   and 
operating   budgets   beginning   with   FY75.       The    document    is    commonly   called    RAMP, 
and   the    plan  is   to   combine    programmatic    and   fiscal   information   into  uniform 
reporting   forms    which   can   be    used   for    short   or    long    run   review   of  budgets 
and   new   and   expanding   programs    at   the    universities. 

Dr.     Matsler    advised   that  the    Master    of   Arts    in   Community   Arts    Management 
should   be    included   in   the    list    of   programs    at   Sangamon   State    which   had    received 
BHE    approval   in  May. 
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Ms.     Terwilliger   asked   what   RAMP   would   mean  for   the    Central   Staff,     and 
Dr.     Matsler    said   there    would    be  a    significant   workload   problem  Tor   the    insti- 
tutions  as   well   as   the    Central   Staff. 

Dr.     Matsler    reported   that  the    Board    of   Higher    Education  had   also    adopted   a 
resolution   and   appointed    a    committee    to    review  the    policies    and   the    ways    in 
which   the    university    residences   have    been  built   within   the    last  three   years. 
Mr.     James    Unland   was    named   chairman   of  the    committee,     and    Dr.     Matsler 
advised    that   he    has    discussed   the   matter    with   him. 

Dr.     Berlo    advised   that   the    BHE    committee    has    moved   ahead    and   has    retained 
the    firm   of   Peat,     Marwick    and    Mitchell   to    conduct   an   independent    audit  of  the 
costs    of   construction    of   the    residence    at    ISU.      He    added   he    was    grateful  for 
this    at   this    particular   time    because    there    is  a   need   for  this   kind    of   an   outside 
statement. 

Section   HI  -    Presidents'    Residences 

In  this    connection,     Dr.    Matsler    said,     the    Staff   has    compiled   what   it  believes   to 
be    a  complete    document   on   actions    by   the    Board    of  Higher    Education   and   the 
Board   of   Regents    since    1967    and    all   policies  relative    to    the    construction    of 
presidents'  residences.       This    compilation   is    intended   to    show   to   the    public    that 
all   policies  have    been   public    and   have    been   available    for    inspection.       A   copy   of 
the    report   has    been   forwarded   to    Mr.     Unland,     he    said,     and   it   is    also   available 
to   anyone    who   might   wish   to    see    it.       On  page    12    of  the    detailed    document,     Dr. 
Matsler    said,     appears    a    summary   of  the  costs    of   each   of  the    residences. 

President    Nelson   commented   that   he    did   not   believe    it   fair   to    Northern   to   include 
the   value    of  the    land   in  the    cost,     inasmuch   as    this  had   not  been   done    at   the    other 
campuses.      It   would    seem   more    appropriate,     he    said,    to   footnote    that   the    land 
at    $18,000   was    part    of   the    purchase    price,     and   well   within  the    limits. 

Mr.     Murray    said   it   was    his    personal    opinion,     after   having    examined   the    ISU 
residence   for   the    first   time    on  the    preceding    evening,    that   the    house    is    func- 
tional  and    satisfies    the    requirements    that   the    Board   designed   for    a   president's 
residence;    however,    he  commented   that   the    carpentry   finishing   work,     particularly 
some    of   the  woodwork   and   the    drywall   finishing   work,     is    appalling.       Mr.     Murray 
said   his    personal  feeling   was   that   the    general   contractor    should    come    back    in 
and    refinish    some    of   the    roughness    such   as    nails    protruding,     etc. 

Mr.     Varese    inquired   if   the    contractor    had   been   paid.      Dr.    Matsler    said   that 
there    had   been   an   adjustment   with   the    contractor    on    some    of  the   finishing    work. 

Dr.     Johnson    said   that  these    comments    from  the    Board   came    quite    late,     adding 
that   the    University   had   made    some    decisions    about   this    when   they   brought   plans 
to   the    Board.       The    Board   had   accepted   the    University   recommendations    that 
they   could   not   have   the    high  quality    and    size   for   the    price    budgeted.      The    Uni- 
versity  had   not   negotiated   for    the    finest   in  trim   lumber,     etc.    when   they    con- 
structed  the   home.       Another    point,     he    said,    was   that   the    payout  was    considerably

below   the    negotiated    contract   price    and   the  reason  for    that  was  it   was    agreed 
that   the    University   would  make    necessary   corrections,     and   he  added   that  these 
were    relatively   few.       The    University  will  make    them,     he    said,     but   he  said   he 
wanted   the    record   clear    that  it   is  not   appropriate,     after    payoat  and    after    a  nego- 
tiated  agreement   between  the    University   and    the    contractor,    to    suggest   that 
they    should    come    back   and   do    some   things    which   it   had   already    been    contracted 
that   they   would   not   do. 

Mr.     Varese    said   the    comments  had   been   directed   to    the    workmanship,     and    Dr. 
Johnson    said   that   was    exactly   what   he  was    talking    about.      Mr.     Murray    said  he 
appreciated    receiving    Dr.     Johnson's    explanation,    but   he    would   like    his  comments 
to    stand. 

Ms.     Terwilliger    said    she    agreed   with   Mr.     Murray  that   the    workmanship   was 
bad,     regardless    of  the    kind   of  wood   used.       She    added   that    she    was    only  sorry 
that   the    Board   had   not   had    an  opportunity   look   at   the    house    in  time.       Mr.     Murray 
said   he    was    not    criticizing    the  entire   house,    but  could   not  understand   the    con- 
tractor   leaving   the    hall   in   the    condition   it   is,    with   nails    protruding   through  the 
drywall. 

Dr.     Matsler    advised   that   as  directed   by  the    Board   the    Staff  had    prepared   a    set 
of  policies    relative   to   the   use    of   presidents'    residences,     and    had   also   included 
a    paragraph   on   the   use    of   automobiles.      He   said   he    would    read   them   at   this 
time,    believing   that   the    Board    should   act    on  them,    with   authorization   to   the 
Staff   to    codify   the    policies    and   put   them   into   the    Board    Regulations: 

PROPOSED    BOARD    POLICIES 

Board   policies    relating   to   the    operation   of  university  residences, 
funds   for    entertainment,     and   use    of   automobiles    are    needed  (1)   as    guide- 
lines   for  the    administrators    involved   and    (2)    as    a  method   by  which  the 
public    can   be  informed   about   these    legitimate    expenses. 

It   is  recommended   that   the    following    guidelines    become    the    offi- 
cial  policy   of  the    Board   and   that   the    Staff   be    authorized   to    codify   them 
and   place    them   in   the    Board   Regulations    document: 

1.  The    President   of  each   University    shall   be    provided   a   resi- 
dence   in   which,     as    a    condition   of  employment,     he    is  required   to  live. 

2.  The   maintenance    and   upkeep   of  the    President's    residence 
and   grounds    shall   be   borne    by   the    University,     including   housekeeping 
services   which    shall   be   furnished   for   the    public    areas. 

3.  The    public    areas    in  the    University   residences   may  be 
furnished   by  the    University. 
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4.  Utilities    shall   be   furnished   by   the    University,     except  that 
personal   telephone    charges    shall   be    borne    by  the  President. 

5.  Each   President    shall   be    provided   an   official   entertainment 
fund   not   to   exceed    $6,  000   per    year    from   appropriated   funds.       All 
appropriate    official   entertainment    costs    including    catering    services 
which   are    carried   on   in  the    President's    residence    shall   be   met   from 
these   funds.       It  is    understood    that   the    cost   of  alcoholic    beverages    shall 
not   be    borne    by  appropriated   funds.       Other  official  university   entertain- 
ment  costs    shall  be    borne    from   appropriated   funds    budgeted   for  these 
purposes    and   identifiable    as    such.       The    President   will   make    an   annual 
report   on  entertainment   costs   to   the    Board    of  Regents. 

6.  The    automobile    provided   the    Presidents    and   the    Executive 
Director    shall   be    for    personal   local  use    and   for    official  business    only. 

Dr.     Knoblauch   moved,     seconded   by  Mr.    Shuman,    that  the    Board    approve    the 
policies    as    presented   by   the    Staff   and   that   they   be    codified   into   the    manual    of 
Board   Regulations.       The    motion    carried   unanimously   upon   a    roll   call   vote. 

Mr.     Murray   commented   that   he    welcomed   the    BHE    study   of  the    matter   in  the 
hope    that   it  would   be    brought    out   into   the    open,     discussed,     and   then   laid  to    rest. 
In  this   way,    he    said,     truth   will   be    available    and    rumors    will   be    squelched. 

Dr.    Knoblauch    said    it    seemed   to   him  that    if    BHE    is    going    to  study   the    Regency 
System   residences,     they    should   also    see    what   is  going    on   at    all    of  the  other    insti- 
tutions,    and   not   just   pick  on  our    presidents.       Ms.     Terwilliger    pointed   out  that 
the    BHE    study   is    not   intended   for   just   the    Regency   residences,     but  for    any   resi- 
dence   which   has   been   built    in  the    last   three    years.     Dr.     Knoblauch    offered   the 
suggestion   that   they    should   also    study  the    University    of   Illinois    -  that    is    a 
million   dollar    project,    he    said.      Dr.     Matsler    said   there   were    cases   where 
boards   have    purchased   older   homes,     and  Dr.    Knoblauch    said    even   if  they  were 
gifts,    they  should   be    studied   also. 

Mr.     Varese    again  urged   that   any   further    comments    about    presidents'    residences 
should   be    submitted   with  facts    and   documentation,     adding    that   the    Board   did   not 
wish   just    rhetoric    and   anonymous    letters.       If  any  person   has    a  complaint,     he 
suggested   it   be    sent   to   the    Board   in   writing    and    signed. 

Section    IV    -    Legislative    Report 

Dr.     Matsler    presented   a  list  of  bills    pending    in   the    General   Assembly   which 
affect   higher    education,    and   discussed   with  the    Board   those   bills   which  have    a 
special    significance    for   the    Regency   System. 

Section    V    -   Board   Regulation   Amendment:      Student    Financial   Aids 
Presented   for   first    reading    was    a   proposed   amendment   to   the  Board   Regulations 
having   to  do   with    student   financial   aids,     specifically  with    support   for   foreign  and 
graduate    student   programs.       The    amendment   would   make    graduate    students    eli- 
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gible    for    Regents    Tuition   Waivers,     provide    a   few  more    Regents    Tuition   Waivers 
at   each   of  the   universities,     and   increase    the    institutions'    flexibility  in  the    finan- 
cial  aids    area.      It  was    anticipated  that   the    amendment  would   be    returned   to   the 
Board   for    action   in  June. 

Section    VI    -  Report   of   Legal    Counsel 

Mr.     Mathias,     Legal    Counsel,     presented   the    following   items   for    information   and/or 

action   by  the    Board: 

1.  Paul    W.     Porter,     Jr.  ,     Administrator   vs.     Gene    Whittinghill   and    Board    of   Regents 
Mr.     Mathias    advised   that   he  had    conferred   with   Mr.     Barr    relative    to    retain- 
ing   counsel   to    defend    against   this    suit,     inasmuch   as   the    decision   could   not 

wait   upon   the    May  meeting    of  the    Board.       The    firm   of  Markowitz;    Lawrence, 
Lenz,     Jennings    and   Naylor    of  Bloomington  has   been   retained,    he    advised, 
and   will  file    a  motion   to  dismiss    as    to    Illinois    State    University   and  the 
Board    of   Regents    for    the    reason   that    such  a  claim   can   only  be  brought   in 
the    Court    of  Claims. 

2.  Illinois    Valley    Glass    and   Mirror,     Inc.  ,    vs.     C.     Iber    and   Sons,     Inc.    vs. 
Board   of   Regents,     Third    Party  Defendant 

Mr.     Lenz    of    Markowitz,     Lawrence,     Lenz,     Jennings    and    Naylor   has   been 
handling   the   negotiations    for    ISU   in   this    matter,     and   that   firm   has    been 
retained   to  represent   the    University    and   the    Board,     Mr.     Mathias    advised. 
An   effort   has    been   made    to   get   this   matter    to   arbitration,     and  just  prior 
to    Board   meeting,     Mr.     Mathias    reported,     a  list   of  arbitrators    had   been 
received   from   the  American  Arbitration   Association. 

3.  Lueck   et   al  v.     Board    of   Regents    and    David    Berlo 

In  this    suit    seeking   to   enjoin   the    defendants    from   enforcing   the  housing 
policies    at   ISU   promulgated   on  February   5,     197  3,    the  firm   of   Giffin,    Winning, 
Lindner,     Newkirk   and    Cohen   of   Springfield,     Illinois,     has    been   retained, 
and   the    McLean    County    Circuit    Court   has  allowed    a   motion  transferring 
the    case   to  Sangamon    County. 

4.  Linden   and   Sons,     Inc.    vs.     Board   of   Regents 

This    suit   has    been    settled   and   payouts    have    been  made.       $5,  000   is   being 
held   in  escrow   to   cover    any   foundation    repairs    that  may   be   found   to  be 
necessary.      The   suit   is  being   dismissed,     Mr.     Mathias    reported. 

5.  Clark   vs.     Holmes 


Mr.     Mathias    reported   that    on    May   7  the    United   States    Supreme    Court   had 
denied   the    appeal  by   Plaintiff. 

Purchase    of   Property,     Northern   Illinois    University 

NIU   has    recommended   the  purchase    of   the    United    Campus    Ministries    pro- 
perty  at   427  Normal   Road   in   DeKalb,     Mr.     Mathias    advised.      This    is    the 
last    remaining    property   on  the  east    side    of  Normal   Road   and    south   of  the 
Newman  Foundation   property,    which   has    not  been   acquired   by   the  University. 
A   resolution  was    presented   authorizing   the  NIU    Foundation   to   purchase   the 
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property   and    agreeing   that   the    Board   would   reimburse   the    Foundation   for 
the    purchase    price    and   any  expenses    incurred,     contingent  upon   appropri- 
ations: 

RESOLUTION   AUTHORIZING    THE    NORTHERN    ILLINOIS 
UNIVERSITY   FOUNDATION    TO   ACT    ON    BEHALF    OF 
THE    BOARD    OF   REGENTS    IN    THE    ACQUISITION    OF 
LAND    FOR    NORTHERN   ILLINOIS   UNIVERSITY 

WHEREAS,    the  Board    of   Regents    is  charged   by  law  with   the    manage- 
ment,    control   and   maintenance    of   Northern   Illinois    University   and   has 
heretofore    authorized    Northern   Illinois    University    Foundation   to    act   in   its 
behalf  in  the    acquisition    of  certain   parcels    of    real   estate,     these    parcels 
being   necessary   for    campus    development,    building    sites    and   educational 
purposes   for    said   University,     including   the    following    described   parcel, 
to   wit: 

Lot  4  of  Sunshine  Park,  a  Re- subdivision  of  Lots  1  and  2  in 
Block  2  in  Garden  Place  Addition  to  DeKalb,  DeKalb  County, 
Illinois; 

WHEREAS,    the    owner    of    said   parcel   of   real   estate,     United    Campus 
Ministries    of    Northern   Illinois    University,     DeKalb,     Illinois,    has    offered 
to    sell   the    same    to   the    Northern    Illinois    University  Foundation  for    the    sum 
of   $45,  000; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

THAT   the    Board    of   Regents   hereby    requests    and   authorizes   the 
Northern   Illinois    University  Foundation   to    accept   the    offer    to    sell   the    above 
described   parcel  of   real   estate   for  the    amount   above    stated;    and 

THAT   the    officers    of  the    Board   of   Regents    are    hereby  authorized    and 
directed   to    enter    into    an   agreement   with    said    Foundation  under   which   the 
Foundation   will   borrow   on   behalf   of  the    Board   of   Regents   funds   necessary 
to   acquire    said  real   estate    for    Northern   Illinois    University,     and   the    Board 
of   Regents   will   guarantee    repayment   of  said   loans,     subject  to  limitations 
imposed   by   Statute,     and   will   reimburse    said    Foundation  for   the    sums 
borrowed   together   with   interest   thereon   and    other  necessary   expense    inci- 
dental thereto,     such   payment   to  be  made   from  funds    appropriated   by   the 
General   Assembly  for    such   purpose,     and    an   agreement   to  lease    said   real 
estate   from    Northern    Illinois    University   Foundation   at   a    rental    sufficient 
to   pay  the    interest    on   money  borrowed   for    such   purchase    and   taxes, 
maintenance    expenses    and   insurance    premiums    on  the    real   estate    so  pur- 
chased; 

THAT    the    officers    of   the    Board   of  Regents    are    hereby   authorized 
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and   directed   to    execute    such   instruments    and   to   do  all  things    necessary, 
proper    and   expedient   to    carry  out  the    intent    of   the    Board   of  Regents    as 
expressed   in   this    resolution   and  the  preamble    thereto. 


Dr.     Knoblauch   moved,     seconded   by  Mr.     Shuman,    for  adoption   of  the    fore- 
going  Resolution.      Roll   was  called,     and  the    motion   carried   unanimously.

7.  Easements    at    Sangamon   State    University 

Mr.     Mathias    presented   two    resolutions    authorizing    easements    to   the    City 
of   Springfield   in   order    that    Sangamon   State    may  be    furnished  with   water 
and   electrical    service; 

RESOLUTION   AUTHORIZING   EASEMENTS   FOR 
WATER    MAIN  AT    SANGAMON   STATE    UNIVERSITY 

WHEREAS,     City  of   Springfield,     Illinois,     through   its    City  Water, 
Light   and   Power    Department   now    serves   by  a  12    inch   water    main  the 
Interim   Facilities    Buildings    extending    as   far    West   as   the    Library   on   an 
easement   in  the  50  foot   wide    general  utility  corridor  extending   East-West 
through   the    center    of   the    campus,     and   plans    East    of   the    Library    10  inch 
and    12    inch   branch  lines    to  be    extended   from  the    12    inch   main   North   and 
South  to   about    600    feet   from   campus    center    which  will   form  the    East    side 
of   a   fire    protection   and    service    loop   around   the    core   buildings,     and   the 
City   through   its    City   Water,     Light   and   Power    Department   is    planning    to 
bring    a    16  inch   line    from  the  West   on   the    50  foot   wide  general   utility   cor- 
ridor  which   will   complete   the    South    side    of  the    loop   before   turning    South 
on   the    West    side    of  Shepherd   Road  along   the  West    side    of   Shepherd    Road 
to   the    South   property   line,     and   plans    to    extend    a  10  inch   branch    North  from 
the    16    inch  line    to    complete   the    North    side    of  the    loop   and   to    extend   a 
6    inch   branch   line    from   the    Northeast    corner    of  the    loop   to   a   fire  hydrant 
on   the    North    side    of  the    Library,     and   none    of  the    described   piping    except 
the    existing    12    inch   main   is    currently    on   an   easement,     and 

WHEREAS,     City  of   Springfield   through   its    City  Water,     Light   and 
Power    Department   will   install    said   planned   water  mains    but  since    10   inch 
size    piping    is    adequate    for    the    demands    of   the    University,    the  City  through 
its    City  Water,     Light    and    Power    Department   will    charge    only  for   that    size 
required   by   the    University   needs    and   will  bear    the    difference    in    cost    on 
account   of  use    of  larger    sizes, 

NOW,     THEREFORE,     BE    AND    IT  IS  HEREBY   RESOLVED   that   the 
Board   of  Regents    acting   for    Sangamon   State    University   does   hereby   grant 
the    following    easement   for   the    purpose    of  laying,     constructing,     reconstruct- 
ing,    removing,     replacing,     renewing,     maintaining,     repairing,     operating    and 
protecting    a  water   main   or    mains    over,     across,    through   and   under   the    real 
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estate    hereinafter    described   together   with   a   perpetual   right   of   access 
for    ingress    and    egress    at   all    reasonable    times    through   and   from    said 
property  herein    embraced   within   the  permanent    easement   with   the    Uni- 
versity  paying   for    such  water    mains   to   be  installed    of   a   10    inch    size 
piping    adequate    for   the    demands    of   the    University    and   the    City   bearing 
the    difference    in   cost   for   the    use    of   larger    sizes    for    other    needs,     said 
permanent   utility   easement   herein   authorized   to   be    granted   being    a   part 
of   Section    26  and   a   part    of   Section   23,     all   in   Township   15    North,     Range    5 
West    of  the    Third    Principal   Meridian,     in   Sangamon    County,     Illinois,     and 
said    permanent    easement   being    a    strip   of   land    10    feet    in  width   lying    5    feet 
on   each    side    of   the    following    described    center    line    of   parcels    A,     B,     C 
and    D   hereinafter    set   forth:

Beginning    at    an   iron   pin  at   the    center    of   Section   26,     Township 
15    North,     Range    5    West    of   the    Third    Principal    Meridian; 
thence    in   a  southerly   direction,     266.  31   feet   to   an   iron   pin;

Before    presenting   his    Report   to   the    Board,     President    Berlo   distributed   copies 
of  two    addenda   to  his    Report    -    additional    recommendations    for    promotion   in  rank 
which   represented  final   results    of   appeals  and    a  review   which   caused  the    Faculty 
Status    Committee   to    recommend   five   persons   for    promotion  in   addition   to   those 
list   in  the    Report;    and   bids    received   for   two   purchase    items    which   had   been 
received  too   late   to   include    in   the    Report.       The    President    also  requested   that 
item   II -H   in  the    Purchases    Appendix  be    deleted   from  his    report.

The   following    items    were   then    submitted   for    Board   approval: 

1.  Personnel   transactions    for    Faculty   and   Administrative    Staff   and    for    Civil 

Service    Employees.      A   list    of   those   transactions    reported    is    appended   to 
the    President's    Report   and   will   be   kept   on   file    at   the    University   and   in 
the    Central    Office.      President    Berlo    requested   that   in   item    II-G   of  the 
Appendix    (page    8).     the   term    "1974-75  academic    year"   be    stricken   and 
"197  3    74    academic    year"   inserted,     recognizing    that   the    actual   decisions 
are   made    at   the    end    of  the   sixth    year. 

Ms.     Terwilliger    said    she    had    a  question    relative   to   the    university's    affirma- 
tive   action    program.       She    said    she    did   not    know  the  percentage    of   females 
on   the    faculty,     but    it    seemed   to    her   that  in    the    number    of  promotions    and 
recommendations    for    tenure,     not    very  many    women  were    included.        She 
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inquired   into   the    procedures   used   and   asked   the    President   if   he    could 
insure    that  the    percentages    would   increase. 

Dr.     Berlo    responded  that   this  is    something    about   which   he    feels   very 
deeply.      He    added   that   this    particular   year    one   way  in  which  they  had 
protected  against  this    was   the    fact  that  the    chairman   of   the    committee   was 
a   female. 

Dr.     Budig    said   he  had  been   charged   by  the    President   to  devise    a    scheme 
which  in  a    sense   would   not   penalize    women  in  the    promotion   process. 
Historically,     he    said,     at    ISU   women  have    not   been   encouraged   to  complete 
the   terminal   degree,    but   the   university  is   moving   to    rectify  this    and   find 
ways   to   encourage    women  to    complete   the   degree    and   assist   them  when 
possible.       The    recommendations    brought   to   the    Board   today,     he   said,    have 
cleared   the    appropriate    committees   within  the    University.      They   had   asked 
specifically   that   very    special   attention   be    given   to   the  case    of  women,     and 
Dr.     Budig    said   he    had   been   assured   by  the    deans    involved  that   this   had 
been   the    case.       As    a  member    of  the    Faculty  Status    Committee   himself, 
Dean    Budig    said  he  knows    they   looked    "very  hard"    at   women. 

Dr.     Berlo    added   that   when   he    reviewed   the    recommendations,    his    assump- 
tion was   that   in   a  University   all   faculty  hold  terminal   degrees    in  their    field. 
But  he    said   he    found   that   to   impose   that   this   year   would   be   to   impose    it  on 
females    and   blacks,    the    same    people   who   had  been  told   in  the    past  that 
there    was    no   need   for   them  to   progress.      To   impose   that  this    year  would 
be    an   extremely  unfortunate   juxtaposition,    he    said. 

Another  problem,  President  Berlo  said,  is  that  as  an  emerging  institution 
Illinois  State  traditionally  has  had  a  strong  female  faculty,  but  as  the  uni- 
versity broadens  they  are  disproportionately  retiring  senior  female  faculty 
because  they  were  in  large  proportion  in  education  fields.  It  may  be  that 
the  proportion  of  senior  staff  will  go  down  rather  than  up  if  they  do  not 
take  special  care.  The  solution  is  difficult,  he  said,  because  you  have  to 
start   7  years    earlier.

Ms.     Terwilliger    said   the    name    of  Dr.     Charles    Morris   was    the    only   name    in  those 
being    recommended   for    tenure    which    she    recognized    as    being    an   administrator, 
and    she    wished   the    record   to  show   that   tenure    is  being    granted   in   an   academic 
department.      President    Berlo    said   he    would   ask  that    she    not   be    that    specific. 
The    process   by  which   Dr.     Morris   had  been   recommended   was    initiated   in  the 
department,     and  he   was    recommended   as    a    Professor    of  Mathematics. 
Dr.     Knoblauch   added   that   tenure    is    not   granted   on  the    basis  of   being    an   admini- 
strator.      Dean    Budig    said  he    could    assure    the    Board  that  tenure  is  granted   within 
the    academic    department   for   the    academic    assignment   and   there    is  no    relation 
to   the    administrative    assignment.      President    Berlo  said   that  letters   to   those    so 
recommended    clearly    state   this  fact.      Dean    Budig    added   that   there    are    several 
department    chairmen   being    granted   tenure   within  their    areas    of   expertise,    but 
not   as    department    chairmen. 

Mr.     Murray    said  he    realized   that   there    is    considerable    feeling   that   departmental 
tenure    should   not   be    granted   to    administrators,    but  he  said   he  wondered   what 
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damage  might   be    caused    if  the    Board  were   to  include    administrators    in   his 
previous    motion   to    defer    action   on  recommendations    for   early  tenure   until  the 
committee    of  the    Board   has    made    its    report.      Dr.    Matsler    said    some    of 
these    persons   might   be    at   the    mandatory    "up   or    out"    stage,     and   were   the 
Board   to   take    such   action   now   it  might   not   be    fair   to  them.      He   said   he  did 
not   think   it   would   be    good   for   the    Board   to    change   the    policy   now  for   those 
persons   who   have    been    considered   for    tenure    at   this    time.      Dean  Budig    said 
ISU  would   have    a    serious    problem  because    a  department    chairman   is    an   aca- 
demic   leader    and   has    to    be    respected   by   his    peers,     adding   that   it   would   be 
tragic  to    set   him   apart   in  this   way.       Recommendations    for   tenure    for   those 
persons   were    made    on  the    basis    of   their    contributions    as    academics   within 
the    classroom   and   within  the    advising    setting.      He  said   he    knows    of   no   university 
in   the  country  that   would   make   that   distinction   at   the    department   level.       Presi- 
dent   Berlo    said   that   to   talk   about  administrators    in   the    academic    area   as  if 
they  are    also    senior    leaders    of  the    faculty   is   to   make    an   unfortunate    distinction. 
He    said  he    would   assume   that    as   the   university    stabilizes,    this    problem   would 
not   arise. 

Mr.  Murray  asked   if   they  were    saying   that    such   persons    could   go   back   to  the 
department,    for    example,     if  a   person  has    served   as  a  president   for  15    years    and 
wanted   to  go   back   and   teach,    Mr.    Murray    said  he    was    not    sure  that   people 
totally   in   administration    should   prevail   over    people    in  the    departments   when 
the    going    gets    a   little    rough. 

Dean    Budig    said   he  would   point    out  that   a  department    chairman    serves    on  a 
year-to-year    basis    and,     in  fact,    the   university   is    having    increasing    problems 
persuading    people    to  serve    as    chairmen.       President    Berlo    noted   that   the    day   a 
chairman   does   not   have   the    respect   of   his    colleagues,    he    is    in    serious   trouble. 
His    Vice    President,    he    pointed   out,    teaches    and   publishes,     and   he  as    President 
publishes.       Any   university   administrator   today   who  does    not  keep   his    options    open 
to    do  something    else    is    an   idiot,     the    President    stated. 

Roll   was    called    on   the    motion   before    the    Board  for  approval   of  the  Illinois 
State    University   President's    Report,     as    amended,     and   the    motion   carried   unani- 
mously.

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The    statements    had   been  helpful   to   him  and   the    Central   Staff,    he    said,    from 
the    standpoint   of   indicating   how  long    a   person  had   been    on  campus,    what   had 
been  his  prior    experience,     etc.       They  had   helped   in   determining    where    a   person 
was    in  his    probationary   period,     and  the    statements   had   also   been   of  help   from 
a    statistical   point    of  view.       Mr.     Murray    said   he   had   appreciated   receiving 
the    evaluations    and   when  he   had    read   remarks    such   as    "effective"    or    "outstand- 
ing",   he    perceived   that  quite    a   bit   of   evaluation  work   had   gone    into   the    state- 
ments.      Mr.     Murray   added   that   having   this    background    of   persons    recommended 
for   tenure  had   been   very  helpful   to   him. 

Mr.     Shuman   remarked   that   he   had    read   each   of  the  statements    and   they    con- 
firmed  his    opinion   that   tenure    is    somewhat   automatic,     and   the    longer  we    con- 
tinue   it   the    more    trouble    we    will   encounter.       Tenure,    he    said,     causes   more 
harm  to   faculty   and   the    day  will   come    when   faculty  will  want  to    change    from 
the   tenure    system.      While    one    statement   may    say  a   person   "is    superb",    the 
next    one    may    say  he    is    "so-so,    but  we    would  have   too   much   trouble    replacing 
him".      In  effect,     Mr.     Shuman    said,    tenure    is    automatic. 

President    Nelson   acknowledged   that  everyone   had    shared   a  learning    experience. 

President    Nelson   noted  that   in   most  instances    indicated   by   asterisks,     the    Uni- 
versity  is  recommending    early  tenure,     but   that   those    who   had  not   gone   the   full 
probationary   period   would   not    receive   tenure,    in   accordance    with  the    earlier 
action  by  the    Board.       In   addition   to   those    indicated,     he    said,    there    are    others 
who   unfortunately  were    not    so    identified,     but  these    would   be    screened   by  the 
University   in  line   with  the    Board's    action. 

Dr.    Knoblauch   moved   for  approval   of  the  Northern   Illinois    University   President's 
Report   as    submitted   and   as    amended.       The   motion  was    seconded   by   Ms.     Ter- 
williger,    with  a  comment   that   her    remarks    regarding  an   affirmative    action   plan 
for    promotions    and   tenure   for   women    should   be    taken  to    apply   to    Northern   Illi- 
nois   University   as    well   as    ISU   and   SSU.      Roll   was    called,    and   the    motion   carried 
unanimous  ly. 

President    Nelson    said  that    some    inequities   had   been    reported  to   the    Provost, 
and   he   had   requested   explanations    from  the    departments. 

President    Nelson   introduced    Mr.     Bruce    Edenson,     President    of  the    Student   Asso- 
ciation  at   NIU,    who   had    requested   permission  to   address   the    Board. 

Mr.     Edenson   advised   that  this   would   probably   be   the    last    Board   meeting    !^e 
would   attend   as    SA    President,     and   he    would   take   the    opportunity  to    say  that    he 
had   found   the    last   year's    experience    enjoyable    and   rewarding.      While    he  had 
started    out   with   a   critical   attitude    about   the    Board   of   Regents,     after   a   year   his 
opinion   has  changed,    he    said,    and   he   believes   that   most    students    are    less    criti- 
cal than   in  the  past. 

Mr.     Edenson    said  his    request   for  agenda   time  was   prompted   by   the    fact   that  the 
Student    Association  is  faced   with   a   problem   of  a   financial   nature   which   concerns 
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student    activity  fees.       Time   had   not   allowed   for   the    preparation    of  a  formal 
statement,    he    said,     but   the    problem   is   that   the    activity   fee    level   at    NIU   has 
been    constant    since    1960-61,    and    since    that   time    inflation  has    eroded  their 
financial    strength.       The    number    of   organizations    on  campus    has    increased   and, 
with   the    recent   phenomenom   of  declining    enrollments,    the    economic    crunch   is 
severe.      The    finance    committee    of  the    SA   is  in   the  midst    of  budget   hearings 
and  unless   the   fee    is  increased,    budget    revisions    of   drastic    proportions    will 
be    necessary.       To    be    honest   with   the    Board,     Mr.     Edenson    said,    he    must 
advise   that   on    May   6  and   7   there   had   been   a  referendum   on   the    question    of 
whether    or  not    students   would   prefer    an   activity   fee    increase.       The    referendum 
was    defeated   by   the    students,     but    subsequently   the    students   have    had   a  change 
in   attitude    towards   the    fee.      At   the    time    of   the    referendum  they   did   not  clearly 
understand  the    gravity  of  the    situation,     and   he    said   he    believed   that  they   would 
be    more    receptive    at  this   time    to   an   increase.       That   was    the    reason   for   his 
appearance    before   the    Board   at   this    time    -  to    request    Board    approval   to   increase 
the    student   activity  fee. 

Mr.     Murray  inquired   how   much  work   it  would   be    to   hold  another    referendum. 
Mr.     Edenson    replied   that   time    was   the    big    problem    -  the    SA   is    in   the    midst    of 
its   budget   hearings    and   it   would   be  impossible    for   them  to   budget   next    year's 
allocations   unless   they  have    a    definite   understanding    of  what   their    available 
resources    will   be.       A    student   body  referendum   at   this    time   would   be    impossible, 
he    said.      He    added   that   the    new   Executive    Board   had   indicated   their    support   of 
his   request,     and   the    Northern   Star    now   endorses    it  also.      The    presidents    of 
most   of  the    organizations    on  campus    are    aware    of  the    budget    crunch,     and  a 
random    sampling    of    students    indicated   that    90%   are    in  favor    of   an   increase. 
He  said  he    recognized   full   well  that   the    Board   might   take   the    expedient   route 
and    send   his    request   to   its    committee    on    student   fees,     but  he  would   ask   that   the 
Board   not   do    this.       The    Student    Fees    Committee    had  been   on  NIU' s    campus    in 
March,     he  said,     and    recognized   that   the    Student   Association   has    been   doing    a 
good   job.      Unless   there    is    an   increase    in  the    fee,    budget    reductions    will   be 
necessary   or    reductions    will  have   to   be    made    in   program   quality.      Mr.    Edenson 
said   that   if  students    were    given   an   opportunity  to   view  the    options,     most  would 
choose   to  accept   a  modest   increase    in  the    level    of   the  fee.       Mr.     Edenson    said 
his    suggestion   was    for  a    $3.  25    increase    per    student    per    semester   for   fulltime 
students,     which   would   yield   an   additional    $95,  000    and   would   be    of  help   to   the 
Student   Association   in   balancing   their   budget.      He    pointed   out   again  that   there 
had   been   no   increase    in   13    years    in  this   fee.      Inflation  has    affected   their   finan- 
cial   strength   and   he   felt   the    increase    to   be    an   absolute    necessity.       He    said   it 
was   unfortunate    that    students   had  not   perceived   the    dimensions    of  the    problem 
earlier,    but   they   now   have    a   clearer   understanding    of  the    picture. 

Dr.    Knoblauch    said   the    request   did   not  fall   within  the    purview   of  the    Student 
Fees    Committee,     and   he  asked   for    a   recommendation  from   the    administration 
at   NIU. 

President    Nelson    said   that   he    had   had   no  indication   that  this    question   was 
coming    up  until   this    morning.      He    said  he   believed   there    was   much   merit   to 
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what    Mr.     Edenson   had    said,    but   he   thought   the    Student   Association    should 
have    been   aware,     as   the    administration   was,     of  the    fact   that   the    enrollment 
picture    was    not   encouraging.       He    added   that   he    was    not   terribly   impressed 
by  the    reversal    of   the    Northern   Star's    position.      He    said   he    accepted   what 
Mr.     Edenson   had    said   about   a   probable    change    in  student    sentiment   as   they 
acquire    a  better   understanding    of  the    situation,    but   he    could   not    advise   the 
Board   on   a  last   minute    decision    such   as   this. 

Mr.     Shuman   asked   what   the    attitude    of  the  SA   would   have    been   if   one    of   the 
members    of  the    Board  had  proposed   increasing    tuition   next   year.       Would   the 
SA    support   or    oppose    this,     he    asked.      Mr.     Edenson    said   he    did  not   think    an 
analogy    could  be    drawn   between   tuition   and   the    student    activity   fee.       Students 
are    disenchanted   with   the    University  -  or    the    way   that  "Springfield"   has    dealt 
with   the   university   budget.      As   far    as  an   increase    in  tuition   is    concerned,    he 
said,    he    would    say,     regardless    of  whether    students    or   not,     people    are    not 
amenable    to    raising    fees    or   taxes,    but    sometimes   this    is    necessary.       He    said 
he   was    not   intimately   familiar    with   the    State   budget    and   could   not   venture    an 
opinion   ca   whether    a  tuition   increase    is    necessary  but,     nevertheless,     the    merits 
of  the   fee    issue    are    such   that   the    increase    is    necessary.       He    could    substantiate 
this   with  data,    he  said,     and   would    consider   the    previous    student   body   referendum 
"inoperative"    at   this   time. 

Ms.     Terwilliger    asked   what   the    total   fee    would   be,     if  the    increase    were    to   be 
approved.       Mr.     Edenson    said   the   total   would   become    $14.  75    for   the    activity 
fee,     and   the    aggregate    for  all   fees   would   be    $103.  00.      Again,     he    said,    unless 
there    were    an  increase    adopted   by  the    Board   at   this    time,    budget    reductions 
of   major    proportions    will   be    necessary   resulting   in  significant   program   reduc- 
tions   or   terminations.       Student   would   prefer  a  modest   increase    to    reductions 
of   that   nature,    he    said. 

Mr.     Shuman    said   he    would    agree   that   the    Student   Fees    Committee    should   not 
assign  the  amount   or   level   of  the    fee;    however,     some    ideas   have    surfaced 
during    the    committee    hearings    which,     if   put    into    operation,     might    result    in 
some    changes   which   would   make    it    possible    for    student   fees   to   be    reduced 
rather   than   increased,     or    at  least   for    organizations   to   have    more    adequate 
funding.       For    instance,     Mr.     Shuman    said,    why  finance    organizations    that    could 
well    assess   membership   dues?       He    said   he    had   also    noted   that   when    it   became 
difficult   to    get   additional   money   for   Angela    Davis's    appearance  she    had    appeared 
for    $ZZ00.       Maybe    budget    reductions    might   be    a  good  thing,     he   suggested.        The 
Board    is    vulnerable    in    collecting    this    kind    of   money,     he    said,     to    action    by  the 
General   Assembly,       This    is    a    real   threat.       Mr.     Shuman    said   he   thought    the 
Board    should   have    time    to    consider    this    request    and    suggested    that    another 
referendum    should    be    held. 

President    Nelson    said   he    would   agree    with    Mr.     Shuman  that  it   would   be    in- 
appropriate   to  increase    the    activity   fee    without  a    referendum.       He  asked    if  the 
Board    could    give    tentative    approval    if    a    referendum  were    to    be    held    and    the 
question    approved.       For   sucii    a  referendum   to    have    validity,     it  should    have 
three -fourths    as    many    votes    as    the    last    one. 

Mr.     Shuman    said    he    was    opposed    to    such    a  contingency  approach. 
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Dr.     Matsler    said   he    believed   for   the    Board   to  make    a  decision  without   an 
analysis    of  the    allocations    would   be    premature.      The    Board   has    been    asked 
to  increase   the    activity  fee    by  $3.  25    without    any  statement    as   to  how  the   money 
is    now   allocated.      He    said   he  believed   the    Board   might   be    criticized   by    students 
at    Northern   if   it   moved    so    quickly   in  this   matter.       It   may  be   that    Mr.    Edenson 
does    know   the    feeling    of   a   majority   of    students,     but    at   this    point   in  time    if  the 
Board  were  to   make   a  decision  on   such   short  notice,    it  might  find  itself  in 
trouble    with    students. 

Mr.     Murray   moved   that   the    Board   take    no   action   to    raise    the    student    activity 
fee    at    NIU   at  this   time,     but  he   suggested   that   the    question    could   be    presented 
to   the    Board   next    semester    or    at  some   future    time    as    anyone    might   wish,    but 
at   the    present   time   the    Board-  is   faced   with   a    student    referendum   against  the 
proposed   increase.      The    motion   was   seconded   by  Ms.     Terwilliger,     and   it 
carried   unanimously. 

Sangamon   State    University    -  President's    Report 

President    Spencer    distributed   two   Addenda   to   his    Report    --  one    to  the    Purchasing 
Appendix,     and   the    other    requesting    a  transfer    of  appropriated   funds. 

The  President  reported  that  five  persons  had  declined  faculty  appointments  and 
he  asked  that  these  five  names  be  deleted  from  the  Faculty  and  Administrative 
Appendix  (Barbara  Eibl,  Elaine  C.  Hubbard,  Paul  M.  Muchinsky,  Max  Neiman 
and    William   W.     Stenzel). 

Dr.     Spencer    commented    on   the    recommendations    for    tenure    at    Sangamon   State, 
and   in   response    to    Ms.     Terwilliger '  s    earlier    remarks    to    all    of  the   universities, 
he    noted   that   the    initial    curriculum   at    SSU   happens    to  have    gone   to  those    areas 
where    there    is  not  a   high   incidence    of   women;    however,    the  curriculum   and 
programs    are    justified   in  terms    of   need    and   the   mandate    of  the    University. 

Sangamon    State's    recommendations    for    tenure   had   been   very  carefully    screened, 
Dr.     Spencer    said,     but   in   light   of   the    resolution   proposed   by    Mr.     Murray   earlier 
in   the  meeting,     some    of   these    would   be    deferred    without   prejudice    until   the 
committee    has    completed   its    study.      In   addition,     Dr.    Spencer    asked   that   his 
name    be    withdrawn   from   those    recommended   for   tenure. 

This    brought   to    mind,     Dr.     Spencer    said,     the    question   of   personnel   policies 
for    presidents    which   he  had    raised    last   year    in    a    letter    to    the    Board    in    which 
he    had   proposed   that    perhaps    a    five-year    term   for    presidents    would    be    appro- 
priate,    with   removal    to    be    predicated    on   an   evaluation    of   their    performance. 

"Without    any    intended    criticism    of    the    recommendations   for   tenure    submitted   by 
Sangamon    State    and    realizing    that   ibis    was    the    first   year    that   the    Board    had 
required    each    recommendation   to    be    justified   in   writing.     Mr,     Murray    said    he 
would    appreciate    it    if  in    future    recommendations,     Sangamon    State    would    furnish 
some    objective    comments   which   the    Tenure    Decision    Committee    had    probably 
labored    over.      He    said    he    thought   this    to    be    the    initial    import    of   the    Board's 
direction.      Dr.    Spencer    said   thev   had   not   wanted    to   create    any    cynicism  by 
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high   praise    for   people   who   had   been   recommended,     pointing    out   that   it  is 
hard   to    rank   these    persons.       They  had   not   wanted  to    create   invidious    com- 
parisons because   there    will   be    appeals    brought   before   the    committee.     It   was 
felt  that   the    committee    will  be    able    to    defend   their    decisions,    but   it   is    in- 
evitable  that    comparisons    will   be   made    and   the    judgments    of  the    committee 
will   be    challenged.      Mr.     Murray    said   if  they   are    talking    about   defending   their 
decisions,     it   might   be   better    to   have  these   things    in   writing.      Dr.    Knoblauch 
pointed    out  that   that   is    one    of  the    reasons   these    comments    should   not   be    put 
into   writing. 

Dr.    Keiser    said   it   had   been  the    recommendation   of  the    Tenure    Decision    Com- 
mittee   that  their    recommendations    be    presented   in  this    fashion.       Each   of  those 
recommended   is  engaged   with   extensive   teaching,     and  the    institution   does    engage 
in   a  regular    evaluation   process,    he  said. 

Ms.     Terwilliger    said   it  would   be    helpful   to   the    Board   and    give    it   a   better   feel 
if  the    strength   of   each   person   was    emphasized.       Dr.     Keiser    said  the    judgment 
is   made    over    six   or    seven   years    of  experience.       One   year    a  person  may  have 
published   a  book-  this    is    a   combination   of   characteristics.       He    said   he    felt   the 
Board   might   not  find   this    as   helpful   as  they  might   think.      The   judgment    of  the 
committee    is    the    important   thing,     inasmuch    as    a   person   might   change   his 
emphasis   from   one   year   to    another.      Ms.     Terwilliger    said  if  a   person   publishes 
year    after    year,    this    would    show  up,    but   there    is  no   way  of  judging   whether    or 
not  that   person   may  have    improved   as    a  teacher.      Dr.     Spencer    said  that   the 
whole    concept   of  faculty   at   Sangamon   State    is    without  overemphasis  on   research 
or    publication.

The  Chairman   announced   that   the    Board   would   depart   from   its    agenda    so   that   the 
election   of  officers    of   the    Board  would   be   the    next    item   of  business.       Statutes 
provide,     he    said,    that   the    Board   elect   a    Chairman   and    Vice    Chairman   for   two 
year   terms    and   a   Secretary   and    Treasurer    annually,     at   its    June    meeting. 

Dr.     Knoblauch   moved  that   the  incumbent  Chairman,     Vice    Chairman,     Secretary 

and   Treasurer    be    reelected  for    the    appropriate    terms.       The    motion  was    seconded 

by   Dr.     Julian   and  it  carried   unanimously.       The    officers  of  the  Board   are:

Mr.     Barr    expressed   his    appreciation   for    the    honor    of   being    reelected   and  his 
hope    for    serving    the    Board    well   and    faithfully. 
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CHAIRMAN'S   ITEMS 

Mr.     Barr    advised   that  it   was    no    secret   that   the    President   of  Illinois    State    Uni- 
versity  had    submitted   his    resignation,     to   be    effective    at   the    pleasure    of   the 
Board    of   Regents.       The    Board   had   discussed   this    matter  and  the    details   in   con- 
nection with   the    resignation   at   its    executive    session   the    preceding    evening,     and 
Mr.     Barr    said  the    Board   was    prepared   at  this    time    to  take    action   on   the    matter. 
The    following    Resolution  was    presented: 

WHEREAS,     Dr.     David    Berlo    has    presented   his    resignation   as 
President   of   Illinois    State    University   effective    at   the    Board   of  Regents 
pleasure    on   arrangements    for   implementation   and   the    Board   has    dis- 
cussed  with    Dr.     Berlo  and  has    agreed   upon    such   implementation,     now, 
therefore,     be    it 

RESOLVED    That   the    resignation   of   Dr.     David    Berlo   as    President 
of   Illinois    State    University   be    and   the    same    is  hereby   accepted   effective 
August    31,     1973,    the    end    of   his    current    employment   contract   year,     and 
that   Dr.     Berlo   be    relieved   of   all   duties    as    President    of    said   University 
effective    June    30,     1973;    and 

FURTHER    RESOLVED    That    Dr.     Berlo   be    paid   his    salary   through 
August    31,     1973,    the    end   of  his    current   employment   contract   year,    and 
be    paid  at  his  current  salary  rate    for    accumulative    sick   and   disability 
leave    and   accrued   vacation   time    as    of   August    31,     1973,     in   accordance 
with   the    Board   of   Regents   policies    and    regulations    relating  to    Faculty 
and   Administrative    Employees;    and    still 

FURTHER    RESOLVED,    that    Dr.     Berlo   be    retained   for    an   additional 
period   of  two   months    after   August    31,     1973    for    the    purpose    of  preparing 
a    report   upon  the    changes    in   the    program   and    organizational    structure    of 
Illinois    State    University  which   have    occurred   during   the    period    of   his 
presidency,     his    evaluation   of    such    changes    in    such   program   and   organi- 
zation   structure    and   his  recommendations    for    the   future    development   of 
the    university   and   the    Board   of   Regents,     and   that  he  be    paid   by   Illinois 
State    University   an   amount   equal   to    two  months    salary   at   his    current 
salary    rate. 

Mr.     Patterson   moved   for  adoption    of  the    Resolution.       The   motion   was    seconded 
by   Mr.     Shuman. 

In    response    to    a   question    raised   by   Dr.    Knoblauch,     Mr.    Mathias    explained   that 
Dr.     Berlo' s    salary  would   be    paid   through   the    end   of   his    contract    year,    that    is 
through   August    31.      At   the    end   of  August   he    will   be    paid   his    full    salary   plus 
accrued   vacation   and    sick   leave,    whatever  it   may   happen   to    be.       Dr.     Berlo   will 
then   be    retained   for    an   additional   two   months,     at   the    end   of   which   time    he   will 
file   his    report   with   the    Board   and   will   be    paid.       No    sick   leave    or   vacation   time 
will   accrue    during   this    two    month    period. 
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Mr.     Barr    stated   that   this    arrangement   was   in   accordance    with   what   the    Board 
would   feel   obligated   to    do. 

Ms.     Terwilliger    said    she    had    commented   earlier   to   other    Board   members    that 
she   would   feel   much   better    about   accepting   the    resignation  if   Dr.     Berlo   were 
relieved   of   his    duties    as    of   this    date.      It  was    her   feeling,     she   said,    that  Illinois 
State    could   function   much   better    and   at   less    cost  to   both    Dr.     Berlo    and   whoever 
takes    over   as    president.      However,     she    said    she   would   not   add   this    as  an   amend- 
ment to   the    motion  unless    some    other   member    shared   her   feeling. 

Dr.  Knoblauch  protested  that  he  was  opposed  to  this  and  that  the  Board  is  not 
dismissing  Dr.  Berlo.  His  study  is  not  complete,  he  added.  He  said  he  was 
familiar  with  one  side  of  the  situation  at  ISU  and  was  not  in  favor  of  dismissing 
the  President  summarily.  The  Board  does  have  an  obligation  beyond  the  sta- 
bility of  the  university,  or  whether  ISU  survives.  He  said  he  was  not  a  prophet 
of  doom  and  was  firmly  convinced  that  ISU  is  much  more  substantial  than  any 
man,    whoever    he    might   be. 

Mr.     Barr    noted   that   Dr.     Berlo   had    submitted   his    resignation   and   had    stated 
publicly   the    reasons    he   felt  that   he    should    do    so.      Dr.     Berlo   had  functioned 
for   two   years    as    President,     in  not   necessarily   pleasant   times.      It  was    not   the 
purpose    of  the    Board   at   this    time    to    survey   and   discuss    the    problems   that   exist 
at   ISU,     and   there   was    no   question   of  anyone    being    dismissed.      The    Board   is 
merely,     by  its    resolution,     accepting   the    resignation   that   had   been    submitted 
and  trying   to  do   this    in   a   way  that  would   be   fair   to   Dr.     Berlo    and   in  the    best 
interests    of   ISU    and   the  Regency  System. 

Ms.     Terwilliger    said  that    she    had  said   nothing    about   dismissing    Dr.     Berlo, 
although   other    persons    might   have    drawn  this    inference.      She  said    she    realized 
Dr.     Berlo's    reasons   for    leaving   were    personal   and  that   in   fairness   these    should 
be    considered,    but    she    requested   that   her    comments    be    on   the  record. 

The    motion   before   the  Board   was    called   for    a   vote,     and   it  carried   unanimously. 

President    Berlo    said   he   would   withhold   any  comments    until   the   time    when   he 
presented   his    report   to   the    Board. 

Mr.     Patterson    said  he  did   not  believe    the   time   to   be    appropriate  for    making 
farewell    speeches,    but   did    state   his    appreciation  for   the  manner    in  which  Dr. 
Berlo    had   discharged   his    duties    at   Illinois    State.      Dr.     Berlo    said  the    Board 
would    recall  that   his    only    request   was    that  there    be    no    eulogies. 

Dr.     Julian    said   he    had    suffered   a  great   deal   of  persecution   in  his    lifetime, 
most   of   it  unnecessary-.       "I  hate    cruelty,  "    Dr.    Julian    said,     "and    in  some    respects 
this    whole    matter   has    exhibited   the   most    sickening    cruelty  that    I   have  ever    expe- 
rienced.      I   think   the  whole    tmng   has    nauseated   me.  We   all  make   mistakes,    but 
we    do    not   need   to   add   lynching    to   it.     In  a  sense    this    strikes   me    as   just  that. 
You   honor    a  man   for   his  good   deeds    even  though   he  : may   have  made    some    mistakes, 
He    acted   according   to  his  conscience    and   ability.      I  see    no   need   of   cruelty  that   has

been   exhibited   throughout   this   whole   thing.      I   don't    like    lynching    people.  " 
Dr.     Julian    said   he   just   could   not    refrain  from  making   this    statement. 

Dr.     Knoblauch   moved   for   the    appointment   of   Dr.     Gene    A.     Budig  as    President 

of   Illinois    State    University,     effective    July    1,     1973,     at   an   annual  salary  of 

$36,  000,     with   all   of  the  powers,    duties  and   perquisites    which   are  common   to 
the    office.       The   motion  was    seconded   by   Mr.     Patterson. 

Dr.    Knoblauch    commented   that   he  would   add   that  his   motion  to    appoint    Dr. 
Budig    should   in  no  sense   jeopardize    Dr.     Budig 's    candidacy   for  the  position  of 
permanent   president.      Mr.     Barr  also    emphasized   that  it   was   the    intention   of  the 
Board   in   proposing    and   adopting   the  resolution  that  Dr.     Budig  will  be    the    President 
of   Illinois    State    University   and   would   be   known   by  that  title,    that   he   would  have 
all   of   the    powers,     duties    and  perquisites    of  President   as    stated   in  the   motion, 
and   in   no   way   is  the    appointment   to   be  considered   as  prejudicing    Dr.    Budig' s 
rights    one   way   or   the  other   to  be    considered   by   the  search   committee,     should 
his    name   be    proposed   as    a    candidate    for  the    position  of  permanent   president. 

Roll  was    called    on  the  motion  before    the    Board   for  the  appointment   of  Dr.     Budig 
as    President   of   Illinois    State    University,     and   it    carried   unanimously. 

Dr.     Budig    responded   with   a    statement   that   ISU   has    a  distinguished   past   and   a 
bright   future.      It  is    blessed   with   highly   qualified   and   dedicated   faculty,     able    and 
committed    students,     competent    staff,     and   a  relevant  mission.      It    clearly   merits 
the    continued   understanding    and    support  of  the    people  of   Illinois.      Illinois    State 
has    a    national    reputation,     he    said,    for    the    production   of  quality   classroom  teach- 
ers   and   a  student   body  representing   all   of   Illinois    and   much  of   the    nation.       As 
the    oldest  Illinois    public  unidersity,    it   has  been  unwilling   to  rest   on  past   laurels, 
but   rather    it  continues    to  be  known   as  an  institution   willing   to  try  new   and   differ- 
ent approaches  to  improving   the    learning    process.      Only   two    months    ago,     Dr.    Budi£ 
said,     ISU   had   been   assured    of   the    quality   of  its    academic    programs    through   the 
North    Central   Association   accreditation   report,    which    rightly    characterized   the 
campus    as    one  with   a  rich   history   and   a   promising   future.      It   is    therefore    essen- 
tial that   during   this    period  in  the    life    of  the    University   that    the    faculty,     students, 
staff   and   administration   of  ISU   pull   together   through   a  bond  of   confidence    and 
cooperation.       Dean    Budig  said   that   in  his   judgment   this    is  not  a  time    for  retrench- 
ment,    but    rather    a   time    for  reasoned,     responsible    movement   forward.       Time 
will   not  wait   for  any  institution   of  higher   learning   in  the    1970' s.       Dean    Budig    con- 
cluded  with   a    request   that   in  the   task   ahead   each  member    of  the    University   com- 
munity  lend   active    support  to   building   an   even    stronger    and   better    Illinois  State 
University. 

Mr.     Barr    said  that   with   regard   to   the    search   for  a   permanent    president   at 
Illinois    State,     the    Board   would   conduct  that    search   in   accordance    with   provi- 
sions   of   its    Governing    Policies    (Article    IV,     Section   2)   which    state   that   the 
President  shall   be    elected   by  the  Board   and    shall    serve    at  its    pleasure,     and  that 
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in   the    selection   of   a  president   the    Board,    the    faculty,    the    students    and   the 
entire    university   community   are    concerned.       The    search   for  a  president    shall 
be    conducted   by   the    Board   with   the    participation    of  the    university    community. 
Procedures    for  securing    representation   of  faculty,     students    and    others,    includ- 
ing   alumni,     in    connection   with   a   presidential    search    shall   be    stipulated   in   each 
university   constitution. 

Mr.     Barr    said   he    had  asked    Dr.     Charles    Edwards,     President   of  the  Academic 
Senate  at   ISU  to    seek   the  advice    of   the    Senate    as    to    how  the    search   committee 
and   process    should   be    structured,     and   that  the    Board   would    consider    the    mech- 
anics   of   the    search   at   the    July   meeting    of  the  Board. 

With    reference    to  the    July    meeting,     Mr.     Barr    said   that   he  had  discussed      with 
and    received   agreement  from   President    Spencer    to  change  the    location   of  the 
meeting    from   Illinois    State    to   Sangamon   State    University,    unless   there    were    some 
objection   from   other    Board   members. 

Mr.     Shuman   moved,     seconded   by    Mr.     Patterson,    that   the    July   meeting    of  the 
Board   be  held   at    Sangamon   State    University,     and   that  the  September   meeting  be 
changed   to   Illinois    Stat  e    University.       The   motion   carried   unanimously. 

Audit    of    Compensation   Practices    -  Robert   H.     Hayes    &  Associates,    Inc. 

Members    of  the    Board   had    received   a  copy   of  the    report   from   the    Hayes   firm 
outlining     recommendations    for   top   level   compensation   practices.       Mr.    Barr 
advised   that   both    Mr.    Hayes    and  Mr.     Peter    Sawers    were    present   at   the    meeting 
to   make   the   formal   presentation. 

Mr.     Sawers    said  he    would   not   repeat   the  details    contained   in  the    report,     but 
rather  would  highlight  the  findings    in   the    report   and   provide    a  forum  for  any 
questions    or  comments    from   the    Board.      A    slide    presentation   of  the    recommen- 
dations  followed. 

Mr.     Patterson   moved  that   the  Board   accept   the    Hayes    Report  and    adopt   the 
recommendations    as  guidelines,    with  the    exception   of   Grades    16  and   17;    and   that 
the    Staff   work   with   the    Presidents   in  implementing    the    recommendations   for 
Grades    through   No.     15. 

Mr.     Murray    said    that    before    the    Board    acted    on   the  question   he    would    like    to 
hear    Mr.     Sawer's    opinion  as  far  as    deleting    the    two  top    grades    from  the    schedule, 
Mr.    Sawers    responded    that    this    was    absolutely    a    prerogative    of   the    Board, 
there    was    no   question   about   that.      Mr.     Patterson    said   the    persons    in   these    two 
grades    report   directly   to    the    Board,     that   they   were    not  being    deleted,     but   merely 
would    be    handled    differently.        Mr.     Sawers    said   as    a  professional,     and    looking 
at   it  as    a    system,    he    would   much   prefer    to    see    the   four    persons    in    the   two 
grades    stay    in   the    system    either    as    suggested   in  their    report    or    by    some    other 
grading.      His    reasoning,     he    said,     is    that   if  the  top   men    stay   in,    this    jiives    more 
legitimacy    and    integrity   to    the    whole    system.       It   is    a    form   of  "if    the    boss    is 
willing    to    do    this    and    is    enthusiastic,     it    is    o.  k.     for    us.  " 
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Mr.     Patterson    said   his   motion   did   not    suggest  that   these    were    exempt,     but   that 
the    Board   would   just   be    dealing   with   them  in   a    special   fashion    -  just  four    people 
to    deal   with. 

Dr.     Julian   asked   if  the   firm  would   do   this  for    a    corporation    study,     and   Mr. 
Sawers    said  if  a  corporation   would    recommend   this,     they  would    not   get   uptight 
about   it. 

Mr.     Murray    said  his    question   was    why   isn't  there    enough   latitude  that  it   would 
be    better   to   adopt   it   as  is  and   in   accord   with   its    objectives?       Mr.     Patterson 
said   the    Board   is    adopting   the  recommendations    as    guidelines    and  as    principles. 
Details   would   change    as    long    as   there    are    variables.       But  because   there    are 
four   individuals  who  report    to '  the  Board    and   not   to    another    salaried   executive, 
that   group    should   be    dealt   with    singly.       The    Board    can   look  at   the    guidelines 
or    anything    else,     he  said.       The    other    15    grades    will   be    turned   over    to   the    Staff 
and   the    Presidents    to   be   used   as    guidelines    in   budget    preparation,     and   the 
Board   will    review   in   detail      everyone    in  the  13,     14   and   15  grades,     the    upper 
three,     plus    the    four    top   persons. 

Mr.     Patterson    said   that   by   the    nature    of  the    organization,     these   four    are    in    a 
different    relationship.      They   work   for    an   unpaid    Board   and    report   directly  to 
the    Board.       The    Board   has    the    responsibility   to    deal   with   those    itself,     and   he 
said   he   wished   this    point    to   be    underscored   in   his  motion. 

Dr.    Matsler    said   one    point   which   the    Board   might   wish  to   think   about    -    when 
the    curve    is    changed,     perhaps  every   year    or   two,    if  the  Board   were    to    make 
changes    in   administrative    salaries,     they  should   also   do  this    for  cost-of-living 
for    faculty  who  are    not   included   in   the    report.       We    would   not   want  to   have    a 
system,    he    said,     whereby   the    Board   might   make    some    raises    in   the    ranges 
covered   in   administration,    without  giving    some    thought   to   faculty   also. 

Mr.     Patterson    said  he  would    agree    with   this.       Mr.     Shuman   pointed    out  that   the 
report   had   nothing   to    do   with  faculty.      As    Dr.     Spencer    had    stated,    there    is 
enough  value    evidenced   that   the    Board    should    look   kindly   upon   extension   of  the 
procedure    to    others    than  the    ones    covered   in   the    report. 

Mr.  Barr  said  he  understood  that  there  had  been  some  degree  of  interest  shown 
at  the  institutions  by  the  presidents  and  their  staffs  to  continue  and  use  some  of 
the  procedures  with  the  assistance  of  the  Hayes  firm  within  their  own  universi- 
ties. 

Ms.     Terwilliger    said    she    would   like    to  hear   from   the  presidents   that  they   are 
in  accord  with  the  report   for   the    people    who    report   to   them.      Also,     she    said, 
in   bringing    people   up  to  the    minimum,    the    motion   did   not   cover   the    procedure 
for    doing   that. 

Mr.     Barr    said   that  the    adoption   of  the    motion   would    not  in   any   way   be    consider- 
ing   compensation   for   any  individuals    today.       Perhaps    the    Board   would   do    that  in 
July   or    September,     he    said,     but   it   would   not   consider    any   individual's    compensa- 
tion  today.       As    far    as    people    paid   below   the    minimum   in   a    grade,     adoption   of 
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the    motion   would   not  mean   an   automatic    specific    time    and  date    for   bringing 
those    people   up   to   minimum. 

Nor,     Mr.     Patterson    said,     did  it   imply   that   you  must   cut   the    salary   of   anyone 
who   is    paid    above  the  limits.       That   would   be    a  separate    individual  matter. 

Mr.     Barr    asked   for    comments   from   the    Presidents. 

President    Nelson    said   there    was  one    position   at    Northern   about  which  there   had 
been   a   difference    of   opinion,     and   he   would   like    a  chance    to    discuss    this   further. 
Mr.     Barr    commented   that   by   adopting   the    motion   the    Board   would   only   be    adopting 
the   recommendations    in  the    report.      The    report    is    flexible,    he    said,     and   not 
designed   to  freeze    things.       They   can  be  changed   at  any  time.      Mr.    Patterson    said 
the    recommendations    merely   provide    the    scheme.      Ms.     Terwilliger   asked    Presi- 
dent  Nelson   if  he    was    satisfied   with   this,    and   he    replied   affirmatively. 

President    Berlo    said   he    believed   it  to   be    a  good  study,     and   he  was    quite    satis- 
fied  with   it.      President   Spencer    said   it  had   been   very   helpful  to    Sangamon   State 
and   that   later    in   the    meeting   he  would   be  requesting    authorization   to  continue 
the    firm   to  help   them   with   non-civil- service,     non-faculty   positions  at    Sangamon 
State. 

Dr.     Matsler    commended   Mr.     Sawers    for   the   many   hours    devoted   to   the    study. 
He    had   put   more    than  the    usual   number    of  hours  into  the    study.      As    far    as   the 
Staff   is    concerned,     Dr.     Matsler    said,    the    study   had    cleared   up    some    problems. 
He    had    some  disagreements   with   Mr.     Sawers,    he    said,     and   the    business    of 
evaluation   cannot   be  done  as    scientifically   as    some   might   believe.       But   working 
with  the   firm  had  been   a   pleasure    and   except   for   the   few   differences,    it  had 
been   very   beneficial   to    the    Staff. 

The   question   before    the    Board   was    called   for    a   vote,     and   the   motion   carried 
unanimously. 

COMMITTEE    REPORTS 

Student   Fees    Committee 

Committee    chairman,     Dr.     A.     L.    Knoblauch,     reported   that   a   preliminary   report 
had   been    submitted   to   the    Executive    Director's    office   for    preparation   and   dis- 
tribution  to    other    committee   members   for  evaluation.      Dr.     Knoblauch   advised 
that   the    Committee    was    hopeful   that  the    final    report   might  be    presented   to  the 
Board   in   July. 

Tenure    Committee 

Mr.     David   E.     Murray,     Chairman   of  the    Committee,     reported   that   Dr.     Matsler 
had,     at   the    Committee's    request,     notified  each  university   that   the    time    would 
be   extended   until  this    meeting    date   for   the    furnishing   of  materials   and  for  receipt 
of   requests    made    through   the   universities  or    Staff  to   make    oral   presentations    of 
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materials    not   covered   or    insufficiently    covered  by  written    statements.       After    the 
Board   meeting,     Mr.     Murray  said,     the    Committee    would   meet   and    set  up  its 
schedule  as    to   when   it  would   be    available    to    receive    oral   presentations    and   to 
prepare    its    preliminary    report. 

Governance    Committee 

Mr.     Shuman,     Chairman  of  the  Committee,     reported   that  while    the    Committee  itself  had 
not   met    since    their    meeting   with  the    ISU    campus    group,     he    as  chairman   had 
been   invited   and   had  attended   a  meeting    of   the    governance    committee    at   Sangamon 
State. 

Mr.     Shuman   proposed  a  timetable   which   he    hoped   would   be    accepted   by   the    Board: 

On    March   15,     1973    the    Chairman   of   the  Board   of   Regents    requested 
each  university   to    reexamine    its    constitution   in  the    light    of  changes   made 
in   the   Board's    Governing    Policies.       Initially  it   was    hoped   that  any   changes 
developed   by   the    campuses    could   be   brought   to   the    Board   by   May    1973. 
The    Governance    Committee,     appointed   by  the    Chairman,    has    discussed 
some    of   the    issues    pertaining   to   the    ISU    Constitution   with   faculty   and 
administrators.      The  committee    has    not  reviewed   the    new   document   at 
SSU,     since    this    was    not   approved   by   the    University  Assembly;    nor  has 
it   reviewed   the    NIU    policy    statements,     but    rather    has    asked    Legal 
Counsel   for    the  Board    of   Regents    to    review   them  in   light   of  existing 
Board    Policy. 

The    last   paragraph   of  Article    IV,     Section  1,     states    the    following: 

The    Board   of   Regents    charges    each   university   with    re- 
sponsibility  for    developing    and  maintaining    a  constitution 
consistent   with   this    governing    policy   and   amendments 
thereof   and   for   governing   itself  in  accordance    with   that 
constitution.      Such   a  constitution    shall   become    effective 
after    its  approval   at  the  institutional   level   in  accordance 
with   the  appropriate    provisions    of  the  university  consti- 
tution  and   after    its    adoption   by   the  Board   of  Regents. 

Apparently   the    development   or    the    modification   of  the    campus    docu- 
ments  has  taken   longer   than   was    originally   anticipated.      In   order    that  the 
Board    of  Regents    can   be  assured   its    own   Policies    are    being    carried    out 
with   respect  to   university  constitutions,     the    following    is   proposed: 

1.  Wherever  the  term  "constitution"  appears  in  the  Govern- 
ing Policy  the  phrase  "or  other  official  statement  of  uni- 
versity  governance    policy"    should   be  added. 

2.  The    Presidents,    in  September,     shall  furnish   to   the    Board 
of   Regents   for   its    review   whatever    document  is   in  force 
at   that   time. 
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3.  The    Governance    Committee    of  the    Board   of  Regents    should 
review   these    documents   with    Central   Staff   and    Legal    Coun- 
sel  and   present    recommendations   to   the    campuses    by   the 
October   meeting    of  the    Board    of  Regents. 

4.  The    Board    of   Regents    should    officially    adopt  the  campus 
documents    at   its  November    1973    meeting. 

Mr.     Shuman    said    he    believed   the    proposed   timetable    to  be    realistic    and   one 
which    could   be    met   by   the  three  universities. 

Mr.     Shuman  then   moved   for    adoption    of  the  proposed  timetable,    including  the 
notice    of   intention   to   amend   the    Governing    Policy   at   the    July   meeting   of  the 
Board    as    stated,     after    seeking    advice    of  the    Presidents    and   the    Joint   University 
Advisory    Committee.      The    motion   was  seconded   by    Mr.     Patterson,    and   it  carried 
unanimously. 

After   a    10  minute  recess,    the  Board  reconvened.      The    Chairman    stated   that 
two    years  ago,     the    Board  had  become    concerned   that   there   were    an  excessive 
number    of    staff   people    and    others  from  the    universities    attending    Board   meetings 
at    state    expense,     without   any  real   function   to   be    served,     and   the  Board   at   that 
time    had  cut  back    on  the    number    of  persons    who   were    permitted   to  attend   at    state 
expense.       Anyone    is    entitled    to    attend    and    is  very  welcome,     he    said,     but    not, 
obviously,     at    state    expense    and   using  a  state    car   for   transportation.      That   is 
permitted    only  for    those    on    official  business.       He  said  he  believed  that   the  Board 
should    restate    this    every    so    often    -  state    cars    and   the    like    are    to  be  used   in 
accord   with    state    regulations    and   laws    relevant  thereto,    and  he   -would   assume 
that   everyone   knows    and    recognizes   this.       The    Board    receives    constant   criticism 
and   a    great   deal   of  it  is    justified,     he   said,     about   waste    and    careless    practices  in 
the    use  of  state   funds.      Everyone    who  drives    a   car  owned   by  the  state    and   uses 
gasoline    bought   by   the  taxpayers    should   keep   this    in  mind.       The    Board    expects 
everyone    in  the    system   to  use  a  high   degree    of  common    sense. 

Mr.    Murray  said   he    had   found   when  he  looked    into  the    policies    for   the  use    of 
automobiles    that   the    Board    really  does    not  have    any.       What    is    the    policy   for    the 
use    of    state    cars    generally,     he    asked?      Is  this    published    and   available? 

Dr.     Matsler    said   that   each   institution  has    a  policy   on   the   use    of   its    fleet    of 
automobiles    -    to  be    used   for    official    business    only.       Primarily,     he    said,    it   has 
been   found    that   they  are    following    these    policies.       The    Board    did    have    a   policy 
on  the    presidents    and   Executive    Director,    but   it  was  not  as  explicit   as    it   now   is. 

Mr.     Murray   asked   who   has    control   over   the    policy   at   each   of   the    institutions. 
Dr.     Matsler    said    ultimately   the    presidents    have    this    control,     and   each    has    his 
own   method    of   auditing    what  .is    done    with    state    cars.     Each  state    car   must   be 
marked   as    required,     and   as    to   the   fleet   of   cars,     these    are    used  and   in   most 
cases    when   they    are    checked    out   they   are    charged    back   to   the    department.      He 
said   he  believed  each   of  the    universities    would   have    a  slightly   different   procedure, 
but    in  all    cases,     they    are    used    only   for  official    business. 
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Mr.     Murray    said   the    Northern   Star    had  made  a  worthwhile    inquiry   into    the 
matter.       In    discussion   among    the    Regents,  he    said,     they  found   that   they   have 
had   complaints    of  state    cars    being    seen   with   families    in   them.      He  said   he 
felt  that   if   there    are    too  many  violations    of  the  policy,     he    would    suggest  that 
the    Board   make    an   investigation   into    it   before    someone    else    does   it. 

Mr.     F~rr    agreed    that  there    are    some    people    who   would    relish   doing   just   that. 
He    would   assume    that  everyone    is    obeying   the  law   and   using    common  sense. 
If   not,    the  Board   would    certainly   do    something    about   it. 

Mr.    Shuman  agreed   that  the   Board   does    expect   common    sense    and    economy   in 
administration.      He  would    suppose    that    some    of  the    aberrations    result  from 
innocence    of  regulations    but,  "he    said,     if  the  Board    continues    to  see    a   large 
number    of    state    cars   used   to   ferry   people    back   and   forth   to    meetings    -    persons 
who   have    no    official   business    at   meetings    -    that   perhaps    the    Board    should   call 
for    a    report   on  the    number    of  state    cars    that    are   used.      Maybe  the    Board    should 
ask   for   this,     in  view   of  the    criticisms    from   legislators    and    press    and   others, 
and   charges    of  misuse    of  funds    upon   occasion.     He  would    not  be    averse,    he  said, 
to  asking    for    a  report   each  month   as    to  the  number    of  state    cars   used   to  bring 
university    staff  to  Board   meetings. 

Mr.     Barr    said   the    Board   would   ask    each   president   to    give  a    report   as    to   how 
many    state    cars    were    used.        Mr.     Murray  said    they    should    also    include  other 
expenses    in  addition   to  the    automobiles.      He    said   he    presumed    cars    are    only   a 
part   of   the    expense.      Meals    and   lodging    should   also   be    included,     he    said. 

Dr.     Spencer    said   he    believed   that  financing    for    JUAC    was    paid  out  of    Board 
Staff  funds,     although  the  university  provides  transportation   out   of   the    motor    pool. 
He    said   he    presumed   the    Board   was  asking  for   a    report   exclusive    of   members 
of   the    JUAC. 

Ms.     Terwilliger    said    she    was    not  averse    to   accountability,    in  fact    she   'would 
argue    for   this,     but  she  said  she    found   it    rather    ludicrous    that   today,     with   all   of 
the    interest   in  this  meeting,     the    Board    should   bring   this  matter   up.      It  could   just 
as   well   have    been   brought   up  six  months    or    a    year  ago,     she   thought.      It  is  a    little 
bit   hard   to   take,     she    said,     and   thought    some    of   the  faculty  members   would   feel 
that   their    presence    is  not   wanted   at  Board   meetings. 

Mr.     Shuman    said   they    should   attend   at   their    own   expense. 

Ms.     Terwilliger    suggested   that   perhaps  more    attendance    is    needed   at    Board 
meetings    to   keep   the  Board   itself   accountable. 

EXECUTIVE    DIRECTOR'S   REPORT    NO.     54 

Before    presenting   his  Report   to  the  Board,     Dr.     Matsler   distributed    copies    of   a 
request   for    approval   of  the    appointment    of    Mr.     Carl   E.     Greeson   as    Financial 
Analyst   with   the    Central    Staff,     effective    July    2,     1973,     at    an    annual    salary    of 
$13,  000. 
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Ms.     Terwilliger    moved,     seconded   by    Mr.     Shuman,    for  approval   of  the  appoint- 
ment  of   Mr.     Greeson  to   the    Central   Staff   as    proposed.      The    motion    carried 
unanimously. 

Section   I    -    New    Programs 

1.  Interdisciplinary    Minor    in  Environmental   Studies    -    NIU 

2.  Minority    Studies    Program   Offering    Minors    in    Black   Studies,     Latino    Studies, 
and   American   Indian   Studies    -    NIU 

Dr.     Matsler    advised   that   both   programs   had   been   mailed   to   the    Regents  in 
advance    of  the    meeting,     but   that  Dr.     Groves  and  President   Nelson   could 
answer    any   questions    which   might   arise. 

Mr.     Shuman  noted  that   from  time    to   time    the  Board  adopts    new   programs 
but   that   it   does    not  get   periodic    reports    as  to   how   well    such   programs    are 
accepted.      He  asked   if  Dr.     Matsler    and   his    Staff   could   bring   back   to   the 
Board,     periodically,     a    report   as    to   the    success    of   these    programs    and 
how   many  persons    participate    in   them.      For    instance,     the    Minority  Studies 
Program    --    he    would   like    a  report   perhaps    in   a  year    or    two   as    to   how 
successful  these  programs  have  been. 

Mr.     Barr    asked   if  the    proposed  minority    studies    programs   were    considered 
by   the    President   to   be    sound   programs.      President   Nelson    said  the    programs 
would    not  have    been    recommended   if  the    University  had   not   felt   that   they 
had   integrity   as  academic    programs,     but   in  all   honesty   he    would    say   that 
some    of  the    support   and    pressure    to    develop   the    programs   had    social   and 
political    implications    in  terms    of  the    real   need   for    a   better    understanding 
of   their  cultures,     and    certainly   this    had   been   a   part   of   the    reason   for    their 
development. 

3.  Suburban   Press    Center    -    NIU 

This    proposal   had   also   been    distributed   in   advance    of  the    meeting.      The 
Staff    supported   the  request   of  the    University   and    recommended    that   it   be 
approved   and   presented   to  the    Board   of   Higher   Education   for   its    review 
and   approval. 

Mr.     Shuman   moved,     seconded   by    Dr.    Knoblauch,    for    approval   of  the    request   of 
Northern   Illinois    University  for  an    Interdisciplinary    Minor    in   Environmental 
Studies;    a    Minority   Studies    Program   offering  minors    in  Black   Studies,     Latino 
Studies    and    American   Indian    Studies;    and   the  establishment   of   a  Suburban   Press 
Center   under  the    auspices    of  the    Department   of   Journalism;    and   that  the  latter 
program  be    submitted   to   the    Board   of  Higher    Education  for   its    review   and   ap- 
proval.      The   motion    carried   unanimously. 

4.  Sequence    in    Philosophy   and   Human    Values    -    SSU 

This    proposal   had   also   been    submitted   to    the    Regents    in   advance    of  the 
meeting.       The    Staff   had  evaluated   the    proposal   and   the    recommendation   was 
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that   it  be    approved   by  the    Board   for   implementation  in  the    Fall   Semester 
1973-74. 

Dr.  Knoblauch  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Varese,  for  approval  of  the  Sequence 
in  Philosophy  and  Human  Values  at  Sangamon  State  University  for  implementa- 
tion in   Fall   1973-74.      The   motion   carried   unanimously. 

Section   II   -    Recognition,     Student    Food    Service    Employees    at   N1U 

Dr.     Matsler    reported   that  as    directed  by   the    Board    in    May,    the  Central   Staff   had 
looked   into   the   matter    of  the  request   from   the    Student    Food    Service    Employees 
at   Northern    Illinois   for    recognition   as    bargaining    agent.      University    Civil    Service 
System    statutes    exclude    student    employees    under  rules  prescribed   by   the    Merit 
Board   from   coverage    of  the    act.      The    Merit    Board   does    have    rules    with    reference 
to    student   appointments,     and   in   addition    NIU   has    adopted    regulations    and  has  a 
classification   plan  for  student   employees;    regular    procedures    which   provide    stu- 
dents   with   opportunities   for    pay  increases;    grievance    procedures;    and   other 
matters.      Any  agreements    entered    into   with   a   union   representing    student   employ- 
ees  would   be  subject  to  the    rules    and    regulations    of  the    Merit    Board.      Additionally, 
Dr.     Matsler    reported,     there    are    many   bills    pending   in   a    sub-committee    of  the 
General   Assembly  relative    to  collective    bargaining.       For  these  reasons,     Dr. 
Matsler    advised,     it   was    the    recommendation   of   the  Staff   that  the    union   not   be 
recognized   at   this   time,     but   that  the    Staff   and   the    University   officials    should 
continue   to    study   the    matter    and    obtain   additional   information. 

Mr.     Shuman   moved,     seconded   by  Dr.     Knoblauch,    for    adoption   of   the    Staff   recom- 
mendation.     The  motion   carried   unanimously. 

Section   III    -   Board   Regulation   Amendment    -  Student    Financial   Aids 

The    proposed   amendment   to  Board    Regulations   had   been    submitted   for    first   read- 
ing   in  May.       Since  that  time    no    comments    or  suggestions    for    change    had   been 
received   by  the    Staff,     and   the    amendment   was    presented    at   this    time    for  approval 
by   the  Board.       Basically,     the    amendment   will   make    graduate    students    eligible    for 
Regents   tuition   waivers,    will   provide    a  few   more    Regents    tuition   waivers    at    each 
of   the    universities,     and   will   increase    the    institutions'    flexibility   in   the  financial 
aids  area. 

Some  Board  members  expressed  concern  that  the  Universities'  policies  and  pro- 
cedures for  granting  these  waivers  should  insure  that  they  are  granted  to  under- 
graduate   students    in   an  appropriate    ratio      to    enrollments. 

Dr.    Knoblauch   moved,     seconded   by   Mr.    Varese,     for    adoption   of   the    proposed 
amendments   to   the    Board   Regulations.      The  motion    carried   unanimously. 
(SECTION    V.    STUDENTS,     SUBSECTION  A.     STUDENT    FINANCIAL   AIDS) 

Section   IV    -  Interim  Authorization  to  Obligate    and   Expend    Funds 

Dr.     Matsler    advised   that  because    of  the    possibility   of    significant   changes    in   the 
Regency   appropriation   bill   for    FY74    before    it   is    approved   by  the    Governor,     as 
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well   as   the    very   compressed   time    schedule    imposed   by   the   BHE  for  submission 
of   FY75    appropriation   requests,     submission   of  the  internal   budgets    for  FY74 
has    been   deferred   from  the  July  to    the    October    1973    Board   meeting.       This    delay 
makes   it  necessary,     he    said,     to  request   that   the    Board    authorize    the   universities 
to    obligate    and   expend   funds  during    the  interim   period    prior  to    approval   of  the 
internal   budgets. 

Dr.     Knoblauch   moved,     seconded   by  Mrs.     Spencer,     that   the    Board   authorize    the 
universities    to    make    tentative    internal   allocations    for    FY74   within   the    currently 
available    appropriations    and   to  obligate    and   expend   funds    from   these    allocations, 
with    such   authorization   to    extend   to    obligations    and    expenditures   made    on   this 
basis   from   July   1,    1973.       All    such  obligations    and   expenditures    must  be    in  compli- 
ance   with   applicable    statutes,     bylaws,     governing    policies,     Board    Regulations  and 
administrative    decisions    currently   in  effect.      Roll  was  called   and   the    motion 
carried   unanimously. 

Section    V    -    BHE    Actions 

Dr.     Matsler    reported   on   actions    by  the    Board   of   Higher   Education   at   the    June    5 
meeting: 

1.  Approval   of  new   programs,    including  a  D.  A.     in  Mathematics    and   a  D.  A. 
in   Chemistry  for    Chicago    Circle    Campus;    and    a  Ph.  D.    in    Bioengineering 
at    Chicago    Circle. 

2.  Approval   of  a  committee    report   which   recommended   that   the    General   As- 
sembly  establish   a   new   State    Board   of   Education  which  would  have  respon- 
sibilities   in   K-12    public    education   and   that   a   technical   education   advisory 
panel   be    established   with  members    drawn  from   memberships    of  the    new 
Board    of   Education   and   the    Board    of   Higher    Education. 

3.  Receipt   of   a   progress    report   from  a  BHE    committee    investigating    presi- 
dents'   homes    at  the    six   universities    involved    (the    committee    requested 
that   the    report   be    deferred   until    September). 

4.  The    staff   of  the  BHE    presented   a  means    by   which   the  $10   million  of   added 
monies    set   aside    for    salary   increases    would   be  allocated   to   the    senior   in- 
stitutions.      Essentially,    the   method   provides   that  in  addition  to   the    $10 
million   for    salary   increases,     one-half    of   the    reallocation   amounts    for    each 
of  the    institutions   would   be    added   to   this    total,     making    an  amount   equal   to 
$15.  3    million  for    all    senior    institutions.       This    amount   was  then   allocated 
back   to   the    universities    on   the  same    basis    that  the    original    BHE    recommen- 
dations provided   in  the  February  budget   approvals. 

5.  The    BHE    directed   its  staff  to    study   the  practices    of  the    institutions   with 
regard   to  banking    land   through   use    of  foundations. 

Mr.     Barr    reported  that  he  had   been   joined   by  two  other    BHE    members    in    opposing 
BHE    staff   recommendations    relative    to   the    reallocation   question.      He  also    reported 
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that   he    had    opposed   the    approval   of  the    two  D.  A.    programs    at    Chicago    Circle. 

Dr.     Matsler    said   the    Regents    will   be    considering    a   doctoral  program   at  Illinois 
State  in  July.      Whether    or    not   the  program  will   be  known   as    a    Doctor    of   Arts 
or   by    some    other   title,    the    Board   will   have  to   make    some    decisions    on   the 
program. 

Section    VI  -    Report   on    University-side  Committees    at   the    Regency   Universities 

As    requested   by  the    Board,     Dr.     Matsler    advised   that   the    Staff   had  gathered   infor- 
mation  from   each   campus    on  the    committee    structure    which   exists.       Information 
received   was    not   uniform  in  all    respects  and    consequently  the   basis   for    compari- 
son is    not   exact.       From  data  received,    a   list  had   been  compiled   of   committees, 
separated   by   functional   category,     and  indicating    similarities    and   dissimilarities 
among    the  three    University    structures.       The    staff   also   presented    an   evaluation 
of   committee   functions,     membership,     selection  processes    and    relationship   to   the 
governing    structure. 

In  reviewing  the  report,  Dr.  Groves  noted  that  there  were  quite  a  number  of  com- 
mittees not  common  to  more  than  one  campus,  and  this  might  warrant  some  eval- 
uation  by  the  universities    as    areas    for    potential    streamlining. 

Mr.     Shuman   commended   the    Staff    report   and    stated   that    it    confirmed   his    suspi- 
cions   that  there  is    a    surplus    of   committees    on  the    campuses    and   much   time 
wasted   in  unnecessary   committee    activity   which   could,     in   his    opinion,    be  better 
spent   in  coordination   and   consolidation. 

Mr.     Patterson    suggested  that   committees    should    expire    each  year  and   be    re- 
appointed  only  on  an  ad   hoc  basis.       Many  times,    he    observed,     the    activity    becomes 
an   end   in   itself.       Each   committee    should   be    appointed   for    a  fixed  term   and   end 
automatically. 

Mr.     Barr    said   he    hoped   the    report    submitted   would  prove    helpful   to  the  presidents 
and   faculty   at   the   universities    and   that   they   would  take    into  consideration  some 
of  the  comments   from  the   Board. 

President   Spencer    pointed    out   that   two-thirds    of   the    committees    at   Sangamon   State 
are    not   appointed    by  the    President,     but    rather    by    subsidiary   branches    of  the 
governance    system.     Staff,    faculty   and   community   members    serve    on   most   of 
their    committees.       Committee    service    might   be    considered    a  waste    of  time   for 
some    people,    he    said,     but   it  is  fruitful   for  new   participants    in  the    governance 
structure,    a  useful  thing    for   involvement.      In  addition,     he    said   that   all   commit- 
tees   at    SSU   have    a  clear    charge  and   a  termination   date. 

Dr.     Matsler    said   that   in  defense    of   committees,     there    was    not   too   much   overlap. 
The    Staff   was    not   trying   to  make    invidious    comparisons    in   its    report.      Mr.     Shuman 
said   he  still   thought   there  could   be    some    consolidation.      Ms.     Terwilliger    said   from 
her    experience    in    serving    on  committees,    when   the    charge   to  a  committee    is  en- 
larged,    this    requires    much   more    time    from  those    serving    as    members. 
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Section    VII    -   Graduate    Programs    at   the    Regency    Universities 

At   the    request    of    Dr.     Matsler,     Dr.     Groves    reviewed   the   tables    which   had   been 
prepared   to    identify   by   department    or    program   the  number    of  majors  enrolled  as 
of  fall    semester   in   each   of   the    last   five    years    at  the    fifth   year   masters    degree 
level   and   post   masters    degree    level.      Also   included   in  the   tables    were    the    num- 
ber   of   degrees    conferred   in   each   of   the    last   five    years    in   all   graduate    degree 
programs.      In   addition   the    number    of  full-time    graduate   faculty  under    contract 
in   the    fall    semester    of   each   of   the  last   five    years    had   been   identified   by   depart- 
ment  or    program. 

Dr.     Groves    cautioned   that   the    information   was    over-simplified   and   perhaps 
might    be    misleading    because    of   this.       The    information    should   be    taken   with   a 
considerable    grain   of    salt,     he    said,     but   it   might   indicate    areas   in  which   the 
universities    should   focus.       Dr.     Bowers    agreed   that    some    of   the    charts    were 
exceedingly   misleading    and   that  they  should   be    very    carefully  analyzed.      It   is    a 
good    starting    point,     he    said,     but   they    could    be    very   deceptive. 

Mr.     Barr    commented  that   no   final   conclusions   were    to   be    drawn   at   this   time, 
but   the    report    does    give    the    Board    some    good    starting    data.      It  is    important, 
he    said,     that  this    type  of   thing    be  a    continuing    process    of   program   review   within 
the    university   and   by  the    Staff.      Obviously  programs    will   be   found  that    perhaps 
had   been    strong    at   one    time,     but   with   changing    circumstances,     maybe    should 
be    phased   out.      It   may   be    that   there    are    programs    at   the    masters    and   doctors 
level   that   are    not  needed   any   more,    but   these    should   be    considered   in   an 
orderly,     continuing    process.      Mr.     Barr    said   he    hoped   that   the    Staff  would   con- 
tinue   to  follow   up    on   the    recommendations    and    suggestions   in   the    report  to  see 
that   they  are    implemented,     and    if   the    Staff    should   need   any  Board   action  to 
accomplish   this,     it    should    so   advise   the    Board. 

Section    VIII    -    Legal    Counsel   Report 

1.  Gronemeier    vs.     Gulley,     et   al. 

Mr.     Mathias    advised   that   because    the    complaint   had   been  filed   about  the 
time    of  the    last    Board   meeting,    he   had    consulted   with  the    Chairman   and 
the    matter   had  been   referred  to  a   legal   firm  to   file    an  Answer   to   the 
Complaint. 

Dr.     Knoblauch   moved,     seconded   by  Mr.    Murray,    for   approval   of   the    reten- 
tion  of  the    firm   of   Jenner    and    Block,     Chicago,    Illinois,     to    represent   the 
defendants    in  this   matter    as    recommended   by    Legal    Counsel.       The   motion 
carried  unanimously. 

2.  Voegeli   and    Donald    Wales    vs.     Illinois    State    University,     et   al. 

Mr.     Mathias    reported   that  suit   had   been  filed   alleging    that  the    defendants 
(ISU,     David    Berlo,     Board    of   Regents,    Harold    Burns    and    George    Taylor) 
have    authorized   the    expenditures    of    student   fee    monies   for    groups   which 
resulted   in   discrimination   because    of   race,     sex,    political   affiliation,     etc. 
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in  violation   of  the    Constitution.     It  is  also    alleged   that   these   funds    have 
not   been   budgeted   and   appropriated   by   the    General   Assembly   as    required 
by  the    Illinois    State    Constitution,     and   they    seek   temporary   and   permanent 
restraining    orders    on   any    such   future   fee    distributions    and   damages    of 
$2    million  for    distributions   made    during   the    current   year.       Service    on 
the    Board   was    made    on  June    13  and   an  answer    must   be   filed  within    30   days. 

Mr.     Patterson   moved,     seconded   by  Dr.     Knoblauch,     that   as    recommended 
by    Legal    Counsel,    the    firm   of    Giffin,     Winning,     Lindner,     Newkirk    &   Cohen 
of   Springfield,     Illinois,     be    retained   to    represent  the    defendants    in  this 
matter.       The   motion   carried  unanimously.

Mr.     Mathias    presented   a  Resolution   authorizing    expenditure    of  certain 
surplus    revenues    to    cover   the    costs    of   authorized   emergency    repairs, 
contracts    for   further    repairs    and   legal   fees    and    expenses    in   an   attempt 
to    recover   the    cost    of    said    repairs:

He  is  extremely  impressed, 
he  said,  with  the  caliber  of  men  who  serve  on  the  board  and  feels  that  the 
Regents  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  President  Berlo  for  having  been  able  to 
persuade    such   persons   to    serve    as    Foundation   directors. 

Dr.     Knoblauch   moved,     seconded   by  Dr.     Julian,     for  approval   of  the    President's 
Report   for    Illinois    State    University,     as  amended.       Roll  was    called,     and   the    motion 
carried   unanimously. 

Mr.     Barr    said   that   unless  there    should   be    a  reason  to    call   a    special  meeting    of 
the    Board   within  the    next   week   or    so,    this    would   be  the    last   opportunity   for    the 
Board   to    meet   in  public    with  President    Berlo   in  his    capacity   as    President   of   ISU. 
Mr.     Barr    said   that   as    Dr.     Berlo    leaves   he   takes   with  him  the   very   best   wishes 
of   all   the   members    of  the    Board   who    have    been  proud    and   pleased   to  work   with 
him,    and  the    same   best   wishes    for   the    members    of  his  family. 

Mr.     Murray    said   that   at   the    annual   meeting    of  the    AGB   in   San   Francisco   he 
had   attended   an   interesting    session   on  "Higher    Education    -    Who    Needs    It?". 
It   has    occurred   him   that    since    he    has  been   on   this    Board  there    has    been   no 
report    concerning   placement    offices.      As    a  trustee,    he    said,    he  has    questioned 
whether    our    graduates    are    getting    placed,     getting   jobs    in  their   fields.      Are   we 
serving   the    needs    of  students    by  educating   them  for    jobs   for    which   they   will   be 
employed?      He    said   he  would   like    to   have    some    kind  of   a    report   at   a   later   meet- 
ing   on  the    statistics,     if  they   are    available,    with    relation   to   fields    of   endeavor. 
He    said   he   was  very  concerned   that  when  we    have    such   a  large  teacher  training 
university   and   the    need   for  teachers   is    dropping    -    what   is   happening   to   them? 
Are   there   too   many  or    too  few? 

Mr.  Barr  suggested  that  the  Central  Staff  might  be  able  to  help  the  universities 
prepare  such  a  report  for  the  Board.  Dr.  Matsler  advised  that  they  would  start 
work   on  it  as    quickly   as    possible. 

There    being    no   further    business   before   the  Board,    the    Chairman   declared   the 
Board    adjourned  until   the    next   regularly  scheduled   meeting   on  July    19,     19*7  3    at 
Sangamon   State    University,     Springfield,     Illinois.
